Thick clouds of smoke 
at times almost obscured the opposing 
fleets from each other. Soon a well di- 
rected shot reached the iron cruiser Don 
Juan de Austria, a vessel of 1100tons. A 
terrific explosion follows and the ship 
was blown up. 

All the time during the first engage- 
ment the American ships were under 
way, their maneuvering being intended 
to render the marksmanship of the 
Spanish gunners less effective. 

There was heavy loss of life among 
the Spanish. Captain Cardase, com- 
manding the Maria Christina, was killed. 
Commodore Montijo, commanding the 
fleet, shifted his flag from the Maria 
Christina to the Isla de Cuba, a much 
smaller steel protected cruiser, just be- 
fore the Christina sank.

Tlans For Defending New England 
From Attack, 


No Apprehension Felt In Offi- 
cial Circles. 


Armorclads May Be Detached From Sampson’s 
Blockading Fleet. 


Washington, May 2.—Beside collecting 
a formidable force on the New England 
coasts, scouts have been sent to sea 
to ascertain the position of hostile war- 
ships. The San Francisco and the 
Scorpion, which left New York Satur- 
day, are expected soon to arrive in 
Boston. The New Orleans will follow 
them today. Upon reaching his desti- 
nation Commodore Howell will find 
awaiting him the ram Katahdin, the 
gunboat Machias and the cruisers Co- 
lumbia and Minneapolis, which, while 
operating in northern waters, will, upon 
coming in contact with him, be under his 
command. The Minneapolis and Co- 
lumbia, however, are still attached to 
the flying squadron, and are really on 
scouting duty. No surprise should be 
experienced if these vessels should sud- 
denly leave the New England coast and 
proceed to sea, remaining away for sev- 
eral days. 


THE COLUMBIA. 


With Commodore Howell's force op- 
perating in New England waters, a force 
which will be reinforced in a few days 
by the converted cruisers Yankee, Dixie, 
Prairie and Yosemite, no apprehension 
is felt in official circles as to the safety 
of New England ports and of New York, 
especially as it will be possible to re- 
inforce the squadron without delay by 
the fiying squadron now at Hampton 
roads. Itis not believed, however, that 
any of the Spanish ships are bound for 
the New England coast, and they will, 
it is believed, first proceed to Porto 
Rico. 

In order to make more effective the 
naval campaign intrusted to Admiral 
Sampson for execution, the fleet under 
his command will be formed into two 
divisions. The commander of the first 
division and the fleet will be Admiral 
Sampson, and the second division will be 
in charge of Commodore John C. Wat- 
son. For some time past the intention 
of the naval administration has been to 
withdraw from the blockading force the 
six armorclads, New York, Iowa, Indi- 
ana, Puritan, Terror and Amphitrite, or 
some of them, for station at a central 
spoint on the Atlantic coast, if it became 
known that the Spanish fleet which left 
St. Vincent contemplated an assault on 
coast cities, or if there was absolute 
uncertainty as to the intention of the 
enemy. From this station the big 
armored craft could move north or south 
as circumstances would determine, 
either to rejoin the blockading force or 
to prevent the Spanish ships from bom- 
barding forts on the New England 
or middle Atlantie coast. This with- 
drawal would leave the enforcement ef 
the blockade to the numerous cruisers, 
gunboats and torpedo boats now under 
Admiral Sampson, and they would all 
be in comnrand of Commodore Watson. 

The aggregation of vessels under the 
command of Admiral Sampson is of- 
ficially known as the North Atlantic 
squadron. There is a distinct difference 
between a squadron anda fleet, but both 
terms have been applied indiscriminate- 
ly to the ships engaged in carrying out 
the provisions of the president's procla- 
mation establishing the blockade of the 
Cuban ports. The distinction will be ap- 
plied, however, when Commodore Wat- 
son is assigned to command the second 
division. Strictly applied, the term fleet 
means 13 vessels consisting of one flag- 
ship for the commander-in-chief and 
two divisions of six ships, each under a 
flag officer. Any aggregation of fewer 
vessels is called a squadron. Admiral 
Sampson will therefore have command 
of a fleet and its first squadron, and Com- 
modore Watson will command its second 
Bauadron, 

Under the division contemplated by 
the navy department the first squadron 
és to consist of the armorclads and some 
other vessels, and the second squadron 
of protected and other armored ships. 
The six armorclads mentioned wi be 
eugmented soon by the monitor Mian- 
tonomoh, now on her way to Key West. 
The unarmored vessels are the cruisers 
Detroit, Marblehead, Cincinnati and 
Montgomery+ the gunboats Wilming- 
ton, Machias, Newport, Castine, Helena, 
Nashville and Indianapolis; the revenue 
{cutter McLane, the torpedo boat de- 
Stroyer Mayflower, five torpedo boats 
and several dispatch boats, including 
the Dolphin, supply vessels, and con- 
verted tugs and yachts. It is probable 
some of the torpedo boats will accom- 
pany the armorclads.

Neither Col. Pew of the Sth 
nor Bogan of the 9th are veterans. 

Now that the choice is made there is 
nothing for the 5th todo but to grin 
and bear it. It is more than possible if 
the views of the correspondent of the 
Army and Navy Jounrnal at Washing- 
ton are correct that another call may 
come, and then the 5th will be in it 
with both feet, so to speak.

In the dispatches from Madrid, the 
statement was made that Admiral Dewey 
effected a landing on thg,west side of 
Manila bay for the men of his fleet who 
were wounded in the engagements. It 
was suggested in official circles that this 
landing had a two-fold purpose. It was 
not only that the wounded might have 
better care than they could receive on 
shipboard in the face of other probable 
engagements, but also to carry out what 
was known to be Admiral Dewey’s pur- 
pose—to effect a junction with the in- 
surgents as soon as possible. The in- 
surgent forces probably surround Marila 
on the land sides of the city and, with the 
intention of securing control of Manila 
as soon as possible, the admiral was to 
obtain a footing on the island at the 
earliest possible moment. Assoonas the 
junction of the American and insurgent 
forces, the one on sea and the other on 
fand, is effected, a demand is likely to be 
made for the surrender of the city, and in 
the event of a refusal, a combined attack 
would be made upon it. 

No news of a definite character is given 
concerning the loss sustained by Ad- 
miral Dewey’s squadron, and it is scarce- 
ly likely, in the opinion of the experts of 
the navy, that authentic information 
will be received until he has an oppor- 
tunity to communicate officially with 
the department. It is regarded as prob- 
able that immediately after the engage- 
ments Adwiral Dewey sent the revenue 
cutter bac& to Hong Kong with dis- 
patches, and that the first information 
from him will come from that point. 
The distance from Manila to Hong Kong 
is a trifle over 600 miles, and it will take 
the McCulloch about two days to make 
the trip. 


Schofield’s Reserve. 

New York, May 2.—General Schofield, 
president of the national volunteer re- 
gerves, reports that the reserve move- 
ment is meeting with unexpected suc- 
cess all over the country, the governors 
of several states taking great interest 
in it. The enrollments have become so

numerous that the main office here is 
unable to handle them, and it has been 
found necessary to call upon the state 
officers for assistance. General Scho- 
field is unable just now to tell the extent 
of the movement, but he said that thous- 
ands and tens of thousands of men are 
being enrolled. 


People Lamented Lonudly. 

London, May 2.—Dispatches from Mad- 
rid say that at the theatres, cafes and 
in front of the newspaper offices last 
night the people loudly lamented the 
unpreparedness of Manila to resist the 
American warships whose attack had 
long been expected. The Madrid au- 
thorities are determined vigorously to 
suppress all street demonstrations. 


Of Course They'll Protest. 

Havana, May 2.—The French and Aus- 
trian consuls have protested against the 
bombardment of Matanzas by the Amer- 
ican fleet as a violation of international 
law in thet no previous notification of 
the intention to bombard the place had 
been given. 

The following version of the bombard- 
ment was received last night under date 
of April 28: “At midday on the 27th 
three American cruisers opened fire at 
a short distance on the Morrila battery 
and the Matanzas fort. The battery 
replied, and the eruisers retreated to 
some distance. The fleet fired 32 shots 
and the battery 14, but all were without 
result. The fleet fired over 40 shots 
at the Sabanilla battery and the city, 
but none exploded; and the only casualty 
reported wasehe killing ofa mule. Some 
of the shots from the American vessels 
fell in the outskirts of the city. One 
projectile landed in the Sabanilla sta- 
tion and several more around the new 
sugarrefinery. Others fell in the harbor 
near the brigantine Vigilante, and one 
dropped into the water close to a house 
on Bautista street. The Sabanilla bat- 
tery fired only four shots before the fleet 
got out of range. The bombardment 
lasted an hour. One of the ships, a 
vessel with three smokestack, was 
damaged in the rigging. The receipt 
of the news produced an outburst of en- 
thusiasm; many houses were decorated 
and processions headed by bands of 
musio marched through the streets to 
national and Cuban airs.”

Spaniards Fought Splendidly. 

London, May 2.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Financial News says: 
“The Spanish ministry of marine claims 
a victory for Spain because the Ameri- 
cans were forced to fetire behind the 
merchantmen. Captain Cadalso (or 
Cadarso), in command of the Reina 
Maria Christina, went down with the 
6bip. The Spaniards fought splendidly, 
the sailors refusing to leave the burning 
and sinking Don Juan de Austria. There 


is the greatest anxiety for further de- 
tails.” 


Invasion Next Week. 

Tampa, Fla., May 2.—General Shafter 
told the reporters last night that he 
would not assume command for a week 
or 10 days, as he would be busy with’ 
other matters and would take up the sub- | 
ject in ample time. This practically! 
settles two very important matters, ! 
first, that General Shafter will command | 
the army in Cuba, and second, that the 
troops will not leave here for Cuba for 
0 days at least 

One of the principal reasons for the 
change in the program is the fact that. 
the ships now on Cuban blockade may

use Admiral Sampson's squadron to con- 
voy the treops to Cuba, and after mak- 
ing a pathway for them to the shore, to 
remain as a protection to them while 
military operations were in progress. 
If during this period the Spanish fleet 
should appear, the american vessels 
would be compelled to meet them, and 
this would leave the soldiers on shore 
‘at the mercy of the Spanish soldiery 
and without a base of retreat. 


Hermejo’s Joyful Emotions. 

Madrid, May 2.—The news from the 
Philippines has produced greatly in- 
creased enthusiasm, especially in view 
of the fact that the American squadron 
was obliged to retreat. Notwithstand- 
ing the severe damage the Spanish ships 
sustained, naval officers here consider 
that further »perations by the American 
squadron will be conducted under great 
difficulty owing to their having no base 
where they could repair and recoal, or 
obtain fresh supplies of ammunition. 

Admiral Hermejo, minister of marine, 
joined the cabinet council last night and 
informed his colleagues that the Span- 
ish forces had gained a victory in the 
Philippines. He asserted that he found 
difficulty in restraining his joyful emo- 
tions. 

The offical dispatch does not mention 
the destruction of any American ves- 


eel, although it says that the United 


States squadron finally cast anchor in 
the bay behind the foreign merchant- 
men, 


Intensely Interesting Question. 

London, May 2.—While it is quite clear 
that the Spanish squadron has suffered 
a crushing defeat, the dispatches leave 
unclear the intensely interesting ques- 
tion whether the American squadron has 
euffered material damage. All news 
thus far comes from Spanish sources, 
but it seem evident that Commodore 
Dewey has pot captured Manila. Un- 
less he is able to make another attack 
and capture the town, he will be in an 
awkward position, having no base upon 
which to retire and to refit. Probably, 
therefore, the United States squadron 
will be obliged to make for San Fran- 
cisco, as the entrance to Manila bay was 
heavily mined with torpedoes, 

Commodore Dewey displayed great 
pluck and daring in making for the inner 
According to private advices re- 
ceived from Madrid, the United States 
cruisers Olympia and Raleigh and two 
other vessels, the names of which are not 
given, entered the harbor, No dis- 
patches give details ag to the vessels 
actually engaged on either side. It ap- 
pears to be incorrect that the American 
ships finally anchored behind the mer- 
chantmen on the east side. It should be 
the west side, 

Probabilities point in the direction of 
the second engagement having occurred 
through the Spaniards trying to prevent 
the landinggsf the American wounded, 

Reliable details cannot be had until 
the commodore’s squadron is able to 
communicate with Hong Kong. There 
is. however, a suspicious frankness 
about the Spanish dispatches that savors 
of a desire to break unpleasant news to 
the Spaniards. It is not unlikely, there- 
fore, that Commodore Dewey may be able 
to renew the attack, 


The Point of Honor, 

London, May 2.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: “The 
sitting of the house of deputies Saturday 
Was extremely interesting. The Carl- 
ists and Republicans had bitterly criti- 
cised the action of the governments of 
the regency and the monarchy with per- 
sisting during the last 24 years ina policy 
of too systematic neutrality and isola- 
tion in Europe, which now, in Spain's 
hour of trial, has deprived her of any- 
thing but platonic sympathies. The 
foreign minister, in the course of his re- 
ply, remarked that this was a positivist 
epoch, in which alliances were founded 
upon interest alone, and as Spain could 
offer but little, other powers could only 
give her little. 

“Mr. Silvela, in a speech which made 
a profound impression and is regarded 
as marking a turning point in Spanish 
politics, declared that as the Cuban 
problem was now reduced to a question 
of ‘honor for the Spanish arms,’ it be- 
fiooved ministers to assume without 
hesitation the responsibility of deciding 
when the point of honor had been suf- 
ficiently satisfied. When that time had 
been reached, he said, it would be time 
to appeal to the European powers 80 
fhat they could decide what ought to be 
done to restore peace and determine the 
fate of Cuba, because all the powers 
were interested in Cuba's future.” 


Maine’s National Guard. 

Augusta, Me., May 2.—The Maine na- 
tional guard mobilized here this after- 
noon. Atthe homes of the various com- 
panies there were magnificent demon- 
strations, and their arrival here was 
observed by the general suspicion of 
business, ringing of bells, cannon salutes, 
a grand display of the national colors 
and the gathering of citizens from miles 
around. They went into camp at Camp 
Powers, on the state grounds, and will 
undoubtedly tolunteer to a man to enter 
Uncle Sam's service. 


Boston Opinion. 

Boston, May 2.—If the Spanish gov- 
ernment acknowledges these terrible 
losses of its ffeet,” argues The Journal, 
“it is certain that the real truth lies far 
beyond and that the world has yet no 
measure of the completeness of the 
American yictory.” 

“The American people have taken a 
solemn vow," declares The Globe, “that 
the evil deeds of the Spanish government 
shall follow it on every sea, even if the 
globe must be girdled by the battle line 
of humanity.” 

The Advertiser does not regard it as 
“strange that a financial panic has al- 
ready been reported from the different 
cities of Spain, or that confident predic- 
tions are made that when the taxes on 
food are collected there will be bread riots 
throughout all the provinces.” 


Maine Has a Mystery. 

Mars Hill, Me., May 2.—The recent de- 
struction of the law office of H. W. San- 
ford of this town by a bomb, made of 
powder, wrapped up In cotton and satu- 
rated with kerosene ofl, has developed 
into a mystery of startling proportions. 
It is evident from discoveries which have 
come to light since the explosion that 
a determined plot has been formed to 
destroy the lives and property of several 
of the most prominent citizens of Blaine 
and Mars Hill.

MANILA ACCEPTS 
INEVITABLE, 


Dewey Crowns His Rout of the Ships) 


by Taking the City. 


Unofficial Advice to That 
Effect In Washington. 


All Circumstances Establish Credibility of the 
Report. 


Eagerness In Military Circles For the 
Immediate Invasion of Cuba—Time For 
the Expedition Dependent Largely on 
the Whereabouts of the Spanish 
Fleet That Left Cape Verde Isl- 
ands—Scouts on the Lookout— 
Spanish Authorities Take Steps 


to Prevent a Demonstration 


by Declaring Martial Law. 


Washington, May 3.—The president 
received word yesterday afternoon that 
the Spanish forces at Manila had flung 
out the white flag, indicating their will- 
ingness to capitulate at once. This 
s@tatement is made on the authority of a 
member of the cabinet. No further in- 
formation than this is given, and it is 
supposed that the news came originally 
from the British consul general at 
Manila, by way of London., In the ab- 
Sence of additional details the adminis- 
tration is waiting for a full official report 
from Commodore Dewey before making 
its dispatches public. 

The president is assured of the sur- 
render of the capital of the Philippines 
although, so far as known, he has not 
been definitely informed that Commo- 
dore Dewey has taken possession. 

There is authority for the statement 
that the president has dispatches which 
have not yet been made public through 
the press in any form, indicating that, 
while Commodore Dewey saved his ships 
with marvelous success, he was not 
equally successful in sparing his men, 
and that the Spaniards did not quail in 
battle until they had made the Ameri- 
cans suffer. 

The effects of Commodore Dewey's 
victory will be far-reaching and jm- 
mediate. Already every branch of the 
military and naval establishments feels 
its quickening impulse, and the belief 
is strong that by swiftly following up 
with a demonstration in Cuba, the ad- 
vantage gained at the antipodes, the 
United States can quickly bring Spain to 
her knees and the wartofclose. Had it 
not been for the premature publication 
of the day on which the American troops 
were to leave Tampa the decisive blow 
in Cuba might have been struck this 
week, and it might have been that with- 
in a fortnight Blanco and his army of 
occupation would have capitulated. The 
publication ahead revealed to the enemy 
the plans of our military authorities and 
necessarily invited a change in program, 
and, although the strictest secrecy is 
maintained at the department with re- 
gard to the movement of forces from 
‘Tampa under General Shafter, it is 
understood that the day of departure 
has been deferred. 

It is disclosed today that Dewey car- 
ried out a carefully prepared plan which 
he had submitted some time ago, and 
which had the approval of the navypde- 
partment, and that the constant move- 
ment of his ships reported in the dis- 
patches was an important part of that 
plan and enabled him to break the range 
of the shore batteries, even though he 
had to ignore torpedoes and mines in his 
maneuvers around the bay in the dark- 
ness. All the facts of the battle will be 
of importance, because it is really the 
first in which modern ships have been 
engaged on terms which were favorable 
to the naval critics since the battle of 
the Yalu. 

Incredible as it seems that the Spanish 
would send the four arreored cruisers, 
towing three torpedo boat destroyers 
which left the Cape Verde islands to 
Porto Rico, much less to our Atlantic 
coast, the administration cannot afford 
to assume that the Spanish fleet is not 
on its way over. It has, accordingly, 
made its preparations to have its ap- 
proach detected by its scouting cruisers 
and to xave Admiral Sampson engage 
the fleet, if it does come, with our fight- 
ing fleet, made out of the two squad- 
rons, with which he would be expected 
to overwhelm the Spanish ships. 

The navy department hopes ‘‘at he 
will have the opportunity to do so, and 
that before the end of the week it will 
be known that the Spanish fleet is on this 
side of the Atlantic, and that in one week 
from the battle of Manila, Rear A*miral 
Sampson may be reporting the second 
naval victory, which will end the war. 

As this wculd make land fighting in 
Cuba unnecessary, the president, after 
an hour’s conference with Sccretary 
Alger and General Miles, late yeste: day 
afternoon, determine d to postpone fora 
few days, at least, the sending of our 
military expedition until the where- 
abouts and destination of the Spanish 
fleet can be determined. 


It appears that Admiral Montojo was 
taken altogether by surprise. and that 


the Spanish authorities generany were 
in a state of utter unreadiness, The 


b forts were not completed, the harbor was 
not 


mined, there were no searchlights 
and the American squadron was only 


sighted after it had already passed the | 


outer and principal forts. 

The moral influence of the first great 
victory is incalculable, and, though it is 
practically certain that Spain will not 
pield till she has tried conclusions in the 
Atlantic, where she hopes for better luck 
with her really first-classfighting squad- 
ron, it is believed that a similar victory 
in Cuban waters would produce signs of 
revolution in Spain, compelling an en- 
deavor to come to terms. 

The greatest anxiety is felt as to the 
casualties sustained by the American 
fleet. From the stubborn defense made 
by the Spaniards it is feared that before 
they burned, blew up or sank their ships 
they managed to inflict severe damage 
upon Commodore Dewey's squadron. 
All of the ships engaged were vulnerable 
in their lack of protection tolife. There 
was not an armored ship in Commodore 
Dewey's fleet, the nearest approach be- 
ing the flagship Olympia. She had some 
coal protection around the sides and an 
arched steel deck calculated to protect 
the vitals of the ship. The other ves- 
sels, save those recently added to the 
Mavy, like the McCulloch, have light} 
eteel decks, but in all cases, with the ex- 


ception of slight protection in the shape | 


of gun shields, the personnel of the ships 
Was exposed to the fire of the enemy. 
If Commodore Dewey has lost a con- 
siderable portion of his men, it is feared 
he will be much emba sed in the work 
of maintaining possession of Manila fér 
lack of a sufficient force. United States 
naval vessels are always under-manned, 
according to Europea! ards, and it 
will not be possible, having reg: 
safety of the ships, to spare any con- 
siderable number of men to keep the 
city, especially if the engagement has 
disabled many ofthem. There was sor 
talk of sending troops from San Fra 
cisco to aid in this work, but it is likely 
that the department will wait to hear 


from Commodore Dewey himself before 
taking any action. It may be, and in 


fact it is expected, that by a combina- 
tion with the insurgents, he will suc« 
in having his men relieved of the task 
of garrisoning Manila.

tico shall next be seized; it would seem 
that Spain will have little to encourage 
her in further resistance, particularly 
as the fall of Porto Rico would mean the 
Joss to her of her ironclad fleet, should 
it cross the Atlantic. 

There is no talk yet of European in- 
tervention, but one of the most bene- 
ficial results of Dewey's victory is that 
a deep impression has been made ypon 
European statesmen, wkro can now no 
longer blind themselves to the fact that 
man to man the American navy is equal 
to any in the world. There was no ex- 
hibition, such as was sneeringly pre- 
dicted in the European press, of weak- 
ness in the American fleet caused by the 
fact that it was of heterogeneous com- 
position. The impression produced is 
likely to deter the Europeans from hasty 
intervention and the present indications 
are that we shall be left to settle our af- 
fairs with Spain at our own pleasure, 
providing we do not get involved in the 
eastern question through obtaining 
possession of the Philippines.

| °4 months old or over, shall annually on or 
| before the 30th Day of April, cause it to be Reg- 
| istered, Numbered, Described and Licensed for 
| one year from the first day of the ensuing May, 
| in the office of the clerk of the city or town 
| wherein said dog is kept, and shall cause it to 
, Wear around its neck a collar distinctly marked 
j aie its owner’s name and its registered num- 
er. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The fee for every license shall be two dollars 
for a male dog and five dollars for a female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit Fifteen Dol- 
lars, five dollars of which shall be paid to the 
complainant and ten dollars to the treasurer of 
the county in which the dog is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breed- 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
license authorizing him to keep such dogs upon 
| the premises described in such license. When 
the number of dogs so kept does not exceed five, 
the fee for such license shall be Twenty Five 
Dollars; when the number of dogs so kept 
exceeds five, the fee shall be Fifty Dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for the dogs of such 
owner or keeper, under the age of six months. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog not duly 
licensed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day of April in any year, shall, 
whenever it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in section eighty of chapter one hundred 
and two of the Public Statutes, and shall cause 
itto wear around its neck a collar, distinctly 
marked with its owner’s name and its registered 
number.

Several of the Plumbers May 


Get Into Trouble. 

The hearing before the Board of 
Health on the charges made against 
Inspector of Plumbing Keniley by Jules 
Johnson will be continued tonight, 
when the Inspector will be given an 
opportunity to give his defense. In 
view of the testimony already gone in, 
the question that appears to the front 
is what will the harvest be if the Board 
of Health find Mr. Keniley guilty and 
dismiss him. The Board of Health 
will be in duty bound to take all of the 
plumbers of the city into court upon 
their own testimony, for section eight 
of,the ordinance concerning plumbing 
reads: ‘Any person violating any pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall be sub- 
ject to a fine not exceeding fifty dol- 
lars for each and every violation there- 
of, and his license may be revoked by 
the Board of Examiners of Plumbing.” 

If the board of Health does take this 
course, the city may receive $1500 in 
fines and have a new set of plumbers. 
Other sections of the ordinance pro- 
vide that the stacks shall be of a cer- 
tain height and no lead pipe shall be 
used unless exposed to view. 

The charges made against Mr. 
Keniley in brief are that he has passed 
stacks under height and lead pipe that 
was concealed behind sheathing. To 
support of these charges, the plumbers 
of the city came forward and testified 
that they had used lead pipe and con- 
cealed it in violation of the law, and 
they also admitted, upon cross-exami- 
nation that they knew that they were 
violating the ordinance when they did 
so. This being the case, they, by their 
own admission come under section 
eight of the ordinance above quoted. 
If one man is to be punished for vio- 
lating the ordinance, the Board of 
Health might as well make a clean 
sweep at one time and summon the 
plumbers and carpenters into court 
and fine them. 

Another peculiar fact about this 
hearing is that when asked by counsel 
why the charges were made Mr. John- 
son and others said they did it, not be- 
cause they had any hard feelings against 
Mr. Keniley, but because they had the 
good of the city atheart. This wonder- 
ful statement was made after they had 
admitted that they personally had vio- 
lated the ordinances and knew they 
were doing so when they did it. It is 
therefore, well to ask, what will the 
harvest be ?

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MANILA ACCEPTS

cord, Petrel and the Monicacy entered 
the bay under cover of darkness by the 
smaller and safer Bocachica channel. 
The forts of Corregidor island gave the 
alarm by firing on the intruders, but 
they seemed to have inflicted no serious 
damage. The American squadron moved 
up the bay, and at 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing appeared before Cavite. Here, ly- 
ing unde 1elter of the forts, was the 
Spanish squadron. 

“Admiral Montojo, a few days before, 
went to Subig bay to look for the enemy, 
but, learning that they were vastly su- 
perior force, had prudently returned 
and placed his ships under the protec- 
tion of the forts. This was his only 
chance of meeting the enemy on some- 
thing like equal terms, and it did not 
suffice. 

“Soon the Americans opened fire. The 
Spaniards replied vigorously, and the 
combat continued without interruption 
for four hours, during which time the 
Don Antonio de Ullon was sunk, the 
Castilla and Mindanao were set on fire 
and the Reina Maria Christina and the 
Don Juan De Austria were seriously 
damaged. One or two smaller craft 
were scuttled by their crews to escape 
capture. Others took refuge ina neigh- 
boring creek emptying into Baker bay, 
where presumably the American ships 
were not able to follow them; but not 
one surrendered.” 


Will Not Intervene, 

London, May 3.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Times says: ‘In well- 
informed circles it is positively denied 
that the powers will intervene at this 
juncture; nor has any agreement been 
arrived at for mediation at any future 
time. The disparity of views is consid- 
erable enough to render highly improb- 
able the co-operation of all six powers 
in any diplomatic step, either in Madrid 
or Washington.” 

German papers do not comment upon 
the American victory at Manila, but 
opinion prevails in political quarters that 
the United States has gained the prize 
it had in view. 

A Delusive Hope. 

Flavana, May 3.*Yesterday was the 
Spanish national holiday in commemo- 
ration of the victory 90 years ago at 
Madrid over the French; and it passed 
off with considerable enthusiasm. Tha 
Spanish are confident that “soon wili 
eccur another glorious deed of valor 

gainst the stranger, thus perpetuating 
Spanish renown.” 

Martin C. Duarte, a Portugese, has 
presented to Mr. Gollan, in the latter's 
capacity as representative of American 
interests, a claim for $50,000 in gold and 
bank paper of the bank of Madrid, to- 
gether with a claim forj weliry, clothing 
and other merchandise which he de- 
clares was taken by the crew of the 
American warship which captured the 
Spanish passenger steamer, Argonauta. 


ANOTHER PRIZE, 


Spanish Steamer on Which Were Sol- 
diers and Lots of Ammunition, 

Key West, May 3.—A colonel of the 
Spanish cavalry, eight lieutenants, a 
surgeon, and 10 privates and non-com- 
missioned officers, and the steamer Ar- 
gonauta have been added to the list of 
captures by the blockading fleet. Be- 
sides her passengers, the craft had a 
large cargo of arms and ammunition. 

Her capture was exciting and occurred 
in this way: The Nashville, Marble- 
head and the Eagle left the station on 
the north coast last Monday to blockade 
Cienfuegos, arriving at the latter place 
on Thursday. They spent the day re- 
connoitering, and the next morning, in 
order to get better information, steamed 
close to the mouth of the harbor of Cien- 
fuegos. The Eagle was to the eastward 
and in the van; the Marblehead was 
slightly in the rear and the Nashville 
to the westward. All were cleared for 
action. 

At about 10 o'clock in the mornings 
smoke was ¢€een rising on the western 
horizon, and the Nashville, because of 
her position, put on ali speed and 
steamed in that direction. Twenty-five 
minutes later she put two shots across 
the bow of the coming steamer, which 
promptly hove to. Ensign Kuenzli was 
sent with a prize crew of nine and took 
possession of the Spaniard. Learning 
that Spanish soldiers were in board, word 
was given to send them to the Nashville 
immediately as prisoners of war, and this 
done. Arrangements were then 
made to transfer the passengers and 
non-combatants to the shore. The 
women and children were placed in the 
first boat and, under cover of a flag of 
truce, were soon bound toward the en- 
trance to Cienfuegos. A second crew 
took the other pasfengers and landed 
them about 12:10 o’clock. 

The Eagle hoisted a signal conveying 
the intelligence that she had been fired 
upon by Spanish boats coming out the 
wiver.

Blow at English Trade. 

New York, May 8.—The British con- 
sul at Mexico City thinks that in the 
course of a few years the cotton mills in 
Mexico will be able to furnish the whole 
of the coarser cotton goods required 
by the country, thus striking a severe 
blow at English trade with the republic. 
As import duties constitute the back- 
bone of Mexican revenue, the possibilil 
ties that the purchases of English goods 
may be reduced by at least half of the 
42 percent of their total, which is now 
represented by cotton manufacturers, 
may not seem comforting to Mexican 
bondholders, but the government no 
longer holds the indigenous cotton in- 
dustry to be in need of special protec- 
tion, and no hardship would be entailed 
on the consumer were the fiscal burdens 
now borne by imported cottons to be 
transferred to those of home make as 
the latter replace the former in the mar- 
ket. 


Thanks of Congress, 

Washington, May 3.—Representative 
Grout of Vermont, of whose district 
Commodore Dewey is a native, has in- 
troduced this resolution: “That the 
thanks of congress are due and hereby 
tendered to Commodore George Dewey 
and the office's and seamen of the 
Asiatic squadron by him commanded 
for the heroism and skill displayed by 
them in the tetal destruction of the 
Spanish fleet in the harbor of Manila 
and the capture of the city and the 
planting of the American flag in the 
capital of the Philippines.” 


Rhode Island’s Quota. 

Wickford, R. L., May 3.—The first de- 
lail of the Rhode Island quota of 1000 
volunteers arrived in camp at Quonsett 
point, North Kingston, last evening. 
Che detail numbered 250 men, and ar- 
rived from Providence. The troops will 
be quartered in a building formerly used 
&S a mess room by the state militia, and 
everything will be done for their comfort. 
The camp is in command of Colonel Rose, 
formerly of the state militia. 


Boston Opinion. 

Boston, May 3.—‘‘One nightmare is 
lifted from American commerce,” re- 
marks The Journal. ‘The Manila fleet— 
now a tangled mass of charred and 
shattered hulks—can never be used to 
prey upon American shipping in the 
Pacific. It can never be transferred 
to the Atlantic to harry our shores or 
break the blockade of Cuba.” 

The Advertiser emphasizes the fact 
“that it is not the desire of President 
McKinley to have any needless slaughter 
or suffering result from the present war. 
The destruction of the Spanish fleet was 
practically necessary, but it will be 
found that no unnecessary war has been 
waged on defenseless people with the 
president's approval or consent,” 

The Post says: “Our sailor boys at 
Manila seem to have very effectively 
‘remembered the Maine,’ and the chances 
are that the Spaniards will remember 
Manila to the end of time.” 

The Globe says: ‘‘We have met the 
enemy on the other side of the world and 
he isours. The Maine has been remem- 
bered 10,000 miles from Havana harbor, 
and the angry roar of cannon at the an- 
tipodes sinks to a murmured song of 
peace in the desolate valleys of Cuba.” 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, May 3.—In the house Monday 
the petition of Walter L. Ramsdell, 
mayor of Lynn, and others was offered, 
asking for legislation to authorize the 
formation of military companies other 
than the militia in time of war, such 
companies to be organized in such num- 
bers as the governor and council may 
deem advisable. 

A resolve to provide for representation 
of the commonwealth at the Paris ex- 
position was ordered to a third reading 
after the adoption of an amendment 
cutting the appropriation from $20,000 to 
$6000. 

A bill relative to voting in caucuses 
was engrossed. It prohibits a person 
Voting in the caucuses of more than cn2 
political party in “the same calendar 
year” instead of ‘“‘within 12 months,” as 
at present. 

The taxation committee reported a bill 
to provide for the election of assessors 
in towns and cities one-third for one 
year, one-third for two and one-third for 
three years, and providing for uniformity 
in assessments.

, James Wilson and Arthur Horton, 
who compose the firm of Wilson & Hor- 
ton, manufacturers of woolen goods at 
Pittsfield, Mass., filed an assignment in 
New York. 

James F. C. Hyde, one of the oldest 
and most prominent residents of New- 
ton, Mass., as well as its first mayor, 
died yesterday after an illness of several 
weeks with cancer of the stomach. Mr. 
Hyde was 73 years old. 

The Cramp Shipbuilding company has 
received cable advices from its president, 
now in Europe, to the effect that con- 
tracts have been signed betWeen tne 
Russian government and himself for the 
construction of a battleship and a 
cruiser. 

Among other propositions discussed by 
the senate finance committee in connec- 
tion with the revenue bill, was one look- 
ing to a change in the provision of the 
bill regarding beer and manufactgred 
tobacco so #s to exempt the stocks on 
hand of both articles from taxation. 

At an early hour this morning a fire 
was discovered in the law office of E.

Everybody is 
ready to do his duty to fight like a hero 
on the battlefield,” the queen regent re- 
marked yesterday despite the many mut- 
terings of discontent to be heard 
throughout the nation “The Spaniards 
are fighting for their country. The 
Americans are fighting, each for himself. 
That is why we are proud of Europe's 
encouragement. We have firm hope in 
the future. God knows that we did not 
desire war and did everything to avoid 
sf ed 

“T can say that every kind of humilia- 
tion was heaped upon us by the United 
States, buteverything hasanend, The 
United States government said to itself: 
‘We can demand anything we choose 
from Spain, and, after some recrimina- 
tion, we will obtain satisfaction, because 
Spain is poor and will never dare to face 
war.’ Reasoning thus, they pushed 
us till we could go no further. Finally 
the rupture took place, to the great as- 
tonishment of the Americans themselves 
who had fallen into their own snare. 
They were so sure of holding us in their 
power through what they consider our 
great poverty that they were not ready 
to gotowar. They are not ready now.” 

“They say, your majesty,” said the 
correspondent, “‘that the real reason of 
the American minister’s departure was 
not the one announced, that is, the 
Spanish government's refusal to receive 
the ultimatum.” 

=> 


QUEEN REGENT MARIA CHRISTINA, 
“The reason given was, nevertheless, 
almost the correct one,” was the queen's 


reply. “But previously, the United 
States minister had delivered this verbal 
ultimatum: ‘Either Cuba must be paci- 
fled within 48 hours or else a rupture of 
diplomatic relations, that is war, will 
ensue.’ Under these circumstances the 
reception of an ultimatum had become 
unnecessary. The American govern- 
ment gave way before the pressure of 
public opinion. That is the explanation 
of an otherwise inexplicable situation, 
because we had agreed to everything 
which we could. They knew that on the 
day the Spanish government granted 
autonomy to Cuba it was practically 
abandoning its very rights over the isl- 
and. JBut now it is too late to argue. 
The time has come for acts, not words. 
Let us have confidence in God, confi- 
dence in the future. Who can say that 
Europe will not intervene after the first 
serious battle?” 

The lower house assembled amid 
scenes of wild excitement unparalleled 
during the last 20 years. There were 
great crowds long before the deputies 
came together, and the galleries and lob- 
bies were thronged. Intense excite- 
ment prevailed, and so fearful were the 
authorities a@f a public outbreak of vio- 
lence that the full police strength of the 
city was put under requisition and the 
troops kept in barracks under arms. 
Scandalous incidents occurred during 
and after Premier Sagasta’s speech, 
ecenes that filled the moderate members 
with shame. The Republicans and Car- 
lists shrieked abominable and insulting 
denunciations. 

In the senate, Admiral Beranger, after 
ep alonuent sulagy of the seamen who 


had died at Manila, offered his services 
to the government unconditionally. 

Sanchez Toca violently protested 
against the breach of international law 
involved in the capture of Spanish ships 
by the United States warships before 
war had been declared, and character- 
ized America’s conduct as amounting to 
piracy. 

The minis‘’er of the Interior explained 
that a state of siege had been declared 
because certain elements had sought to 
turn the misfortunes of the country to 
their own advantage by trying to arouse 
political passions, 

Marshal Campos offered the govern- 
ment his unconditional support. 

Mgr. Herrea, cardinal bishop of San- 
tiago de Compostel, said he spoke be- 
cause he desired to “stir up the public 
mind against the cowardly Americans.” 
He declared that the Spanish nation was 
the “victim of the power of gold.” 

There is no longer any doubt that the 
internal situation is causing the govern- 
ment almost as much uneasiness as the 
external. Monday nicht’s demonstra- 
tion was one of the most serious in some 
time, since those participating showed 
their revolutionary tendencies. Cries 
were raised of “Down with the Bour- 
bons.” “Long live Don Carlos,” “Long 
live the republic” and “Long Jive Wey- 
ler.” The first move of the demonstra- 
tors, over a thousand strong, was to the 
house of General Weyler, with the ob- 
ject of cheering him. He did not ap- 
pear, and the crowd then went to the 
residence of Sagasta, where the min- 
isters were in conference, and shouted in 
favor of his resignation. Aguilera, the 
civil governor of Madrid, broke up the 
Procession with the aid of the police, 
who were badly stoned and had to charge 
the crowd. The authorities thereupon 
met Aguilera, who announced his inten- 
tion of resigning, saying that it cost him 
great trouble to repress such manifes- 
tations, and that he was not able to an- 
swer for order with the powers at his 
disposal. Thereupon the edict was is- 
sued placing Madrid upder martial law, 
and the military governor, General Da- 
ban, received stringent orders from Gen- 
eral Correa, the minister of war, for thé 
preservation of peace. 

The proclamation of martial law has 
caused much dissatisfaction, it being de- 
clared unnecessary unless the govern- 
ment has information of a secret con- 
spiracy. The newspapers particularly 
are discontented with the state of affairs, 
as the mere mention of military opera- 
tions is punishable severely. 

Groups of people which gather around 
the spots where the proclamation is 
posted promptly disperse, laughing 
when they read th® article prohibitmg 
public gatherings. 

The proclamation is couched in war- 
like language, beginning: 

“Whereas, Spain, finding herself at 
war with the United States, the power of 
the civil authorities in Spain is sus- 
pended. 

“Whereas, it is necessary to prevent 
any impairment of the natriotic efforts 
which are being made by the nation with 
manly energy and veritable enthusiasm: 

“Article 1—A state of siege in Madrid 
is hereby proclaimed. 

“Article 2—As a consequence of article 
1, all offenses against public order, those 
of the press included, will be tried by the 
military tribunals. 

“Article 3—In article 2 are included 
offences committed by those who, with- 
out special authorization, shall publish 
news relative to any operations of war 
whatsoever.” 

Then follow the articles which pro- 
hibit meetings and public demonstra- 
tions. 

In the mob Monday night were many 
officers in uniform, who were foremost 
in inciting the people to attack the 
minister's residence and were loudest 
in calling for cheers for Weyler. There 
is no doubt these men desire to provoke 
the government into firing upon the mob 
and 40 to pave the way for its down- 
fall. Some of them were arrested, but 
were subsequently released, the goy- 
ernment fearing to let it become known 
that officers of the army formed a part 
of the mob. 

While the streets were thus occupied 
great unrest was manifested at the 
various barracks and the soldiers were 
only prevented from joining the mob by 
the personal pleadings of the officers. 
The Republicans were even more busy 
than the officers in egging on the crowd 
and shouting: “Down with the queen 
regent.” More than once they led the 
mob toward the royal palace, but each 
time the police drove them back.. There 
is a general belief that a cabinet crisis 
is imminent and that it will probably 
end in a considerable modification of 
the present government, possibly in the 
formation of a national ministry under 
the presidency of Marshal Campos. In 
any case parliament is certain to be 
closed shortly. 

Meanwhile the cabinet council is dis- 
cussing the political situation in Spain. 
Admiral Bermejo, minister of marine, 
and General Correa are strongly in 
favor of an immediate suspension of the 
constitutional guarantees, a step which 
requires the closing of the cortes. The 
other members of the cabinet, however, 
consider this inconvenient at present.

DISCHARGING A DUTY, 


Ex-President Harmson Talks Elo- 
quently of the War, 


Why God Makes a Man or a 
Nation Strong. 


Nothing Selfish In the Movement In Behalf o 
the Island. 


Indianapolis, May 4.—Now that the 
issue has been made up as to Cuba, 
General Harrison is no longer chary 
about expressing himself. Tuesday af- 
ternoon he spoke in the presence of 5000 
volunteers at the camp in presenting a 
flag to battery A, and committed him- 
self unreservedly to the policy of the 
administradion, 


Fs BENJAMIN HARRISON. 
“You have as a trained and organized 


militia a great advantage over the vol- 
unteers of 1861-2," said the ex-president. 
“Our foes now are not, thank God, those 
of our own household. That was a war 
for the life of the Union; this a war for 
humanity. That for ourselves; this for 
the oppressed of another race. We 
could escape this conflict. Spanish rule 
had become effete. We dare not say 
that we have God's commission to de- 
liver the oppressed the world around. 
To the distant Armenians we coula sen@ 
only the succor of a faith that over- 
comes death and the alleviations which 
the nurse and the commissary can give; 
but the oppressed Cubans and their 
starving women and children are knock- 
ing at our doors—their cries penetrate 
our slumbers. They are closely within 
what we have defined to be the sphere 
of American influence. We have said: 
‘Look to us, not to Europe,’ and we can- 
not shirk the responsibility and the 
dangers of this old ana settled American 
policy. We have, as a nation, toward 
Cuba the same high commission which 
every brave hearted man has to strike 
down the ruffian who in his presence 
beats a woman or a child, and will not 
desist. For what, if not for this, does 
God make a man or a nation strong? 

“We have disclaimed in the face of the 
mations of Europe, who are now divid- 
ing continents much as hungry boys 
might divide a melon, that we have no 
purpose to seize and appropriate Cuba. 
We go to set her free, to give tp her peo- 
ple that which we have claimed and es- 
tablished for ourselves—the right to set 
up and maintain a government suitable 
to their own necessities, controlled by 
their own suffrage. 

“We covet from her, as from all the 
nations of Americans, only the good of- 
fices of good neighbors and the fair and 
natural exchanges of commerce. Wedo 
not deny dominion to Europe in order 
‘to seize it for ourselves: but we may 
justly, I think, in the West Indies and 
#n the far eastern sea, where our gallant 
mavy has won so splendid a victory, 
hold some little unpeopled harbors where 
our cruising warships may coal and find 
a refuge when in distress. I do not 
doubt that speedily—th ~~ th no man can 
set the times which God plans—this great 
work to which the United States has ad- 
dressed itself will be completely and 
permanently accomplished.” 


The Divided Democracy. 

Washington, May 4.—What promig2d 
to be an uneventful and uninteresting 
session of the house was changed sud- 
denly after three hours’ consideration 
of private bills into a session of spirited 
speechmaking among Democratic mem- 
bers that savored much at times of 
acrimony. The storm was precipitated 
by Mr. Lewis, who referred in the course 
of a speech to the recent vote of Mr. 
Cummings of New York in support of the 
war revenue bill with its bond feature. 
He made reference to Mr. Cummings’ 
assertion that this period was a time 
for placing the country above the party, 
intimating that the New York member 
had served the Republican party and 
perhaps contributed to the satisfaction 
of urpatriotic monopolists and capi- 
talists. 

This brought an impassioned reply 
from Mr. Cummings, interspersed with 
sarcastic comments that intensified the 
interest and called an outpouring of 
members from the cloak rooms. 

Mr. Clark entered the lists and criti- 
cised unrerervedly the six Democrats 
who had voted for the revenue bill on its 
final passage and questioned their De- 
mocracy. 

Messrs. Fitzgerald and McAleer, two 
other Democrats who voted for the bill, 
were heard In defense of their votes and 
in refutation of the imputations of the 
Missouri member. Just before the re- 
cess until the night session was taken, 
the leader of the Democrats, Mr. Bailey, 
spoke in depreeation of the speeches of 
the Democratic members as being sub- 
ject to misconstruction, indicative of 
more seriou; difficulties within the par’y 
than really existed. He reviewed the 
record to show that no apprecial-e 
ground for such construction existed.

Good Afternoon. 

It is gratifying to note that an at- 
tempt is being made on the part of the 
City Council to give the people side- 
walks for which they have long been 
clamoring. They are needed if Quincy 
desires to keep up appearances with 
other cities about Boston. They are 
needed for the health and comfort of 
our people, especially the women and 
children that they may walk dry shod ; 
that baby carriages may be pushed 
with more ease and with greater com- 
fort to infants. They are needed to 
enhance the value of property on the 
street. No sum of money could be 
appropriated where it will make such a 
show for the expenditure as upon side- 
walks, 

The order calls for an appropriation 
of $25,000 and it is estimated that this 
will build 24,404 feet of continuous 
concrete walk with edgestone, accord- 
ing to the schedule found in the report 
of the City Council meeting. The 
order apportions the work fairly among 
the wards, providing for 6,524 feet in 
Ward One, 2,100 feet in Ward Two, 
2,700 feet in Ward Three, 4,730 feet in 
Ward Four, 3,950 feet in Ward Five, 
and 2,400 feet in Ward Six. 

This with the sidewalks voted by the 
Council of 1897 would give the city 
continuous sidewalks for several long 
stretches; one from Hancock street via 
Granite and Copeland streets to the 
West Quincy depot; Washington street 
from Coddington street to River street; 
one from City Hall via. of Hancock, 
School and Franklin streets to In- 
dependence avenue; and others at Wol- 
laston and Atlantic. 

A feature of the order which ensures 
an extension of the good work, is the 
provision: * that such sum as will be 
returned to the city by said abutters be 
reappropriated for construction of such 
sidewalks and edgestones in the city as 
may be ordered by the City Council.’’ 


All About Hens.

because it would wipe out many yéars 
of the history of the Liberal party. 

The events of the last few days have 
undoubtedly increased the popularity 
of General Weyler, who favors an out 
and out war policy. At the same time 
there is no real ground for anticipating 
that he will come to the head of affairs. 
Weryler is notorious, but not a prominent 
person in Spanish politics. Politicians 
and the people at large have been pay- 
ing but little attention to him recently. 
His party is composed of a few persons 
of no very high standing. Moreover, 
everyone recognizes that Weyler’s cruel- 
ty in Cuba and his policy as to the re- 
concentrados largely contributed to 
bring about the present state of affairs, 
while his alleged notorious laxity with 
regard to public money has made him 
much disliked. Public opinion is al- 
ways likely to mistrust him, and he is 
unpopular with the queen regent. 

The country is opposed to the idea 
of a republic. The people prefer Pre- 
tender Charles, or anything to such a 
change. They had enough of the re- 
public in 1873. The indignation which 
is felt at present is not against the dy- 
nasty, but against the government and 
the politicians in general. Ifa military 
dictatorship should come, it would most 
probably be under the queen regent, 
and possibly General Martin Campos. 
Even General Polavioja has more chance 
than General Weyler. Such a dictator- 
ship would take the form of conferring 
the premiership on one of these generals, 
with full powers. 


WAITING FOR DEWEY. 


Nothing Received In Washington Con- 
cerning Affairs at Manila. 

Washington, May 4.—Nothing official 
has yet been received from Commodore 
Dewey, and nothing, in all probability, 
will be received for at least another day. 
The commanding officer of the victorious 
fleet at Manila may not attempt to send 
any reports until he has accomplished 
tverything he has in view. The bom- 
bardment and occupation of the city of 
Manila is unquestionably a fact, and by 
this time Dewey has coal, supplies and 
repairing facilities at hand. He is also 
in a position to attend to his wounded, 
who will be placed in fhe hospitals .n 
Manila erected for the care of the 
Spanish soldiers. 

Commodore Dewey has all told about 
2000 men, and it will be necessary to dis- 
patch troops at once to reinforce him 
and hold the island. The phase of the 
question was discussed at the cabinet 
meeting, but it was decided that until 
the official report of the engagement ar- 
rived nothing should be done. 

Meanwhile, the plans of the Cuban 
campaign are being steadily developed, 
and there is no indicagion of a change 
of purpose on the part of the military 
authorities, who are expected to land 
an expeditionary force in Cuba in a very 
short time. Admiral Sampson, so far 
as the navy department knows, is stead- 
ily maintaining the blockade of the Cu- 
ban coast and this is not likely to be 
abandoned for the present, though two 
or three of his ships may be sent away 
temporarily to meet the Oregon on her 
way to Cuba from Rio de Janeiro. 

While the officials of the navy depart- 
ment naturally feel a warm interest in 
this race of the magnificent battleship 
around the continent, they profess to 
feel little anxiety as to the outcome, 
notwithstanding the current talk of an 
effort on the part of the Spanish flying 
squadron to cut off the Oregon. The 
vessel sailed on a course known only to 
the captain, and the chances of being 
overtaken on the high seas are very 
small. Even should the Spanish ves- 
sels fall in with her, It is by no means 
certain, notwithstanding their numbers, 
that she would be defeated by the com- 
bined Spanish force, as her magnificent 
armor and ordnance are superior in 
every respect, size and quality to those 
of the Spanish ships. 

Adjutant General Corbin had a con- 
ference with the president yesterday 
concerning the nominations of major 
generals and brigadier generals. It 
is understood to have been decided to 
name General Shafter, who has been 
designated to lead the army of invasion 
into Cuba; General Fitzhugh Lee and 
General Wheeler, of confederate cav- 
alry fame, as three of the major gen- 
erals. It is regarded as probable that 
the president may also nominate Gen- 
eral Woodford, former minister to Spain, 
to be a major general. Concerning the 
appointments of brigadier generals, it 
is said to be the purpose of the presi- 
dent, so far as possible, to take the can- 
didates from the ranks of colonels in the 
regular army. This will disappoint 
some of the candidates for important 
commands. The exceptions, if any, are 
made, will be in favor of those states 
which furnish one or more brigades of 
troops. In such cases, it is believed the 
president will appoint as brigadier gen- 
erals officers recommended to him by 
the governors of the states from which 
the troops come. 


The Unspeakable Weyler. 
Madrid, May 4.—An article written by 
General Weyler has appeared in a news- 
paper at Paima, capital of the island of 
Majorca, wiere Weyler was born and 
where his home is situated. The general 
expresses the opinion that if the gov- 
ernment had been prepared Spain would 
now be covered with glory, for the 
“Spanish army and navy are superior 
in discipline to the Yankees, whose lack 
of discipline was manifested in the loss 
of the Maine.”” General Weyler accuses 
the Spanish government of weakness 
and concludes with making pessimistic 

predictions regarding the future. 


First Heavy Artillery. 

Boston, May 4.—The majority of the 
men of the First heavy artillery, now at 
Fort Warren, are ready for the United 
States service. Few of the men have 
been rejected for physical reasons, and 
those who are not tu enlist are side- 
tracked for causes best known to the 
captains. It has been decided not to 
muster in the regiment until the whole 
number necessary has been qualified be- 
fore the surgeons. 

It is expected that two-thirds of the 
original regiment, as it was organized 
in the militia, will enlist. The one-third 
that will probably not enlist are men 
who have wives and families, and whose 
earnings are necessary for the support 
of their homes. 


Related to Genera’ Weyler. 
Key West May 4—{t appears that 


_Of state, city and tow 


Colonel Vincerit Ge Cortijo of the Tnira 
Spanish cavalry, who, with 19 other army 
efficers, was taken on the Argonauta, 
is a brother-in-law of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Weyler. Colonel de Cortijo denies 
this, but it is learned from good au- 
thority that he sustains this relation- 
ship to the former governor general of 
Cuba. His captors are measurably 
elated. The Argonauta herself is no 
mean prize, being of 1000 tons burden; 
but the value of the capture lies mainly 
in the prisoners of war and the mail 
matter going to General Blanco. Her 
cargo is general merchandise, with a 
large amount of arms and ammunition 
intended for the Spanish troops in Cuba. 
The only other prize yesterday was a 
fishing schooner. 

While the New York was lying at Ma- 
tanzas, a sergeant of marines dropped 
his pistol, which exploded, the bullet 
striking William Taylor, first-class ap- 
prentice, and passing through his stom- 
ach and lungs. Taylor’s condition is 
serious, but he has a chance of recovery. 
While the crew of the Cincinnati were 
drilling in the harbor a ball got mixed 
with dummy cartridges and J. Scomax, 
gunner’s mate, was shot through the 
Jaw. 


At a Moment’s Notice. 

Tampa, May 4.—It is now almost cer- 
tain that Brigadier General Wade will 
have active command of the United 
States troops in Cuba. Both Generals 
Wade and Shafter will, it is thought, 
accompany the expedition, but the latter, 
although the ranking general, will not 
direct the movements of the troopsin the 
field. Arrangements for the embark- 
ation of thé troops are being pushed 
with the utmost vigor. Nearly every 
regiment in the camp had a rigid inspec- 
tion yesterday, and instructions were 
given to have everything in shape for 
breaking camp on short notice. 

It is hardly possible that the forces 
will be actually en route for Cuba be- 
fore the first of next week, as but four 
of the necessary transports are as yet 
on hand. 


War Revenue Bill. 

Washington, May 4.—When the sen- 
ate’s finance committee adjourned last 
night there was no certainty whef the 
work on the war revenue bill would be 
concluded. The Democrats had not of- 
fered any of their propositions, and the 
bond question had not been taken up 
with a view to disposing of it. The 
Democratic members of the committee 
do not appear to have yet agreed upona 
Bubstitute for the bond provision, but 
the present indications are that it will be 
a tax on corporations. 

There is a suggestion favorable to re- 
moving the entire taxon beer. Theonly 
points of importance which are regarded 
as settled are that the tonnage tax will 
go out and that the tobacco tax pro- 
vision will be so modified as to exempt 
stock on hand.

Boston, May 4.—The annual session of 
the Massachusetts grand lodge, Loyal 
Orange institution, was held yesterday.

Myers had always been iden- 
tifled with the best interests of the vil- 
age, serving several terms as village 
president. 

It seems that a depositor notified the 
bank last week that he would draw $3000 
yesterday. Myers has not been seen 
since, but the books do not show such 
& deposit. Depositors in the savings 
bank are drawing out their money as 
fast as possible, but Cashier Peck has 
enough money on hand to meet all de- 
mands. 

It is said that Myers placed fictitious 
names on the coupons and only deposited 
small amounts. It is also said that 
on Saturday a deposit coupon was pre- 
sented calling for $3000. On looking 
into the books it was found that there 
Was no such name. On that day there 
was a record of $100 being deposited, 
but a fictitious name was used. The 
defalcation amounts to $110,000.

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, May 4.—The long expected de- 
bate on the adverse report of the com- 
mittee on taxation on all recommenda- 
tions of the special tax commission came 
off in the house yesterday, and resulted 
in a signal victory for the committee 
as the only matter held up is the ad- 
verse report on the inheritance tax. 

A determined effort was made to pro- 
cure reconsideration of the inimical 
action on the petition of the Eastern 
Cold Storage company, but, while re- 
consideration was allowed, the neces- 
sary quota to secure suspension of the 
rules, a four-fifths vote, could not be 
raised.

PREPARED T0

Secrecy as to the Movements of 
Sampson's Vessels, 


Most Powerful Detached From 
Blockading Force. 


Belief That They Are Off to Do Battle With 


the Armada. 


Plan Said to Comprise the Convoying of 
the Oregon and Sisters, a Fusillade or 
Two at Places on the Line and a 

Grand Sortie to Plant Old Glory In 
Porto Rico as an Inciaent to the 
Creation of a Second Manila— 


Future of the Regency Men- 


aced In Many Directions, 


Washington, May 5.—Spain’s Atlantic 
fleet is not to be allowed to reach Porto 
Rico, or to approach the coast of the 
United States. Rear Admiral Sampson 
has perfected plans for meeting the 
enemy on the high seas, and giving battle 
at a time and place of his own choosing. 

The successful issue of this battle may 
depend in large measure upon the Span- 
ish admiral being kept in profound 
ignorance of the intention of the Ameri- 
can commander, and being given the 
least possible time in which to escape 
or to prepare for battle. Consequently, 
the secretary of the navy and Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson have kept the details of 
the plan of operations a profound secret, 
and as the time for the movement 
against the Spanish ships draws closer, 
a@ censorship of telegrams from Key 
West has been established. This makes 
it impossible to obtain direct news of 
the movement of the armored ships un- 
der the immediate command of Rear 
Admiral Sampson, 

All that is definitely known here is that 
the four most powerful ships in Rear 
Admiral Sampson's command—the New 
York, the Indiana, the Iowa and the 
Puritan—were ready for a prolonged sea 
voyage yesterday afternoon. Their coal 
bunkers were filled to their capacity, 
and additional supplies of coal were 
carried in bags on deck. Two colliers, 
tarrying 8000 tons of coal, were ready to 
accompany them to sea. Reports that 
these vessels sailed eastward to meet the 
Spanish ships last night have not been 
confirmed. At the same time, Commo- 
dore Schley’s squadron, at Hampton 
froads, comprising the Brooklyn, the 
Massachusetts and the Texas, with two 
colliers, carrying 6000 tons of coal, is 
ready to sail at a moment's notice. 
Swift auxiliary cruisers are scouring the 
ocean in search of the Spanish fleet. 

These facts all point to the theory that 
there is to be a union of the armored 
ships under Rear Admiral Sampson with 
those under Commodore Schley at ¢@ 
point in the ocean previously agreed 
upon, and that the scouts are to report 
to them there the location and direction 
of the Spanish ships. It is not believed 
to be possible that the Spaniards will be 
able to escape the scouts. 

While everyone understands that 
Sampson hopes to do to Porto Rico and 
the Cape Verde fleet what Commodore 
Dewey did to Manila and Montijo’s 
ships, stops may be made at Matanzas 
and Santiago de Cuba. It is believed 
that any repairs to the fortifications at 
Matanzas which the Spaniards have 
made since the bombardment of last 
week will be knocked to pieces. 

Then the fleet may go around to San- 
tlago, on the outskirts of which Garcia 
is pressing, and destroy the fortifications 
there. After that the warships are ex- 
pected to pick up the Oregon, the Mari- 
ette and the Buffalo and go back to Porto 
Rico, the taking of which is considered a 
military necessity. 

There are many hints of a landing 
party from Tampa, which will go on to 
Cuban soil under the guns of Sampson's 
detached fleet. The 800 marines on the 
Panther did not go with the fleet, but 
still are baking on their ship in the har- 
bor. If troops are to be landed it is be- 
fieved they will go from Tampa and

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join the detached fieet off the landing 
place. It cannot be guessed where that 
is, unless it is Matanzas, Mariel or 
Caibarien. 

The warships are prepared for an un- 
usually long cruise. Their Magazines 
are overflowing with ammunition. They 
will be in fit condition to round up the 
Cape Verde fleet next week if it be that 
the Spanish warships are coming to 
Porto Rico at all. 

It is believed here that the Cape Verde 
fleet camnot come on to Havana without 
a long stop in Porto Rico for coaling and 
outfitting. So there seems to be plenty 
of time fo carry out the full program 
outlined for Sampson, including its 
grand finale of a second Manila. 

The navy department has secured two 
vessels, the Australia and the City of 
Pekin, in San Francisco, which will be 
loaded with coal and supplies and rushed 
off to join Commodore Dewey's fleet. 
Whether or not they will carry troops 
will be determined positively when the 
commodore is heard from upon this mat- 
ter. An exceptionally large stock of 
ammunition will go on theWity of Pekin. 
The first shipment of projectiles left 
New York Tuesday and additional ship- 
ments will be made until the full quota 
of powder and shot will be in San Fran- 
cisco. There will bea total of more than 
20,000 projectiles of various caliber and 
jweight. For the four big eight-inch 
guns of the Olympia there will be 500 
eight-inch steel armor-piercing projec- 
tiles, weighing about 900 pounds each. 
For the six-inch guns of the Olympia, 
Baltimore and Boston and other ships, 
there will be 1000 projectiles. The othe: 
shipments will include about 10,000 six- 
pound rifle balls, 2000 five-inch shells, 
3000 three-pound balls and 3000 one 
pound balls. 


Are Now Major Generals. 

Washin,ton, May 5.—The senate, in 
executive session yesterday, confirmed 
the nominat'ons of General Lee, General 
Wheeler; General Wilson and Senator 
Sewall to be major generals, sent in 
earlier in the day by the president. In 
the case of Senator Sewall the con- 
firmation was immediate, the sen- 
ate following its usual custom of acting 
upon the nomination of a member with- 
out any reference to committee. The 
other names were referred to the com- 
mittee on military affairs and were al- 
most immediately afterwards favorably 
reported, the committee’s vote being 
taken in the senate chamber, 


GENERAL JOE WHEELER. 


Confirmation followed in all cases 
without comment except in that of Gen- 
eral Wilson. Senators Bacon and Lind- 
say spoke of him in complimentary 
terms, Senator Bacon relating that dur- 
ing the war of the rebellion he had been 
captured by General Wilson, who was 
at that time an officer in the federal 
army while Mr. Bacon was a Confeder- 
ate. He said he was therefore able to 
speak from experience when he testified 
to General Wilson's capacity as a 
soldier and his character as a man. 

Dissatisfaction Is Growing. 

Madrid, May 5.—Everywhere the dis- 
satisfaction is growing, especially over 
the price of bread. Acts against au- 
thority are becoming more and more 
overt. At Caceres, capital of gstre 
Madura, the populace marched into the 
railway station to prevent the export 
of provisions and overpowered the sol- 
diers. The mob captured 14 carloads 
of flour. 

All Valencia is in a state of siege. 
At Catalan the rioters captured the 
mayor and town councilors, and de- 
manded a ransom. On the mayor pro- 
testing, he was shot through the leg, 
after which the gendarmerie dispersed 
the mob. At Talevare the rioters were 
most determined, sacking many bakeries 
and setting fire to several government 
buildings. In the town of Aguilas, in 
the province of Murcia, a mob, mostly 
composed of women, burned the store- 
houses and offices. 

The fisherwomen who broke out 
against the octroi dues at Gijon received 
the most determined assistance from the 
tobacco girls. Together they sacked 
several bakeries and burned all the 
octroi offices, with all the papers belong- 
ing to the foreign ships loading in the 
harbor. The civic guard was hotly 
stoned at the prison, and the mob 
marched off with the iron bars of the 
jail. When the troops appeared they 
were hotly stoned, replying with a volley 
from their guns, wounding many. The 
mob then attacked the government 
buildings and smashed the windows. 
The troops again fired, this time from the 
balconies, and wounded many, but the 
women kept on throwing stones. 

Many Liberals consider that Spain 
having maintained her honor and justi- 
fied her chivalry, can now afford to yield 
to superior force; but it is doubtful 
whether public opinion would approve 
this line of action.

Well informed pol - 
ticianms regard the war as practically 
terminated and that toward the end of 
May it will become history. What will 
follow, however, it is difficult to foresee. 
All the elements of a civil war in Spain 
are unfortunately becoming visible. The 
government and the Liberal party are 
popularly hated as being responsible for 
the war. The Republicans possess no 
durable chance of success. The Con- 
servatives and Carlists are the great 
narties of the future. and some of the

To Annex Hawail. 

Washington, May 5.—Representative 
Newlands of Nevada has introduced a 
joint resolution for the annexation of 
Hawaii. It provides for the confirma- 
tion of the cession of the Hawaiian re- 
public of all rights of sovereignty over 
the islands and their dependencies, and 
of cession and transfer to the United 
States of all public property and all its 
rights and appurtenances; assumes the 
Hawaiian public debt, not exceeding 
$4,000,000; prohibits further immigra- 
tion of Chinese and appoints five com- 
missioners, at least two of whom shall 
be residents of Hawaii, to recommend 
necessary legislation. The resolution 
declares the islands and their depen- 
dencies hereby annexed as a part of 
the territory of the United States and 
subject to the sovereign domain thereof. 

Pending congressional provision for 
government of the islands, the present 
government officers of Hawail are to 
continue under the direction of the pres- 
ident of the United States, subject to 
removal by him. Existing Hawaiian 
treaties with other countries are to {m- 
mediately cease, being replaced by those 
between the United States and foreign 
nations. 


“Hogged” by the Brewers. 

Boston, May 6.—There is likely to be 
a clash between the disqualified hotel 
keepers of South Boston and the potice 
board in the near future. Themen who 
lost their licenses talk of being the 
victims of metives that were ulterior 
rather than -vangelical. They say that 
they can slow that one brewer alone 
has been given the control of 32 licenses, 
21 of which have been held in abeyance 
until the “‘figureheads,” otherwise called 
managers, have signed the papers neces- 
sary to give authority in the premises. 
The kickers talk unkindly about seven 
other deal‘ s who have been favored 
by the board in regard to a generous 
number of licenses. Alreacy 948 licenses 
have been granted, this being but 45 
licenses out of the maximum number, 
which is 993.

Fature of Spain. 

London, May 5.—The special dispatch- 
es from Madrid indicate that the ques- 
tion of the future government of the 
country is beginning to be discussed 
as if the figures of the queen regent and 
King Alfonso had already disappeared 
from the stage of Spanish politics. Gen- 
eral Weyler is dubbed “the Spanish 
3oulanger,”” and in some quarters mili- 
tary dictatorship in his hands Is re- 
gerded as probable. The wider opinion 
is that he will not succeed any better 
than Boulanger did. 

The continental press notices the 
broadening political ambition of the 
United States, coupled with the in- 
creasing friendship between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States, with ill-con- 
cealed aversion. Intervention rumors 
are again in the air. It is absolutely 
certain that Spain has taken no steps 
in this direction; nor is she likely to do 
so until she has suffered a reverse on the 
Atlantic. It is believed that there have 
been exchanges of views between the 
powers on the subject of the Philippines, 
as to which all kinds of speculation are 
afloat. Nene of the powers like the 
idea of the United States becoming a 
near neighbcr of Japan, and the fear of 
further victories is likely to give a 
cohesion in which the powers hitherto 
have been sadly lacking. 


Christina May Abdicate. 

London, May 5.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Daily Chronicle says: 
“The idea of the resignation of the 
regency by Queen Maria Christina is 
being seriously considered by the mem- 
bers of the imperial family of Austria, 
with a view of averting an anti-dynastic 
movement and saving the throne. An 
exchange of ideas on the subject is going 
on between the queen regent and her 
Austrian family, but its most influential 
members are decidedly opposed.” 


Leater of the Weylerites, 

Madrid, May 5.—Public attention cen- 
tered again yesterday in the lower house 
of parliament. There was a repetition 
of the great crowds of Wednesday, the 
police and civic guards, besides the secret 
police, mingling with the people The 
galleries were packed. Prominent sena- 
tors occupied seats beside deputies on the 
floor of the chamber. 

Romero Robledo, former minister of 
justice and leader of the Weylerite fac- 
tion, maintained that America fos- 
tered the Cuban rebellion and “meant 
war from the commencement.”” Moret’s 
policy of autonomy he characterized as 
a farce and as absolutely erroneous. As 
for the Cubans, he declared that they 
did not desire autonomy; and as for the 
rebels that they never intended to accept 
it, “Phe conflict,” he con- 
tinued, € > real intentions of 
the Yankees. Spain must now face her 
international enemy, and she should not 
waste a single peseta to give the Cubans 
autonomy, which would be one step 
toward independence. The war requires 
the y of all classes to defend the 
king and the fatherland.” 

In the course of the debate a formal] 
promise wa on behalf of the old 
conservati\ to support the government 
while the present situation continues.

He Knows Manila. 

New York, May 5.—Roundsman Pat- 
rick A. Meehan of the Brooklyn bicycle 
squad has received permission from the 
police commissioners to serve in the war. 
He served for two periods in the navy 
and was one of the most expert gunners, 

Meehan has been often in the harbor 
of Manila. He said in regard to the re- 
cent engagement between the ships 
of Admiral Dewey and the Spanish 
fleet: “The greatest miracle of it all, to 
me, is the wonderful manoeuvring of 
the vessels in the inner harbor. The 
water there is very shallow. It re- 
quires an expert to navigate the treach- 
erous waters. The Americans must 
have had some insurgents on board who 
knew the harbor well, and were able 
to locate the shoals. These shoals are 
more dangerous to a vessel of the ton- 
nage of a cruiser than batteries or tor- 
pedoes. With all that,Dewey had to 
contend against, it is really wonderful 
what he did. The Spanish vessels stood 
still because they had no expert pilots, 
and besides that they could not ma- 
noeuvre well.” 


Spy With Drawings 

Philadelphia, May 5.—One of the crew 
of the St. Paul, which is being fitted out 
as an auxiliary for the United States 
navy at Cramp's shipyard, was detected 
in trying to gain admission to the maga- 
zine room of the vessel, shortly before 
midnight Wednesday, and is now lying 
in double irons, awaiting the action of 
Captain Sigsbee. 

He was first noticed acting suspicious- 
ly on one of the coal bunkers, and a 
guard was placed over him. When 
searched, drawings of the vessel were 
found secreted about his clothes. 

The name of the suspect is Howard 
Hannan. He is about 30 years old. He 
claimed that he was an Austrian and 
came to this country in 1881. Hannan 
also said that he was a painter and had 
given up his job to enlist.on the St. Paul. 
At the examination Hannan strenuously 
denied that his intentions had been hos- 
tile to the ship, but a rough draft of the 
interior of the vessel, showing the lo- 
cation of her magazines and engines, 
was found in his possession. He has not 
been placed in irons, but a strict watch 
is maintained over him. He will be put 
ashore at League island navy yard to be 
dealt with .s the government authori- 
ties deem proper. 

Boston Opinion. 

Boston, May 5.—The Globe says: “Ap- 
parently the American warships are 
going out to meet the advancing Span- 
jards and show them the way—to 
hades.” 

The Journal believes it “well to re- 
member that the real fighting strength 
of the Spanish fleet still remains to be 
encountered.” 

In The Post’s judgment‘‘one would 
think that Spain ought to be satisfied 
with the annihilation of her Asiatic 
fleet; but if she persists in wanting more, 
if she undertakes to Hurl her Atlantic 
fleet against the navy of the United 
States, the only thing to do is to meet 
and crush her.”

Washington, May 6.—With their prows 
pointing eastward, the noble fleet under 
Admiral Sampson has gone forth to 
battle. Somewhere in the ocean, com- 
ing westward, unless the navy depart- 
ment officials are greatly mistaken, is 
the Spanish squadron of four cruisers 
and three torpedo boat destroyers. 

It is a far stretch of a thousand miles 
from Key West to Porto Rico, but Samp- 
son's ships will have covered half of 
that distance today. By Sunday it 
ought to be in the neighborhood of Porto 
Rico with the officers on the bridge, 
glasses in hand, and scanning the hort- 
zon for the approach of the ships of the 
enemy. 

Admiral Sampson's destination is not 
known for a certainty. There is little 
doubt, however, that it is Porto Rico. 
among the officers of the fleet this is 
the only opinion held. While the big 
ships were here they came ashore in 
great numbers, and freely discussed the 
prospective movements of the fleet. For 
a week they have been daily expecting 
the fleet to move to Porto Rico. Orders 
for the big ships to return to Key West 
to coal was to bethesignal. While here 
the news of the victory of Dewey came. 
It was a spark to fire the ardor long ex- 
pressed. Impatience broke out. Ad- 
miral Sampson sat on the flagship and 
fretted and fumed. He burned to emu- 
late Dewey. 

It is well known among the fleet offi- 
cers that Sampson has chafed dreadfully 
under the restraint imposed by his su- 
periors at Washington. Manila brok 
his temper and his bonds. On Monday 
and Tuesday some hot correspondence 
passed over the cable between Admir 
Sampson at one end and Secretary Long 
at the other. The result is not posi-

ade of the CubanScoast. The vessels 
which he took with him from Key West 
include the battleships Indiana and 
lowa, armored cruiser New York, mon- 
itor Puritan, and several cruisers and 
converted torpedo boat destroyers. 
While quite a formidable force has 
been left behind, including three moni- 
tors, the Amphitrite, Terror and Mian- 
tonomoh, their slow speed would pre- 
vent them from coming up with the 
enemy, and it was, therefore, necessary 
to place the armor-clads within striking 
distance, should the enemy put in an 
appearance in their rear. 

There was some anxiety regarding 
Dewey, but it is coupled with the be- 
lief that he is holding his own. The 
fourth day of anxiety and doubt tn the 
navy department communicated its Par- 
alyzing influence to the officers and civil- 
iansinthe war department. Word from 
Manila was anxiously but vainly 
awaited. At*the same time it Was real- 
ized that he would not send a cipher dis- 
patch to file at Hong Kong until he had 
finished his work and could spare the 
services of a vessel to take it the 628 
miles from Manila to the British cable 
port. 

Naval officers believe that Commodore 
Dewey is holding back his report until 
everything has been done at Manila 
which will be possible without rein- 
forcements. Those who know him here 
believe that he fears that the depart- 
ment might hamper him in what he ts 
doing, and that in consequence he will 
not open communications with Washing- 
ton until the American flag is flying over 
the islands. Some officers are inclined 
to take a r ther dark view of the fact 
that no message has yet been received, 
thinking that the delay Is caused by the 
fact that Dewey has not yet accom- 
plished the destruction of the forts and 
the surrender of the city. This view is 
not generally entertained by them, 
most officers believing that the tardiness 
of news from him points to the fact that 
his losses have been small and that 
the ships are in acondition for continued 
service. S«: great is the anxiety to 
learn what \s been donein Manila that 
a dispatch was sent to the American 
consul at Hong Kong, through the state 
department, to use his best endeavors 
to obtain a2 y facts as to the condition 
of affairs in the Philippines, and to wire 
the department at once any news he 
may receive. 

The expedition to Cuba is in readiness 
for departure, and so soo> as it shall 
appear the safe and proper thing to do, 
the landing party and materials for the 
insurgents will be sent to the island. 
It has been directed that the greatest 
care be exercised at Key West to keep 
the movements and departure of vessels 
and transports from reaching the 
enemy. To this end the artifices of war 
are exercised and those who seek infor- 
mation are effectually deceived. Aman 
who is in a position to know said Thurs- 
day that the first of the invading force 
would be on Cuban soil within 24 hours. 

Brazil has declared its neutrality. 
There is no cause to regret such action 
on the part of Brazil, for however bene- 
ficial the delay has been to the United 
States in getting its warships safely 
along the Brazilian coast, the issue of 
the proclamation just now is likely to 
be still more beneficial in closing Brazil- 
ian ports to the Spanish flying squadron 
if it should be headed in that direction. 
It may be noted, however, that while the 
first reports were received with little 
credit, the advices, though not con- 
clusive, inclined the officers to be belief 
that the Spanish flying squadron really 
has turned back from Cape Verde to con- 
solidate with the home squadron at 
Cadiz. 

News From Dewey. 

Boston, May 6.—At the banquet of the 
Electric club last night a member read 
a dispatch from a friend in Singapore 
as follows: 

“Reliable information received here 
corroborates the news of Dewey's vic- 
tory, and he is now executing the duties 
of governor general there.” 


Why They Were Delayed. 

London, May 6.—A Paris correspondent 
says: “I hear on indisputable authority 
that five of the Spanish warships, in- 
cluding the Pelayo and the Alfonso XIII, 
have not yet been supplied with ammu- 
nition. This was the cause of the delay 
in the gailing of the Cape Verde fleet, 
and wili probably compel it to return to 
Cadiz.” 

The Liberal, in a gloomy article which 
notes the “subterraneous rumblings pre- 
ceding social upheaval,” declares that 
“the fate of the country cannot remain 
longer with the weak hands and worn- 
out intellects of the men now govern- 
ing the country.” 


Apartments For Christin«. 

London, May 6.—A Vienna correspon- 
dent says: “Apartments have been re- 
served at a hotel here for the queen 
regent of Spain in case she arrived be- 
fore apartments have been prepared for 
her in her brother's palace. 

“Telegrams from the Austrian ambas- 
sador at M«drid (Count Dubsky) Iindi- 
cate that th > queen regent is only wait- 
ing for a suitable moment to quit Spain 
without detriment to the Interests of her 
son.” 


A Target For the Enemy. 

Madrid, “tay 6.—The debate on the 
government's policy was resumed yes- 
terday, the sitting being mainly octu- 
pied with the continuation of Robledo’s 
speech. He severely crticised the gov- 
ernment for its lack of foresight and, 
after putting various questions to mem- 
bers of the cabinet as to the govern- 
ment’s plans, he announced that he 
would ask t1e cortes to vote an income 
tax. He asked why, after issuing from 
the bay, A¢miral Montojo returned to 
Cavite, “this becoming a simple target 
for the ener 7.” 

Admiral Bermejo, minister of marine, 
replied that Montojo acted entirely at his 
own discretion, no instructions having 
been sent “im. Bermejo declined to 
answer a question as to the whereabouts 
of the Cape Verde squadron. 

At a cabinet council, over which the 
queen regent presided, the premier ex- 
plained the var sityation and announced

HISSED THE CHAIRMAN, 


Hot Time at a Council Meeting In 
Boston, 


Democratic Majority Reduced 
by Absenteeism. 


President’s Rulings Vigorously Denounced by 
the Republicans. 


Boston, May 6.—The meeting of the 
common council last night broke up In 
wild confusion, after being in session for 
less than anhour. In the midst of angry 
exclamations, catcalls and a few mingled 
hisses by Republican councilmen be- 
cause the president ruled against them 
in declaring an adjournment, President 
Connolly stepped down to leave the 
chamber. 

As Connolly walked out he was sur- 
rounded by many Republicans, who de- 
manded that he take the chair again 
and order a rolicall on the motion to ad- 
journ. This hé refused to do. He paid 
no atttion to the exclamations of the 
Republican members, and left them in 
possession of the chamber. 

Councilman Bigelow of Brighton, who 
presided a week ago in the absence of 
the president, was appealed to br a 
dozen or more of the Republican mem- 
bers to take the chair, butgie declined. 
They tried to induce Councilman Norris 
to do so, but he supported the president, 
as did the Democrats, with a few excep- 
tions. No Republican would take the 
chair, although nearly all were anxious 
to get someone to do so. 

Failing to have the meeting called to 
order again, the Republicans left the 
chamber for the aldermen’s room to hold 
a caucus. They invited the Democrats 
to attend, but only two did so. At the 
caucus President Connolly was roundly 
condemned by several Republican mem- 
bers for his decision in adjourning the 
meeting and for previous rulings since he 
became president, 

The president retired to his own room. 
He did not think the unusual demon- 
stration due to any faultofhis. Hesaid 
the Democrats were w™, him, and the 
trouble resulted from partisan feeling, 
started by only a few men. Thetrouble 
arose over a vote taken on the public 
baths amendment. The amendment 
Was supported by Mayor Quincy and 
called for giving to the recently appoint- 
ed bath commission control of all baths 
in the city and custody of the bath- 
houses. Debate on the measure showed 
the Republicans almost unanimously 
opposed to it. 

When put to a vote it showed that 
they were in control of the council for 
the evening. Many Democrats were ab- 
sent. The order was lost, 30 to 23. A 
Democrat moved reconsideration, and an 
amendment was offered asking for as- 
signment of consideration for a week. 
The president then called for the roll of 
those present to ascertain the atten- 
dance. This showed 59 members, accord- 
ing to the statement of President Con- 
nolly. 

When the motion to assign reconsid- 
eration was put the Republicans suc- 
ceeded In defeating it. At this juncture 
the trouble arose. After several mem- 
bers had made speeches, and while the 
auestion of reconsideration was before 
the council, a member moved adjourn- 
ment. President Connolly called fer the 
yeas and nays. The Republicans shout- 
ed “No” In tones that rang through the 
chamber, if anything !ouder than before. 
It could not be ascertained if any Demo- 
crats voted no. 

President Connolly declared adjourn- 
mentcarried. A number of Republicans 
in the third section, which is almost sol- 
idly Republican, jumped to the floor, 
doubted thg vote and asked for a roll- 
call. President Connolly gathered up 
his papers and started to leave the 
Bhamber. By this time all the Republi- 
cans were clamoring for recognition and 
a rolicall. Seeing that President Con- 
nolly would not change his decision, 
they commenced jeering at him, shout- 
ing for fair play, andafew hissed. This 
made the president more determined 
than ever and he strode out of the cham- 
ber.

Test Vote on Income Tax, 
Washington, May 5.—Quite unexpect- 
edly a brief but sharp debate was pre- 
cipitated'in the senate yesterday on an 
income tax. The resolution proposing 
an amendment to the constitution relat- 
ing to the succession to the presidency 
was under discussion. Mr. Mills pro- 
posed an amendment in the form of a 
new section intended to authorize con- 
gress to lay a tax on incomes in such 
form as to meet the requirements of the 
decision of the supreme court. He was 
sharply criticised for endeavoring to 
place such a rider on a resolution which 
practically all senators favored, but 
stood his ground and insisted upon a vote 
on his amendment. The amendment 
was defeated, 52 to 29, all the Republi- 
cans voting against the amendment and 
all the Democrats except Mr. Caffery, 
together with the Populists and silver 
Republicans, voting in favor of it. 
The joint resolution, which was 
adopted, read as follows: “In all cases 
not provided for by article second, clause 
fifth, of the constitution, where there is 
no person entitled to discharge the duties 
of the office of the president, the same 
shall devolve upon the vice president. 
The congress may by law provide for the 
case where there is no person entitled to 
hold the office of president or vice presi- 
dent, declaring what officer shall act as 
president, and such officer shall act ac- 
cordingly until the disability shall be re- 
moved or a president shall be elected.” 
The house adopted the conference re- 
port upon the fortifications bill. The 
remainder of the session was consumed 
with the consideration of the Alaskan 
land bill and a resolution for the repeal 
of an act prohibiting the passage of im- 
portations in bond through the territory 
of the United States into the “free zone” 
of Mexico.

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PERPLEXING PROBLEM, 


How to Raise Money Without Issuing 
Bonds, 


Two Silver Senators Side 
With Democrats. 


Tax on the Earnings of Various Corporations 
Agreed Upon. 


Washington, May 6.—Senator Jones of 
/Nevada has taken a position practically 
against the bond proposition, and Sena- 
tor Wolcott has indicated that he will 
oppose it if an acceptable substitute can 
be secured. The Republican members 
are quite disturbed over the dis- 
covery of his position and are consider- 
ing how to best repair the breach oc- 
casioned by his probable defection. They 
were not so greatly surprised at Mr. 
Jones’ position. 

The proposition on which Wolcott and 
Jones voted with the Democrats on the 
committee on finance was a general 
declaration to the effect that the revenue 
bill should provide more than $100,000,000 
in revenue. On this the two western 
senators aligned themselves with the 
Democrats and in opposition to the Re- 
publicans. The declaration was con- 
strued by the Republican members asin 
opposition to the bond provision. 


SENATOR JOBN P. JONES, 


The Democrats have agreed upon an 
amendment imposing a tax of 1 percent 
upon the revenues of certain corpora- 
tions, including railroad, express, sleep- 
ing car, telegraph and telephone com- 
panies. This probably is the only ad- 
dition they will suggest to the revenue 
portion of the bill, but it is probable that 
they will also urge the coinage of the 
silver seigniorage in the treasury and 
the issuance of at least $150,000,000 in 
greenbacks These latter propositions 
have not b »n agreed upon, but they 
have been uiscussed sufficiently to war- 
rant the yp-ediction that they will >e 
incorporate 1 in the Democratic substi- 
tute for the bond feature of the bill. 
The seigniorage amounts to about $4! - 
000,000, and the intention is to authorize 
the issuance of certificates for it so as 
to secure immediate money and not wait 
upon the coinage of the silver. Th + 
certificates with the greenbacks would 
give $192,000,000 of immediate cash, and 
the Democrats think this would be suf- 
ficient for -he immediate wants of the 
government. They believe that the tax 
they propore on corporations would in- 
crease the regular revenues to the extent 
of about $5 ,000,000- annually. 


FOUR DELIVERIES. 


Senate Considers That Number 
E:1 ough For Any City. 


Washington, May 6.—During the sen- 
ate’s consideration of the measure ap- 
propriating about a hundred millions 
for the postal service, Mr. Tillman of- 
fered an amendment providing that no 
more than iour mail deliveries should 
be made in any city during any one day, 
and that arv amount thus saved shor 4d 
be converted back into the treasury. 
Mr. Hoar antagonized the suggestion, 
holding that it amounted to class legis- 
lation. The many deliveries of mall 
in large cities, he pointed out, were not 
so much of advantage to the residents 
in the compact parts of the cities as to 
the people who lived outside the hurry 
and bustle of city life. In fact, it, as 
one of the conveniences of civiliza’ on 
which ena’ ed the comparatively } or 
man, those whom the advocates of the 
amendment apparently desired to assist, 
to reside o tside the city and get the 
purer air of the country. Mr. Qua)'s 
motion to lay the amendment on the 
table was lost, and the amendment was 
adopted. ‘'n view of the adoption of 
the amendment the amount appropri- 
ated for free delivery was reduced from 
$13,085,400 tc $12,000,000. 

A lively ‘ebate was precipitated by 
an amendm nt of the committee striking 
out the appropriation of $300,000 for rural 
delivery. The proposition was discussed 
for nearly two hours. By the cl ge 
vote of 25 to 22, however, the committee 
was sustained and the bill carries no 
appropriation for such delivery. An 
important amendment will prevent st r 
route contractors from eub-letting their 
contracts. In order to get their money 
they must be able to swear that they 
performed the service themaelves.

The Havana Blockade. 

Key West, May 6.—The conditions of 
the Havana blockade remain un- 
changed, the line being rigidly kept by 
the Montgomery and other cruisers un- 
der Captain Converse, who is still in tem- 
porary command. Captain Lyonsoftie 
Dolphin, which has been cruising for 
11 days along the western coast of Cuba, 
says there is great activity on shore 
throughout that section, especially in 
Bahia Honda. Groups of Spaniards cen 
be seen working on improvised fortifica- 
tions of all kinds. Earthworks have 
been thrown up all along the coast, and 
apparent preparations against invasion 
are being made. 

During her cruise the Dolphin held up 
18 vessels, all of which were released ex- 
cept the fishing schooner Lolo. The 
Dolphin had previously taken the Lolo, 
but had released her on the captain's 
promise to go in shore and remain there. 
Not long afterwards the Dolphin again 
found the Lolo cruising and apparently 
signalling information to someone on 
shore. The Spaniard was then capture 1, 
Cespite the captain's protestations that 
he was not signalling. 


Never a Defeat. 

Havana, May 6.—Colonel Devos fought 
an insurgent band Tuesday which had 10 
of its number killed, among them being 
Leader Nunez, and 23 were taken prison- 
ers, together with a quantity of arms, 
ammunition and medicine. The Span- 
ish column, which completely destroyed 
the camp, had four wounded. 

At Palayo village a body of Spanish 
cavalry had an engagement with the 
insurgents under General Maximo 
Gomez, the latter leaving four dead on 
the field and the Spanish one.

Annexation Question. 

Washington, May 6.—The Hawallan 
question came before the house com- 
mittee on foreign affairs yesterday.

Chairman Hitt 
made a forcible presentation to the com- 
mittee of the reasons for favorable ac- 
tion at this time, and pointed out that 
legislation was imperative in view of the 
necessities existing for the use of that 
island in our war preparations.

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, May 6.—After some debate in 
the senate, the bill authorizing the city 
of Brockton to light its central police 
station from its electric ighting plant 
in the city hall was ordered to a third 
reading by a vote of 17 to 14. 

The bill providing for the creation of 
a board of apportionment in the city of 
Poston, the engrossment of which had 
been reconsidered, was again passed to 
be engrossed by the senate. 

There was a long debate in the house 
on the bill to grant equal privileges to all 
express companies on railroads in Massa- 
chusetts. The committee on railroads 
reported ought not to pass on the bill, 
and Mr. Reed of Taunton moved to sub- 
stitute the bill. Mr. Reed cited three 
companies that had a practical monopol, 
of the express business in Massachu- 
setts. A vote was not taken. 


“Too Much Cloth. 

Fall River, Mass., May 6.—Asa further 
step in the Independent plan of curtalil- 
ment of the output of the cotton mills of 
this city comes the announcement that 
the Merchants corporation, one of the 
largest concerns in the city, employing 
about 1400 hands, with a weekly payroll 
of $8000 and having 126,000 spindles and 
3400 looms, will shut down tomorrow for 
at least one week. 

While a definite plan of general cur- 
tailment has not been decided upon, it is 
stated that the American, Weetamoe 
and Mechanics mills will also enter upon 
a short time schedule soon. Other mills 
which have a large stock of goods on 
hand may also be forced into the move- 
ment.

WHAT A DAY MAY DEVELOP. 


Policy of Delay of Benefit to 


Blanco’s Defenders, 


Washington, May 7.—Last Sunday the 
guns of the American navy echoed 
ground the world from the harbor of 
Manila. Tomorrow they ought to be 
heard resounding in the harbor of San 
Juan, the principal port of Porto Rico, 
from Admiral Sampson's fleet. This is 
the expectation of the leading officials 
in the administration who are best post- 
ed as to the purposes of the president. 
Great secrecy continues to be observed 
in the navy department, but there is 
no doubt that by Sunday or Monday 
some important developments are ex- 
pected. 

No a word from or about Dewey, about 
our ships or the engagement Sunday 
was received yesterday. Little else 
was talked of during the day, and the 
affairs of the navy department were in 
the same condition as they have been 
for the past two days, especially in re- 
gard to the military occupation of the 
Philippimes. Everything is in readiness 
for sending a landing party composed of 
troops, to which it is now proposed to 
add a force of marines to the Philippines, 
but everything waits upon Dewey’s dis- 
patch. 

It t# felt by the officials that some 
infermation should have reached them 
from Manila by this time. The at- 
f ck on and the destruction of the Span- 
ash fleet occurred on Sunday morning, 
and the bombardment of Manila oc- 
curred 24 hours later, in accordance with 
the terms of Commodore Dewey’s ulti- 
matum. It is presumed that this bom- 
bardment was a matter of a compara- 
tively short time, and was over by Mon- 
day night or Tuesday monring. The 
only fortifications then left to prevent 
the egress of the dispatch boat were 
those at the mouth of the harbor. As 
Commodore Dewey found no difficulty 
in passing these forts on Sunday with- 
out discovery, it is not believed in naval 
circles that a dispatch boat would have 
any difficulty in getting out. It is a 
60-hours run from Manila to Hong Kong, 
50 that information ought to have been 
received at the British port. 

Secretary Long has said all the week 
that Commodore Dewey would not re- 
port a half-finished job, but would be 
in absolute possession of Manila before 
he even attempted to report. He ts 
not surprised at the delay, in view of the 
cutting of the cable, and the distance to 
Hong Kong, and he probably appreciates 
what naval officers have been saying 
about Dewey's desire to finish his work 
in his own way before taking any more 
orders fromthe navy department. Cer- 
tain it is that neither the president nor 
the secretary is apprehensive about 
Dewey or his command, and neither has 
any doubt that Dewey has carried out 
his instructions successfully. 

The blockade is being rigidly main- 
tained and our ships cruise perilously 
near the Havana fortifications. One 
incident has excited remark in 
the navy department was occasioned by 
the contents of a report received from 
our ves in the vicinity of Havana.

The original orders 
sent from Washington prohibited Act- 
ing Admiral Sampson from opening fire 
on the Havana fortifications. This ac- 
tion is not in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the naval board of strat- 
egy, which has been in favor of aggres- 
sive action and which believed that it 
Was eminently wise to discourage the 
enemy in any attempt to strengthen his 
defense. 

“When Admiral Sampson has been 
heard from I will tell you when we will 
move.” This was the answer of an 
officer of high rank to a direct inquiry 
as to the probable date of departure. 
“I have no more means of knowing wnen 
we shall hear from Sampson,” he con- 
tinued, “than you have, but I expect it 
will be very soon. 3ut there is no sense 
in talking about leaving until Sampson 
has done his work.

Bidered the Americans were “incapable 
of attacking Spain without the slightest 
cause,” but “when convinced that the 
United States was bent upon despoiling 
Spain,” then, with the entire cabinet, he 
“seriously prepared to repel an unjust 
attack, purchasing and fitting out war- 
ships and procuring war material irre- 
spective of cost.” 

Seven prominent deputies have laid 
on the table of the house a motion of 
censure and inquiry, showing that Spain 
spent £9,000,000 fn extraordinary naval 
estimates voted in 1888 and has spent 
about £8,000,000 voted since, without 
adequate results on the squadron lately 
at Cape Verde. The deputies also want 
to call attention to the reserve fleet to 
which Admiral Camara has just been 
appointed and only a few vessels of 
which are anything like ready. 


An Unfortunate Incident. 

Key West, May 7.—Commodore Wat- 
son last night received orders from 
Washington to instantly release the 
French mail steamer, Lafayette, the 
captain of which persisted in trying to 
run the blockade and acted so _ sus- 
piciously when interrogated that it was 
decided to bring his vessel to this port. 

The capture of the vessel turns out to 
have been an unfortunate incident, re- 
sulting from a mistake; but no protest 
has been made by the representatives 
of the French government in the United 
States. The officials here declare that 
this will close the affair. 

It appears that before the Lafayette 
sailed for Havana the French legation 
in Washington was instructed to com- 
municate with the state department. 
This was done and permission was 
granted to the steamer to enter and 
discharge her passengers and cargo, 
with the understanding that she would 
take on nothing there. Instructions for 
the fulfillment of this agreement were 
sent from Washington to Admiral Samp- 
Son’s squadron; and it was only learned 
after the capture was made that they 
were never delivered.

THE SUTRO MILLIONS. 


Sisters at Odds Over the Custody of Their 
Aged Father. 

San Francisco, May 7.—A struggle for 
the custody of the person of Adolph 
Sutro, millionaire and ex-mayor of San 
Francisco, has taken place at Sutro 
heights. Dr. Emma Merritt, the legal 
guardian of the personal estate of her 
father, removed him in an ambulance 
from the family homestead to her home. 
She was fiercely resisted by Clara Sutro, 
her sister, who created a wild scene. 

Miss Sutro asserts that Dr. Merritt 
kidnapped her father, who, in his feeble

Queen Regent Very Anxious. 

London, May 7.—A Vienna correspon- 
dent says: ‘The Spanish queen regent 
has again appealed to Emperor Francis 
Joseph to use his influence in favor of 
European intervention. Count Golu- 
chowski, the Austro-Hungarian foreign 
minister, has addressed a note to the 
powers on the subject. I understand 
that but for England’s pro-American 
attitude certain European powers would 
have openly sided with Spain before the 
war broke out.” 

All the reports that reach here from 
trustworthy quarters agree that there 
is no doubt e‘fairs in Spain are hurrying 
rapidly toward a gravecrisis. Whatever 
exists, this point appears: the Carlists 
are increasing the difficulties of the sit- 
uation even to a higher degree than the 
Republicans. Not the slightest faith 
is attached to the assurances of the pre- 
tender that he is setting an example of 
quietness and inactivity. On all hands 
it is thought here that the next few days 
will bring about events that may change 
the entire situation in the Spanish capi- 
tal. This result is now regarded in- 
evitable in those circles in Vienna which 
are intimate with the Spanish court. 
It is declared, however, that in spite of 
the revolutionary movement which 
seems to spread every hour in Spain, no 
fears are entertained for the personal 
safety of the queen regent or her son; 
nor is it feared that they will be unable, 
when a suitable moment presents itself, 
to leave the country uninjured.

Bay State Legislature, 

Boston, May 7.—A petition was pre- 
sented in the house yesterday for legis- 
lation for the revision of the laws rela- 
tive to contagious diseases among do- 
mestic animals and the officers charged 
with the enforcement of the same. The 
committee on rules reported almost 
immediately in favor of su8pending the 
rules to admit the petition. A bill was 
then presented which virtually abolished 
the cattle commission, repealing the acts 
of 1894. The new bill further provides 
that no city or town shall require the use 
of tuberculin in the examination of cat- 
tle, unless at the request of the owner. 

The lower branch substituted two 
bills relating to the express business for 
the adverse report of the committee on 
railroads. One was the house billjap 
grant to all express companies equal 
privileges on railroads in Massachusetts 
and the other was the house bill relative 
to express business on railroad and 
steamboat lines. 

The committee on judiciary reported 
a bill which provides that all corpora- 
tions or persons shall be liable to an ex- 
tent not exceeding $5000 for negligence 
resulting in the death of any individual 
to be assessed with reference to the de- 
gree of culpability, the money to be for 
the widow and children of the deceased 
in equal parts, or to the next of kin. 

The bill to provide for the purchase 
of certain counting apparatus to be 
used at the polling places of the state 
was passed to be engrossed in the sen- 
ate. 

The bill to provide for the manufac- 
ture of gas by corporations and the bill 
relative to the capital stock of certain 
public corporations were rejected. The 
senate accepted without debate all the 
reports of the committee on taxation that 
no change be made in the taxation laws 
of the state.

Good Afternoon. 


Commodore Dewey’s magnificent 
naval victory affords the first evidence 
of the material of which our navy is 
constituted and strengthens the grow- 
ing hope that the war will be a short 
one. The fleets under our other com- 
manders will show themselves capable 
of equal skill and bravery; and there is 
no reason for expecting that the Span- 
ish Atlantic navy will show itself to be 
of relatively better fighting quality 
than that which displayed its impotence 
in the fight at Manila. Time will soon 
reveal when and where the meeting 
of the opposing fleets on the Atlantic 
will take place. Our success in that 
battle should bring the struggle toa 
speedy end. The Spanish vessels 
being got rid of little will remain but 
the capture of Cuba ; and that cannot 
be a remote achievement. Even if the 
Government should deem it inexpedi- 
ent to land there any considerable 
military force, owing to the fatality of 
the climate during the hot months, it 
is certain beyond question that our de- 
prival of the Spanish army of supplies 
will conpel it to surrender within at 
most a month or six weeks. It seems 
wholly reasonable to calculate upon 
these results with entire certainty. 
An important reverse to our arms 
could not possibly come from any su- 
periority of fighting resource on the 
partof Spain. By universal testimony, 
Spain’s soldiers are made up of the 
poorest material conceivable. Those 
in Cuba,—who constitute the force 
with which we should have to deal,— 
are largely mere boys, enfeebled by the 
climate, discontented from lack of pay 
and only half trained. What they and 
their officers are is evident from their 
impotence in dealing with the insurg- 
ents for the last three years. The navy 
is, according to all accounts, in quite 
as bad a plight. Both branches of the 
Spanish service are blighted and 
enervated by the dishonests of officials 
and the country’s inability to keep 
pace with the progress of modern war- 
fare.

Charming of the Year. 

Mr. Morrilas, a Cuban born, and for 
some years an assistant surgeon in the 
United States navy, now in the marine 
hospital service in the tropics, said re- 
cently: 

| ‘*The rainy season in the tropics, as 
|} it is called out of Cuba, is to Cubans 
| the most charming season of the year. 
It begins generally about the middle of 
| May and lasts until the middle of Sep- 
tember. It usually rains in the afternoon, 
}and sometimes the fallis very heavy 
and is accompanied by such thunder and 
lightning as one never kuows outside 
| the tropics. It generally steps at sun- 
set, which is simply unspeakably grand 
| in its clond effects. I rarely ever have 
known it to rain at night. It is this so 
called rainy season that gives life and 
vigor to the growing vegetation and 
| makes our sugar and tobacco crops what 
| they are. 
| “*By eating well cooked food and 
eschewing overindulgence in the fruits 
of the country, usually so tempting to 
| Strangers, always sleeping under some 
| sort of shelter, and not on the bare 
| ground, the green Yankee from New 
Hampshire hills may laugh at the bogy 
of the ‘rainy season’ and the yellow 
fever. It is well for the unacclimated 
man, the first three months of his stay, 
| to take from three to six grains of qui- 
nine every morning and a mild purga- 
tive, say twice a week. You may be as 
wet as possible if you are on the move, 
| but when you stop change your wet 
clothes for dry ones, socks and all. You 
will never have this fever if you follow 
these easily remembered rules.’’— 
Washington Post. 


| THE BAY OF MANILLA. 


It Is a Landlocked Sea Thirty Miles Long 

and About Twenty-five Miles Wide. 
| Manilla bay, where the recent battle 
between Commodore Dewey’s squadron 
|and the Spanish fleet was fought, isa 
| landlocked sea. It is 30 miles long 
| from north to south and about 25 miles 
wide. Its entrance is 12 miles wide, but 
the passage is blocked by two islands, 
so that the ship channels are much nar- 
rower. One is two miles wide and an- 
other three miles. The water in them 
is deep and swift. Cavite, under whose 
guns the Spanish ships fought, is on the 
mainland near the entrance to the bay. 
It is seven miles from the city of Ma- 
nilla in an air line over the water. By 
land it is 15 miles. The population of 
the town is about 5,000. There are sev- 
eral small hamlets on the shore of the 
bay between Cavite and Manilla, and 
it is near one of these that Commodore 
Dewey landed his wounded. 

The bay is large enough for the ma- 
neuvers of a big fleet and its entrance is 
so deep that it is practically impossible 
to protect it by sinking mines. Modern 
fortifications on the islands at its mouth 
could keep warships in the open sea, 
but there did not seem to be any guns 
there worth using. Dependence was put 
in the Cavite batteries and in the guns 
of the Spanish fleet. The event proved 
the superiority of the American seamen 
and the American guns. It also proved 
that the Spaniards had neglected to 
provide adequate protection at the 
mouth of the bay.—Brooklyn Eagle.

X RAYS FOR SPANIARDS. 


Pittsburg Company Expects to Fill a Large 

Order For the Spanish Government. 

A peculiar case, in which the contra- 
band of war will likely be waived, bas 
developed in Pittsburg. The Spanish 
government is negotiating with the Fes- 
senden Manufacturing company for a 
lot of X ray machines to be used in 
field, ship and hospital service. The 
Spanish consul at New York asked the 
Pittsburg company a few days ago tu 
furnish prices on machines ranging 
from the 4 inch apparatus for emergency 
work up to the 20 inch machine for 
hospital ambulance use. 

Before replying to the request R. A. 
Fessenden consulted the authorities. He 
feared that the United States govern- 
ment would prevent him from supply- 
ing this humanitarian war material to 
Spain, but he has been told itis not 
likely objection will be made. 

‘We are making about 100 machines 
for the home government,’’ he said re- 
cently, ‘‘and the wounded Spaniards 
who are taken prisoners will get the 
benefit of being treated by the aid of 
the X ray. There is no reason why our 
wounded soldiers in Spanish hospitals 
or on Spanish ships should not have the 
opportunity of also getting this great 
aid to surgery. If we receive the order, 
it will be filled at once. I do not think 
the United States government will in- 
terfere with its delivery.’’—New York 
Herald. 


General Gomez's American Wife. 

It may not be known generally that 
the wife of Maximo Gomez, command- 
erin chief of the insurgent forces in 
Cuba, is an American woman, but such 
appears to be the fact. Representative 
Gibson claims to represent the district 
in Tennessee where she was born. Her 
former name was Miss Pink Martin, a 
daughter of Mr. Henry Martin, who 
lived on Nail’s creek, in a county of 
east Tennessee. The family was one of 
the best in the county, and her father 
was very wealthy, so that Miss Martin 
was given exceptional opportunities dur- 
ing her childhood and early womanhood. 
She first married a Georgian, but he 
died shortly after the civil war, and as 
Mrs. Cline, his widow, she went to Ha- 
vana, where her brothers were engaged 
in business. While at the Cuban capital 
she met Maximo Gomez, then a ‘very 
important personage in the island of 
Cuba, and in a short time they were 
married. — Washington Post.

That these things are facts and 
that they bave been fully appreciated | 
by the Christian denominations is | 
abundantly testified to by the fact that 
there are Christian Endeavor societies 
in 40 different Christian denominations 
today. j 

It is impossible to be a loyal Endeav- | 
orer and not to be loyal to our denomi- | 
nations and our local churches. The) 
pledge makes this impossible. It dis- | 
tinctly says, ‘‘I promise Him (Christ) | 
* ** that I will make it the rule of my 
life * * * to support my own church in ev- 
ery way, especially by attending all her 
regular Sunday and midweek services.’’

“Of course it would be useless to deny 
that there are unfavorable features in 
view, notably in the cotton and woolen 
industry. In the former print cloths 
have again struck the lowest price on 
record, with a quotation of 15-16 for 
standard grades, and the woolen manu- 
facturing industry is as a whole reported 
quite depressed. In contrast with these 
reports, chiefly coming from the eastern 
and middle state cities, are the sales of 
a considerable quantity of raw wool, 
said to be for the manufacture of goods 
ordered by the government. The heav- 
iest auction sale of carpets reported for 
many years, aggregating in value $2,000,- 
000, is a feature of the trade at New 
York city. Prices, while low, are re- 
ported fully as satisfactory as expected, 
and encouraging from the standpoint 
of the large quantity distributed and the 
readiness with which the goods have 
been moved. 

“The price situation is still one of not- 
able strength, and prices of several of 
the cereals, notably wheat and flour, 
drugs, hides, potatoes, iron and steel bars 
and sheets and plates, tobacco, sugar, 
lard, lead and copper, are hightr this 
week, accentuating the veritable “spring 
rise’ in prices which occurred during 
the month of April. Business failures 
are Slightly smaller this week, aggre- 


gating for the United States 240, against | 


245 last week, 228 in this week a year 
ago, 267 in 1896, and 224 in 1895. 

“April bank clearings reflect the gen- 
eral dullness and depression due to un- 
certainty as to the outcome of our com- 
plications with Spain ina total of $4,962,- 
269,217, 11.8 percent smaller than March, 
i0 percent smaller than February, and 
nearly 17 percent smaller than those of 
January, which marked the heaviest 
month’s total on record. The total 
clearings in April this year exceed those 
of 1897 by 21 percent, While they were 
35 percent larger than April, 1894, and 
50 percent larger than 1893, while the de- 
crease, as compared with 1892, was only 
2 percent. The best showing made in 
April appears to have been that made by 
the far western cities, which showed a 
gain of nearly $1 percent over a year 
ago. 

“The evolving of assured conditions 
out of former doubt and uncertainty 
as regards our foreign relations is re- 
flected in the very general advances in 
prices of staples which were noticeable 
toward the middle and close of April. 
The course of values was in a striking 
contrast with the movement the month 
before, which witnessed a very general 
check and even recession in values, 
with the result of bringing the general 
level below recently preceding months. 
The advancing movement in April, 
though very general, was not sufficient 
to overcome the declines of March in 
every case, but the index number on 
May 1 was 80,920 which, while slightly 
below the level of March 1, 81,340, still 
shows considerable gain over the index 
number on April 1, 79,863. . Of 106 staple 
articles quoted, 52 advanced during April 
and only 16 declined.”

TRICYCLES. 


Maeen Victoria Has Bought a Three 
Wheeler and Set the Style. 
While it is hardly probable that tri- 
tycles will ever regain the popularity 
of a decade and a half ago, their use on 
| American roads is quite a feature this 
year. The tricycle at one time was 
| widely used in England not only for 
pleasure riding, but for racing. Many 
of the best known English racers com- 
| peted on the three wheeled machines as 
well as on bicycles, and as much atten- 
tion was paid to tricycle records as to 
those made on bicycles. Queen Victoria 
| purchased a tricycle for her personal 
use, which gave to this type of vehicle 
a boom. At about the same time several 
American .nakers turned out tricycles, 
but the improvement of the safety de- 
| veloped so rapidly that in a couple of 
years the use of tricyclesdied away and 
they became almost obsolete. 
| During the last few years there has 
been a growing return to favor of the 
latter, although there is practically on- 
}ly one manufacturer in this country 
| who pays serious attention to their pro- 
| duction, and he is located in this city. 
Some other firms put out special tricy- 
cles having two seats abreast, or regular 
tandem tricycles with a double drop 
| frame to accommbdate two women. The 
| single tricycle as made today, in both 
| diamond and drop frame styles, weighs 
|from 82 to 35 pounds, which is less 
than the bicycles of 1891 and 1892 
| weighed. This year’s tricycles, owing 
| to the various improvements in gearing 
|and general construction, also pusb 
| easier than the bicycles of the early 
nineties. For timid persons and those 
| who desire a certain amount of outdoor 
exercise and do not care about speed 
the tricycle is a practical vehicle. It is 
| safe, dignified and offers a means for 
locomotion over country roads that 
while not as speedy or as exhilarating 
as a bicycle is sufficient to be an entice- 
ment to persons of sedentary habits to get 
out in the open. The combined sensa- 
tions of skating and flying, claimed by 
bicycle riders, are lost.on the tricycle, 
and for this reason quite a number of 
those who take to that machine tire of 
it and either abandon the sport of 
wheeling or adopt bicycling. This ap- 
plies more particularly to the younger 
and more vigorous class of riders, who 
do not fear accidents. Pedaling ona 
tricycle is what a wheelman calls 
‘‘steady plugging.’’ There isno jump 
to the three wheeled Vehicles as there is 
to the delicately poised one having two 
wheels when a sudden pressure is exert- 
ed on the pedals, and while it is true 
that the modern three wheeler goes as 
easily as the bicycle of ten years ago it 
runs considerably harder than the up to 
date two wheeler. The tricycle is also 
more difficult to steer and is more un- 
wieldy in turning corners.—New York 
Sun.

frequented by cyclers. 

The origin of the bicycle is now trac- 
ed back to the year 1731 in France, 
when the Sieur Milliard presented to 
the academy two rolling chairs propel- 
led by pedals. 

If a lamp wick is not working prop- 
erly, it should be taken out and soakee 
in very salt water. Then dry it out and 
give it another bath in salt water mixed 
with oil. This will make it burn clear 
and strong. 


An authority advises the keeping of 


the saddle soft and dry and protect it 
from the rain. Unprotected saddles get 
hard and uncomfortable and often re- 
sult in injury. A covering for the sad- 
dle to keep it dry can easily be made. 

A tire dealer says: ‘‘Too many riders 
have an idea that they can use tires for 
two or three seasons and not have them 
| go wrong. Every rider who has a last 
year’s wheel with the same old tires on 
it should get a new pair. Never mind 
the expense. ’’ 

A New York pbysician advises riders 
not to drink strong stimulants while | 
riding, because the supposed recupera- 
tive effects are only temporary. The 
liquid in warm weather passes from the 
body in the shape of perspiration, leav- 
ing the alcohol in the system. 

A Swedish inventor has designed a 
tandem bicycle on which the forward 
seat, by a suitable arrangement of the 
| frame, is placed on a higher level than 
| the rear saddle. This is done with the 
view of bringing the riders in closer 
| proximity, thereby reducing the length 
of the machine. 


Wales to Rescue the Bicycle. 


The report that the Prince of Wales 
is taking lessons in bicycle riding has 
already roused up the spirits of those 
interested in the sale of machines and 
who were looking despondently at the 
cycling prospects of the coming season. 
If the prince should take up cycling 
even in a casual way, it would certain- 
ly give a fillip to the pastime which 
seems to be on the wane among those 
who rushed at it a year or two ago and 
rapidly got tired of it when its first 
novelty had worn off. The question, 
Are people going to cycle this summer?

Debate. Resolved: that Quincy is 
the most desirable suburb of Boston. 

If any one wishes to change his place 
of residence, the best thing that ;,at- 
tracts him to another town or city, its 
beauty. Surely Quincy is not lacking 
in this respect. It is prettily situated 
between the hills and the water.

The peculiar difficulties attending the 
gathering and transmission of news 
concerning the war from Key West to 


tered by this generation of newspaper 
meu. However satisfactory Key West 
may be to the United States government 
as a base of supplies for its fleet in the 
operations against Havana it is far from 
satisfactory as a base of operations for | 
the correspondents. In the first place, it 
is tucked away off from the mainland, 
witb but two cables connecting it with 
the telegraphic systems of the country. 
This renders it impossible to handle all 
the correspondence dumped daily into 
the cable office without the most vexa- 
tious delays, tosay nothing of the added 
expense which the use of the cable ne- 
cessitates. Were it on the mainland ad- 
ditional telegraph wires would be strung 
to accommodate the business, but there 
is no disposition on the part of the ca- 
ble company to go to any increased ex- 
pense just at this time. By reason of its 
location the mail facilities are likewise | 
very poor. There are only three mails a 

week each way, and the steamsbip runs 
to Port Tampa aud Miami occupy so} 
so much time that any news consigned | 
to Uncle Sam is stale almost before , 
reaching the mainland. Still all this is | 
just as bard for one fellow as another, |

so that the rival seekers for the truth | 


about this war start out just even. 
When the principal squadron of the 
navy began rendezvousing here and it 
became evident that war was in sight, 
newspaper correspondents began rest | 


ing in here to be ready for the harvest. 
The destruction of the Maine increased | 
its importance as a news center, and 
upon the day the fleet sailed away to | 
blockade the Cuban coast there were on 
duty here more than 50 reporters of the | 
American press. As a matter of fact it 
had been very dull in Key West up to} 
this event. The newspaper men, the 
naval officers and the army officers had 
hobnobbed in the botel corridors and 
become acquainted, but as for putting 
‘stuff on the wire’’ there was little to 
be done. Every one was waiting for the | 
fleet to sail. Occasionally there were 
arrivals and departures of vessels to be 
recorded, accidents to the machinery on | 
shipboard to be investigated, the forti- | 


aud a few other routine matters to be 
kept track cf, but that was all. Time 
hung heavily, and Key West, hot, dusty, 
mosquito infested and flea plagued, was 
one big yawn. 

The sailing of the fleet wrought a 
marvelous change. The yachts of the 
newspapers, which had been at anchor 
in the burbor with the squadron, steam- 
ed out witb it, leaving men on shore to 
keep their eyes open and fight for in- 
formation. The war was on for the cor- 
respondents before even the shores of 
Cuba were sighted. The duty of the 
men on the yachts was to follow the 
fieet and report its movements, its cap- 
tures and its battles. But Key West 
must still be guarded. There might be 
an action at seaand the newsof it reach 
Key West by one of the speedy little 
torpedo boats long before one of the dis- 
patch boats could return. Prizes might 
be brought in atany bour. The dispatch 
boats might be riddled in an engage- 
ment or captured by a Spanish gunboat. 
Key West itself might be attacked by 
Spanish men-of-war. Therefore watch- 
fulness was essential at this point. 

Thus there are two sets of men re- 
sponsible to their respective newspapers 
for the news at this center. Now, as to 
the work of the landsman. He can nev- 
ersleep in peace. The news of an event 
of which the world may read in history 
is likely to come into the harbor at any 
minute of the day or night. Some one 
must always beon guard. Hence, in ad- 
dition to keeping bis own eyes open as 
long as he can, he keeps a watchman on 
the water front all the time. This man 
reports everything he sees or hears. For 
instance, it is 5 o’clock in the morning. 
The correspondent is snatching a few 
hours’ rest. The watchman sights a 
steamer out beyond the bar. He runs to 
the hotel. The correspondent must get 
up and go to the docks. As the steamer 
approaches the glasses tell him that she 
is a prize. He must get to her, and at 
once. He hires a launch or a rowboat 
or atug, and out he goes to her. He gets 
the story of her capture, hastens on 
shore, runs for the nearest cable office 
with a crowd of other correspondents 
before and around and behind him. If 
ne gets there first and gets his dispatch 
filed first, he is happy; if last, he is 
disconsolate, for he knows that before 
his is reached there may be extras put 
on the street by a rival paper ip his own 
city. The incoming steamer may bea 
government dispatch boat. If so, he 
must learn all he can from her. Or she 
may be a rival newspaper’s yacht, 
bringing in big news from the squad- 
ron. He must learn what he can and 
make the best of his meager informa- 
tion thus received. In addition to this 
constant watchfulness of the water 
front he must keep track of all the rou- 
tine, and his lot is not a happy one. 

Still the man on the yacht has his 
troubles too. He sails away and reaches 
the squadron. He is told of the capture 
of a prize. There wusa chase. It makes 
a good story. He must get back to the 
cable office. The sea isrough, and as he 
writes his pencil joggles all over ”

there will come the danger of death and 
capture to add to the conditions which 
now confront them. 

The establishment of a press censor- 
ship was an innovation which worked 
harshly at first. To begin with, all 
these writers had hitherto been untram- 
meled. They had been accustomed to 
wiring whatever they saw fit. Sudden- 
ly a man was thrust upon them with 
the power to ‘‘kill’’ every word they 
wrote. Newspaper speculation was cut 
off. No more theories of war were al- 


| lowed. The writer who had been in the 


habit of directing military and naval 
operations with his pen found himself 
held down to facts and only such facts 
as had been reported to Washington 
aud whose publication would not hurt 
the country’s interests. This was alto- 
gether new, and its sudden application 
played havoc in more ways than one. 

A few afternoons ago a reporter filed 
a long dispatch. There was much exclu- 
sive information in it. A few paragraphs 
were deemed unwise by the censor. He 
therefore laid the whole dispatch aside 
for future consideration. After every 
other dispatch filed after it had been 
sent the story was censored and allowed 
to go out. It was thus delayed 15 hours, 
although no notice of censorship had 
been served on the man who wrote it. 
This was intensely annoying, but there 
was no help for it. However, when the 
injustice of reversing the filing order 
was pointed out to Captain Thompson 
he readily admitted it, so that it will 
not occuragain. The injustice done was 
entirely unintentional on his part. Not 
being a newspaper man, he did not real- 
ize the necessity for baste. 

Another difficulty which some of the 
newspapers have met with is the unre- 
liability of the crews aboard their dis- 
patch boats. With one exception the 
New York Sun is the only newspaper 
here whose crew has stuck faithfully to 
it. Some of the boats have been return- 
ed to their owners because of desertions 
by all hands. The reason assigned for 
this is that the men do not care to run 
the risk of being captured by the Span- 
iards. They have read so much of Span- 
ish brutality that they imagine their 
toe nails will be torn out with redbot 
pinchers the moment they are captured. 
All the Cubans in Key West seemed to 
believe this most firmly, and their sto- 
ries to the men sent courage below par. 
—New York Sun. 


USED AS A DOORMAT. 


Schoolboys Show Their Feeling by Tack- 
ing Spain’s Flag to the Floor. 

Several of the older pupils of the 
New Rochelle high school organized a 
unique scheme the other night to show 
their hatred toward Spain. The boys 
held a meeting and decided to geta 
Spanish flag and tack it to the floor of 
the main hall just inside of the front 
door, where every one would walk up- 
on it. So when the teachers and pupils 
entered the building the next morning 
all were obliged to tread upon the em- 
blem. 

Isaac E. Young, the superintendent 
of schools, also stepped on it, much 
against his will. He then ordered the 
flag torn up and lectured the pupils for 
doing such a thing, but could not learn 
who was responsible. Superintendent 
Young was angry and said he would 
not tolerate such an insult to a foreign 
country. —Exchange. 


Powder Not Everything. 

Naval experts have mourned over our 
poverty in smokeless powder. It was 
feared that we might suffer because of 
the smoke in attacking an enemy’s fleet 
when accurate marksmanship would be 
the vital necessity of the situation. The 
Spanish service was better in powder, 
but the results at Manilla would go to 
show that the American vessels rose su- 
perior to this handicap.—Springfield 
Republican. 


A War Exigency. 

One of the offices at the department 
of state has been turned intoa bedroom, 
and Third Assistant Secretary Cridler 
now sleeps there every night in order 
to translate any cipher messages that 
may be received.

The horse of Liberia is a small pony, 
but hardy and capable of good service. 
Owing to the want of roads und bridges 
in the country these horses have never 


been put to any practical use by the 
Liberians. At present they can only be 
obtained from native tribes far in the 
interior. A few imported donkeys are 
used for riding purposes about the coast 
towns. The cattle of the country are of 
¢wo kinds—the small short horns of the 
coast lowlands and the large long horns 
of the interior hill country. The short 
horns are remarkable for their small 
size and sleek and varicolored skins, 
while the long horns are singularly do- 
cile and graceful in form, bearing a re- 
semblance to certain breeds of northern 
India. 

A thrifty breed of goats prevails 
throughout the land the flesh of which 
is much relished us food. Sheep are 
small and hardy, and their skins are 
covered with short, smooth hair instead 
of wool. In color they are white, black, 
red and yellow, the majority being more 
or less streaked and spotted. They are 
frequently thought to be goats by for- 
eigners when first seeing them. Hogs 
are plentiful and require but little at- 
tention. The breed is inferior, but is 
readily improved, as may be inferred 
from the fine, large porkers one some- 
times sees in the streets of Monrovia 
and other towns. Turkeys and geese 
grow to a good size and thrive well ata 
little distance from tbe _ seacoast. 
Chickens are of a small, lean variety, 
but it has been proved that fine Ameri- 
can breeds will do well in the country.

SCENEOF THE BATTLE 


SOME FACTS ABOUT MANILLA’S HIS- | 

TORY, PEOPLE AND COMMERCE, 

a i 

A Strange Southern City, Both Oriental 

and Spanish Iu Character—Rich In Prod- 

ucts and Exports—Ships of Every Nation 
Fill Its Port—Its Fine Buildings. 


Cavite is a fortified seaport town on 
the island of Luzon, on which Manilla, | 
the capital of the Philippine islands 
and the scene of the recent battle and 
brilliant victory won by Commodore | 
George Dewey’s squadron over the 
Spanish fleet, is situated. Cavite isin the 
bay of Manilla, and about ten miles south 
southwest of the city of Manilla. The 
town of Cavite has a population of over 
5,000, and the population of the port is 
less than 600 souls. There is an arsenal 
at Cavite, which is the capital of the 
province of the same name. The resi- 
dence of the governor is situated there, 
and the place is the chief naval depot 
of the Spanish possessions in that part 
of the world. 

Manilla, the capital city of the island 
of Luzon and of all the Philippine is- 
lands, is also situated on Manilla bay, 
at the mouth of the river Pasig. The 
city forms the segment of a circle be- 
tween the river and the sea, and its 
suburbs extend over numerous islets, 
formed by the river and its branches. 
The river Pasig is prolonged into the 
bay by two piers. At the end of one of 
them isa small fort and a lighthouse 
is situated at the end of the other pier. 
Vessels of small tonnage can go up as 
far as the bridge which crosses the riv- 
er. The town stands on the south side, 
has a dilapidated look, but is said to 
be strongly fortified. On the north side 
is the Binondo suburb, which is the res- 
idence of the foreign mérchants and the 
great center of trade. It is more popn- | 


Manilla has both a Spanish and an | 
oriental appearance. There are long |} 
lines of heavily mounted batteries, dark 
looking churches, gtrange looking towers 
and massive houses of solid masonry. | 
These n with light little houses, | 
or cottages, in groves of tropical trees, 
raised from the ground by posts in or- 
der to permit the free passage of the 
waters in the rainy season. 
are straight, mostly unpaved, and al-| 
most impassable during the rainy sea- 
son. In the city the houses are two sto- 
ries high, and each has its central court- 
yard. There reside the heads of the 
state, the church and the army and all | 
those who claim to belong to the aris- 
tocracy. The bridge across the river 
leads from the city proper into the Bi- | 
nondo suburb, where a street called the 
Escalta runs to the right and to the left. 
It is lined with innumerable shops, 


stores and stalls and is usually crowded 


with people of various races. 

Beyond the Escalta is a colony of Chi- 
nese, Indians and half castes, who do 
business as goldsmiths and jewelers, 
painters and enamelers, oil and soap 
merchants, confectioners and keepers of 
gambling houses and cookshops. The 


| other suburbs have each a special char- 


acter. For instance, San Fernando is} 
the seat of the great cigar manufacto- 
ries, and Santo Mesa is the center of 
the cordage manufactory. At the Alcai- 
cerfa suburb the Chinese sampans dis- 
charge their cargoes. The fishermen and 
weavers inbabit the suburb of Tondo, 
and its gardens supply the markets 
with fruit and vegetables. The suburb 
of Malate is famous for its embroider- 
ers. Paco is where the artisans and art- 
ists live, and health seekers flock to 
Santa Ana and San Pedro Macati. 

_ The prin« pal buildings in Manilla 
are the cathedral], the palace of the gov- 
ernor, the palace of the archbishop, the 
town hall, a beautiful building; ten 
churches, belonging to the different re- 
ligious orders; several monasteries, a 
number of convents, the arsenal, three 
colleges for young men, two colleges 
for young women, the supreme court 
building, the prison, the civil hospital, 
the university, the marine school, the 
commercial school, the theater, a large 
building; the custom house, and the bar- 
racks. There are several large squares 
in Manilla, the largest of which is the 
Prado, in which is situated a bronze 
statue of Charles IV. 

Manilla’s municipality dates from 
the year 1571, when the city was 
founded by Legaspi. It isa splendid 
natural trade center, and ranks with 
Calcutta and Batavia. Being the chief 


port in the Philippine islands, all their ; 


productions flow there and its harbor 
is visited by a very great number of 
vessels of all sortsand sizes. Its exports 
consist of sugar, tobacco, indigo, ma- 
nilla bemp and cordage, gold dust, 
birds’ nests, coffee, sapan wood, mats, 
hats, hides, trepang, tortoise shell, 
cigars, cotton, rice, etc. 

Its manufactures are chiefly cigars 
and cheroots, a government monopoly; 
cordage from the filaments of the abaca; 
beautiful fabrics, known as pinas, woven 
from the fibers of the pineapple leaf 
and afterward exquisitely embroidered; 
various other cloths made of the abaca 
filament, pure and mixed cotton fabrics, 
mats, and cigar cases. 

In 1645 Manilla was nearly destroyed 
by earthquakes, which have since fre- 
quently and severely visited the place. 
A British fleet captured Manilla in 1762, 
and held it for 15 months, when it was 
by treaty restored to Spain. The popu- 
lation of Manilla, with its suburbs,-is 
about 160,000.—New York Tribune. 


As Viewed Recently From Hawaii. 

If there should be war with Spain, 
and these islands become necessary, 
from a strategic standpoint, to the 
United States, annexation will take 
place without delay. As the matter 
now stands, they must be abandoned in 
case of war unless the United States 
tukes the ground that they are under 
American control; but if under Ameri-

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Former Yeoman of the Brooklyn a 
Spanish Spy. 


In Communication With Min- 
ister Bernabe. 


Letter Intercepted Establishing His Guilt, and 
Arrest Follows. 


Washington, May 9.—Chief Wilkie of 
the treasury secret service expresses his 
unqualified belief in the guilt of a man 
arrested at his direction Saturday night 
asaSpanishspy. All the circumstances 
in the case, many of which Mr. Wilkie 
sets forth, lead up to this irresistible 
conclusion. The chief preferred that 
the story of the man’s arrest should not 
have been published at this time, but he 
feels, now that an incorrect version has 
leaked out, it is just as well that the 
correct story should be told. The man’s 
name is not Rawlings, as originally an- 
nounced, but George Downing, appar- 
ently about 33 years of age, five feet 
seven inches in height, and of athletic 
build and Bohemian in appearance. 

Mr. Wilkie tells an interesting story 
of the man’s doings lately and of the 
steps which led up to his arrest. ““Down- 
ing,” he says, “is an Englishman by 
birth, but is a naturalized American, 
and was formerly chief yeoman on the 
Brooklyn. His discharge from that ship 
dates about two months ago. Our in- 
formation shows that on last Friday he 
had a conference with Lieutenant Car- 
ranzas, who was a naval attache of the 
Spanish minister, Polo, and who was 
then at Toronto. He furnished Car- 
ranzas general information about the 
navy, and particularly about the Brook- 
lyn. He spoke in a disparaging manner 
of the American navy. After one anda 
half hours’ talk he came to Washington 
at the direction of the lieutenant. 

“He left Toronto Friday afternoon 
for this city via Niagara Falls, the Le- 
high Valley and the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroads. Before leaving Toronto Car- 
ranzas gave Downing an address, ap- 
parently that of a residence in Montreal, 
to which he was to send all the infgr- 
mation he obtained. Downing arrived 
here Saturday afternoon and went di- 
rectly to 916 E street, where he had 
stopped no longer than a week ago. 
When he left he told the landlady he 
was going to Virginia. Shortly after 
reaching his room he went out again to 
the postoffice and dropped a letter into 
the box for the address in Montreal 
which had been given to him. I should 
Say right here that our officers recog- 
nized Downing as soon arrived at 
the railroad depot, and kept a strict 
watch on his movements al! during the 
afternoon and evening up to the time of 
his arrest,

“The letter which he mailed was 
promptly intercepted at the postoffice 
and its contents examined. Itcontained 


a statement as to ‘certain’ matters in 
Washington; said the writer would soon 
be able to forward some important in- 
formation about the Holland submarine 
boat, gave a summary of the steps for 
the relief of Admiral Dewey and prom- 
ised data as to the movement of Ameri- 
can colliers or coaling ships. Downing 
also said he intended £0 to Norfolk 
(which place he hoped vo reach Tuesday), 
and expected to obtain important infor- 
mation. The letter was signed simply 
with the initials C. D. 

“We were well satisfied by this time 
that the man was a spy, and we set about 
to secure his apprehension. We com- 
municated with Assistant Se cretary 
Meiklejohn of the war department, to 
whom we gavea summary of the infor- 
mation in our possession, and then with 
Judge Advocate General Leiber of the 
army, who advised that the man be ar- 
rested and turned over to the military 
authorities. Downing returned to his 
room during the evening after dining 
and reading the news bulletins.- Accom- 
panied by Captain Sage of the Eighth 
artillery, a corporal anda private, by my 
own Officers and a policeman, we went 
to Downing’s house, where we secured 
him without trouble. He offered no re- 
sistance, but appeared frightened and 
much surprised at his arrest. We have 
turned him over to the military autbori- 
ties for their disposition.” 


NEWS IN BRIEF. 


George Ryan, a woodworker, is sup- 
posed to have killed himself with lauda- 
num in Fairfield, Mass. 

Oscar G. Nims, treasurer of the Che- 
shire Provident institution for savings 
in Keene, N. H., died suddenly of apo- 
plexy last night, aged 52. 

The Russian papers are full of criti- 
cisms of the Spanish fighting. They ac- 
cuse the Spaniards of losing the arsenal 
at Cavite through cowardice. 

A fire, supposed to have been of incen- 
diary origin, destroyed a barn owned 
by H. B. Humphrey in Lancaster, Mass. 
Fourteen head of live stock perished. 

The fishing schooner Alfaratta of New- 
buryport, Mass., was wrecked on Plum 
island Sunday morning and is a total 
loss. The crew of three men escaped in 
a dory. 

Sunday at Camp Powers, Augusta, 
Me., was passed without the usual! drills. 
Excursions were run over the Maine 
Central, and the camp was thronged with 
visitors. 

Raymond Martin, aged 12, was shot 
and instantly killed by John Welch in 
Holyoke, Mass. The shooting was pure- 
ly accidental, and was the result of care- 
lessness. 

George P. Pugh, editor cf a weekly 
newspaper in Gallatin, Mo.; David 
Burtch and David Galbreath were 
drowned by the capsizing of their boat 
on a pond. 

Commodore Dewey’s dispatches and 
the completeness of the American vic- 
tory have greatly chagrined the French 
press, which has been assuring France 
that the American fleet was lockai in 
Manila bay. 

Bishop John L. Spalding of Peoria, 
Tils., just from Paris, states that the 
feeling of the French toward the Amer- 
icans is intensely hostile. He under- 
stood that one of the reasons for this 
was that eight-tenths of the public debt 
of Spain is held by the French people, 
and that the latter country also owns 
nearly all of the railroads in the Spanish 
country.

bait a rat trap. A small schooner was | 
sent out from Havana shortly before | 
daylight Saturday morning to draw some 
of the Americans into the ambuscade., | 
The ruse worked like a charm. The | 
Vicksburg and the Morrill, in the heat | 
of the chase and in their contempt for | 
Spanish gunnery, walked straight into | 
the trap that had bee™ set for them. 
Had the Spaniards possessed their souls 
in patients but five minutes longer, not 
even the bad gun practice would have | 
saved our ships, and two more of our 
vessels would lie at the béttom, within 
two lengths of the wreck of the ill- | 
starred Maine. 

The commander of the Vicksburg was 
the first to realize the danger into which 
the reckless pursuit had led them. He 
concluded it was time to haul off, and 
sent a shot across the bow of the schoon- 
er. The Spanish skipper instantly 
brought his vessel about, but while she 
was still rolling in the trough of the sea 
with her sails flapping, an eight-inch 
shrapnel shell came hurling through the 
air from the water battery, a mileanda 
half away. It passed over the Morrill 
between the pilot house and the smoke- 
stack, and exploded less than 50 feet on 
the port quarter. Thesmall shot rattled 
against her side. It was a close call. 
Two more shots followed in quick suc- 
cession, both shrapnel. One burst close 
under the starboard quarter, filling the 
engine room with the smoke of the ex- 
ploding shell, and the other, like the first, 
passed over and exploded just beyond. 
The Spanish gunners had the range, and 
their time fuses were accurately sef. 

The crews of both ships were at their 
guns. Lieutenant Craig, who was in 
charge of the bow four-inch rapid-fire 
gun of the Morrill, asked for and ob- 
tained permission to return the fire. At } 
the first shot the Vicksburg, which was | 
in the wake of the Morrill slightly in- | 
shore, sheered off and passed to wind- 
ward under the Morrill’s stern.

Second In Twenty Years, 

Colchester, Conn., May 9.—For the 
second time within 20 years Colchester’s 
business quarter has been reduced to 
ashes.

Overturned Cars and Carts, and Furniture

London, May 9.—Court-martials were 
| constituted at Milan today to judge the 
rioters arrested Saturday. The mob 
thrice unsuccessfully attacked the gen- 
eral telegraph office with a view of cut- 
ting off the city when all other expedi- 
ents failed. General Boccaris used can- 
non to destroy the barricades and about 
100 persons were killed. Although the 
government has established the severest 
censorship in revising and stopping all 
dispatches containing what it consid- 
ered dangerous matter, it is learned 
that the rioters at Milan succeeded Sun- 
day in occupying the central station and 
delaying the departure of several trains. 
No praise could be too high for the dis- 
cipline, endurance and patience of the 
soldiers under the most trying condi- 
tions. Not one moved a finger until the 
command was given, although almest 
all were injured by flying missiles, some 
bleeding badly. 

One seemed to have returned togthe 
famous five days of 1848, with the rattle 
of cavalry, the incessant cracking of 
rifles, the discordant cries and words of 
command and the bugle signals.

amount to be paid Fitzsimmons in case 
Corbett fails to knock him out in the 
stipulated number of reunds. 

“As Fitzsimmons has now announced 
that he will fight again, it remains to be 
seen whether he will take on the man 
he has all along claimed to be so easy. 
He is p@sitively assured $25,000 in case 
he stands 10 reunds in front of Corbett 
and $45,000 in case he wins. This is Cor- 
bett’s offer he made Fitzsimmons last 
February, and he now stands by it, and 
I will accept Julian's bet of $2500 that 
Corbett will be on hand on the day 
named. I will be in New York on Wed- 
nesday and will meet Fitz or his mana- 
ger to deposit money to make a match.”

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, May 10.,—In the house yester- 
| day, the petition for a revision of the 
| laws relative to contagious diseases 
| among domestic animals and the offi- 
cers charged with the enforcement ef the 
same was admitted under a suspension 
of the rules and referred. 

Ought to pass was reported by the 
ways and means committee on the re- 
solve appropriating $6000 for the state’s 
representation at the trans-Mississipp! 
exposition in Omaha. 

The bill providing for the restoration 
to their former positions in the militia 
of officers and men entering the military 
and naval service of the United States, 
end for the raising and organizing of 
provisional companies, regiments and 
organizations, was passed to be en- 
grossed. 

The bil to provide for uniformity in 
the rate of wages and hours of labor of 
mechanics and laborers employed on 
public works, opposed by Senator George 
and favored by Senators Moran and 
Toyle, was rejected, 6 to 17. 

A bill for @ general inheritance tax 
was substituted for the report of the 
committee on taxation, which contained 
no recommendations. 

The senate, after a brief and spirit- 
less debate, ordered to a third reading 
the house bill providing for the election 
of 25 aldermen in Boston, one from each 
ward, and 50 councilmen, two from each 
ward. 


Victory For Dartmouth, 

Hanover, N. H., May 10.—Dartmouth 
won the first Dartmouth-Brown debate 
last night, having the affirmative side of 
the question, “Resolved, that apart from 
legislation New England textile indus- 
tries will be able to maintain them- 
selves.” 

Dartmouth had adopted four main 
lines of argument: First, Brown ad- 
vocated the change and bore the burden 
of proof; second, New England had noth- 
ing to fear from foreign competition, 
hence home competition alone was to 
be considered; third, woolen and silk 
industries would remain-in New Eng- 
land; fourth, permanent advantage. 
Brown in its argument selected the cot- 
ton industry as the turning point in the 
question. It maintained the south had 
the advantage in cheaper cotton, lower 
wages, longer hours and was more ac- 
cessible to raw material. This compe- 
tition was bound to increase, meaning 
the death of northern industries; hence 
New England's textile industries would 
not be able to maintain themselves. The 
Speakers acquitted themselves finely, 
and in oratory the honors were even.

HARBOR RULES. 


Dangerous for Boats Drawing 
Three feet of Water. 


Lieut. Sewell of the United States 
Engineers corps has issued the follow- 
ing regulations for navigation in Boston 
harbor, which will be of local interest. 


Submarine mines having been placed in posi- 
tion in connection with the defences of Boston 
harbor, the following regulations for the sate 
navigation of the channels by friendly vessels 
and for the protection of the defences are hereby 
established by authority of the secretary of war. 

1. No vessel will be allowed to enter or leave 
the harbor between the hours of 8 Pp. M., and 4 
A.M. During this interval vessels must not 
come inside of Boston Light, nor pass below 
Spectacle Island. 

2. Patrol boats will be stationed above and 
below the defenses. These boats are au- 
thorized to stop vessels to inquire into their 
character or to instruct them how to pass 
through the mine fields. The orders of the 
patrol boats must be strictly obeyed. 


3. Sailing vessels, and all small vessels draw- 
ing three feet or less, can pass safely through 
any part ofthe channels during the daytime, 

4 For steam vessels drawing over three feet 
entrances to the Nantasket Roads by 
George’s island, and the entrance from Broad 
Sound into President Roads, will be dangerous 
at all times, and must not be attempted.

5. Steamers must pass in and out by the 
main ship channel only, and, so far as possible, 
at high tide. Between Long Island and Deer 
Island a special channel will be buoyed, and } 
must be followed by all steamers.

My stone boat, which I might more 
properly call my one horse handy boat, 
is made of two planks, each 6 feet long, 
10 inches wide and 144 inches thick, 
beveled as in the illustration, on the 
front ends of the planks, for runners 
which I place one inch apart and faster 
with the three pieces A, B, C, using 
strong nails, but bolts with heads dowz 
might be better. On top of tbe runner 
planks I makea box of inch pine boards, 
as at D, six inches high and wide 
enough to enable the outer edge of the 
boards to come even with the outer edgé 
of the planks. 

Before getting a load of plants I take 
the one horse marker and mark fresh 
trénches deep enough so that when the 
spade of soil with plant and roots is 
put in it will come just even with the 
surface. This sayes digging any holes 
and supplies plenty of fine loam to pack 
around the roots. 


Combination Mixture For Spraying. 

Arsenic and soda solution, or arsenite 
of soda, is more safely used in combina- 
tion with bordeaux mixture than alone. 
When in combination it will not in- 
jure the foliage, but alone it is liable tc 
burn the leaves. The same objection 
holds good, however, with reference te 
paris green and london purple. It is 
better, however, in almost every case 
to use the combination mixture, as fungi 
are nearly always present and unless 
they are kept in check there is but little 
use of fighting insects.—Ohio Station 
Bulletin.

Evangelist Moody’s Scheme. 

Northfield, Mass., May 11.—Evangelist 
Dwight L. Moody has issued an appeal 
‘to the christian people of the country to 
raise money for the distribution of 
christian literature among the men of 
the army and navy.

FIRST AMERICANS TO WIN 


GLORY IN THIS WAR. 


THE 


The Gunner Who Fired the First Shot 
and the Daring Licutevant Who Defied 
Spanish Batteries and Made the First 
Landing on Cuban Soil. 


In these times, when we are printing 
real history on multiple presses, we 
have real, live, active, new made heroes 
to think and talk about, heroes who 
were unknown yesterday, but whose 
pames are household words today. 

When we fought our last war, it was 
weeks and sometimes mouths before & 
heroic action was told about in the 
public prints. Now, thanks to the push 
and equipment of the modern journal. 
ist, we know all about the hero of to

day and are’ready to shake him by the 
hand even before he has had time to 
wash the smut from his face. 

As the war opened on the sea, our 
heroes thus far have been naval. New 
ones are being made every day, but lest 
we forget, in the rush of them, those 
first gallant fellows who made our 
blood tingle when we read of their 
deeds we should fix their doings firmly 
in our minds. It isessential to have the 
first chapter of our recollections of the 
Spanish-American war accurate. Other 
and greater heroes may follow, but these 
first ones have their importance. 

Bill Anthony, of ‘‘I have, sir, to re- 
port that the ship has been blown up”’ 
fame, we will remember as a sort of 
antebellum hero, an advance guard of 
those to follow. ° 

Next comes the man who actually 
fired the first shot of the war. He is 
Patrick Melia, a gunner on the cruiser 
Nashville, which captured the Spanish 
steamer Buena Ventura, the first prize 
of the war. Melia s bome when he is 
not at sea is im Scranton, Pa. He is 80 
years of age and enlisted four years ago 
the 5th of December last and was as- 
signed to duty on the Cincinnati, where 
he met and became acquainted with 
Patrick Kane, one of the boys who went 
down withthe Maine. They became 
bosom friends during the three years of 
service on the Cincinnati that followed 
Melia’s enlistment. 

In the first part of February Melia 
returned home ona three days’ furlough 
to visit his sister, and soon after his re- 
turn to the Brooklyn navy yard the 
Maine was blown up and his friend 
Kane killed. 

On Feb. 27 he wrote to bis sister: 

‘Annie, if the opportunity presents 
itself, I will avenge the death of Pat 
Kane, whom I loved as a brother.’’ 

When aboard the Cincinnati, Melia 
served fora time as captain’s orderly 
and was stationed in the east during 
the trouble between Turkey and Greece. 

From Rome the Cincinnati went to 
Constantinople and then was ordered 
on a two years’ cruise. As Melia had 
but six months to serve he was put 
aboard the Maine at Gibraltar and re- 
turned to the Brooklyn navy yard. At 
the navy yard he was assigned to duty 
on the recruiting ship Vermont, and 
when the present preparations for war 
began he went on the Nashville. 

Another brand new hero is Lieuten- 
ant John C. Fremont, the gallant com- 
mander of the torpedo boat Porter. He 
won distinction by being the first Ameri- 
van to land on Cuban soil after war had 
peen declared. Heran his little boat

thus lead him to explore its various 
parts. The garden thus leaves a much 
better impression than if every detail 
of the plan can be taken in with one 
sweep of the eye. 

It is seen that an arbor or garden seat 
is located centrally in the plan. For this 
a bed of bright flowers might be substi- 
tuted with no material loss of beauty. 
Three walks lead to the arbor from the 
lawn, and a fourth one extends back 
into the vegetable garden. These walks 
are nothing else than lawn and are to! 
be kept under the mower the same as 
the other parts of the grass plat. What 
the garden is designed to consist of is 
merely in the cutting of the beds into a 
present lawn. The beds are designed to 
be about two or three inches lower than 
the surrounding grass level at the 
edges and then to be slightly crowning 
at the center. 


Planting Small Fruit In Orchards. 


It has long bgen a matter of observa- 
tion that the planting of raspberries or 
other small fruit plants in an orchard 
has been more or less injurious to the 
trees. Sooner or later this is the case. 
But that the injury bas been the result 
of borers passing from the decayed rasp- 
berry roots to the roots of the apple or 
the peach trees is only imaginary. The 
trouble comes from the orchard trees be- 
ing robbed by the raspberry bushes. The 
production of fgne fruit, say a good crop 
of Maiden’s Blush, or Rambo, or 
Stuart’s Golden apples, or of Elberta 
peaches, is a heavy draft on both the 
trees and the soil. And not merely the 
health of the trees, but the profitable- 
ness of the orchard requires that the 
best conditions should be maintained. | 

These best conditions depend largely 
on the cultivation of the soil at the| 
proper times, and the trees will require 
this cultivation at a time when the 
bushes do best to be let alone, and vice 
versa. But the practice generally fol- | 
lowed is even more injurious. The berry | 
plants are allowed to become a tangled | 
mass, preventing any cultivation at all. | 
Growing peach trees and apple trees in| 
the same orchard is somewhat different, | 
but yet that does not work very well! 
unless more room is given than is usual | 
in such cases.— National Stockman and} 
Farmer. ’

White Arsenic Spray. 

On account of the price and the fact | 
that paris green and london purple are | 
generally supposed to be adulterated | 
there are frequent requests for informa- | 
tion regarding the feasibility of using | 
arsenic—arsenious acid—as a substi- | 
tute. 

For this reason the entomologist of 
the Oregon sation gives the following 
formula ina recent bulletin, with the | 
warning that it be used with caution, 
since, if any of the arsenic remains in | 
solution instead of being precipitated by 
boiling with the lime, it is liable to in- | 
jure the foliage: 

White arsenic, one pound; lime, un- | 
slaked, two pounds; water, three gal- | 
lous. 

Boil together for at least an hour | 
and when ready for use dilute with 200 
gallons of water, or preferably with | 
bordeaux mixture. Considerable care is 
necessary to prolong the boiling until 
all of the arsenious acid is precipitated 
as insoluble arsenite of lime. 

It may be added that the preparation 
should be labeled and safely guarded 
the same as other poisons. 


The Fruit Bark Beetle, 

The fruit bark beetle, though not so 
well known as the peach borer, is al- 
most as widely distributed through the 
south. CO. F. Baker of the Alabama ex- 
periment station advises that any bad- 
ly infested tree be cut down and burned 
up, trunk and branch. If such a tree be 
left, its death will shortly follow, and 
it will but aid in spreading the trouble. 
If the injury is confined to but limited 
portions, these can be cut away and

upon that gentleman, the navy officials 
have been obliged to decline to establish 
the precedent of appointing civilians to 
commands in this way. The practice 
in some respects would approach pri- 
vateering, which is prohibited by the 
agreement which was voluntarily en- 
tered into and proclaimed to the world. 


Daring Displayed by Dewey. 

Old Point Comfort, Va., May 12.—Com- 
modore Schley, commanding the flying 
squadron, said yesterday: “Admiral 
Dewey's victory at Manila must de- 
servedly take its place side by side with 
the greatest naval victories of the 
world’s history. It has been urged that 
the results show such inferiority in re- 
sistance as compared with the vigor of 
attack that there is a diminution of the 
glory, but that is untroe, for it must 
first be remembered that the greatness 
of Dewey's success lies in the calm 
courage and daring displayed in his de- 
cision to enter a strange harbor at dark 
under the guns of many forts, and brav- 
ing the perhaps hidden torpedo or mine. 
It strikes me that with several advan- 
tageously fortified positions the pre- 
ponderance of advantage was certainly 
with the ene ny, and that with the great 
daring displayed by Dewey there must 
fall upon his shoulders the mantle of 
Perry and Farragut. 

“From the meager accounts that have 
been received of the battle it is evident 
that, despite the great risk, there was 
not a faint heart in all that squadron, 
but an enthasiasm and esprit de corps 
that could not but win with such a leader. 
{ would note, too, that superior educa- 
tion, which brings intelligence, coupled 
with perfection in marksmanship, aided 
greatly in winning the day and will, I 
believe, contribute to future victories,” 


To Release the Cattle Ship. 

Key West, May 12.—The Norwegian 
cattle ship, Bratsberg, was released yes- 
terday in accordance with orders from 
Washington. The prize commission- 
ers expect to have depositions from the 
officers of all the prizes taken by the 
American warships as to the capture 
of the vessels when Judge Locke arrives 
next Monday. District Attorney Strip- 
ling expects to hold all of the prizes ex- 
cept possibly the Catalina, the Miguel 
Jover and the Buena Ventura. Four- 
teen days are given from the time of the 
filing of each libel for the owners of 
the cargoes to enter their claims; but 
so far no claims have been filed except 
by the owners of the cargo of the Buena 
Ventura. 


Tyranny In Porto Rico. 

St. Thomas, W. I., May 12.—There have 
been 200 political arrests in Porto Rico 
recently under the tyrannical measures 
enforced there.

That Spain’s Purpose, According to 
Premier Sagasta, 


— 


Measure to Encourage Block- 
ade Runners. 


Phillipic Against the Ambitious Leader of the 
Republicans. 


Madrid, May 12.—At the beginning of 
yesterday's sitting the chamber passed 
bills for the temporary abolition of the 
import duty on raw cotton and the abolil- 
tion of differential duties on ships 
trading between Spain and her colonies. 
The former wil) help the Catalonian 
manufacturers and the latter will tend te 
encourage blockade running. The in- 
demnity bill was next passed, almost 
unopposed, the Carlists alone voting 
against it. 

The remainder of the sitting was de- 
voted to a continuation of the oratorical 
tournament. The chief feature was a 
crushing reply by Mr. Silvela, leader of 
the dissident Censervatives, to Mr. 
Salmeron’s oration. Silvela calmly and 
with perfect parliamentary propriety 
shot poisoned darts in the form of allus- 
ions to incidents in Salmeron's political 
career, producing applause afd hilarity. 
He declared confidently that the mon- 
archy had nothing to fear from Repub- 
licans under a leader who divided in- 
etead of united his followers. He said 
the best thing Saimeron could do was 
to make himself forgotten. Even the 
Carlists, who have been coquetting with 
the Republicans, applauded Silvela, one 
of them speaking almost in the same 
sense. 

Premier Sagasta replied to Salmeron’'s 
attacks on the present regime, retorting 
that the state of anarchy which existed 
in Spain during the short-lived Republi- 
can regime under Salmeron made Spain 
the laughing stock of the world. The 
premier defended the policy of the gov- 
ernment in “doing its utmost to avoid 
war while the Yankees were playing a 
foul game."”" He repeated his appeal for 
union, adding that whoever sowed dis- 
cord was not a patriot. He concluded 
his speech by declaring that the gov- 
ernment would prosecute the war to the 
finish. 

Admiral Bermejo, minister of marine 
denies that the Cape Verde squadron has 
returned to Cadiz. He affirms that this 
fleet at the present moment is where it 
ought to be, according to the instructions 
given it. 


Special Budget For War. 

London, May 12.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Chronicle says: 
“In the cortes a special war budget of 
£20,000,000 was demanded with a tax 
on land and public securities. The 
sinking fund was suspended. A pa- 
triotic syndicate has been formed in 
Madrid which will borrow a million 
pesetas to buy grain at Marseilles and 
Antwerp, as all the provinces but one 
have refused to send more grain to Mad- 
rid.” 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, May —The senate 
yesterday to reconsider its rejection of 
the bill abolishing the cattle commis- 
sion, and killed the free transfer bill. 

Tie votes are getting to be plentiful in 
the house, and the bill providi-g for a 
board of charity with a children’s de- 
partment went to defeat by such a vote, 
though reconsideration today may 
change the result. There were 88 yeas 
with as maty nays, and 21 pairs. Mr. 
Clarke of Wellesley wasin the chair and 
did not vote. 

Mr. Bennett's bill requiring the high- 
way commission to report to the next 
general legislature upon the expediency 
of building as a state highway a part of 
the Lynn and Salem turnpike went over 
as unfinished business. 

In these days the state needs on'y to 
make known its wants in a milita®y line 
and the legislature makes haste to see 
that they are supplied. This was shown 
anew yesterday when both branches 
rushed through a bill authorizing the 
governor to purchase for the common- 
wealth from the ordnance department of 
the United States three batteries, each 
of four modern field guns complete, and 
to expend $52,000 for that purpose, either 
from the special appropriation of $500,- 
000, or, if this sum is needed for other 
purposes, the treasury is to make pay- 
ment.

Six Hundred Killed. 

London, May 12.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph, de- 
scribing the riots in Milan, says: “One 
thousand persons were arrested, 600 
killed and 2000 wounded. In one instance 
20 students were killed at the main sta- 
tion of the Vicina railway line. Three 
hundred rioters set fire to all the rail- 
way carriages, and the military, hurry- 
ing up, unfortunately fired on the fire- 
men who were trying to disperse the 
fioters with a hose. Many of the fire- 
men were killed. As all the printing 
houses in Milan refused to print the 
manifesto, the military government was 
proclaimed by drums and the roar of 
cannon.” 


Missing Children Found. 

Boston, May 12.—One dead and the 
other dying, the two little Allston chil- 
dren, Ariel Frye, aged 4, and Bertrand 
C. Davis, aged 5, who had been missing 
since last Saturday forenoon, were found 
yesterday afternoon by the father and 
the uncle of the dead girl. In a cup- 
board of a closet in a house almost 
directly opposite the home of the dead 
child, the two were located. While the 
door of the cupboard was being forced 
cpen with an ax the boy cried, “Wake up, 
Ariel, they are here;” but poor little 
Ariel, his playmate and companion, had 
long since passed into the sleep that 
knows no awakening.

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| Expected Fruit of Amended Bill Por 


War Revenue, 


Democratic Plans Are All In- 
corporated. 


Corporation Tax Provided and Bond Clause 
Eliminated. 


Washington, May 12.—With the ex- 
ception of a few administrative features, 
the war revenue bill is ready for report 
to the senate, though consideration of 
the measure will not be begun before 
Monday. With the assistance of Sena- 
tor Jones of Nevada, the Democrats had 
control of the finance committee and the 
committee adopted their amendments, 
which include a corporation tax of one- 
quarter of one per cent, a provision for 
the coinage of the seigniorage and the 
issuance of $150,000,000 of greenbacks. 
The bond provision is eliminated. 

It required only a little more than an 
hour for the committee to dispose of the 
Democratic amendments. It was soon 
made evident that Senator Jones would 
vote with the Democrats on all their 
amendments, and as his vote turned the 
scale against the Republicans they did 
not enter into a stubborn struggle to 
prevent this consummation. The vote 
to strike out the bond feature stood ¢ 
to5. The amendments for the issuance 
of greenbacks, the coinage of the silver 
seigniorage and the taxation of cor- 
porations were all incorporated by the 
same vote. The Democrats changed 
their rate on corporations at the last 
minute, reducing it from half to a quar- 
ter of one percent. They made this re- 
duction because of the uncertainty as 
to the amount of revenue the amend- 
ment would produce. It was the gen- 
erally expressed opinion that the sum, 
even at this low percentage, would be 
very large, but there was no opportunity 
for even approximating the figure. This 
provision is a very comprehensive one. 
It covers all corporations, with a few 
exceptions, imposing a tax upon the 
gross receipts. The exceptions are 
charitable, educational, religious and 
eleemosynary institutions and strictly 
mutual benefit associations. The ex- 
emptions of mutual concerns are maae 
s0 as to include only those which loan 
money to theirownmembers. Building 
and loan associations were exempted 
from the operations of the bill, but the 
provision dealing with this matter was 
changed and the language of the exemp- 
tion in the Wilson-Gorman act prac- 
tically substituted for it. 

There was some discussion of the beer 
tax, but it was decided to leave the 
matter as it passed the house with ar 
increase of the rebate from 5 to 7 1-3 
percent. The provision in regard te 
the taxation of bankers and brokers, 
bills of lading, inheritances, “futures,” 
proprietary medicinal articles, etc., were 
left as previously fixed. The house pro- 
vision for a tax on mineral waters was 
stricken out entirely. 

There was some discussion of the 
amount of revenue the bill would pro- 
duce. The estimate of the Democratic 
members placed the amount at $150,000,- 
000 from the revenue portion. The coin- 
age of the seigniorage would increase 
this to the extent of $42,000,000, and the 
greenbacks would make the total $342,- 
000,000, or $42,000,000 in excess of Sec- 
retary Gage’s estimate of the require- 
ments of extra revenue to meet the first 
year’s expenses of the war, 

The bill hardly will be recognizable 
by its authors when it is reported, as it 
has been so generally amended in both 
phraseology and rates as to make it 
practically a new bill. There are few 
paragraphs that have not received some 
attention. The changes yet to be made 
are only of minor importance and will 
deal with the administrative features 
and in some cases with the grammatica] 
construction of sentences. 


Baltimore's Black Demon. 

Louisville, May 12.—A so-called box- 
ing carnival failed entirely to materal- 
ize as such last night. Jim Janey, 
“the black demon” of Baltimore, knocked 
out Jim Brewster, welterweight of In- 
diana, in a punch, and Joe Gans or Bal- 
timore made Steve Crosby of Louisville 
throw up the sponge with the conclusion 
of hte sixthround. Gans jabbed Crosby 
continually in the stomach during the 
sixth round with such effect that the 
latter was compelled to quit without 
receiving a knockout blow. Gans had 
the advantage in reach and 10 pounds in 
weight. 

Victims of a Fire, 

Philadelphia, May 12.—Three persons 
were burned to death and property 
amounting to $255,000 was destroyed bya 
fire which originated in a 6-#tory build- 
ing occupied by McCadden Bros., whole- 
sale dealers in toys and fireworks. The 
dead are: 

William McCadden, a member of the 
firmg Charles Richardson, a packer; 
Eveiyn G. Caldwell, stenographer and 
typewriter.

| Measure Said to Be a Trap Set by Rail- 
way Employers. PAS. 

Washington, May 12.—For moré tzan 
three hours yesterday the senate dis- 
cussed the railway arbitration bill, de- 
signed to adjust by means of voluntary 
arbitration differences that may arise 
between railroad officials and their em- 
ployes. Mr. Kyle, in charge of the bill, 
offered a number of amendments. which 
were agreed to. Senator Allen main- 
tained that the measure was designed to 
| enslave employes. Mespite the receipt 
by him of telegrams from labor organiza- 
tions urging him to vote for the bill, the 
senator was of the opinion that it wasa 
trap set by the railroad corporations. 

Mr. Fairbanks held that if there were 
defects in the measure, in the very 
nature of the case they would bear with 
equal hardship upon both parties toany 
controversy that might arise between 
the railroa’s and their employes. Mr. 
Allen doub:ed this purpose of the bill. 
“Tf I were employed to defeat such a pur- 
pose,” said he, “I could not do it better 
than by drafting a bill like this. How- 
ever, if the railroad employes of t?: 
country want it after all of its infamies 
have been pointed out; if they want to 
walk into the trap prepared for them, 
I am willing, and will give the measure 
my support.” 

While it might not so appear, the 
measure was to all intents and pur- 
poses amendatory of the interstate com- 
merce law. It wasshrewdly and adroit- 
ly drawn, and in the senator's opinion 
was favorable entirely to the railroads. 
Mr. Allen then entered upon a technical 
anyalsis of the measure, pointing out 
here and there objections which he held 
to it. “Never was a black man in the 
south,” declared he, ‘owned by a clearer 
or better title than is given to the rail- 
road companies to their employes by the 
provisions of this bill.” 

Mr. Hoar offered an amendment pro- 
viding that no Injunction or other legal 
process shall be issued which shall com- 
pel the performance by any laborer 
against his will of a contract for personal 
labor or service. The amendment was 
accepted by Mr. Kyle, who had the meas- 
ure in hand. It being impossible to 
reach an agreement to vote upon it, Mr. 
Kyle gave notice that he would ask the 
senate to resume its consideration. 

After refusing to consider the senate 
bill restricting immigration, the house 
took up and devoted the session to the

a proposition to amend the constitution 
so as to provide for the election of sena- 


tors by a direct vote. The amendment 
as reported left it in the discretion of 
the states to elect their senators by direct 
vote or through their legislatures, but an 
amendment by Mr. Underwood, making 
election by popular vote mandatory, was 
adopted, and the resolution was then 
passed.

BEFORE SAN JUAN. 


Porto Rico's Chief City 
Subjected to Fire, 


LITTLE DEFENSE SHOWN. 


Shots of Sampson's Ships 
Terribly Destructive. 


PEOPLE FLED IN A PANIC. 


None of the Fleet Damaged 
and the Men Scathless. 


St. Thomas, via Fort @e France, 
Martinique, May 13.—Admiral Sampson 
has hammered the forts of San Juan to 
powder. Such is the news which filters 
over the cable to this outlying point. 

The American squadron arrived off 
the fated port just before daylight yes- 
terday. Word had been sent ahead that 
the fortifications were to be bombarded 
—notice to women and children, to aliens 
and noncombatants, to quit the place 
and seek such safety as the outlying hills 
afforded. 

Then the stillness was shattered by a 
mighty sound, the crashing thunder of 
a great gun broke and boomed over the 
quiet harbor, reverberat:¢ Yamong the 
hills, and told all the Antillés that Uncle 
Sam had begun fighting in the West 
Indies. 

It was one of the great 12-inch guns 
on the Iowa which began the bombard- 
ment. “Fighting Bob” Evans was in his 
element at last, making an heroic effort 
to have the Spanish tongue recognized 
as the court language of hell. The shell 
struck home on the gnarled limestone of 
castle Morro, the ancient limestone 
fortress which guards San Juan as its 
namesake stands watch and ward over 
Havana. Then the Indiana opened from 
her forward turret with a 13-inch pro- 
jectile and the effect of the shot was 
like that of the famous first effort ofa 
great modern gun at Alexandria. 

The walls of Morro seemed to go into 
vapor where the immense projectiles 
struck. Ruined masonry and mangled 
corpses told of the inadequacy of the 
scarps and bastions of the older days to 
withstand the @ssaults of modern arma- 
ments. Later there was a reply. The 
first shot flew far to leeward. On 
steamed Sampson's fleet, the Puritan 
and Terror creeping nearer in shore, and 
their 10 and 12-inch guns doing tremen- 
dous execution against the fortifications. 

All eyes soon caught another signal 
from Admiral Sampson's flagship and 
cheered it as they read: “Let us have 
San Juan by sunset!” The captains y™re 
encouraged to renewed endeavor by this 
request, but the resistance was not suf- 
ficiently heroic to stimulate the gunners 
to their best work. It seemed too awich 
like practice at targets. Morro fired but 
three shots from her heavy guns. 

But seven shots were fired from the 
big guns of the American squadron. 
These left Morro castle a crumbled ruin. 
The castle's guns were mute, because 
the gunners were killed or in flight. 


Then began the onslaught on the land 
batteries and the fortifications about 
the government buildings. The Span- 
iards stood by their guns as long as there 
was any hope, but their fire was slow 
and wild. Not a single American ship 
was harmed; not an American seaman 
killed or injured. 

At the last accounts the city itself had 
not surrendered, though it was com- 
pletely at Admiral Sampson’s mercy. 
It had been deserted by the merchants 
and noncombatants. The foreign con- 
suls had followed the refugees into the 
country and the troops were reported 
panic-stricken. The volunteers had fled. 

After the bombardment Sampson 
withdrew to await the arrival of the 
St. Louis and Yale with more ammuni- 
tion. Both these vessels are now in St. 
Thomas, and they may take with them 
the schooner Ida Southard, now here 
with 1000 tons of coal for the fleet. Dur- 
ing the bombardment the torpedo boat 
Porter, the collier Niagara and an armed 
tug remained outside the line of fire, ob- 
serving the contest through glasses. 
They report seeing a dreadfu? panic in 
San Juan, though no shots wer sent into 
the town proper. 


ALL POSSIBLE SPEED. 


Work of Concentrating Troops For Em- 
barkation to Ciba. 
Washington, May 13.—Preparations 
will be hastened with all possible speed 
for the concentration of troops in large 
numbers at the ports of embarkation 


for Cuba. ‘The war department Dy the 
end of the week will have transports in 
numbers to convey about 16,000 men. The 
first detachment will be the United 
States regulars, followed by the volun- 
teers. The transports will be convoyed 
by several warships, and the landing of 
the troops will be made under the guns 
of the most formidable vesseds of the 
fleet now performing blockade duty. 

The plan of operations against Ha- 
vana will be perfected later. It will in- 
clude a simultaneous attack by the war- 
ships and the United States troops, re- 
inforced by Gomez's men. This battle 
fs not likely to occur until the close of 
this month, as considerable time will be 
required to land the troops, organize 
them and move them upon Havana. The 
expedition, which will leave Tampa in a 
few days, will carry rations sufficient to 
sustain them for 30 days. Rations for 
40,000 men will be sent to Tampa, which 
will be the point of destination. All 
regiments now organized will go foward 
at once, and, if any of them are not uni- 
formed or equipped, they will be supplied 
with all that is necessary when they 
reach the point of embarkation. 

From St. Pierre, Martinique, came the 
news today that one of the Cape Verde 


squadron, a torpedo boat destroyer, had 


arrived at that port, hut immediately 
put to sea, Subsequeftly five SpaSish 
vessels wer. sighted, bound apparently 
for Cuba. News of the fact has been 
transmitted to Admiral Sampson. 


MANILA AT HIS MERCY, 


Dewey Master of the Situation For the 
Time Being. 

Hong Kong, May 13.—A correspondent 
who has just arrived from Manila re- 
ports: “The Spaniards in Manila are 
not disposed to capitulate. Commodore 
Dewey has the place at his mercy, but it 
would be useless to bombard the city 
without a sufficient force to hold it. 

“IT had an interesting conversation with 
Admiral Montojo, who, recognizing the 
superiority of the American squadron, 
admitted that his chief object was to 
seek the protection of the Cavite forts. 
He fought in the Reina Maria Chris- 
tina till she was on fire fore and aft and 
had 52 killed. On the advice of his flag 
lieutenant, he transferred hig flag to the 
Isla Ne Cuba. Evidently, after twoand 
a half hours’ fighting, he gave the signal 
to scuttleand abandon her. Commodore 
Dewey ceased fire and asked permission 
of the forts to destroy the burning ships. 
Admiral Montojo replied: “The ships 
are at your mercy; do as youlike.’ The 
‘American fire was then resumed till the 
Spanish squadron was completely an- 
nihilated. 

“The captain of the Boston, who car- 
ried the flag of truce, said: ‘You com- 
batted us with four very bad ships, not 
warships. We have never seen before 
braver fighting under such unequal con- 
ditions. It is a great pity you exposed 
your lives on vessels not fit for fighting.’ 

“Commodore Dewey sent a message to 
Admiral Montojo as follows: ‘I have 
pleasure in clasping your hand and of- 
fering my congratulations on the gallant 
manner in which you fought.’ 

“Admiral Montojo attributes the re- 
sponsibility of his defeat to the govern- 
ment in “Madrid. He had only obsolete 
vessels, though he had requisitioned the 
government for ships. He had no tor- 
pedoes except some which he himself 
had constructed out of ineffective ma- 
terial. His original intention was to re- 
main at Subic and offer battle, but he 
returned to Cavite because the Subic 
forts were inadequate. 

“During the bombardment of the Ca- 
vite arsenal, Commodore Dewey sus- 
pended fire at the request of the Span- 
fards to allow two men and children to be 
removed to a place of safety. I wit- 
nessed the second bombardment, 

“The rebels looted Cavite immedi- 
ately, the Spaniards flying to Manila, 
and encounters with the rebels were fre- 
quent in the suburbs. When I landed 
on May 2I found the city panic-stricken, 
and the shops remained closed for three 
days. Finding that an armistice had 
been agreed upon, many civilians re- 
turned. The position of the British sec- 
tion of the community was precarious, 
owing to the scattered position of their 
houses. Food was scarce and at famine 
prices; the soldiers had remained un- 
paid for several weeks, and looting was 
feared. On Friday before the bom- 
bardment the steamer Gulf of Martaban 
left for Singapore and London with 
Spanish and English women and chil- 
dren on board; but many English fami- 
lies still remain ashore. 

“The Spaniards are not expected to 
capitulate. Commodore Dewey has 
Manila at his mercy; but it would be 
useless to bombard the city without a 
sufficient force to hold it.” 


Banffy on Austrian Neutrality. 

Budapest, May 13.—The premier, 
Baron Banffy, replying to an interpella- 
tion in the lower house of the diet, said: 
“The government has not thought it 
necessary to issue a formal declarationof 
neutrality inthe present war. Although 
it is unfortunate that the war could not 
be prevented, it does not follow that 
Austro-Hungary is called upon to adopt 
a special attitude in the matter. The 
friendly relations of Austro-Hungary 
with both powers imply an uncondi- 
tional neutrality without a formal dec- 
laration. Moreover, an official declara-

NAVAL AUXILIARY, 


House I navted a War Measure Prepared 
by Secretary Long. 

Washington, May 13.—In the house 
yesterday afternoon Mr. Boutelle, chair- 
man of the committee on naval affairs, 
asked immediate consideration of a joint 
resolution providing for the organiza- 
tion of a volunteer auxiliary naval force 
for coast defense, involving the enlist- 
Ment for one year of volunteers and 
employment of additional vessels. In 
expiaining the resolution he read a let- 
ter from Secretary Long representing 
the necessity for the measu®™ as urgent. 
The number to be enlisted was not 
limited. The purpose was to form the 
fleet into an inner line of defense for 
the coast extending from Maine to 
Texas, and the total defensive force of 
the coast would be then first, the regular 
fleet; second, the fleet of auxiliary 
cruisers, and third, the volunteer naval 
force conte ed by the resolution. 
An appropriation of $4,000,000 was pro- 
posed to be placed at the disposal! of the 
secretary for the purchase or hire of 
vessels essential to carrying out the idea. 


CONGRESEMAN RONTELLE. 

Mr. Cox, questioning Mr. Boutelle, 
ferred to the bill as one appropriating 
money upon a mere po vility. He ridi- 
culed the {dea of the Spanish fleet com- 
ing to the American coast, and thought

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STORAGE BATTERY. 


to use for Extra Work. 


The mamouth new Hatch storage 
battery, installed in the street railway 
car house at South Braintree, was 
completed Wednesday and the work of 
storing with the invisible current was 
commenced, A special feed wire was 
run from the power station at Quincy 
Point to the car house and a current 
of 750 volts was turned on. In order 
to put the battery in readiness for 
work a current of 750 volts must be 
turned into it continually for one 
hundred hours. When once charged 
the waste current on the trolly line 
will be sufficient to keep the battery 
up to the reguired voltage. If the 
battery does what is claimed for ita 
great saving will be made. There are 
certain times of the day when the 
travel is heavy and a large amount of 
power is needed to propel the cars, and 
the object of the battery is to supply 
the extra current desired and equalize 
the load upon the generators. 

A current of a certain voltage is 
being forced through the trolley line 
at all times. At times the full voltage 
on the line is required but at other 
times it is not and under the present 
method all of the surplus voltage is 
going to waste, With this battery, 
however, the surplus voltage instead 
of being wasted is taken up by the 
storage battery whichin turn gives it 
up when there is a heavy travel and 
the cars are taking an extra amount of 


current, which pulls hard upon the 
machinery at the power station.

TRAIN OF HARD TACK. 


One Million One Hundred and Twenty 
Thousand Tough Biscuits Sent to Tampa. 
A trainload of hard tack, made in 
Atlanta factories, was shipped from here 
to Tampa recently for the army which 
is to invade Cuba. Eighty thousand 
pounds of the hard tack was sent from 
Atlanta. The order for the crackers was 
at first for 60,000 pounds, but it was in- 
creased to 80,000 to meet the demand 
of the troops. 
Hard tack is a tough cracker, in shape 
exactly similar to a large soda cracker. 
The tacks are cut with the soda cracker 
molds and are the same size, with the 
exception that they are much thicker. 
They have the little indentations and 
perforations which mark the soda crack- 
ers and cannot be told from a common 
cracker until tasted. One million one 
bundred and twenty thousand of the 
tough little biscuits were made here the 
other day. It takes 14 of the crackers to 
weigh a pound, and 80,000 pounds were 
made. About 20 of the crackers are 
served to each of the men every day, 
and, considering the fact that they are 
solid, they make three good meals. The 
hard tack is only used to a large extent 
upon invasion marches and like exocur- 
sions. Always when a campaign of ac- 
tive tighting begins the troops are well 
supplied with the tack, so that they 
may bave bread ready cooked.— Atlanta 
Constitution. 


Proud of Its Name. 

Probably the most jubilant people in 
the United States today are the citizens 
of the town of Deweyville, 15 miles 
northwest of Findlay, O. This town was 
located by and named after Commodore 
George Dewey when he was a young 
man and was interested for a short time 
in locating stave factories in this sec- 
tion for the firm of Dewey, Palmer & 
Co. of New York, the senior member, 
it is said, being an uncle of the hero of 
Manilla. The people have been ina con- 
stant state of jubilation during the last 
few days because of the victory won, 
and recently raised an immense flagpole 
with an American flag and commodore’s 
pennant to commemorate the event, the 
whole surrounding country participat- 
ing.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

IN WEST INDIES 


The Rival Fleets Near- 
ing Each Other. 


News of Bombardment of 
San Juan Yesterday. 


Washington,May 13—Secretary Long 
Officially says that the Spanish Cape 
Verde fleet has been sighted off Marti- 
nique. 


Note,—Martinique is one of the less- 
er Antilles in the West Indies nearer 
South America than Porto Rico. The 
Spanish fleet is directly in the path of 
the Orsgon, and nearly 400 miles from 
the U.S. fleet at Porto Rico.

LIFE ON A TORPEDO BOAT. 


Letter From a Wissahickon Man on Board 
the Dupont. 

Mrs. George Liebert of Wissahickon, 
Pa., recently received an interesting let- 
ter from her nephew, J. Linnelle 
Moore, a well known young man from 
Wissahickon, who, at the opening of 
the Cuban war, was imprisoned for sev- 
eral months in Morro Castle and is now 
on board the torpedo boat Dupont, with 
the American blockading fleet off the 
coast of Cuba. The letter is as follows: 
U. S. 8S. Dupont, BLOCKADING Pore 

Ore MaTANZAS, Cuba, April 26, 1598. 

Dear AunT—I am with the blockading 
squadron off the coast of Cuba and had the 
pleasure of seeing the first shot of the blockade 
fired. It was done on April 22, at 7 a. m., near 
Sand Key light, Florida, when a Spanish 
steamer was captured by the gunboat Nash- 
ville. 

We get about 2'4 hours’ sleep out of the 24 in 
this climate, and it is very hard duty. .We 
have been fired upon several times, but the 
shots went wide of the mark. It will take only 
one shot to sink a small torpedo boat like the 
Dupont. I do not think there will be any hard 
fighting until next week. We could have taken 
this place and Havana, but we have to wait 
until the United States soldiers arrive to hold 
the place after we take it. 

It will soon be yellow fever season here, and 
that will carry off a great pamber of our men 
unless proper precautions are taken. These 
torpedo boats have a very slim chance in war, 
as they are thrown into the most dangerous 
part of the work. All last night while it was 
very dark we were so close to the town that 
we could hear the dogs barking and the roost- 
ers crowing. I hope to have the pleasure of 
seeing a couple of Spanish ships sunk before 
we go down ourselves, for I firmly believe I 
shall never see the end of this war. At any 
rate, Ishould prefer death to being madea 
prisoner in Spanish hands. I remain, with 
love, J. LINNELLE Moore.

By 
the i-pounder amidships stood Ensign 
Bagley, the oiler, the two firemen and 
the cook. The little boat gasped, 
throbbed and rolled helplessly from side 
to side. Lieutenant Bernardo did not 
stop for an examination; he knew his 
boat was uncontrollable. The Hudson 
was 20 feet off, still pounding away with 
her guns. She was hailed and asked 
to take the Winslow in tow. It was @ 
vital moment. Guns roared from the 
shore and sea. Lieutenant Scott, in 
charge of the Hudson's after gun, sat 
on a box and smoked a cigaret as he 
directed the fire. Captain Newtor stood 
near Lieutenant Meed at the forward 
gun and watched its workings with un- 
moved interest. Chief Engineer Cutch- 
In never missed his bell. <A group of 
tailors were making ready to heave a 
line to the Winslow, and Ensign Bagley 
and the four men stood on the port side 
of the latter vessel waiting to receive it. 
A vicious fire was singing about them. 
The Spaniards seemed to have found the 
exact range. There was a momentary 
delay in heaving the tow line, and En- 
sign Bagley suggested that the Hudson’s 
men hurry. ‘“Heave here,” he called; 
“let her come; it’s getting pretty warm 
here.” The line was thrown and grabbed 
by the Winslow’s men. Almost at that 
instant another 4-inch shell shrieked 
through the smoke and burst directly 
underthem. Five bodies went whirling 
through the air. Two of the group 
were dead when they fell—Ensign Bag- 
ley and Fireman Daniels. The young 
ensign was literally disembowelled and 
the entire lower portion of the fireman’s 
body was torn away. The other three 
died within a few minutes. A flying 
piece of shrapnel struck Lieutenant Ber- 
nardo in the thigh and cut an ugly gash, 
but the lieutenant did not knowit. With 
the explosion of the shell the hawser 
parted and the Winslow's helm went 
hard to starboard, and with the steer- 
jing gear smashed, the torpedo boat 
floundered about in the water at the 
mercy of the enemy’s fire, which never 
relaxed. 

| The Hudson quickly threw another 
j line to the Winslow, and the helpless 
| boat was made fast and pulled out of 
jthe Spaniards’ exact range. The tug 
j}then towed her to Piedras bay, a little 
island 12 miles off, near which the Ma- 
chias lay. There she was anchored for 
temporary repairs, while the Hudson 
brought her ghastly cargo into Key Kest 
with Dr. Richards of the Machias at- 
| tending to the wounded. Not until this 
;mournful journey was begun was it 
learned that Lieutenant Bernardo had 
been injured. He scoffed at the wound 
;as a trifle, but submitted to treatment 
j and is doing well. 

} The Winslow has a 6-inch hold in her 
jstarboard beam.

tion of neutrality would not correspond 
with Austro-Hungary’s practice in sim- 
ilar cases, as she h¢s only thrice done 
so during the present century, and then 
the belligerents were Austro-Hungary’s 
immediate neighbors.” 

The premier added: “The govern- 
ment is of the opinion that there is no 
occasion to take special measures for the 
security of the Hungarians in the United 
States, as it is quite out of the ques- 
tion that they will experience annoyance 
or unfavorable treatment. Also, in 
view of the belligerents’ repudiation of 
privateering, there is no reason to fear 
Austro-Hungarian shipping will suffer 
from restrictive or illegal treatment. 
The statement published to the effect 
that the American government has de- 
manded of Austro-Hungary an uncon- 
ditional declaration of neutrality is 
totally untrue.” 


THE CALL TO DUTY. 


Govornor Wolcott's Words of Advice to 

the Second Regiment. 

South Framingham, Mass., May 13.— 
The first official and accordingly definite 
orders for Colonel Clarke’s Second regi- 
ment to move came Thursday, and after 
tents had been bundled up and mess out- 
fits packed the militiamen were ordered 
to rest on arms. Visitors had begun to 
swarm into camp, and the men of the 
Second were the heroes of the occasion. 
Chief among the attractive features was 
the reappearance of the regimental 
band followed by fully 500 people from 
Springfield, Worcester and other places, 
the homes of the individual companies 
of the command. 

Shortly after 3 o'clock the assembly 
| was sounded and the regiment came out 
for its farewell parade on this field for 
many days. When the line had been 
formed Governor Wolcott advanced to 
the center. Lieutenant Colonel South- 
mayd ordered “present” in a salute to 
the commander-in-chief. The regiment 
then passed in review in column of com- 
panies, the ceremony being finely per- 
| formed. The regiment was formed in 
a square with Colonel Clarke and Gov- 
ernor Wolcott in the center. The latter 
then addressed the soldiers, saying: 
“You are about to leave the state to en- 
gage in a war for humanity's sake 
against a cruel power. The hopes and 
best wishes of the commonwealth go 
with you. Keep bold heart and clean 
body. Remain true to the common- 
| wealth and be loyal to the flag of our 
country. Be obedient to your officers, 
loyal and temperate at all times, and 
you will have the confidence of every 
citizen of our commonwealth.” 

Colonel €larke pledged the governor 
that the men of his command would do 
the very best they could to uphold the 
honor of the state and of the country. 

Governor Wolcott then presented the 
commissions, calling each officer by 
name as he presented it, and designating 
the regiment as the Second Massachu- 
setts infantry, United States volunteers. 

When the ceremony was over the regi- 
mental band played and cheers went up 
for the regiment. It was then time to 
prepare to move, and very soon the bag- 
gage of the officers was on its way to the 
depot. The regiment followed, accom- 
panied by an immense throng of people, 

everybody cheering for the men. 
| The camp last night was a quiet place, 
| as there is a seriousness among the men 

over the fact that the first evidences of 
the war have come near home; yet there 
is no abatement of interest in the ques- 
tion of another regiment going south. 

In the quarters of the other regiments 

there was considerable activity, mus- 

tering-in In the Sixth continuing, com- 
panies A of Wakefield, F of Marlboro, 

C of Lowell and E of Framingham being 

enrolled.

Madrid, May 13.—Last evening the 
whole town was bedecked with the na- 
‘Monalcolors. The balconies were draped 
with red and yellow, and in a large flower 
tent society ladies sold red and yellow 
flowers at a high figure, the proceeds 
going to the national fund.

The President Got Unofficial 
Word to That Effect. 


FRENCH HOLD A TELEGRAM 


Contained News About the 
Spanish Squadron. 


A DISARRANGEMENT OF WAR PLANS. 


Efforts Bent For Circumvention of the Enemy 


Adopted Hurriedly. 


Washington, May 14.—President Mc- 
Kinley received a dispatch late yester- 
day afternoon, which came through 
Haytian sources, announcing the com- 
plete capitulation of the city and fort of 
San Juan, Porto Rico. The dispatch was 
immediately communicated to Secretary 
Long, who presented it to the strategic 
board, which was then in session. 

Secretary Long would not say who 
sent the news; he acknowledged its re- 
ceipt, however, and supplemented the 
president’s declaration of faith in its 
authenticity. 

The strategic board, immediately upon 
the receipt of the dispatch, discussed its 
contents, but nothing could be learned 
Tgarding its action. It was stated by 
Secretary Long that the dispatch was 
not from Admiral Sampson, and that 
the last communication he had had from 
him was a dispatch of the morning. It 
is understood that the dispatch came 
through representatives of the Haytien 
government in New York, and was com- 
municated to the president by an officer 
of the United States signal corps sta- 
tioned at Governor's island. 

Forewarned that Admiral Sampson's 
powerful fleet would be blockading or 
bombarding San Juan, the Spanish gov- 
ernment sent the Cape Verde fleet to 
Martinique, where, according to the re- 
port of Commander Cotton of the scout- 
ing cruiser Harvard, who was bottled 
up in the harbor of St. Pierre by the neu- 
trality laws so as to prevent his getting 
the news to Sampson, having gone there 
for repairs, the Spanish ships coaled 
from colliers, and then, having gotten 
messages and information from the 
friendly authorities, started Wednesday 
evening on a westerly direction, while 
the friendly French apparently held up 
Commander Cotton's cablegram for 24 
hours so that it did not arrive until 
early Friday morning. This friendli- 
ness of the French officials at St. Pierre 
for the Spanish and their unfriendliness 
for the Americans, if established, may 
lead to complications with France, which 
has shown throughout more sympathy 
with Spain than with the United States, 
the tle of race seeming to be more power- 
ful than that of traditional friendship; 
but there will be plenty of time to in- 
v*stigate that and set it right later on. 

Acting upon the theory that the Cape 
Verde squadron is making for Cuba as 
rapidly as possible, and to do as much 
damage as possible to our blockading 
ships before it is overtaken by our fight- 
ing ships, which seems to the war board 
the most reasonable, the administration 
exerted all its power yesterday to find 
and stop the Spaniards, while giving 
warning to our blockading squadron to 
withdraw exposed vessels, if necessary. 
All the other plans were swept aside for 
the time being, although the prepara- 
tions for the Cuban and Philippine ex- 
peditions went on, and the energies of 
the navy department officials were 
brought to bear upon the absolute neces- 
sity of capturing and destroying the 
Spanish squadron before it could cap- 
ture or destroy any of our blockaders or 
scouting cruisers. 


SAN JUAN BOMBARDMENT. 


Blazed

At 3 o'clock in the morning all hands 
were called on the Iowa; a few final 
touches in clearing ship were made, and 
at 5 “general quarters” sounded. The 
men were eager for the fight.

10 fathoms, but there was not a sign of 
life from the fort, which stood boldly 
against the sky on theeasterr ills, hid- 
ing the town. The Detroit steamed far 
to the eastward, opposite Valtern. The 
Iowa headed straight for the shore. 
Suddenly her helm flew over, bringing 
the starboard battery to bear on the 
fortifications. At 5:16 a. m. the Iowa’s 
forward 12-inch guns thundered out at 
the sleeping hills, and for 14 minutes 
she poured starboard broadsides on the 
coast. 

Meanwhile the Indiana, the New York 
and other ships repeated the dose from 
the rear. The Iowa turned and came 
back to the Wampatuck’s boat, and 
again led the column, the forts replying

troit, which was about 700 yards away, 
all the batteries on the eastward arm 
oftheharbor. Thrice the column passed 
from the entrance of the harbor to the 
extreme eastward battery. Utter in- 
difference was shown for the enemy’s 
fire. The wounded were quickly at- 
tended to; the blood was washed away, 
and everything proceeded like target 
practice.

CRUISER NEW YORE. 

At 7:45 a. m. Admiral Sampson sig- 
nalled “Cease firing.” “Retire” was 
sounded on the Iowa, and she headed 
from theshore. The Terror was the last 
ship in the line and, failing to see the 
signal, banged away alone for about half 
an hour, the concert of shore guns roar- 
ing at her and the water flying high 
around her from the exploded shells; 
but she possessed a charmed life and 
reluctantly retired at 8:15. 

As at Matanzas, the unsatisfactory 
conditions, the smoke and the distance 
prevented important conclusions being 
drawn. The town of San Juan must 
have suffered, although protected by the 
hills, as the high shotS must have 
reached it. No traces of the bombard- 
ment were discernible on the fort ex- 
cept small fires which were apparently 
extinguished before the fleet left. 


Reciment of Sharpshooters. 

Washington, May 14.—Representative 
Cummings of New York has introduced 
a bill authorizing the secretary of war to 
organize one regiment or more of sharp- 
shooters possessing military qualifica- 
tions, each company to consist of 100 ex- 
pert marksmen from different states, to 
be between the ages of 21 and 40 years. 
The field officers may be veterans of the 
civil war on both sides whose services 
were distinguished for gallantry in ac- 
tion, or who were recipients of medals 
of honor for meritorious conduct. The 
command is to be known as American in- 
dependent sharpshooters. 


Flying Squadron Off. 

Newport News, Va., May 14.—Five ves- 
sels of the flying squadron, led by the 
Brooklyn, steamed out of Hampton 
roads yesterday afternoon and, after 
passing the Virginia capes, took a south- 
erly course, going, it is said, to augment 
Admiral Sampson’s fleet now in the vi- 
cinity of Porto Rico. The vessels were 
the battleships Massachusetts and 
‘Texas, the dispatch boat Scorpiomand 
the collier Sterling. 

Hundreds of people stood on the wharf 
and waved and shouted a godspeed to the 
departing men. After passing through 
the capes, the Scorpion took the lead, 
acting as a scout. After reaching the 
open sea, it is said the vessels took the 
middle course, proceeding under full 
steam. The Minneapolis and New Or- 
leans were left behind, as was also the 
St. Paul, but at 8 o'clock last night the 
Minneapolis steamed out at full speed 
to overtake the squadron. Captain 
Sigsbee of the St. Paul received orders to 
join the New Orleans at Old Point and 
put to sea. 


Porto Rico Aavices. 

Madrid, May 14.—A dispatch from 
Martinique says that only one of the 
destroyers with the Cape Verde squad- 
ron entered the port to send dispatches 
but that the squadron did not enter. 

A dispatch from Porto Rico says the 
loss during the bombardment was one 
officer and three soldiers killed, 13 sol- 
diers wounded, one civilian killed and 
30 wounded. According to the same dis- 
patch, the steamer Roaks, with a cargo 
of coal for Admiral Cervera, succeeded 
in evading Admiral Sampson and en- 
tered San Juan.

the island. These troops were well sup-| 
plied with arms, but lacked ammunition. | 
About 3000 were then following a body | 
of Spanish soldiers down to the Ceuta | 
river. 


Would Release Ali the Prizes. 

New York, May 14.—An attorney of 
this city has gone to Key West to in- 
stitute proceedings before the prize court 
for the recovery of vessels and merchan- 
dise valued at about $1,000,000 and con- 
fiscated more than a fortnight ago. 
Marine underwriters, London bankers, 
Paris merchants and New Orleans busi- 
ness men are among those interested 
in the undertaking, which, in certain 
aspects, differs from anything of the 
sort attempted tm this country before. 

The vessels affected are the Panama, 
captured April 25; Miguel Jover, April 
24; Catalina, April 24; Pedro, April 22, 
and Guide, April 27. All are Spanish 
steamships, having varied cargoes upon 
which bankegs in different parts of the 
world have advanced money. The con- 
tention will be made that the cases came 
within the spirit of the president's 
proclamation of April 26, which, after 
affirming adherence to the declaration 
of Paris, allows Spanish vessels until |

from American ports,

Goddard, however, invariably followed 
up his lefts with his right toward the 
body, which saved him from at least 
Maher finally 
landed his left hard on Goddard's jaw. 
Goddard swung for the body and landed, 
but it did not amount to much, anda 
clinch followed. As soon as the men 
broke away Maher again took the in- 
itiative, landing with his long left on 
Goddard's face, the barrier champion 
retaliating with the right on the body.

4 VERY Owner or keeper of a dog of three 

“4 months old or over, shall annually on or 
before the 30th Day of April, cause it to be Reg- 
istered, Numbered, Described and Licensed for 
one year from the first day of the ensuing May, 
in the office of the clerk of the city or town 
wherein said dog is kept, and shall cause it to 
wear ground its neck a collar distinctly marked 
with its owner’s name and its registered num- 
ber. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The fee for every license shall be two dollars 
for a male dog and five dollars for a female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit Fifteen Dol- 
lars, five dollars of which shall be paid to the 
complainant and ten dollars to the treasurer of 
the county in which the dog is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breed- 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
license authorizing him to keep such dogs upon 
the premises described in such license. When 
the number of dogs so kept does not exceed five, 
the fee for such license shall be Twenty-Five 
Dollars; when the number of dogs so kept 
exceeds five, the fee shall be Fifty Dollars, and 
no fee shall be required for the dogs of such 
owner or keeper, under the age of six months. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog not duly 
licensed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day of April in any year, shall, 
whenever it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 
until the first day of the ensuing May, as = 
vided in section eighty of chapter one hundred 
and two of the Public Statutes, and shall cause 
it to wear around its neck a collar, distinctly 
marked with its owner’s name and its registered 


number.

THE TUBEROSE. 
Points In the Successful Culture of a Fa- 
vorite Flower. 

Lovers of this waxen hued, exquisite- 
ly perfeemed flower have already started 
the bulbs in small pots, from which 
they will transplant to the open. Until 
transplanting time it is well to remem- 
ber that a pretty cool atmosphere and 
plenty of moisture will tend to give a 
strong plant. A writer in the Ohio 
Farmer advises: Give an abundant sup- 
ply of outdoor air, not allowing it to 
fall directly upon the not, as the tube- 
rose 1s a very tender a&d delicate plant. 
Set the pot out of doors in the middle 
of warm 
toming the plants to the change. 
only to keep the soil moist. 
soaked, flower buds will rarely appear. 

Transplant to a sunny spot about the 
Ist of June in good soil well fertilized 
with old cow manure. The earth should 
be fine, melluw and very rich. Should 
there be cold nights in early summer or 
autumn cover with newspapers, espe- 
cially at the time of flowering. When 
the flower stalks appear, tie them to 
proper supports with strips of soft cloth. 
Wind, heavy rain and sometimes their 
weight will cause them to break. 

For house culture set the bulbs in 
May; for succession of bloom, from 
April to June at intervals of two or 
three weeks. Fill six inch pots with 
one part each of sand, leaf mold, well 
rotted cow manure and good garden soil. 
Treat as directed for growth in the 
open, sheltering from the hot sun and 
keeping in mind the caution in refer- 
ence to watering. 

Pots may be kept on sheltered piazzas 
during the hottest weather. When the 
flower stalks have attained three or four 
inches in height, provide supports and 
apply to the soil liquid fertilizers. If 
troubled with green aphis, spray soap- 
suds or with water to which has been 
added a drop or two of carbolic acid.

Smilax From Seed. 

Smilax may be very readily grown 
from seed, and Gardening gives infor- 
mation concerning tbe process: The 
seeds are of good size, but are very slow 
about germinating. Almost every seed, 
however, will come up in the course of 
time. Germination will be materially 
assisted if the seed is soaked for from 
12 to 24 hours in warm water. It is 
well to make successive plantings in 
order to have some of the wines for use 
while others are resting. The seed may 
be started out of doors in May or June 
in a sheltered and slightly shaded bed. 
The former method is the one usually 
practiced by florists. The best soilisa 
well enriched sandy loam. If sown out 
of doors, the plants may remain in the 
bed until September; then they may be 
potted in three inch pots and: shifted 
into large ones as they grow.

standing. I am in favor of a convention 
or something of that sort. | 

‘‘Asit is now, a rider sees abead of 
him a man or woman who is supposed 
to be endowed with reasonable intelli- 
gence. This person isin the act of cross- 
ing the street. The individual looks up, | 
sees the rider coming and stands still 
right in the middle of the street. Of 
course this is for mentally calculating 
his chances of getting across safely. One 
can see the workings of the pedestrian’s 
mind in the muscular contortions of his 
face. 

‘In the meantime the rider is getting 
closer and closer and is in a study equal- 
ly as profound as to what the person is 
going to do. The pedestrian takes a step 
forward, takes another glance up the 
street, stops, starts back, makes an effort 
to reach the pavement, 
starts forward and stops.

The pedestrian seems to give upall pos- 
sibility of escape, faces the rider, both | 
arms extended, jumps from one foot to} 
the other, and the two collide.

He 
has control of his wheel and is as anx- 
ious not to collide as the other fellow. 
That’s all wheelmen want. They mere- | 
ly ask that people walk along about 
their business and the riders shall not} 
molest them.’’— Wheel. 


Paced Racing. 

It is being confidently counted upon 
by race meet promoters, track owners 
and riders that paced racing will be the 
strong drawing card of the coming sea- 
son. The great success of Michael from 
a financial point of view and of other 
pace followers is the basis of this senti- 
ment, and it seems reasonable. Should 
it prove that pace followers are practi- 
cally the only drawing cards next sum- 
mer, it means that the amateur rider 
will have almost no chance at all. In 
competition races between singles the 
amateurs will simply serve for filling 
in on a programme. The prizes and the 
glory they get will be both lowered. In 
paced races, as the game is being play- 
ed at present, they have no place. Pro- 
fessionals with records and widely ad- 
vertised riders who compete for big 
purses have the call. In the light of 
these facts it seems strange to some 
who are interested in racing that no 
promoter has yet hit upon the idea of 
having paced races between amateurs. 
There are many amateur riders who 
would be willing to join the profession- 
ai ranks of pace followers if they could 
but feel eonfident that they were good 
enough to have achance against the 
cracks who are now winning the fat 
purses. They think they could develop, 
but they have had no chance to try 
themselves out because of there being 
no such races for amateurs. Asin every 
other kind of sport, there is probably as 
good material in the amateur ranks 
among cyclists as there is in the pro- 
fessional field.—New York Sun.

Few Goifers Realize the Importance 
Which It Plays In Putting. 
Few golfers realize the important part 
yhich the weight of the ball plays in

| Topic For the Week Beginning May 15. 
Comment by Rev. 8S. H. Doyle. 
Toric.—Our bodies God's temples. —I Cor. iii, 

16-23. (A temperance topic.) 
Christians, both collectively and in- 
| dividually, are referred to in the Scrip- 
| tures as the temples of God. It is weH 
|for us to remember that not only as 
| churches but also as individuals we are 
| God’s temples. The Corinthians were 
|forgetting the former. Factions and 
rontentions were marring the church of 
| Christ, and Paul asks them if they did 
not know that they, as a church, were 
the temple of God, and reminded them 
| that God destroyed those who defiled 
|his temple. We may forget that our 
bodies are the temples of God, God’s 
|habitation, God’s dwelling place, and 
| may defile them, but we should not for- 
get it. It is too important a fact to be 
| forgotten, and its cons remembrance 
would be a strong barrier to defilement. 
Who either by meat or drink could defile 
his body while he remembered that it 
was the temple of God? 

1. The body, as God’s temple, should 
be dedicated to God. It should be given 
;}to Him. Both the tabernacle and the 
temple were dedicated to God when 
| comgleted. The body should be dedicat- 

ed to God. It should be used in His 
service and for His work, and if so dedi- 
cated and so used it could not become 
| the tool of appetite or of passion. It 
would be used temperately in all the re- 
| lations of life. 

2. The body as God’s temple should 
be the dwelling place of God in the per- 
| son of His Holy Spirit. The temple was 
| the dwelling of God. It was not erected 
{as a place of meeting for the people, 
| but as a house for God to dwell in and 
| there at the mercy seat in the holy of 
| holies He dwelt. ‘‘The spirit of God,’’ 
| says Paul, ‘‘dwelleth in you.’’ God’s 
| Holy Spirit makes our weak and imper- 
| fect bodies His habitation, His dwelling 
| place. Whatacondescension! But how 
can He dwell where there is sin or de- 
| filement? 

8. Our bodies as God’s temples 
should be free from defilement. ‘‘If 
any man defile the temple of God, him 
will God destroy.’’? This was the law 
in Old Testament times. Those who de- 
filed God's dwelling place were punished 
| by Him. The sacredness of God’s-tem- 
| ple had to be emphasized, and it always 
| was. Wherever God dwells there should 
| be no defilement and no uncleanness. 
| If, therefore, He dwells in our bodies, 
they should be every whit clean. The 
tongue, the hands, the heart, every or- 
gan of the body, should be kept clean 
and pure for God's spirit. This would 
make intemperance in any direction im- 
possible — intemperance in thought, 
speech or action. It would forever de- 
stroy drunkenness, lust, passion, excess- 
ive worldliness or whatsoeyer would 
| tend to make unclean or to defile. 

May this be our aim—to live a life of 
such purity that our bodies may be a fit 
dwelling place for God’s Holy Spirit.

Washington, May 16.—Every energy 
of the administration is being turned to 
bring about a meeting with the Spanish 
fleet in West Indian waters. The cap- 
ture or destruction of the fleet which is 
now cruising through the Caribbean sea 
{is the all important and essential pre- 
liminary to the speedy termination of 
the war and the accomplishment of the 
result for which the war was begun. So 
long as the Spanish men-of-war are at 
liberty either to convey aid and comfort 
to Blanco’s beleaguered forces in Ha- 
vana or to undertake offensive opera- 
jtions against American vessels any- 
where or against exposed ports on the 
gulf or Atiantic seaboards, the United 
States will be seriously hampered in its 
plan of campaign and the day for evacu- 
ation of Cuba will be delayed, 

The Spanish admiral appreciates this 
fact as much as it is appreciated by the 
government in Washington, and his sole 
purpose, apparently, is to ayoid a meet- 
ing with the fleets until he shall have 
been able to carry out the mission which 
was intrusted to him when he left Cape 
Verde islands. Thus far he has suc- 
ceeded admirably in his purpose, and 
with his swift flying cruisers he has 
been able to evade our fleets and to se- 
cure positions from which it may be 
possible to carry out the project which 
he has in view. He has the natural ad- 
vantage which always comes to the one 
whois evading apursuer. Hecanselect 
his own course and can keep his pur- 
suers guessing what he intends to do. 
Sooner or later he must be caught, and 
the point now is to cathe him before he 
shall have been able to do any harm, 

The failure of Admiral Cervera to 
steam toward Havana has left the ad- 
ministration in doubt as to what his im- 
mediate purpose may be. It was the 
obvious course for him under the con- 
ditions which were known to exist when 
he left Martinique to make all haste 
for Havana and relieve the garrison 
there, while the most effective ships of 
the American navy were hundreds of 
miles away. But the obvious course 
would have been foreign to the Spanish 
mind, which delights in roundabout oper- 
ations calculated to throw an enemy off 
the scent. It is now thought that the 
Spanish fleet will try to make Cienfuegos 
ahead of the American squadron, and by 
occupying the harbor there open up com- 
munication with Blanco, or else to leave 
Cuba altogether out of the present cal- 
culations, and in seeking the gulf of 
Mexico prey upon the cities of the coast. 
It is possible for Cervera to make Clen- 
fuegos before either Sampson or Schley 
can cut him off, and should he do this 
he might work a great deal of damage 
by picking up the smaller boats of the 
American fleet which are cruising along 
the Cuban coast. But once in the har- 
bor he would be bottled up, and it would 
be a question of only a day or two when 
the heavily armored ships of Schley and 
Sampson would appear, ready to do 
battle. 

Having information that several 
Spanish vessels are attempting to 
blockade the Harvard in St. Pierre, be- 
side that relative to the Terror, the naval 
war board has taken steps to insure the 
safety of the auxiliary cruiser, to destroy 
the Spanish vessels engaged in block- 
ading and to capture or destroy the Span- 
ish torpedo boat destroyer. 

There is reason to believe that orders 
have been cabled to the commanding 
Officer of the auxiliary cruisers Yale and 
St. Louls and the protected cruiser 
Montgomery to destroy the Spanish ves- 
sels outside the three-mile limit of the 
island and to blockade the Terror in' 
Fort de France. 

This counter-move is most important. 
If the Spanish vessels in the neighbor- | 
hood of Martinique are destroyed, and 
the Terror is effectually blockaded at 
Fort de France, the Spanish squadron 
will, of necessity, be compelled to go 
to her relief. If she should attempt to 
escape, and is destroyed or captured,

ADJUTANT GENERAL CORBIN, 

War department officials are gratified 
at the pragress being made in the mus- 
tering of the force of 125,000 volunteers 
called for by the president. Reports up 
to Sunday indicated that 65,000 volun- 
teers had been mustered. Before the 
call for volunteers was issued the adju- 
tant generals of the various states were 
requested to inform the war department 
how long it would take them to put cheir 
forces into the fleld ready for duty. 
Some of the replies put the time as low as 
24 hours; but it has developed that a 
much longer time than was generally 
fixed has been required.

There was a stabbing affray at the 
rooms of the Lone Star Athletic club 
on Centre street, Sunday night... Dur- 
ing a quarrel William Phillips received 
five stabs at the hands of James Smith. 
From what has been learned the two 
men had been to Nantasket during the 
day and had drank more or less liquor. 
Quincy was reached during the early 
evening and they started for their 
homes at South Quincy. On the way 
home the two men. got into an argu- 
ment of some kind, and being unable 
to agree they decided to settle the argu- 
ment with their fists. For this purpose 
they adjourned to the rooms of the 
club. There was also present’ Michael 
Owens, John and Joseph McCarthy. 
How long the fight lasted or who was 
getting the best of it is not known, but 
suddenly Smith drew a knife and 
plunged into Phillips, until he had been 
stabbed eight times and fell to the floor 
from loss of blood. One cut was in 
the abdomen, three on the body and 
four in the arm. 

Of the eight cuts one only is con- 
sidered serious. This one penetrated 
the left lung. When the others pre- 
sent realized that a knife had bene 
used someone went for the police and 
Officer Bradley was soon upon the scene 
He summoned Dr. Dion, who dressed 
the wounded man and he was removed 
to his house near by. Whether the 
stab in the lung will result fatally can 
not as yet be determined, but if every- 
thing goes well it will be several weeks 
before he will be able to appear in 
court. 

Smith, who had in the meantime 
left the scene, was later arrested at 
his home by Officer Bradley.

It Arbitrary. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

The order which has_ been put into 
the City Council directing the city to 
expend the sum of $25,000, for the 
construction of concrete sidewalks over 
certain sections of specified streets 
has attracted wide spread attention 
and diverse opinions from the citizens. 
It is not to be wondered at, as this is 
a radical step for the city to propose 
to take. 

Before this order reacbes its final 
stage in the Council it would seem to 
be well to examine into it closely and 
endeavor to understand what its 
effect will be upon the city as a whole 
and also upon the abutters, who are 
compelled by law to assume at least 
fifty per cent. of the cost of construc- 
tion. Throwing aside the fitness of 
the location of the sidewalks as speci- 
fied, the order proceeds to deal witha 
principle of a far wider character, a 
principle which few cities have dared 
to undertake to solve, and which in 
our larger cities, Boston included, are 
considered unwise and manifestly un- 
just. The contention set forth in the 
order is represented as being an ap- 
plication of the fact that the city may 
order citizens to do whatsoever it 
decrees. To be sure the order comes 
under general sidewalk law of 1897, but 
it is extremely doubtfnl if those who 
drafted the bill supposed that it would 
work a grievous wrong upon people. 

The order says that so many feet of 
sidewalk shall be built on Hancock 
street, or Granite street, as the case 
might be, regardless of the fact that 
there may already have been laid good 
sidewalks of binding gravel or some 
other good material, and that these 
shall be torn up anda concrete side- 
walk laid in front of these several 
premises. Now, the law under which 
this order is drawn distinctly states 
that the sidewalk can be made of 
gravel. In a great many instances this 
despotic application by the Council 
will work a great hardship to people 
who are in moderate circumstances. 

An instance has been brought to 
the writer’s attention of a gentleman 
in Ward -Oné who resides on a street 
upon which it is proposed to con- 
struct one of these sidewalks. He was 
born and brought up on the place upon 
which he now lives. He is getting 
along in years and has hard work to 
make both euds meet. His lot hasa 
frontage of 300 feet. It is computed 
that calling the edgestones set at 64 
cents a running foot and the concrete 
was at a dollar a square yard that his 


share of the assessment would be about 
$200. And, he pathetically added, 
*‘I can’t pay it; I’ve got to let the 


city sell the old homestead and struggle 
along the best that I can somewhere 
His case is but one of many. 
Another case which has been cited, 
is where there is a stretch of 1100 feet 
of this sidewalk opposite some vacant 
land. The owner lives in Buffalo The 
property is notin the market. It is 
estimated that his share will be $500, 
and the lot in question abuts upon one 
of the best gravel sidewalks in the city 
with curbing nearly the whole length. 
On the other hand if the city would 
appropriate $25,000 or perhaps a_ less 
amount and not specify the location, 
allowing property owners who are well 
to do to take advantage of the pro- 
vision as in years past the a great 
good would be done.

i WO WEEKS ORLONGER 


Consideration of Revenue Bill May 
Take That Time. 


Republicans to Work For a 
Bond Proposition. 


Outline of the Measure For Taking the Ne>¢ 
Census. 


Washington, May 16.—The war revenue 
bill will occupy the attention of the sen- 
ate this week almost to the exclusion of 
other business, and there is no proba- 
bility that it can be disposed of during 
the week. The opponents of the bill 
disavow any intention unnecessarily to 
delay the perfection of this legislation; 
but they do not conceal their purpose 
of taking time to present their views on 
the various questions involved, and it 
looks as if it would be impossible for 
them to do this within less time than two 
weeks. The principal portion of the de- 
bate will be on the report of the Re- 
publican members of the committee in 
favor of restoring the bond provisions. 
The probabilities are that this proposi- 
tion will prevail if the war continues, 
but before a vote can be reached upon it 
there will be a great deal of talk for and 
againstit. The entire financial question 
will be involved to an extent, and prob- 
ably most of the senators who opposed 
the bond issue will be heard before the 
conclusion of the discussion. 


NEXT CENSUS. 


Radical Departure From Others In the 
Scope of Inquiries. 

Washington, May 16.—If a new bill 
which the senate committee on the cen- 
sus has reported as a substitute for the 
one that has been,on the calendar for 
some time is passed, the 12th census will 
be a radical departure from the 10th and 
the 11th in the scope of {ts inquiries and 
the bulk of the resulting publications. 

The bill provides that the census shall 
be restricted to inquiries relating to 
population, mortality, and products of 
agriculture and mechanical and manu- 
facturing establishments. The enumer- 
ators will have at most but four sched- 
ules to master and carry in their rounds, 
against 13 at the llth census. In citles 
with an acceptable system of registra- 
tion of mortality statistics and with the 
manufacturing schedules in the hands 
of special agents, there will be but two 
schedules. Regarding the publications 
in connection with the census it {s pro- 
vided that there shall be only the vol- 
umes relating to the four subjects of in- 
quiry name. These volumes, it is be- 
Heved, will be of only moderate size, 
four in number, and it is expected that 
they can be available for general use in 
1902. Past experience shows that the 
census reports can be published thus 
early. 

Realizing the existence of a demand 
for statistical information on a great 
variety of topics more or less intimately 
reluted to, but not necessarily and in- 
separably connected with, the taking of 
the decennial census, the bill provides 
that after the census proper has been 
completed the director is authorized to 
collect statistics relating to spetial 
classes, including the insane, feeble- 
minded, deaf, dumb and blind; crime, 
pauperism and benevolence; births and 
deaths in registration areas; social sta- 
tistics of cities; public indebtedness, 
valuation, taxation and expenditures; 
religious bodies; electric light and power, 
telegraph and telephone business and 
street railways. The statistics thus col- 
lected need not necessarily relate to the 
year 1900, but may be brought up to date 
giving the reports a greatly increased 
value. 

If congress does not assign to the 
census bureau the work of collecting 
statistios on the special topics refergd 
to, then the work of the bureau would 
naturally terminate with the comple- 
tion of the 12th census. The committee 
is of opinion, however, that if congress 
deems it necessary to collect statistics 
upon any of these topics, the provisions 
for continuous work by the bureau must 
be retained in the bill, or the effort to 
abridge or limit the scope of the 12th 
census, so as to secure more prompt 
publication of the reports must be aban- 
doned. 

An interesting feature of the bill is the 
part which deals with the appointment 
of employes for the bureau. It provided 
that they shall be appointed by the sec- 
retary of the interior, subject to exam- 
ination by the director of the census, as 
was done in the llth census. The argy- 
ment for thisruns: “The director, who 
will be charged with responsibility for 
the prompt and efficient performance of 
the task assigned him can, and undoubt- 
edly will, devise and strictly adhere toa 
system of examination calculated to 
test the fitness of applicants for employ- 
ment destined to lead to more satisfac- 
tory results than could possibly be hoped 
for through any other channel. Rules 
and regulations promulgated with 
special reference to the steady and un- 
varying employment in the regular de- 
partments of the public service could not 
with propriety be inflexibly applied toa 
clerical force to be quickly assembled and 
rapidly diminished as the work ap- 
proached completion. The director of 
the census should not be restrained and 
hampered by laws, regulations and rules 
not having special reference to the re- 
quirements of the particular and exact- 
ing service he will be called upon to ren- 
Ger.” 


Great Step “orward. 

Washington, May i6.—H. H. Hanna, 
chairman of the executive committee 
representing the Indianapolis monetary 
convention, speaking of th2 banking bill 
ordered reported to the house by the 
banking and currency committee, said: 
“The bill seeks to maintain the parity 
of all monies or currencies; to favor sil- 
ver as the larger change or market 
money of the people; to create an issue 
and redemption division of the treasury; 
to put the burden of the re¢emption of 
the greenbacks upon the national! banks; 
to restrict the reissue of greenbacks re- 
deemed by the government except in ex- 
change for gold; to provide for the can- 
cellation of greenbacks by use of idle 
gold in the treasury, and to authorize a 
test beginning of the use of generai 
credit currency by the national banks. 
It is a great step forward.”

“Live the Americans.” 

London, May 16—The Hong Kong 
correspondent of The Standard says: 
“After the seizure of the gunboat Caliao 
for trying to run the blockade, the crew 
were released on parole and the Callao 
Was paraded in full view of Manila city, 
accompanied by the United States cruis- 
er Concord. 

“When Mr. Williams, the American 
consul, landed at Cavite last week, he 
was received with great.enthusiasm, and 
followed through the streets by a crowd 
of 2000 people, shouting: ‘Live the 
Americans.’ There were no signs that 
the Spanish authorities in Manila were 
prepared to capitulate. All the Spanish 
inhabitants and many British and Ger- 
man families have sought safety in the 
suburbs, taking all their belongings. In 
the business quarters the buildings are 
covered with foreign flags, the British 
predominating, with a view of protection 
should the insurgents capture the city. 

“There is much feeling against the 
British residents; but fortunately the 
number of foreign men-of-war off Ma- 
nila is co antly increasing, and the 
position of Europeans is daily becoming 
less precarious. Aguinaldo, the former 
insurgent leader, is now in Hong Kong, 
actively negotiating, I understand, with 
President McKinley. I have reason to | 
believe that he is seeking to arrange for 
the future govern nt of the Philippines 
by a native administration under the 
protectorate of the United States. At 
present there is a great deal of discus- 
sion among the rebel faction, some of 
which are negotlati th the Ameri- 
cans and others wi 2 1 u- 

Whether A aldo poss 
enough influence to re¢ ile these dif- 
ferences and to influence the insurgents 
to pursue a common policy is question- 
able. Admiral Dewey is well advised in 
waiting for reinforcements, since the 
fall of Manila would produce anarchy 
throughout the island.”

Admiral Sampsen’s Movements,

day. It is uncertain whether it will turn 
southward to meet the Spanish fleet, or 
go first to Key West. 

City Not Bombarded. 

St. Thomas, Danish West Indies, May 
16.—Inquiries have been made from the 
United States regarding the facts about 
the opening of the bombardment of 
San Juan, the capital of Porto Rico, it 
being reported that Spain claims that 
the city was bombarded, and that the 
action of Admiral Sampson was an act 
of vandalism, to which the attention of 
the powers would be called by the gov- 
ernment of the queen regent. The con- 
tention of the Spanish government that 
the city itself had been bombarded is 
false in every particular. There would

Death of Violinist Remenyi. 

San Francisco, May 16. — Edward 
Remenyi, the Hungarian violinist, 
éropped dead at the Orpheum theater 
Sunday afternoon while performing. 
Three thousand persons were in the audi- 
ence, and the famous virtuoso played as 
though inspired. When the strains of 
“The Star Spangled Banner’ ceased, 
there was a torrent of bravos. The 
applause was almost deafening, and con- 
tinued for several minutes. Remenyi 
and his ac ompanist, E. S. Rosner, came 
forward and in the response to another 
burst of applause, the great Remenyi 
commenced to play “Delibes Fizzicatii.” 
He had just played a few bars of the 
difficult fingering when he leaned for- 
ward as if to speak to one of the mu- 
sicians in the orchestra, continuing his 
plece. He seemed to pause for a mo- 
ment and then slowly fell forward on 
his face. One of the musicians caught 
him just before he struck the stage and 
prevented him from rolling off. All 
was over. He was carried from the 
stage and physicians immediately sum- 
moned, but the aged musician was past 
medical aid. The doctors worked upon 
him for some time, but their efforts were 
futile. Remenyi had seemed over- 
whelmed at the reception given him. 

In addressing a gathering of friends 
at his hotel Remenyi said among other 
things: “T will play three-quarters of 
my life; I will play all my life, and I w'll 
play after I am dead. My hands a~* 
still limber and my arms are. sstill 
strong.” Remenyi was born in Hun- 
gary 84 yearsago. He leaves a widow, 
a son and daughter in New York.

NEWS IN BRIEF. 

Fire destroyed the Tifft block in Buf- 
falo, causing a loss estimated at between 
$75,000 and $100,000, 

The warehouse of Ball Bros.’ fruit jar 
glass works in Muncie, Ind., was de- 
stroyed by fire. Loss, $285,000. 

Hattie Jordan, 17 years old, took a dose 
of rough on rats in Haverhill and died. 
The parents can assign no reason for the 
act. 

The Heine monument, rejected by 
four American and two German cities, 
was secretly accepted by the municipal 
art commission of New York on May 5. 

There has been little material change 
in Mr. Gladstone's condition since Fri- 
day. His debility is extreme and seems 
to beincreasing. Happily he is free from 
suffering and his mind is perfectly placid. 

The Spanish steamer, Montserrat, left 
Cienfuegos on the 6th for Spain. Mar- 
quis de Comellas, general manager of 
the Spanish Trans-Atlantic company, 
gave Captain Deschamps, her command- 
er, $10,000 for having saved the ship and 
her important cargo. 

Three unoccupied cottages in Nan- 
tasket, Mass., owned by P. J. Maguire of 
Boston were almost completely destroyed 
by fire. Two of the cottages had just 
been completed, while the third was 
nearly finished. Each of the buildings 
Was valued at $2500. 

The plant of the Baltimore Biscuit 
company was damaged $60,000 by fire. 
Three hundred men had worked all day 
on “rush” orders for the government, 
and this stock, as well as a large quan- 
tity of flour, was consumed and the 
machinery practically ruined. 

Nicholas Castronuoro of Providence 
resented an ineulting remark which was 
made to his daughter by Salvator Boe- 
cassa. The latter drew a revolver, shot 
Castronuoro and ran away. He was 
captured by the police in a house in 
“little Italy.” The victim's wound is 
not serious. 

A state demonstration of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians was held in Paw- 
tucket, R. L., Sunday. There were over 
1000 men In line, including two companies 
of Hibernian rifles. Services were held 
in the afternoon at St. Mary’s church 
and an address was delivered by Rev. 
James Murphy. At the close the entire 
audience united in singing the “Star 
Spangled Banner.” 

Andrew Athy, the most prominent 
representative of the Irish race in 
Worcester, Mass., and one of the best 
known in the state of Massachusetts, 
died Sunday. Although he never sought 
office, he frequently was put into of- 
ficial positions because of his well- 
known ability by the Worcester Demo- 
crats, whose leader he was considered 
for many years. 

According to dispatches from various 
parts of Italy, Rome, Milan and the 
other large towne continue quiet, but it 
is understood that the state of siege will 
be maintained until parliament has 
adopted the necessary repressive meas- 
ures.

NEEDS EXCEED ESTIMATES 


Spanish Believed to Be Coal- 


ing at Venezuela. 


THE LOCATION OF SAMPSON’S FLEET. 


Navy Department's New Policy of Keeping 


Judiciously Mum. 


Washington, May 17.—President Mc- 
Kinley has determined to issue another 
call for volunteers, and the number 
named will be 100,000, as recommended 
by Secretary Alger. President McKin- 
ley has been urged for a fortnight to issue 
a second call, but hesitated to do so, hop- 
ing that it would not be necessary. He 
has determined, to issue the 
call in order that the additional men can 
be getting ready to serve if needed. 

The first call has practically absorbed 
the national guardsmen, and most of the 
additional volunteers will be absolutely 
green, and it will take time to season 
them. More men will be needed for 
Cuba, the Philippines and Porto Rico 
than was estimated, and the need may 
increase. 

A war department authority told the 
president that 100,000 men would not be 
enough for Cuba and that 150,000 might 
have to be sent there, while from 40,000 
to 50,000 would have to go to the Philip- 
pines, where climatic diseases would be 
more disastrous than in Cuba, 

These estimates seem exaggerated, 
but they indicate possibilities that the 
president felt could not be disregarded. 
It would be easier, too, to get the volun- 
teers now, with nearly a million waiting 
to offer and so many regiments organ- 
ized, than later, and the daily demands 
for an opportunity for their constit- 
uents coming from senators and repre- 
sentatives would bemet. The president 
has been advised by some to call for 
200,000 more men to meet demands and 
supply all possible needs. 

Had prompt action been taken by the 
naval war board and the navy depart- 
ment two weeks ago, in accordance with 
information placed in their possession, 
Spain's men-of-war in the West Indies 
would not be hunting a coal pile. Ttis 
information, which came from a reliable 
English source, was to the effect that 
colliers flying the English flag and carry- 
ing about 8000 tons of coal had left Eng- 
land just before that government de- 
clared her neutrality, ostensibly for one 
of the South American countries, but 
really for the ‘mouth of the Venezuela,” 
where they expected to meet the Spanish 
Cape Verde fleet. The statement that 
their destination was the “mouth of the 
Venezuela” was subsequently corrected 
and it was learned that the destination 
of the colliers was the “north coast of 
Venezuela.” 

The enemy is believed to be harbored 
in the gulf of Venezuela. Nothing is 
known as to his future movements. 
Again the Spaniards have made another 
very clever strategical move. They 
have evidently been told by the Madrid 
government that their presence at 
Curacoa was made known to all the 
world over the cable which runs to that 
island. Over in the gulf of Venezuela 
there is no teil-tale cable office, and un- 
less this government can exercise some 
surveillance over the fleet, the latter 
can stay there indefinitely, and move 
faway without having its departure 
heralded. More than this the gulf of 
Venezuela affords a splendid ambush 
from which the Oregon can be attacked 
as it moves along the Venezuelan coast 
in the direction of Cuba or Key West. 

While the location of the Spanish fleet 
is definitely known, it is impossible to 
make an accurate statement as to the 
whereabouts of Admiral Sampson. 

A bulletin was made public at the 
navy department yesterday, saying that 
Sampson was off Cape Haytien, that his 
original plan of proceeding to Key West 
had been changed and that he would go 
immediately to Clenfuegos on the south 
coast of Cuba. This information is to 
be received with considerable caution. 
It may betrue. On the other hand there 
is something strangely suspicious in 
the fact that the navy department vol- 
untarily made the information public, 
when everybody in Washington knows 
that under Secretary Long’s latest 
orders every movement of the Amer- 
ican vessels is kept a profound secret. 

It is the policy of the naval strategists 
to defeat the Spanish fleet before it 
has an opportunity to get into Havana. 
This may be easiersaidthandone. The 
necessity for this action is evident by 
reason of information which has reached 
this government. This shows that Gen- 
eral Blanco is sadly in need of shot and 


however, 


»owder, a fact which convinces tne aa- 
ministration that the Spanish fleet will 
undoubtedly try to reach Havana, or 
some other point on the Cuban coast, in 
order to supply the defenses of the form- 
er city. Unless this help comes Blanco 
will not be able to fight over two days, 
and less time than this if he has to divide 
ammunition with the land defense force, 
which is practically without a supply of 
fighting material. 

Orders have been given Commodore 
Watson, in command of the blockading 
fleet, to level all fortifications along the 
Cuban coast. This is believed to fore- 
shadow an immediate movement locking 
to the occupation of Cuba just as soon 
as Admiral Sampson and Commodore 
Schley shall have been able to capture 
or destroy the Spanish fleet, and it will 
incite the Spanish admiral to come to 
Blanco's relief if anything can drive him 

his apparent purpose of annoying 
und harrassing, without making an ef- 
fective stroke. The fact that the order 
Was sent to Commodore Watson is an 
jndication that Sampson and Schley 
are to be left free to search out the 
wandering squadron which has just left 
Curacoa, and it is believed that Schley 
and Sampson will goon be able to bring 
the tantalizing uncertainty with regard 
to Cervera’s movements to an end. 

President McKinley has said rather 
sharply that he dees not want to lose 
another opportunity to invade the island. 
When the moment arrives, at least 60,000 
American soldiers will be ready to pour 
into Cuba. This allotment will be aug- 
mented by 20,000 more, if in the mean- 
time General Miles considers the in- 
crease necessary. Havana will not be 
struck with a feeble blow. The attack 
upon the city, as now planned, will be 
sharp and terrific. Trifling with the 
enemy will not be tolerated. The ad- 
vance guard will be made up of cavalry 
troops, backed by artillery and infantry 
in overwhelming numbers. 

The sum total of the information pub- 
lished by the bulletin board yesterday 
under this rule was a notice of the 
intention to start the Philippine relief 
expedition, and of the permission given 
to some foreign neutral vessels to pass 
the blockade at Havana. In explana- 
tion of the issue of this order, the naval 
authorities say that some of the news- 
papers have been so far lacking in pa- 
triotism as to print plans of campaign 
and projected movements of naval ships, 
with the result that the war board has 
been obliged completely to revise its 
plans in the knowledge that the Span- 
lurds had promptly taken notice of the 
publications and were prepared to profit 
by them. 

The war department rushed ahead its 
propositions for the mobilization and 
thorough equipment of the volunteer 
army, and the progress which is being 
made is most gratifying. Theimportant 
development of yesterday was the defi- 
nite selection of the corps commanders. 
The announcement, however, does not 
jcontain any surprises. Though Major 
General Wesley Merritt is accredited to 
the department of the Pacific, such 
designation is made formally, but it fs 
known that he will go to the Philippines 
in command of the army there and will 
be accompanied by Major General Otis. 
The designation of General Fitzhugh 
Lee as commander of the Seventh corps, 
with headquarters at Tampa, would 
seem to indicate that he is to accompany 
the army of invasion to Cuba. The as- 
signments wereas follows: Major Gen- 
eral Wesley Merritt, the department of 
the Pacific; Major General John R.

Disapproves a Bill Aimed at the Fed- 
eral Treasury. 


Would Reopen a Claim Case 
Long Since Settled. 


A Mild Rebuke of Congress For Its Apparent 
Laxity. 


Washington, May 17.—The first veto 
message from the president during the 
McKinley administration was sub- 
mitted to congress yesterday on a bill 
to confer on the court of claims jurisdic- 
tion to retry and determine a case 
brought by the representatives of Isaac 
P. Tice against the United States in the 
court of claims in 1873 to recover from 
the government $25,000 for use of dis- 
tilled spirits meters invented by Tice. 
The bill further confers jurisdiction of 
alleged claims of Tice and others for 
money collected on accou™t of the meter, 
but not paid over to him or them, 
amounting to $140,000. The president 
Says it does not appear who are the 
other persons by whom this latter sum 
is claimed and that the claim must have 
accrued prior to July, 1871. 

President McKinley in the message 
makes some interesting observations on 
the statute of limitations and estoppel, 
and closes in the following words: “I 
fail to see any reason in the facts con- 
nected with these claims for granting 
to these parties relief of this extraordin- 
ary nature. The treasury of the United 
States ought to be very carefully guard- 
ed against attacks of those who come 
forward with such claims, and especially 
from attacks of those who have already 
been fully heard according to the meth- 
ods prescribed by the statutes. To ape 
prove this bill would be to furnish a 
very dangerous precedent which would 
open the door to demands upon congress 
in other cases which have been fully 
heard and delivered. For these reasons 
I am constrained to withhold my ap- 
proval from this bill.” 


BEFORE THE SENATE. 


Mr. Allison Presents the Revenue Meas- 
ure With Its Amendments, 
Washington, May 17.—In presenting 
the bill for war revenue in the senate 
yesterday, Mr. Allison said that the cal- 
culations of totals as reported indepen- 
dent of the Democratic amendments 
were based upon estimates on the same 
articles from the office of the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue for the fiscal 
year ending in 1899, and that the exact 
figures were $151,000,000. He was satis- 
fied the estimate on the revenue to be 
derived from fermented liquors was less 
than it should be, and he thought the 
increase would bring it up so as to cause 
it to exceed $30,000,000. While the to- 
bacco schedule had been materially 
changed, the total yield of the bill on 
this score as reported to the senate would 
not greatly exceed that of the house 
bill. The senator thought it reasonable 
to estimate that the increase that the 
bill would give over the present returns 
on these items would not fall below $60,- 
000,000. On the other hand possibly the 
estimate on theatre and circus licenses 
would fall below the figures given. Asa 
matter of fact the estimates were all 
necessarily far from accurate, as they 
were based largely upon the returns of 
the census of 1890. He gave illustrations 
te show the rapid increase of business 
for the purpose of showing how impos- 
sible it was to estimate upon past year's 

bases. 

Appended is a recapitulation of the 
amount of revenue to be derived by the 
government under the present law and 
under the bill as it was reported from 
the senate committee on finance. It will 
be noted that the estimates include the 
amounts raised under the present law 
and the increases proposed in the pend- 
ing bill: 

Fermented liquors, $58,906,120; tobacco 
and snuff, $43,840,560; cigars and cigar- 
ets, $16,302,465; tobacco manufacturers 
and dealers, $307,102; bankers, $2,384,- 
600; exchange brokers and pawnbrokers, 
$1,500,400; commercial brokers, $213,094; 
theaters, circuses and other exhibitions, 
$1,820,447; bowling alleys and billiard 
tables, $166,967; stocks, bonds, merchan- 
dise, etc., $10,000,000; bank checks, $5,000,- 
000; inland bills of exchange, $1,500,000; 
foreign bills of exchange, $500,000; ex- 
press and freight, inciuding all bills of 
lading, $10,000,000; life insurance, $1,277,- 
000; mortgages, $2,041,599; other articles 
in schedule A, including tax on receipts, 
$28,000,000; proprietary preparations and 
perfumeries, $20,000,000; chewing gum, 
$1,000,000; legacies and successions, $9,- 
275,475; total, $214,045,829. 

Add to this the revenue to be derived 
from articles not included in the pend- 
ing bill, on the basis of receipts of 1897: 
Spirits, $82,008,542; brewers (special tax), 
$160,927; retail dealers in malt liquors, 
$191,071; wholesale dealers in malt 
liquors, $273,801; oleomargarine, $1,034,- 
029; filled cheese, $18,902; miscellaneous 
receipts, $375,468. Total estimated rev- 
enue, $293,113,659; less revenues for 1897, 
$146,619,593; revenue provided by senate 
bill, $151,494, 066.

7 VERY Owner or keeper of a dog of three 
4 months old or over, shall annually on or 
before the 30th Day of April, cause it to be Reg. 
istered, Numbered, Described and Licensed for 
one year from the first day of the ensuing May, 
in the office of the clerk of the city or town 
wherein said dog is kept, and shall cause it to 
wear around its neck a collar distinctly marked 
with its owner’s name and its registered num. 
ber. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first i of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 


| shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
\ scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 


img section. 

The fee for every license shall be two dollars 
for a male dog and five dollars for a female dog, 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit Fifteen Dol- 
lars, five dollars of which shall be paid to the 
complainant and ten dollars to the treasurer of 
the county in which the dog is kept.

SECRET MOVEMENTS. 


But Little News from the War- 
ships Today. 


New York, May 17, 230 P. M. 
—The telegraph wires a!l over the 
country that have been kept hot for 
some weeks with war news, rumors, 
and fake war news are quiet today, and 
have been fora day or two. This is 
not due to any lack of activity on the 
part of the government but to the fact 
that the government has adopted a new 
policy in relation to giving to the pub- 


|lic of the facts which it had at hand, 


and of the movements of its fleets. Up 
to within a few days almost every move- 
ment the American fleets have made 
has been immediately thrown broad- 
cast throughout the country by the 
newspaper men stationed at the sever- 
al points. 

The result of this has been that not 
only have the people of America been 
kept informed of the movements of 
our warships from time to time, but 
our enemies, the Spaniards, as well, 
and to this fact is probably due in a 
great measure the reasoyn Admiral 
Sampson has not found the famous 
dodging Cape Verde fleet and annibi- 
lated it. The Spanish Admiral being 
kept posted on our movements has 
been enabled to keep out of the way. 
But now that Uncle Sam is taking a 
hand in the dodging business the 
present quietness in regard to war 
news may mean the quietness that 
precedes a storm. 

From what dispatches t hat are for 
warded, it seems likely that the crisis 
is near at hand, and the news that the 
two fleets have met may be flashed 
over the wires at any moment. The 
Ledger is in constant communica- 
tion by wire with the American Press 
Association and our readers may be 
assured of receiving the latest war 
news with promptness. 

While the country is waiting for the 
sea forces to meet, there is great ‘activ- 
ity among the army, and troops are 
being hurried south and west. Troops 
will be sent to control the Phillipine 
Islands and relieve Admiral Dewey, 
while another force is being 
ready to invade Cuba as soon 
perplexing questions of the Cape 
Verde fleet is settled. If the Span sh 
fleet is defeated, it means the end is in 
sight, but should the Americ: n fleet be 
defeated, which no one believes wil 
happen, it will mean but the beginning 
of a prolonged war.

| Says the Ships Should Be With Sampson or 


4 Schley. 


Washington, May 17.—Senator Grey 
and other influential men have made 
strong protests against the Columbla 
and other fine warships being kept on the 
New England coast when the enemy’s 
ships are in southern waters. Senator 
Grey had business with the president 
and called his attention to the matter, 

“It is stated that these ships are kept 
on the New England coast to allay ap- 
prehension,” said Mr. Grey. “Well, 
that is all foolishness. Here these ships 
are kept on this coast when there is not 
a particle of danger, while the Spanish 
squadron is not far from southern shores. 
I do not believe that anybody has an idea 
that the Spanish fleet would attempt 
to sail 3000 or 4000 miles from its present 
position to attack the New England 
coast and be without a base of supplies 
when it got there. While our ships 
remain on the New England coast the 
southern coast, much nearer to the 
Spanish, is unprotected. So is the coast 
of the middle Atlantic states. Our 
ships should be with one or the other 
squadrons.” 

It is said that several New England 
senators take the same ground as Sen- 
ator Grey. 

Spain's Reserve Fleet, 

Madrid, May 17.—A dispatch from 
Cadiz to El Heraldo de Madrid says the 
port authorities at Cadiz announce that 
the reserve fleet, composed of the first- 
{class battleship Pelayo, the armored 
cruisers Emperador Carlos V and the 
Alfonso XIII, the newly equipped cruis- 
ers Rapido and Patria, with the tor- 
pedo boat destroyers Audaz and Pro- 
eccrpina, will be ready for sea this week.

An Ironical Critic. 

London, May 17.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the movements of the Spanish 
fleets is held here to show that the 
science of naval scouting is still in its 
infancy.

The church and 
the Catholics are very anxious as to the 
fate of the Philippines on account 0 
these orders, which they consider have 
been the best auxillaries of Spanish 
rule since the discovery of the isands by 
Magellan. The Spaniards resent the 
idea of Protestant powers like the United 
States, Germany or England harboring 
designs against the archipelagos.” 


Doesn't Propose to Go. 

New York, May 17.—Major General 
Wesley Merritt may not goto the Philip- 
pine islands in command of the troops 
to be sent to the assistance of Rear 
Admiral Dewey and to take charge of 
the territory when in American posses- 
sion as military governor. Ever since 
his return from Washington, whither he 
was summoned last week for conference, 
General Merritt has been busily arrang- 
ing for his departure.

When seen by a reporter, General Mer- 
ritt gave the first intimation of the pos- 
sibility of his not assuming the new 
duties. “I may not go to the Philip- 
pines at all,” said he. “It is proposed to 
give me 15,000 men, 1000 of them regulars 
and the rest volunteers who have had 
little opportunity for training and dis- 
cipline. I have asked the department 
for at least 4000 more regular troops for 
I believe that they will be required. 
The only way I could get more regular 
troops would be to take them from the 
army now in Florida for Cuban in- 
vasion; but I feel that I do not want to 
go on this expedition unless I have an 
entirely adequate force. The depart- 
ment promises to send on fhore men, but 
history and experience show that in such 
expeditions all depends on the first force 
sent. General Otis may be willing to go 
on with only 1000 trained men and 14,000 
undisciplined ones, but I am not. Ido 
not propose to go without a force that is 
suitable to my rank.” 


May Do Coast Duty. 

Boston, May 17.—Military men at the 
state house do not think the first heavy 
artillery or the Ninth regiment, under 
the orders issued Sunday, will go south 
at all. The instructions are clear that 
one regiment is to go to Chickamauga 
park and that the Sixth is to go to Wash- 
ington; but different construction is 
put upon the clause directing the va- 
rious commands to report to department 
commanders. Under the head, “to de- 
partment commanders,” Massachusetts 
has two regiments. This is taken here 
to mean that two of the Massachusetts 
regiments are to report to General Mer- 
ritt at ..ew York undoubtedly for At- 
lantic coast defence, General Merritt be- 
ing the department commander of that 
division. If this is the correct inter- 
pretation of the orders, then the First 
and Ninth will be stationed for the time 
being along the Atlantic seaboard, either 
in this commonwealth, or further up or 
down the coast. It has all along been 
promised by the military men of the 
State that the First would be kept here 
for coast defense. 

Provisional regiments are to be raised 
as necessity demands, and the same 
will be entirely distinct from the ex- 
isting militia. In other words, the old 
companies will not be used as a basis for 
the provisional companies. Members 
or officers of the militia who did not pass 
the examinztions and were thereby de- 
prived from enlisting in the United 
States service will be given the prefer- 
ence of the provisional militia as con- 
templated. 


Of to Chickamauga. 

Concord, N. H., May 17.—The First 
New Hampshire volunteers received 
their ammunition last evening, 10 rounds 
to each man, and the regiment was ready 
to start forChickamauga. Reveille was 
sounded this morning at 4 o'clock, and 
the troops marched into the city at 10, 
being met by an escort including the 
G. A. R. posts, forces from the police and 
fire departments, and the postoffice, the 
high school (adets, the Wonolancet club 
and other oiganizattons. The day was 
practically a holiday in the city, as the 
schools closed and many of the manu- 
facturing establishments were shut 
down. The event of the day was the 
review by Covernor Ramsdell and the 
presentation of the flag to the regiment 
by Moses Humphrey. This ceremony 
completed, the troops marched to the 
depot, where a special train awaited 
them. 


Exerelses In the Open Air. 

Raleigh, N. C., May 17.—The United 
States and North Carolina yesterd: 
paid noble tribute to the memory of the 
gallant ensign, Worth Bagley, the first 
officer killed in the war with Spain. 
Nothing to approach the funeral pageant 
was ever geen here. The love of all 
classes of people for the dead officer 
was shown in the stream of callers and 
the wealth of floral tributes. The lat- 
ter came from near and far, and most of 
them were red, white and blue. 

The body emained at the house until 
2:30 in the afternoon, when it was taken 
to the capitol and placed in the rotunda, 
which was draped in the national and 
state colors. A steady stream of peo- 
ple flowed by for two hours. The face 
Was not exposed. It had been reported 
that it was disfigured by the explosion 
of the shell, but this was inaccurate. 
The face wor€ a smile. The casket was 
removed from the rotunda at 5 o’clock 
and placed in front of the statue of 
Washington, where the exercises were 
held in the presence of the family, the 
city clergy and 10,000 people, including 
all the federal, state and city officials,

betting at 100 to 50, but owing to the! 
difference in the weights ‘of the contes- 
tants all bets were declared off before | 
the boys began the fight. 

It was a pretty contest all through, 
and if it were not for Kelly's tactics 
in the patter part of the bout, when }e 
frequently grabbed Sullivan's arms, the 
referee's decision might have been a 
draw. Fully 5000 persons witnessed the 
three contests on the bill. Among those 
present were prominent horse owners, 
bookmakers, jockeys and trainers. 

In the 20th round neither showed much 
of the effects of their hard work. Kelly 
jabbed his right on the neck and Sulli- 
van countered on the face with his left. 
Dave led for the stomach and got a hard 
left on the face. Kelly again grabbed 
Sullivan's arm and looked towards the 
referee. Kelly slipped to his knees on 
the ropes, but regained his feet instant- 
ly. Sullivan planted a very hard straight 
left on.the mouth and followed with 
several jabs on the same spot. Kelly 
managed to get back with one left on the 
face. This was all Sullivan’s round. 

When the gong ended the bout there 
were cries of “Kelly,” “Kelly,” and coun- 
ter cries of “Sullivan wins.” Some peo- 
ple thought that Kelly was given the 
fight and “Spike” Sullivan jumped into 
the ring to protest. He was put out by 
the police, and soon as partial order was 
restored Announcer Harvey said: “The 
referee decides that Sullivan has won.” 
The decision was not a popular one. 


To Exclude the Insane. 

Washington, May 17.—Representative 
Danford of Illinois, chairman of the 
house committee on immigration, has in- 
troduced a bill to amend the immigra- 
tion laws. It adds to the excluded 
classes of aliens all persons who have 
been confined to an insane asylum, or 
who have been insane before landing 
here, or who shall within two years af- 
ter arrival become insane, unless the in- 
sanity is due to causes arising subse- 
quent to arrival. 

The section to facilitate enforcement of 
the immigration and contract labor 
acts is amended by adding required 
Btatements as to each immigrant 
“whether ever insane or confined in an 
asylum for the insane.” Aliens falling 
under this prohibition, whose return to 
the country migrated from is provided 
for, shall on proper demand be trans- 
ported back to that country by owners 
of any vessels doing business between 
any port of the United States and any 
foreign port in the line of travel to that 
country, companies or owners violating 
|these provisions to pay a fine of not ex- 
ceeding $500, the fine also to be a lien on 
any vessel of the company or owners 
found within the United States,

‘Christian Commission’? among the 
sailors of the late Civil 
war and how that this whole land res- 
ponded to its call for assistance. Every 
Every 
mind gave it its thought. It was an 
oragnization founded and in control 
tion through the International Com- 
mittee, 

Again, while in combat many Men 
will go to the front and face awful 
results for the honor of our country 
and flag, and it is no more than fitting 
that the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation should again be the pioneers in 
the field. 

As the soldiers and sailors are young 
men, and this association is the largest 
young men’s organization in the 
country, and has the facilities and 
buildings at the various points where 
bodies of soldiers are likely to be 
gathered; and branches in every part 
of the Union, and the precedent and 
inspiration afforded by the rep resenta- 
tives of the Association in the Civil 
war; it would seem eminently fit that 
this work should be again undertaken 
by the International Committee, who 
have named the following committee as 
the Army and Navy Committee: Hon. 
Alfred E. Marling chairman, C. W. 
McAlpin, W. E. Dodge, John J. Mc- 
Cook, W. D. Murray, John M. Foster, 
Joshua Levering, T. DeWitt Cuyler, 
Dwight L. Moody, General James A. 
Beaver, Henry M. Moore, Joseph 
Hardie, Maj Gen. O. O. Howard and 
several others representing nearly all 
the states in the Union. 

Perm‘ssion and authorization have 
been secured from the officials at Wash- 
ington, who have given their hearty 
endorsement to the plan. The move- 
ment now begun is not designed to 
stop with the war, but to be hereafter 
a permanent work in the regular army. 

The plan of the Army Committee is, 
therefore, to locate one or more large 
tents at each U.S. camp, with experi- 
enced general secretaries in charge, 
who will establish friendly relations 
with the soldiers, conduct the meetings 
and do personal work. The tents will 
be equipped to offer the soldiers a 
reading room, with the daily papers, 
magazines and other reading matter; 
games of skill and recreative sports; 
facilities for correspondence; entertain- 
ments; music; meetings and as many 
other social and religious privileges as 
possible, the aim being to make these 
places of resort, home-like and attrac- 
tive to the men and surround them 
with wholesome and uplifting  influ-

ences. 

Today large military camps exist in 
all our States, and from nearly every 
town and city young men are going 
into their country’s service. They are 
passing through a crisis in their lives. 
Away from home and church influ- 
ences, in the midst of demoralizing 
camp life, with many hours of the day 
in idleness, and yet making ready to 
face death by disease or battle, they 
will be easily influenced either for good 
or evil. 

This undertaking, so much needed 
will commend itself to every patriotic 
Christian. Churches, young people’s 
societies and individuals are requested 
io make offerings for the support of 
of Christian work at such camps as 
may be established. 

Bibles and testaments will be needed, 
and many other necessary requisites, 
but what is needed most is money. 
General Secretary Hoehn of the local 
association can furvish any information 
desired. The Ledger will take up the 
matter and urges its readers to respond 
to this call. Checks may be made pay- 
able to the “ Army Committee” of 
Quincy Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, and should be forwarded to the 
publishers of the Ledger, Geo. W. Pres- 
cott & Son, acknowledgment of which 
will be made daily in the Ledger. 

It might be well to add that the 
post office at the various camps will be 
at the Y. M. C. A. tents, and the 
National Society of Christian Endeavor 
has decided to co-operate with the 
Association in this work.

WAR BALLOON FOR CUBA. 


| 
It Will Be a Means of Keeping a ce 
Lookout Over the Country. 

A big war balloon will accompany 
the army of invasion of Cuba and pro- 
vide a means of keeping a sharp look- | 
out over the country within a radius of 
40 miles of the armed and intrenched 
camp which will be established there. 
The balloon to be used is the only one 
possessed by the army, although two| 
others are in the process of SABRE 
ture, and they will also be sent to Cuba 
when they are completed, probably in 
the course of 20 days. This military 
balloon was formerly at Denver and was 
brought east for the defense of New 
York harbor, where experiments with 
it under the direction of Lieutenant 
Maxwell of the signal corps haye been 
in progress recently. 

The comprehensive system of tele- 
phonic and telegraphic communication 
already established at that harbor ren- 
dered the uses of the balloon superfiu- 
ous, the range of vision of the signal- 
men utilizing it from the Staten Island 
station barely exceeding that of the 
lookouts in the outer range of forts. 
The excellence of the mosquito fleet sys- 
tem off the harbor also contributed to 
render balloon work at New York un- 
necessary, the enemy necessarily ad- 
vancing from the open sea. In Cuba, 
however, the conditions will be re- 
versed, the enemy being in possession 
of the interior of the country and cut 
off from distant vision by the ranges of 
hills. With the balloon it will be pos- 
sible to keep aclose watch by day as 
well as by night and thereby minimize 
the chances of a surprise.—Richard Lee 
Fearn in Chicago Record.

TELLS OF GOMEZ’S JOY. 


American Visitor In Cuba Writes of Scenes 
at the Camp. 

The story of the reception by Gomez's 
army of the news of congress’ resolu- 
tion to expel the Spaniards from Cuba 
is related in a letter recently received 
in Chicago from Fred Clarke, a former 
St. Louis newspaper man. The letter 
bore the postmark of Kingston, Jamaica. 
Mr. Clarke has been representing an 
American sugar house in the Antilles, 
and boasts of a personal acquaintance 
with the great leader of the army of 
liberation. 

At the time the communication from 
the Cuban junta at Key West arrived at 
Gomez’s headquarters, Mr. Clarke says, 
he was in the camp at Cayaguani, Santa 
Clara province. Part of the letter is as 
follows: 

“*It was about 4 o'clock the afternoon 
of April 22 when ascout came hurrying 
in through the camp with dispatches in 
bis hand. It was the first news the com- 
mander in chief had received from the 
United States since a brief of McKin- 
ley’s last message had been forwarded 
to him. Gomez's eyes fairly blazed with 
delight. He examined the seals on the 
dispatches, perused them again, as if 
his sense of sight bad betrayed him, and 
then tossed his hat in the air like a 10-

| year-old boy. The aid-de-camp seized 


the dispatches and sounded the signal 
of alarm by striking a huge bell. In- 
stantly the area reserved for the officers 
was crowded with soldiers. Gomez’s aid 
stood on the log and shouted out the 
word that made history. I hastened into 
the tent of the commander in chief. 
Gomez's face was buried in his hands. 
He was weeping for joy.’’ Mr. Clarke 
paid a high tribute to the courage of the 
Cuban soldier.—Kansas City Times.

WAGES IN COTTON MILLS. 


Leport of a Legislative Committee Thay 
Investigated the Reduction. 

Boston, May 13.—The findings of the 
labor committee in its inquiry as to the 
causes of the reduction in wages in cot- 
ton mills have been embodied in a con- 
servative report to the general court. 
On the question of salaries paid to of- 
ficers of the mills the committee says: 
“We have not been able to get any 
definite testimony as to the salaries of 
the officials from the officials them- 
selves, but have some indirect infor- 
mation which leads to the conclusion 
that the salaries paid are, on the whole, 
very good, and some are large.” : 

The report reviews the situation 
minutely and finds that the principal 
cause of the reduction is the great in- 
crease in production of cotton goods at 
a time of widespread business depres- 
sion, and the competition arising there- 
from. It also shows that some of the 
mills have not used sufficient of their 
earnings in repairs and improvements, 
and bec#use of this have continued to 
make the more common — when the 
growing demands of business have been 
for finer and better grades. 

The report says in part: “The com- 
mittee believes that if nothing else has 
been accomplished as the result of the 
extended hearings given, both employ- 
es and employers understand conditions 
better than they did before. The com- 


mittee acknowledges that the southern| Spr 


mills are large competitors in business, 
but not sufficiently in the opinion of the 
committee to menace the industry in 
New England seriously. Wages paid 
cotton operatives in Massachusetts are 
substantiaMy the same as those psid in 
other New England cities. In the south 
they are much less. On the whole the 
committee-§nds that there is no over- 
capitalization. The stock quotations 
have fallen off somewhat, but do not 
show a proportional decline. This indi- 
cates that the holders believe that the 
adverse conditions are not permanent.” 

Concerning Massachusetts laws gov- 
erning the hours of labor the geport 
Says: “It is urged on the part of the 
manufacturers that the law limiting the 
hours of labor of women and children 
to 58 hours per week be repealed. We 
have hear@ both partieswery fully on this 
question, and think the law should re- 
main as & is, because we think that all 
§@e goods the markets require can be 
produceé in shorter hours than at pres- 
ent prevail, and that other states should 
reduce the labor hours to the Massa- 
chusetts standard. We are informed 
that the mills in other New England 
States are in no better condition than 
those here, and so concludes that they 
derive no benefit from the longer hours 
they run. The employes, on their part, 
ask for some amendment and addition 
to the labor laws; but wethink the pres- 
ent time, so soon after the business de- 
pression, is not favorable to the enact- 
ment of further limitation upon the 
rights of capital.” 


National Lawmakers. 

Washington, May 18.—Considerable 
progress was made by the senate in on- 
sidering the war revenue measure. Mr. 
Jones presented the views of the Dem- 
ocratic members of the finance com- 
mittee. He maintained that the taxes 
imposed by the bill ought to be levied 
upon property and not consumption; 
that the policy of the Republican party 
always had been to impose taxes upon 
consumption, while that of the Demo- 
cratic party was to impose it upon prop- 
erty. He believed that taxation that 
would raise $150,000,000 would be amply 
sufficient to be carried by this bill, and 
he said that, if the exigencies of the war 
should demonstrate that more money 
was needed, congress could provide it 
later. He opposed the preposition te 
issue bonds and certificates of indebt- 
edness far in excess of the requirements 
of the war, and declared a peference for 
increased taxation. 

A bill was passed providing that the 
pay and allowance of the voiunteers en- 
listed in the United States army shall 
begin on the day of their enrollment 
at the state eamps, with a proviso that 
volunteer troops sent to the Philippines 
may draw a month's pay in advance 
It was explained that the bill applied only 
to those who had as volunteers entered 
the United States army. 

Two important bills affecting labor 
were passed by the house—one limiting 
the labor of persons employed upon 
government works and in government 
service to eight hours daily and the other 
providing for the appointment of a non- 
partisan labor commission to consider 
legislative problems affecting labor, 


Bolt at a Convention. 

New Bedford, Mass., May 18.—The 
Thirteenth district Democratic congress- 
fonal convention held yesterday after- 
noon was attended by scenes of con- 
fusion and excitement, and ended in the 
bolting of a majority of the delegates 
and the placing of a second candidate in 
nomination. 

Patrick J. Doyle of Fall River was 
chairman of the regular convention and 
James W. Murphy secretary, and there 
were 46 delegates present. The first 
ballot for a nominee for congressman 
showed 48 votes cast, 26 for Charles S. 
Randall, who is a Republican ex-con- 
gressman, and 22 for Charles T. Luce of 
this city. Amid cries of “fraud” and 
“traitors,” and after much wrangling, 
in which the New Bedford delegates ac- 
cused those of Fall River of voting for 
Mr. Randall, a second ballot was taken, 
resulting: Randall, 25; Luce, 20; John 
I. Bryant of Fairhaven, 1. 

The convention then adjourned, and 
the bolters, 27 in number, repaired to 
another hall, where John N. O'Brien of 
this city was choyen chairman and Henry 
W. Butler secretary. Mr. Luce was 
placed in nomination for congressman.

FIRE IN JEWELRY TOWN. 


' Three Thousand Workmen Are Without 
Means of Employment. 

Attleboro, Mass., May 18.—The catas- 
trophe that for years has been feared 
because of the crowded situation of the 
jewelry factories of Attleboro came te a 
dread reality early this morning. The 
fine factories on Mill street caught fire 
fat 12:30 o'clock and were burned to the 
ground with their entire contents. Very 
little of a property worth $1,000,000 was 
saved. Three thousand skilled work- 
men are thereby thrown out of employ- 
ment with little hope of soon obtaining 
means of livelihood. 

Four large factories, several smaller 
ones, a dozen or 15 dwelling houses, four 
or five barns, marble works, carpen- 
ter shops, and several other buildings of 
various character were destroyed at 
1:30 o'clock this morning—just one short 
hour after the fire was first discovered. 

The majority of the shops in the sec- 
tion destroyed were in charge of a 
‘watchman, whe also has the care of the 
‘res in the boiler rooms. The watch- 
man was startled by an explosion, and 
on investigation he saw the whole north 
gnd of the Bates & Bacon watchcase 
building a mass of flames. In half an 
hour four shops were totally destroyed 
and the flames had spread to nearly a 
score of buildings. At 2:30 o'clock the 
fire was under control, but it had then 
swept almost everything within an area 
of four acres.

Extracts ftom the Laws of this Commonwealth, 
VERY Owner or keeper of a dog of three 
“4 months old or over, shall annually on or 

before the 30th Day of April, cause it to be Reg- 
istered, Numbered, Described and Licensed for 
one year from the first day of the ensuing May, 
in the office of the clerk of the city or town 
wherein said dog is kept, and shall cause it to 
wear around its neck a collar distinctly marked 
with its owner's name and its registered num- 
ber. 

Any owner of a dog may at any time have it 
licensed until the first day of the ensuing May; 
and a person becoming the owner or keeper of a 
dog after the first day of May, not duly licensed, 
shall cause it to be registered, numbered, de- 
scribed and licensed as provided in the preced- 
ing section. 

The fee for every license shall be two dollars 
for a male dog and five dollars for a female dog. 

Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the pro- 
visions of this chapter shall forfeit Fifteen Dol- 
lars, five dollars of which shall be paid to the 


complainant and ten dollars to the treasurer of 


the county in which the dog is kept. 

Every owner or keeper of dogs kept for breed- 
ing purposes may receive annually a special 
license authorizing him to keep such dogs upon 
the’premises described in such license. When 
the number of dogs so kept does not exceed five, 
the fee for such license shall be Twenty-Five 
Dollars; when the number of dogs so kept 
exceeds five, the fee shall be Fifty Dollars, and 
no fee shal! be required for the dogs of such 
owner or keeper, under the age of six months. 

Any owner or keeper of a dog not duly 
licensed, which becomes three months old after 
the thirtieth day of April in any year, shall, 
whenever it is three months old, cause it to be 
registered, numbered, described and licensed 


until the first day of the ensuing May, as pro- 
vided in section eighty of chapter one hundred 


and two of the Public Statutes, and shall cause 


it to wear around its neck a collar, distinctly 
marked with its owner’s name and its registered 


number.

Spain Secures a Coaling Station 
Near Newfoundland. 


London, May 19—A dispatch from 
Montreal says that a coal supply depot 
for the Spanish Cadiz squadron has 
been secured near the French coast at 
St. Pierre Miquelon off the coast of 
Newfoundland and that it is believed 
that the squadron will soon arrive and 
after coaling will proceed against the 
Atlantic coast cities.

For Coast Defence. 

Boston, May 19—The coast towns 
and cities of the state feel more secure 
with the appointment of Commander 
Smith W. Nichols, U. S. N. retired, an 
experienced man, to have charge of 
the coast defence of Massachusetts. 

He is at present a resident of Dor- 
chester.

From January to July, 1865, he was 
on the Passaic with the South Atlantic 
blockading squadron, and received the 
commission of Lieutenant Commander 
July 25, 1866, serving afterward on the 
Shenandoah, on the Asiatic station; 
was on special duty in Boston in 1868; 
op the Terror in 1870; at the Charles- 
town Navy Yard 1871-72; on the 
Omaha on the South Pacific Station 
1872-74; did the ordnance duty at 
Boston in 1876; was commissioned as 
commander April 26, 1876; Lighthouse 
Inspector 1876-79, and was retired in 
April, 1882.

-lressed the Senare In Favor of the 
War Revense Bill. 
shington, May 19.—In beginning his 
ad ss on the bill for war revenue yes- 
ay, Senator Turpie deciared that it 
Was very easy to say that the country 
Was at war and that the congress must 
supply the money for its conduct; but 
this was not the language of statesman- 
ship. It must be realized that depen- 
dence could not be placed upon the Ding- 
ley bill for war revenues, for the bill was 
not what its promoters had expected it 
would be. “It is an excrescence,” Mr. 
Turpie said, “as it has always been an 
anomaly.’ Mr. Turpie thought the tax 
on succession was one of the best fea- 
tures of the bill. It was a tax on ac- 
cumulation, while the tax on beer and 
tobacco Wasa tax onconsumption. The 
senat rongly urged the proposed tax 
on corporations, estimating that this 
provision would yield $100,000,000 and 
the inheritance tax $50,000,000 more. This 
would supply the amount necessary to 
be raised by taxation. The remaining 
$150,000,000 necessary could be raised by 
the coinage of the silver seigniorage 
and the issue of legal tender notes. The 
majority of the finance committee had 
deemed it wise to propose the coinageof 
the seigniorage in deference to the 
wishes of the 15,000,000 citizens who in the 
last national campaign had made evi- 
dent their desire for such coinage. The 
section of the bill providing for the issue 
of greenbacks was proposed by the ma- 
jori of the committee as a substituta 
for the bond section of the bill as it came 
from the house. He thought it ought 
to be revised, and that the government 
should be provided with sufficient money 
to pay its expenses. Mr. Turpie said 
that the pending bill carried a provision 
for a basketful of certificates of indebt- 
edness in order to meet the deficiencies 
caused by the Dingley law The Demo- 
crats had been sharply criticised be- 
sause of the monthly deficiency of the 
io-called Wilson law, but the Dingley 
aw was showing similar deficits with- 
out criticism. Now it was proposed in 
‘he pending war measure to take care 
Wf all the Dingley law deficits with the 
ertificates of indebtedness. 


SENATOR TURPIE.

a Spanish Mob, 


Refused to Load a British 
Vessel For America. 


Threa‘ened to Kill the Crew and Desiroy the 
Craft. . 


Baltimere, May 19.—Captain Wood of 
a British steamship, which has arrived 
here from Huelva, reports that he had 
an eventful experience in the Spanish 
port. He reached there April 22 to take 
on a cargo of 3200 tons of sulphur for 
Baltimore. Public sentiment was run- 
ning high against America and Ameri- 
cans, and he gave it out that his cargo 

He had 
when he 


was destined for Rotterdam. 
loaded 2200 tons by April 27, 
thought it discrete to leave. 

“When the Spaniards found out I 
was going to the United States,” said 
Captain Wood, “they became wild with 
rage and refused to put another pound of 
cargo into the ship. A mob came down 
to the dock and began rioting. They 
were with sticks and stones, as 
well big knives. They expressed 
hatred for Englishmen just as much as 
for Americans and declared they would 
destroy my ship and all on board. I 
decided to get away as soon as possible. 

“T gave orders to get ready for seaand 
visited the Venezuelan consul, who rep- 
resents the Unted States government, to 
have my papers attested. I no sooner 
left the ship than a crowd began fol- 
lowing me, hooting and jeering. Ireached 
the Albion hotel, where the consulate 
is located. The fast increasing mob 
gathered outside the hotel, and when 
they discovered I was in conversation 
with the consul of Venezuela’ they 
stormed the place. The American fiag 
which was in the consul's office was 
torn into ribbons and trodden upon in the 
streets, and the American coat of arms 
was shattered. The eagle was kicked in 
the mud and spat upon. The mob went 
forme. They bombarded the hotel with 
stones and smashed every window in it. 
They threw a dozen or more huge stones 
at me, several of which just grazed my 
head. They then drew murderous- 
looking knives, and, declaring I was an 
American, tried to kill me. I slipped out 
of the back way, and by making a detour 
reached my ship unmolested. 

“As soon as I got aboard I heard the 
mob coming down the quay yelling like 
mad to renew the attack. I ordered the 
lines cast off, and as the tug was along- 
side we were soon out of their reach. 
We went out a little way and anchored, 
after which T got back ashore on the tug 
and secured my papers, and we sailed 
immediately.

Washington, May 19.—The British am- 
bassador, Sir Julian Pauncefote, was 
amused at published reports that he had 
been asked by the state department to 
have Mr. Polo, Spain’s former repre- 
sentative here, expelled from Cdnada on 
the ground that he was directing a sys- 
tem of spying. The subject has never 
been mentioned between the state de- 
partment and the ambassador. From 
the standpoint of the British officials, 
Polo’s course in Canada may be open to 
criticism in the matter of good taste and 
diplomatic usage, but it does not involve 
any breach of law which could receive 
attention at the hands of the British 
authorities. 

The lecture of Dubosc, first secretary 
of the former Spanish legation, severely 
riticising several members of the Ameri- 
can congress, has been received in 
pamphlet form at several of the em- 
bassies and legations here. The use of 
the mails for circulating this kind of a 
document may involve an offense on the 
part of Mr. Dubosc, of which the Cana- 
dian law would take cognizance. The 
understanding here is that Polo and his 
entire retinue are about to sail for Spain, 
and the disposition in official and diplo- 
matic circles is to have them go with- 
out any delay for inquiry or prosecution. 


A Statute on Enemy’s Ships. 

Washington, May 19.—It will be good 
news to the families and friends of the 
men on Dewey's fleet to know that they 
have not been altogether debarred from 
naval prize money, and that they are to 
have something more substantial than 
a medal! and the praise of their country- 
men for the destruction of the Spanish 
fleet at Manilaon Mayl.

Two Continents, 


Vice President Regards the 
Death as a Calamity. 


Family Likely to Waive Objections to a 
National Funeral. 


London, May 20.—The universal ex- 
pression of grief and sympathy gathers 
volume hourly. Memoirs and reminis- 
cences of Mr, Géadstone are flooding the 
press, which everywhere shows column 
rules reversed. Almost every court in 
Europe has wired condolences. 

Vice Presidant Hobart cables The 
Chronicle as follows: “Not even In his 
own land was Mr. Gladstone more 
highly esteemed and venerated than in 
the United States. His death has been 
well-nigh a national calamity to us, and 
it occurred at a time when our people 
are closely drawn by ties of sympathy 
and mutual interest toward the nation 
to which his long career of public use- 
fulness was so generously dedicated.” 

Captain Alfred T. Mahan, the naval 
expert, cabled: ‘The thing that always 
most impressed me was the profound 
homage his massive intellect paid to the 
christian scheme of faith. That an 
ever-deepening faith in thought and 
practice should be the result in sucha 
brain of so long an experience of public 
life will perhaps be the most lasting and 
the deepest liwluence left by this very 
great man.” 

Sir Henry Irving, in a sympathetic 
tribute on behalf of his profession, says: 
“Mr. Gladstone took the interest in the 
theater and in the piece he was witness- 
ing, upon which his remarks were always 
characteristic. For example, when see- 
ing ‘King Lear’ he remarked that he was 
surprised at the lack of patriotism 
shown to be existing at the time of the 
play when the invader was made wel- 
come.” 

Francis Kossuth, leader of the Hun- 
garian party advocating an independent 
Hungary, says: “Mr. Gladstone per- 
sonified the typical Englishman. His 
death is a blow to all lovers of freedom 
in Europe. 

The body was removed to the large 
bedroom today and placed tn an oak 
coffin surmounted by an oak cross, ex- 
tending nearly the whole length of the 
lid.

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HONORED IN BUFFALO 


Jacob Scheakelberser pak An Opeu ie oe to the Grocers! News Germs aan All Parts of 


Away Mourned by Many. 


We note by the Buffalo, N. Y., 
Daily Times of Wednesday the death 
of the father of Mr. Albert T. Schen- 
kelberger of this city, one of Buffalo’s 
most honored German-American citi- 
zens, who served in the army, and who 
had an excellent record asa pension 
agent. z 

The Times says: Generous, good 
hearted, genial Jacob Schenkelberger 
has been gathered to his fathers. As 
brave a man as ever breathed the breath 
of God’s pure air, he served through- 
out the Civil War, earning a record for 
himself that was the pride of all. 

Always ready to be of assistance to 
the needy and the suffering, his death 
will cause sorrow in many a humble 
home where his beneficence has been 
the means of saving many from want 
and starvation. Few,if any men, in 
this city were better known than he. 
In every quarter good words were 
spoken of him and his death will be 
mourned by a great multitude of 
people. 

As Pension Agent he was always 
obliging and considerate. The old pen- 
sioners had a friend at court when he 
was around and they, many of them 
old comrades in arms, will mourn his 
loss. 

When the grim monster, Death, first 
made his appearance, he bore his suf- 
ferings and tribulations with a fortitude 
that was remarkable in the extreme. 
In life he was a brave man, a man in 
whose vocabulary the word of fear, un- 
less it be fear of his Maker, was miss- 
ing, and as such he died. 

Jacob Schenkelberger came to Buf- 
falo, more than half a century ago, in 
1845. He was bora in Harxheim, Hes- 
sen-Darmstadt, Germany, May 7, 1535. 

He attended Schreck’s private school 
and public school No. 12 in this city. 
When the war broke out be went to the 
front as lieutenant in Battery I. Ist 
New York Artillery, and served in 
every engagement in which his battery 
participated, up to and including the 
second battle of Bull Run. His experi- 


ence and heroism in that sanguinary 
struggle have been made a thrilling 


story which has been often told. Left 
with orders to hold an exposed posi- 
tion, and apparently forgotten by the 
staff officer, he held it with the greatest 
bravery until one of his legs was shat- 
tered. For twelve hours he lay on the 
battlefield, and when finally found and 
taken tothe surgeons, there was no 
thought that his recovery was possible, 
but he survived the amputation and 
eventually returned to his home. He 
received his discharge at Washington 
on November 17, 1862. 

From 1863° until 1868 he was it 
charge of the New York State Arsenal 
at Buffalo. Subsequently he turned 
his attention to the hotel business and 
for many years Schenkelberger’s res- 
taurant at Ziegele’s Hall was a most 
popular place. In 1888 President 
Cleveland appointed him United States 
Pension Agent at Buffalo, his term ex- 
tending from May 1, to January 
3, 1893, in President Harrison’s admin- 
istration. Since then he has lived a re- 
tired life. He leaves a wife and six 
children. He was a member of the 
Military Order, Loyal Legion and Chap- 
in Post, No. 2, G. A. R.

RARLY CLOSING. 


of the City. 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

The subject of early closing is at 
hand, and is one that admits of more 
consideration than the time I have to- 
day will permit me to make. In this 
progressive age, when the existing 
conditions in the different branches of 
trade and skilled labor are vasily im- 
proved as compared with days gone by, 
grocers must admit that the clerks are 
plodding away at the same old gait, 
hustling from 80 to 90 hours a week 
as compared with from 50 to 60 hours, 
which is the average that the stone- 
cutters and ordinary laborer works. 

The grocery clerk not only has long 
hours, but he performs hard manual 
labor, as compared with the workmen 
in other business. He yets less salary, 
wearsout more clothes, and in fact 
comes as near living a life of drudgery 
as any intelligent man who earns an 
honest living. 

The most forcible argument that 
presents itself under this head is, where- 
in lies the remedy? I say, in organiza- 


tion. Workmen in other trades are or- 
ganized and receive great benefits 


therefrom, but it seems the world over, 
that the fate of the grocery clerk is to 
work late and efrly for in many cases 
only sufficient salary to keep body and 
soul together. 

What are the conditionsarising from 
this state of affairs? There is nota man 
within the limit of our city that can de- 
ny the assertion I make, that not over 
twenty per cent. of the salesmen em- 
ployed in the grocery business are com- 
petent to judge the value of teas, cof- 
fees, spices and many other items re- 
quiring study and ski | in putting a true 


value on. 

The long hours which the 
clerk putsin at the store, unfits him 
at the end of the day to devote any 
time to study. The small wages re- 
ceived for his work offers no induce- 
ment for him to post himself intelli- 
gently as to the growth of tea, the 
cultivation of coffee, or the adulteration 
of spices. The employment of green 
help at about the 
thoroughly trained clerk receives, pre- 
vents many young men who would pur- 
sue these studies from going ahead. 
In these days of wooden nutmegs, and 
manufactured coffee beans, the average 
clerk simply submits to existing cir- 
cumstances, and plods away from early 
morning until late at night, going home 
for supper almost at bed-time, and 
arising at daylight to begin the battle 
over again. Working on Saturday al- 
most a day anda half, and feeling so 
tired and worn out on Sundays that 
when he does not indulge in the wrong 
pleasures to drive his tired feeling away 
he may go to church to yawn or sleep 
feeling too tired to follow inteliigently 
the sermon which is provided for his

good, 
I say in all sincerity, that the sooner 
grocery clerks join the Clerks’ union 


the better. It will be better for the 
grocer’s own interest. He will be 
benefitted from this state of affairs just 
as soon as you will demand it. Chase 
the green! orn out of your business 
who gives 18 ounces to the pound. 
He is morally as bast as the clerk who 
| gives 5 1-2 ounces of nutmegs for a 
quarter of a paseo This is the result 
of employing poor help, nct educated 
to the business, and who are too care- 
less to devote any study to it. A dago 
in the trenches works fewer hours, 
works no harder, and receives more 
pay for his work than the average 
grocery clerk. Let this cease, and let 
the conditions be improved. With 
shorter hours to work and more time 
to study, grocers will get more intelli- 
gent clerks. Grocers will 
as merchants, receive many benefits, 
and will be encouraging a work which 
will be a credit to them from a moral 
as well as from a busiaess standpoint: 
Hoping grocers will consider this, as 
for their own benefit as well as the 
employes,

| Interesting Items From the Georgia Ex- 


periment Station. 

On putting in the seed they should not 
be spared. Field mice, crows, pigeons, 
poultry and other depredators frequent- 
ly prevent a perfect stand when but 
few seed are used, and the time lost 
when replanting is found necessary can 
never be regained. Twenty seed to the 
hill are not too many. Thirty would be 
preferable to less than 20. They should 
be planted by hand, and the method 
ordinarily pursued is to pash each seed 
separately down into the mellow soil 
with the forefinger. 

Some growers instead of making one 
planting of a large number of seed pre- 
fer to put in half a dozen seed only at a 
time, say on the south side of the hill, 
and in a week or so, without waiting 
for the first seed to come up, making 
another planting on che west side, fol- 
lowed by a third and fourth planting at 
intervals on the other two sides, until 
a stand is secured. Thus no time is lost. 

Be sure to plant shallow. Pushing 
the seed in to too great a depth is a very 
common fault, even with experienced 
manipulators. It “must be remembered 
that the ground is comparatively cold 
at planting time, and as the surface of 
the soil of course warms up sooner than 
the lower strata the seed should receive 
the benefit of the daily increasing tem- 
perature as soon as possible. Therefore 
an inch is abundantly deep. This will 
insure sufficient moisture and yet leave 
the seed close enough to the surface to| 
respond readily to the sun’s warmth as| 
the season advances. 

As soon as the seed are well up they 
should be thinned down to three or 
four plants to the hill, and a little later 
Some growers 
are in the habit of leaving two vines tc 
the hill, but while by this practice they 
certainly get more vines and sometimes, 
too, more melons the latter are always 
smaller and less salable than when one 
lusty vine has the bill and the fertilizer 
all to itself. 

Old melon growers never plow their 
plats while the dew is on the vines, but 
wait until midday before putting in the 
plow. To what extent the crop would 
be injured, if at all, by early morning

A J. M’LAURIN. 

Senator McLaurin, in advocating the 
Democratic amendments, said that there 
was an influence at work in this country 
more powerful than the president, more 
potent than congress. It was the silent, 
secret influence of the money power, 
which was endeavoring to force an issue 
of bonds. Once the senate, the forum 
of the people, yielded to the clamor and 
became entangled in the meshes of the 
money octopus, the people would suffer 
indeed. “There is an army in this coun- 
try,” said he, “just as anxious to raid the 
United States treasury as our volunteers 
are to raid Cuba. These jobbers and 
speculators form a greater menace to us 
than the war with Spain.” Hestrongly 
urged the adoption of the proposition to 
issue legal tender notes. ‘It is the deal- 
ers in futures,” declared Mr. McLaurin; 
“the financial speculators and cormor- 
ants, the transportation companies, the 
manufacturers of ammunition who make 
money out of the war—upon these the 
financial burdens of the war ought to 
fall, and not upon the families of the 
men who go to the front to fight for their 
country.” 


The rising of Mr. Tongue (Rep., Ore.) 
to a question of personal privilege to 
answer a circular now being circulated 
in his district injected interest into the 
house proceedings. The circular in ques- 
tion, he said, was an anonymous docy- 
ment attacking his record in the present 
congress, and contained no statement 
that was not wholly orin part false. He 
read from the circular and replied to the 
charges that were being used for the al- 
leged purpose of accomplishing his de- 
feat. Mr. Tongue asserted that the 
circular was being sent out with the ap- 
parent sanction of the Democratic con- 
gressional committee, and he supposed 
it was the deliberate work of senators 
and members of the house. He was pro- 
ceeding to criticise Senator White, chair- 
man of the committee, when the speaker 
called him to order. 

When Mr. Tongue concluded, Mr.

Being members of the committee 
in question, they made areffort to have 
the circular read in full in order to get 
itin the Record. A point of order against 
the reading was made and sustained, 
Mr. Handy remarking meantime that 
the gentleman’s statement seemed like 
“a clear case of confession and avoid- 
ance.” Then the house adjourned until 
Monday. 

Mr. Grosvenor called up the labor ar- 
bitration bill as amended and passed by 
the senate. In reply to a question from 
Mr. Livingston, intimating that he 
wanted the bill to make arbitration com- 
pulsory instead of discretionary, Mr. 
Grosvenor said: “If the gentleman will 
declare his willingness to vote to make 
arbitration of labor disputes compulsory 
and will put himself in the line of fire 
from the labor organizations, I want to 
say he will need a search warrant to 
hold a funeral over his political am- 
bition.” The bill was passed, 


Tornado In Three States, 

Milwaukee, May 20.—Ieowa leads the 
list with 19 fatalities as a partial result 
of the devastating effects of the tornado 
that overspread parts of three states. 
Fourteen deaths are reported in Illinois. 
Wisconsin reports nine known dead, with 
unconfirmed stories bringing the total 
in that state up to 37. 

In Wisconsin the storm was more vio- 
lent than anywhere else, but it origi- 
nated in the lumbering districts of the 
northern counties, swept along the line 
of the “Soo” road and spent its force in 
the pines, Nine people are known to 
have been killed. There are vague re- 
ports to the effect that 18 bodies of lum- 
bermen from a camp near Heafford 
Junction are lying in the railway station 
at that place. It is stated, too, that 10 
lumbermen were killed near Elmshurst. 
The property damaged in Wisconsin, 
while quite heavy, will doubtless fall 
much below that done in the fertile farm- 
ing districts along the Mississippi in 
Iowa and Illinois,

Boston, May 20.—The representatives 
of nearly all the state organizations in 
which women are active workers met at 
the state house yesterday in response 
to a call by the Massachusetts Volunteer 
Aid association for the purpose of ar- 
ranging for the aid of the children of 
the soldiers of the state at the front. 
Eben S. Draper, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the association, 
presided, and for an hour listened to all 
sorts of suggestions. At the close of 
the meeting Chairman Draper said that 
the meeting had achieved its object of 
finding out who were interested in the 
work of the association. The addresses 
of all those present were taken, and as 
soon as the aid association gets its plans 
systematized and finds out what is most 
wanted in the way of co-operation, the 
women will be told in just what manner 
their assistance is desired,

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rAITH OF DEMOCRACY.) IN SAFE HAVEN. — 


Judicial Ruling In Massachusetts 
Affecting It. 


Point Involved the Title to an 
Office. 


Sold Democrat2Eligible to Selection Under the 
Statute. 


Boston, May 20.—By a decision ren- 
dered in the case of H. J. Jaquith vs. 
the selectmen of Wellesley, the supreme 
judicial court declares that while silver 
and gold Democrats may differ political- 
ly in speech and spirit, in the eye of the 
law they are allalike. The court holds 
that under chapter 417 of the acts of 
1893 as to the eligibility of one to be a 
register of voters, the law knows no fac- 
tions or divisions of a party in the testing 
of the qualifications of a register. 

Mr. Jaquith is a prominent silver Dem- 
ocrat, and is chairman of the town 
Democratic committee, which declared 
John H. Sheridan, who is registrar of 
voters in the town, to be not a Demo- 
crat, because Mr. Sheridan is a gold 
Democrat, He held the place for some 
time, being appointed under the 28th 
section of the statute, authorizing the 
selectmen to appoint the board from 
members of “the two leading political 
parties."" Theclaim was that Mr. Sheri- 
dan had ceased to be a member of either 
the leading parties because of his af- 
filiation with the gold Democrats. The 
Silver Democrats complained to the 
selectmen, who held that Sheridan was 
all right. 

This petition was brought by Mr. 
Jaquith asking for a writ of mandamus 
to compel the selectmen to remove Mr. 
Sheridan and to appoint a silver Demo- 
crat. The petitioner contended that, by 
the words, “two leading parties,” the 
statute intended those which received 
the two highest number of votes at the 
last preceding election, and only those 
were members of them who had adhered 
to all the declarations of their platform 
and supported all their candidates, The 
court holds that this is not so: and that 
the only test which the statute gives is 
that the registrar shall act with one of 
the two leading political parties w hicy 
he was appointed to represent. 


BOSTONS DEFEA TE D. 


A Change of Pitchers Interfered With 
Their Hope of Winning. 

Cincinnati, May 20.—The Bostons gave 
Ten Thousand Dollar Breitenstein a 
drubbing in the fourth inning of Thurs- 
day's game, causing the reds’ star twirl- 
ertobesenttothebench. “Pink’ Haw- 
ley was substituted, and his delivery 
proved as much of an enigma to the 
champions as Nichols’ did to the Cincin- 
natis, The score is not well balanced: 
with corresponding figures in the base 
hit and error colums the Bostons would 
win nine out of ten games; but the same 
luck which has characterized the play o} 
the Ohio team thus far this season was 
with them, and they won an exciting 
game before 4000 people.

all agreeing that he was of dark com- 
plexion and medium height. All de- 
scriptions accurately admitted that dark- 
ness prevented the guard noting further 
details. In official quarters the mid- | 
night intruder is believed to have been | 
a “hobo” who was headed for the mess 
house to try and get a lunch, and who 
had run into the guard, to both the 
latter's and his own surprise. The in- 
cident, however, served to keep the sol- 
diers busy answering questions. 


Strengthening Defenses. 
London, May 20.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail, commenting 
upon the great activity displayed in 
strengthening the coast defenses of 
Spain, says: “Special naval and mili- 
tary vigilance committees have been 
formed to watch the approaches to the 
harbors. The reasons for this are un- 
known, but possibly there are fears of an 
American naval raid, or there is a pros- 

pect of European complications.” 


The Cienfuegos Fight. 

Key West, May 20.—During the recent 
engagement at Cienfuegos 300 Spanish | 
were killed and several hundred wound- 
ed. Great damage was done along the 
coast. 

Soon after the engagement the Marble- 
head picked up several Cubans in an 
open boat some miles down the coast. | 
They reported that the Spanish losses | 
and the damage wrought by the shells 
from the warships were very heavy. 
The hospitals at Cienfuegos, they said, 
were full of wounded; and fear prevailed | 
everywhere that the American warships | 
would return to complete the work of | 
destruction. 

During the engagement the Marble- | 
head threw 450 five-inch shells into the 
Spanish forces and 700 shots from her 
secondary battery; the Nashville as 
many more shells and 1500 shots from her | 
secondary battery. Fifteen hundred 
Spaniards were stationed in an impro- |

upon this the ships concentrated their 
fire, and it was here that the most ter- 
rible destruction was wrought.

Lakeland, Fla., May 20.—As the men 
of the Second Massachusetts huddled 
beneath their wind whipped tents yes- 
terday afternoon, listening to the rain- 
drops splashing on the canvas, they 
realized that Florida had something in 
her commissary department beside hot 
weather. Fortunately, the storm wasof | 
short duration, and before supper time | 
the sky was again clear and the air cool 
and bracing. 


From Jamaica, 

Kingston, Jam., May 20.—Two Ameri- 
can warships, whose names were not 
discernible from the shore, appeared off 
Santiago de Cuba Wednesday while the 
steamer Adula, which has arrived here 
from that port with refugees, was in the 
harbor. They approached and drew the 
fire of the batteries at the entrance. It 
is not certain whether the warships re- 
plied to the fire. The firing continued 
from noon to1lo’clock. Captain Walker 
of the Adula, when coming out, could not 
see any marks on Morro castle, and in- 
ferred that the American ships drew the 
fire of the batteries to learn the range. 

There was much excitement in the 
city. The regulars and volunteers were 
called out and new earthwork batteries 
were erected on each side of the harbor 
entrance, The number and caliber of 
the guns are unknown, but it is known | 
that there are 21 torpedoes in the chan- 
nel electrically connected with the shore. 

The cruiser Mercedes, whose boilers 
are disabled, has been anchored so that 
she can rake the channel for 300 yards, 
and the merchant ship Mexico of Barce- 
lona, mounting four small, quick-firing 
guns, is in the harbor. Several coast- 
ing steamers and schooners are at the 
wharves.

One of the amendments 
strikes out the provision confining the 
duties of the proposed force to coast de- 
fense, thus leaving it of general utility. 
Another limits the force to 3000 en- 
listed men, whereas the bill as passed 
by the house left the number to the 
president's discretion. A third amend- 
ment reduces the appropriation from 
$4,000,000 to $3,000,000, Before the com- 
mittee acted, statements were heard 
from Secretary Long, Assistant Secre- 
tary Allen and others, all urging the im- 
portance and need of early action. 


The Rendezvousing. 

Washington, May 20.—Hempstead, L. 
I., has been definitely selected as a 
rendezvousing point for troops from the 
New England and middle states section 
and it is expected that 19 regiments 
eventually will be quartered there. 

The torpedo boat destroyers provided 
for in the appropriation bill are to be of 
larger type than any vessel of that kind 
we now have in the service, about 400 
tons, but the torpedo boats will be about

3oston, May 20.—In the house the ways 
and means committee reported a bill for 
a $400,000 appropriation for state high- 
ways, $300,000 of which are to be spent 
this year and $100,000 to go over for the 
early work in 1899. The bill further pro- 
vides that none but citizens of the com- 
monwealth shall be employed on work. 

The committee on judiciary today re- 
ported in the house a bill to authorize 
the adoption of the Torrens system of 
land transfer. 

The bill to regulate the business of 
bakeries and the hours of labor of the 
persons employed therein came up for a 
third reading in the house. After sey- 
eral amendments had been adopted the 
bill was refused a third reading. Notice 
of a motion to reconsider was given. 

Senator George moved a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote by which the senate 
passed to be engrossed the bill prevent- 
ing the reduction of wages of women 
and minors in manufacturing establish- 
ments, and then on his motion the whole 
matter was put over until Wednesday. 

By a vote of 26 to 66 the house refused 
to substitute a bill for the taxation of 
property bequeathed to foreign trustees 
and accepted the adverse report of the 
committee on taxation. 


Spanish View of the Blockade, 

London, May 20.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: “The 
blockade of Cuba and Porto Rico is con- 
sidered illusory, as Spanish warships 
frequently 
moving from port to port between the 
islands. The mail steamer Alfonso xX 
went out from San Juan de Porto Rico 
to meet the vessels detached from Ad- 
miral Cervera’s squadron, and then con- 
tinued her voyage to Spain after deliver- 
ing an important communication for the 
commander. The success of Admiral 
Cervera in avoiding the American fleets 
and keeping them on the alert excites 
much enthusiasm and causes the press 
to clamor for a prompt dispatch of the 
reserve fleet to the front.” 


Received a Knockont Blow. 

New Haven, May 20.—Irving Webster, 
20 years of age, a semi-professional 
boxer, received a knockout blow in the 
third round of a friendly bout with James 
Eagan and died three hours later. Eagan 
is under arrest pending the investigation 
of Coroner Mix. Both men were em- 
ployed by the New Haven Manufactur- 
ing company, and the bout occurred 
during the noon hour,

WATER FOR FORTS. 


Pipes to be Laid Through Quincy, 
Beginning Monday. 


Mr. McInnis of the Boston Water 
board visited City Hall last evening and 
had a consultation with Mayor Sears, 
Commissioner Knowlton, City Solici- 
tor McAnarney, and the Committee on 
Streets of the City Council, in relation 
to laying a new water supply main 
through Quincy to Moon island, from 
which point Long island and Fort 
Warren receive their water supply. 
These places are at present supplied by 
a six-inch main, which owing to the 
new machinery the government has 
recently established at Long Island and 
Fort Warren, and the large number of 
men stationed there, is inadequate and 
unless some additional supply is ob- 
tained it is feared that there will be a 
drought of water during the summer 
months. 

The present main comes across 
Neponset bridge into Quincy and 
thence to Squantum and Moon Island, 
and it is proposed to lay a twelve-inch 
main in the old trench which, with the 
present main will practaally give the 
city of Boston an eighteen inch water 
supply main to these points, which it is 
thoughé will be sufficient for all times. 
The permission to open the streets in 
Quincy was readily granted and Mr. 
McInnis said that it was intended to 
begin work laying the new main next 
Monday.

And yet his character presents a paradox 
No other politician of modern times, none 
probably of any time, has changed posi 
tions so often or so radically, and it is 
scarcely possible to find any defined prin- 
ciple advocated by him during his later 
years that he had rot at some time in the 
past assailed withsvituperative eloquence. 
Yet there was always a certain consistency 
even in his changes. Contrary to an almost 
universal rule among students of society 
and government, he steadily grew more 
radical as he grew older, less cautious as he 
grew physically weaker and less tolerant 
of criticism as his course raised greater 
armies of critics 

His supporters claimed consistency on 
his part by one plea: He declared and was 
often able to show that, while sound rea 
soning on the facts then known sustained 
his first position, later experience taught 
sensible men the true view, and hence that 
an advocacy which was once only a mistake 
was later the outcome of mere obstinacy in 
opposition to justic Heenter 
parliament as a Tor 1e 18th ce " 
sort, grew into a mild Conservative, held 
office as aun advanced Whig and then 
the opposition to victory in 1892 
Liberal so very radical that many Er 
radicals abandoned him, and even Irish 
radicals had sometimes to restrain him. 
Sometimes Inconsistent; Always Earnest. 

He took office as a protectionist, but aided 
in establishing free trade; launched into 
literature with a plea for the union of 
church and state so extreme that even the 
Tories repudiated it and ended by destroy 
ing the [rish establishment, and though his 
first public utterance to be generally no- 
ticed in America was a eulogy on Jefferson 
Davis and the southern confederacy and 
his next a sauvage criticism on the Irish 
party he lived to be the most popular of 
Englishmen to Americans and the very 
ideal of statesmen to Irishmen. Surely the 
career of such a man deserves close study. 
It teaches many valuable lessons, but chief 
ly these two—that in this century new 
measures and the science of government 
have developed so rapidly that the man of 
action and talent appears for a time the 
most inconsistent, and that the people in 
stinctively approve of an inconsistent ad- 
vance far more than of a consistent stand 
still or retroyression. 

One may go over hundreds of pages of 
his speeches or writings without finding a 
single essay at wit, and though many pas 
sages show geniality it would be hard to 
find one tiat is distinctly humorous. In 
the case of any other man, or of the same 
man in any other country, especially in the 
United States, this very uniformity of se 
riousness and awful dignity would have 
made him the subject of satire. Dozens of 
names would have been invented for him. 
But let him take what position he might, 
Englishmen have unanimously credited 
him with being terribly in earnest. In fact, 
if they had thought him less earnest his 
opponents would have thought him much 
less dangerous. 

Whatever his position might be at a 
given time, he really believed in it. It be- 
came a part of his religion. And it so hap- 
pened that nearly all the great issues of his 
time have been closely connected with re 
ligious tenets. To bave men of such un- 
yielding convictions is well, but that they 
are not a majority among the public men 
of any country is also well. 

Americans find no difficulty in under 
standing why Mr. Giadstone has been so 
fiercely hated or so cordially liked by dif- 
ferent factions in England, for the contro- 
versy there bears an unpleasantly close re- 
semblance to that in the United States im-

Being “thrown out,” asthe English 
phrase is, by the defeat of Peel in 1835, he 
employed his leisure in literary work and 
published the once celebrated—perhaps one 
should say notorious—Church and State.” 
It is now remembered chiefly because of 
Macaulay’s savage criticism of it in the 
Edinburgh Review. 

In 1840 he put forth another peculiar work 
on church affairs. In 1841 he again took a 
place in the cabinet and soon became emi- 
nent. asa financier. In 1845 he resigned be- 
cause the government favored the Catholic 
college in Ireland, but soon came in again. 
In 1847 he was chosen to represent Oxford, 
and then, for the first time, began to advo- 
cate liberal measures, the first being the 
bill for removing the disabilities of the 
Jews, which he had opposed in 1841. In 
:851-2 he became a leader of the Liberals 
and entered on that long contest with Dis- 
raeli, which continued without truce till 
1876, when Disraeli became Beaconsfield 
and entered the house of lords.

“Gladstone in danger from a mob. He 
takes refuge in a hallway!” 

To Americans who read it now this 
statement wi!! seem incredible. Yet it was 
a fact, and so late as 1878. The English peo 
ple had on one of their periodical war 
fevers, and were consequently insane. It 
is not too strong an expression. The war 
fever often rises to a sort of insanity. and 
even in the tolerant United States it has 
twice happened that the veterans of one 
war were mobbed for not being sufficiently 
zealous in the next. 

In the autumn of 1878the party of Mr. 
Gladstone had apparently sunk to the low- 
est.depth it ever reached, Lord Beacons- 
field (Disraeli) had returned from the Ber- 
lin conference bringing, as he said, **Peace 
with honor,” and all the men who opposed 
the pro-Turkish policy of the government 
were stigmatized as “friends of Russia’— 
consequently traitors. The masses took up 
that false and foolish cry, so often heard 
when war is thought near at hand—that 
the opponents of war were only such be- 
cause they favored the hostile country as 
against their own. London was almost 

mous for sustaining Turkey at all 
ards against Russia, and the music 
halls rang every night with war songs, the 
favorite refrain being— 
We do not want to fight; but, by jingo, if we do, 
We've got the ships, we've got the men, we've 
got the money too. 

So the war party came to be called the 
“Jingoes.’”” The Turks had perpetrated 
most atrocious massacres in Bulgaria, and 
Russia had marched her armies toward 
Beaconsfield as prime

Gladstone's Scholarship. 

In i886 Mr. Gladstone visited Winchester 
college, which had in his student days been 
a sort of rival to his own college at Oxford. 
Of course the students gave him a royal 
welcome, and their orator for the day ad- 
dressed the premier in a somewhat lengthy 
speech in Latin. Mr. Gladstone listened 
with the closest attention, as politicians 
and statesmen always doon such occasions, 
and the waggish ones probably thought bis 
attentive manner mere form and politeness. 
To their surprise, however, he replied at 
once with equally classic Latin and in such 
detail as to show that not a statement in 
the address had escaped him. 

An average lifetime had passed since he 
left college, and in that time he had been 
one of the busiest men in the world, yet his 
knowledge of the classics had constantly 
improved. The principal Latin authors 
were still as familiar to him as the English 
authors of the same rank, and Greek as his 
second native tongue. 

Every American college has its standard 
jokes about the various Englishmen who 
have put forth so many varying views on 
the “Iliad” and “Odyssey,” the same man 
sometimes changing his views completely 
within a few years, but Mr. Gladstone isal- 
ways honored as the consistent and almost 
convincing advocate of the unity of Homer. 

It is a very curious fact that down to the 
middle of this century American scholars 
and colleges were practically unanimous in 
maintaining the unity of Homer; that a

Westminster Abbey to Be the Place of Sepul- | 
ture. 


London, May 21.—The eulogies of Mr. | 
Gladstone in the parliament formed a 
historic episode. There were more mem- 
bers assembled in the commons than 
upon any occasion since Mr. Gladstone 
himself introduced the home rule bill. 
They filled every seat and clustered on | 
the steps of the speaker's dais. The 
peers’ gallery was crowded with the 
foremost members of the house of lords. 
The United States ambassador and all 
the members of his staff were among | 
the diplomats present. After prayers 
they silently awaited Mr. Balfour fora 
quarter of an hour, and when he rose | 
all heads were bared. | 

Mr. Balfour's speech was remark- 
ably eloquent and displayed good taste, 
while Sir William Vernon Harcourt’s 
encomiums of his dead leader were de- 
livered in a more glowing style. The 
Liberal leader's voice thrice broke with 
emotion, aad he was compelled to pause | 
and wipe his eyes. i 

Mr. Dillon was in his most oratorical | 
style, and when he described how Mr. | 
Gladstone's sympathies were unbound- 
ed by nationality and embraced the op- 
pressed of all races, the Irish benches 
responded with murmurs of assent. 


In the house of lords there was a full 
attendance of members. The Marquis 
of Salisbury spoke feelingly of Mr. Glad- | 
stone, who, he said, “‘was ever guided in | 
all his efforts by a lofty moral ideal.” 
Continuing, the premiersaid: “The de- 
ceased will be remembered not so much 
for his political work as for the great 
example, hardly paralleled in history, 
of the great christian statesman.”

generous appreciation of Mr. Gladstone's

That the Leading Feature of the Coun- 
try'’s Trade Today. 

New York, May 21—The excellent 
foreign demand at good prices for most 
products of American agriculture con- 
stitutes, as for some time past, the lead- 
ing feature of the country’s trade, as re- 
ported by Bradstreet’s. Second only to 
this, and of necessity forming an in:- 
portant link in the chain of good trade 
may be mentioned the almost uniformly 
good crop situation, furnishing the best 
evidence that foreign remands now and 
in the future will be adequately met. 

An increased willingness to regard the 
existing war as merely an incident in 
the country’s business seems evident in 
the trade reports received this week. 
The volume of bank clearings, reports of 
railroad earnings, the movement of 
prices and the reports received from the 
iron and steel trades all seem to concur 
in indicating a maximum volume of 
business for the period year, with even 
greater hopefulness manifested than for 
some time past as to a continuance of 
favorable conditions, 

In manufacturing lines the reports 
from the woolen goods trade are no more 
favorable, except where the stimulus 
of army orders imparts activity to some 
lines of manufactured products and raw 
materials. Rather more tone is visible 


is a firmer tendency in prices, print 
cloths having recovered slightly from 
their unprecedentedly low qnotation.

Possibility of a Disarrangement of 


Cuban Plans, 
. 


Hectoring the President With 
Sapient Advice. 


Naval Battle In Two or Three Days, Secretary 
Long Thinks. 


Washington, May 21.—Everything is 
ready for an immediate invasion of Cuba. 
The regulars are prepared to start, and 
80 are the volunteer regiments which 
have been recruited from the efficient 
militia forces of the New England states. 
But with nothing lacking save the word 
to advance the administration is beset 
with urgent appeals for delay. The of- 
ficers of the regular army, almost toa 
man, are opposed to the idea of invading 
Cuba at thisseason. Chief among them 
is General Miles, who has been plead- 
ing with the president and the secretary 
of war to defer the embarkation of forces 
until the close of the rainy season, which 
is now imminent, and in the meantime to 
drill « 1d season the volunteers for the 
arduous work of Cuban campaigning. 
Secretary Alger is opposed to further 
delay and wishes to put the troops in 
motion at once. Between the pressure 
of conflicfing advice and opinions the 
president is full of the most anxious 
thought and hesitates to decide. 

General Miles’ policy with regard to 
the invasion of Cuba was adopted by 


the administration so far as it involved | 


the abandonment of the early scheme 
to use the army merely as auxiliary to 
the insurgents who were to be allowed 
to bear the brunt of the military opera- 
tiows in the island. The discovery that 
the insurgents were quite unable to carry 
on a systematic and aggressive cam- 
paign left no alternative with the ad- 
ministration except to adopt General 
Miles’ suggestion that when operations 
were undertaken invasion should be 
made in force and without regard to 
any assistance which the insurgents 
might render. But General Miles’ plan 
involved in addition a postponement of 
all operations until fall, and he is as in- 
sistent as ever on this point. Heissup- 
ported in his contention by almost every 
officer of high standing in the army, and 
in addition some of the president's clos- 
est and most influential friends are 
strongly urging delay. 

The sea scouts, widely advertised and 
costing $25,000 a day, do not seem thus 
far to have proven very effective ad- 
ditions to the navy. 
Admiral Cervera sails northward toward 
the Atlantic coast, the scouts will have 
the good fortune to intercept it, but if 
at the same time Sampson and Schley 
are pursuing a wildgoose chase in the 
Caribbean they will have some 
trouble in again catching up with the 
enemy. 

It is no wonder that there is consider- 
able rejoicing in Madrid at the success 
whch has attended Admiral Cervera’s 
efforts to elude the American squadron, 
even though he had not won a victory 
{t is still not clear why he should have 
gone to Santiago, The town is several 
hundred miles from Havana, with rail- 
road facilities between the two cities 
interrupted and with no possibil ty of 
sending supplies to General Blanco, ex- 
cept by a slow overland trip that would 
occupy several weeks and be extremely 
hazardous. On the other hand Santia- 
fo possesses a good harbor for refuge, 
and is in telegraphic communication 
with both Havana and Madrid, so that 
Admiral Cervera can be quickly in- 
formed of any new developments in the 
situation. 

Schley’s vessels are in the vicinity of 
Havana, awaiting the arrival of Samp- 
son’s armorclads, which departed from 
Key West last night, for a conjoint 
movement upon Santiago. 

Sometime about Sunday or Monday, if 
Admiral Cervera is kind enough to delay 
his departure to accommodate the Amer- 
lcan ships, a battle may take place. 
Little faith, however, is placed in his 
willingness to engage in a conflict, and it 
would not be at all surprising if, when 
Sampson and Schley finally look into the 
nest, the bird will have flown. Secretary 
Long fully appree ates the uncertainties 
of the situation. “A battle may take 
place,” he “within two or three 
days, or it may be two or three weeks, 
or two or three months.”

The probability 
is that if the mustering of. the required 
quota is not completed by the first of 
next week, the call, so far as the de- 
linquent states are concerned, will be 
cancelled and volunteers will be ac- 
cepted from other states. Telegrams 
were received from North Carolina in- 
dicating serioug difficulty in organizing 
the necessary troops in that state.

Massachusetts Sixth Departs From the 
Camp In South Framingham, 

South Framingham, Mass., May 21.— 
Notwithstanding the fact that the final 
order to the Sixth regiment to move 
did not reach camp until yesterday 
and therefore was not generally known 
at towns which were represented in the 
regiment by companies, there was a tre- 
mendous rush here of relatives and 
friends.

In fact, it 
is hard to imagine on looking over the 
funereal pages of Punch what its artists 
would have done had there been no Glad- 
stone. These satirical pictures of the great 
Liberal leader have a certain value, how- 
ever, for they show him in exaggerated 
measure, it is true, but still with a degree 
of fidelity at all periods of his life and as he 
appeared in every possible mood.

Mr. Gladstone was invited 
to be an honored guest at one of these din- 
ners, and there was some previous specula- 
tion as to how heand Mr. Furniss would 
enjoy the meeting. Mr. Gladstone proved 
equal to the occasion. He came, and hard- 
ly was he seated at the table when the com- 
pany became aware of a change in his fa- 
miliar personality. A second look revealed 
its nature. Mr. Furniss started; some body 
tittered; there was a smile, a ripple and 
then a roar of laughter. 

Mr. Gladstone had on the smallest, slen- 
derest and most inconspicuous of narrow 
turndown collars, assumed for that occa- 
sion only, and was quietly enjoying the 
artist’s discomfiture. Mr. Furniss soon re- 
covered himself and appreciated the joke 
as much as any one else.

wCOY WHIPS RUHLIN. 


Hai Best of Last Night’s Bout of 
Twenty Reunds, 


Beaten Boxer Bled Copiously 
After the Third. 


Mr. Corbett Expresses a Desire to Meet the 
Conqueror. 


Syracuse, May 21.—Although Referee 
Siler gave the decision to McCoy in his 
20-round encounter with Gus Ruhlin last 
night, few among the 3000 spectators 
were not of the opinion that the big and 
beaten man made a decidedly favorable 
showing with his more agile and skil- 
ful antagonist. McCoy looked in the 
pink of condition, but show ed a marked 
sallowness. His hands were in band- 
ages. There was a long wait before 
Ruhlin appeared, and McCoy walked 
around the ring shaking hands with his 
friends. When Ruhlin entered the ring 
McCoy shook him by the hand. Ruhlin’s 
hands were also bound in bandages. 


GUS RUHLIN, 
The announcer read challenges from 
Goddard, who offers to stop McCoy in 12 


rounds; Peter Maher and ‘Stockings’ 
Conroy. Siler then called the men into 
the center of the ring and gave them 
their final instructions. Ruhlin loomed 
up in every way bigger than his oppon- 
ent. 

There was a great difference in the 
weight of the men, McCoy, according 
to his statement, weighing 157 pounds, 
and Ruhlin, according to Billy Madden, 
his manager, tipping the scale at 180 
pounds. Sixty percent of the gate re- 
ceipts are to be divided between the men, 
McCoy taking 75 percent and Ruhlin 25 
percent, in place of a $2500 purse.

By every sign we are on the eve ofa 
great event. It is believed that news 
of it may come anytime. It is possible 
that the climax toward which prepara- 
tions have been hurrying for a week has 
been reached today. This is inferred 
from the faint glimmerings of intelli- 
sence which are allowed to escape the 
rigid censorship of the press prevailing 
at every possible source of news. Key 
West is shut off from the rest of the 
world, and so is Tampa. For 24 hours 
preceding yesterday no mail of any kind 
was allowed to leave thecity. For days 
every dispatch filed at the telegraph 
offices has been subjected to the closest 
scrutiny, and not a word of certain in- 
formation which seems to be generally 
known among newspaper men and offi- 
ers at the two points has been allowed 
to escape. Only a suggestion or two 
received in a private way has led to the 
conviction that at anytime we are to 
witness a happening which would make 
history. These suggestions come from 
different sources, and in such form that 
they compel attention. So much for 
belief. What actually is known is noth- 
ing. 

Should the Spanish squadron be shut 
in at Cienfuegos or Santiago de Cuba 
it is lost. There is a long narrow en- 

nee to harbor, only allowing 
ships to enter and leave the harbor 
singly, thus allowing the Americans to

News From Madrid. 

Madrid, May 23.—Mr. Capdepon, min- 
Ister of the interior, has denied in the 
course of an interview that the change 
in the constitution of the ministry would 
Invelve 4 ii eration in the foreign 
policy of Spain, all the new ministers 
being in favor of prosecuting the war 
with the utmost energy to the end. 
“Spain,” said Capdepon, “went peril- 
ously near sacrificing her honor in the 


Interest of peace, only making a stana 
when further concessions would have 
involved her disgrace and effacement 
asanation. This she will never do, and 
in this resolve the new cabinet ig as 
thoroughly determined as the old. 

“The new cabinet entertaing no {I- 
lusions. It is aware that weakness and 
poverty are opposed to strength and 
wealth, but Spain its in the position of 
a duellist bound to defend her honor 
against the gross insults of a more 
powerful antagonist who, although he 
is convinced that the result is almost 
certain death, yet feels the force of the 
principle of the nobless oblige. Spain 
prefers a possible defeat to certain dis- 
grace. Ministers know that the moral 
sympathies of the powers are with Spain 
and that, while hesitating to undertake 
the responsibility for action which might 
lead to a greater war, they may event- 
ually intervene from motives of self- 
interest and public policy on behalf of 
Spain.” 

Captain Deschamps of the Spanish 
auxiilary cruiser Montserrat, which ar- 
rived unexpectedly at Corunna Friday 
evening.from Cienfuegos, having es- 
caped the American blockading ships, 
reached Madrid Sunday afternoon. In 
epite of the existing state of siege im- 
mense crowds awaited his coming in the 
approaches to the railway station. The 
station, the palace and other prominent 
places were cordoned by police. The 
populace welcomed the captain with the 
Wildest enthusiasm, and the police sur- 
rounding the carriage in which he rode 
Were scarcely able to restrain the surg: 
ing crowd from unharnessing the horses 
Captain Deschamps was driven to the 
residence of Marquis Comilas. 


From ‘Frisco to Manila. 

San Francisco, May 23.—All the soldiers 
are impatient to start for Manila. Drill- 
ing at both camps is almost incessant, 
and a more willing lot of soldiers was 
never seen. The City of Peking may get 
away by tonight in the wake of the 
Charleston, but she will probably not 
Start before Tuesday. The coast de- 
fense vessel Monterey is lying in the 
stream and will be ready to start as soon 
as she receives her supply of coal. 
Carrying an adequate amount of coal, 
the Monterey can reach Honolulu, and 
from that point to Manila she will be ac- 
companied by a collier, or else taken in 
tow by one of the transports. 

The City of Sydney and Australia may 
possibly be ready to sail Tuesday, and 
there is some talk of having them go 
with the Peking, but it is probable that 
the original plan will be adhered to and 
that each of these vessels will sail as 
soon as ready without waiting for any 
others. 

The Charleston is well on her way to 
Manila. None of the forts in the har- 
bor saluted the vessel, but the demon- 
stration made by the 6000 soldiers gath- 
ered at the Presidio was tremendous. 
When the vessel was sighted coming 
down the bay the soldiers gathered on 
the beach to bid her bon voyage. They 
lined the beach for a mile, and cheer 
upon cheer rang out from the men who 
are to soon follow thy Charleston to the 
scene of Admiral Dewey’s triumph. The 
Charleston's big siren answered the boys 
on the beach time and again, and the 
whistling was heard from one end of the 
city to the other, 


Castillo'’s Position, 

London, May 23.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent’ of The Telegraph says: “One 
point of interest in the reconstruction 
of the cabinet lies in the obstinate re 
fusal of Leon Castillo (the ambassador 
to France) to accept the foreign sec- 
retaryship. Every consideration has 
been brought to bearin vain. His first 
reply to the premnier’s request expressed 
the conviction that the best interests of 
Spain would be best served by his re- 
maining at Paris. I am able to state 
that the ambassador's motive for refusal 
was the following: Sagasta’s cabinet 
is by its own formal declaration deter- 
mined to carry on the war with all pos- 
sible vigor, while Castillo is aware that 
Spain's friends among the powers, 
France in particular, are resolved to in- 
sist upon her suing for peace at the first 
favorable opportunity. France pos- 
sesses a two-fold interest in having 
peace conecluded—financial and political. 
The former would be severely damaged 
if Spain were utterly ruined, and the 
latter would suffer if the United States 
retain permanent possession of the Phil- 
ippines. To become a member of a war 
cabinet therefore at the very moment 
when the friendly great powers are re- 
solved to press upon Spain a speedy 
peace appears imprudent to Castillo, who 
is in possession of all the threads of the 
negotiations. 


Troops Piling In. 

Chickamauga, May 23.—As a result of 
the few arrivals Sunday the railroads, 
which have been enormously congested 
with loaded and empty cars for nearly 
a week, were cleared to make room for 
the troops that began to arrive at a 
lively rate this morning. Twenty-five 
ears of provision arrived and were 
stored in the large warehouses now com- 
pleted on the park grounds near the depot 
of the railroad company. Fifty-one of 
the latest and most improved ambu- 
lances, built with a special view to 
adaptability in a hot climate, arrived 
from South Bend, Ind., and will be dis- 
tributed to the first corps, 

The park force of men under the direc- 
tion of General Boynton worked Sunday 
preparing for the pumps to be used in 
piping water from the Chickamauga 
river to the various camps, It has been 
definitely decided to erect improvised 
waterworks, and a contract has been let 
and all the material ordered. There is 
no scarcity of water now, but it is feared 
that some of the wells are from “wet 
weather” springs, and that later they 
will dry up, and the piping of water from 
the creek and Crawfish springs is a pre- 
cautionary measure. 

The Fourth Ohio regiment has been 
assigned to provost guard duty in Chat- 
tanooga by order of General Brooke, 
made necessary by the disorderly con- 
duct of many of the young soldiers, who 
have been guilty of many breaches of 
discipline, in a number of cases of vio- 
lence and of insulting ladies on the 
street.

DID IMMENSE DAMAGE, 


Northwest Arkansas Visited by a 
Tornado, 


Houses and Buildings Tossed 
Like Feathers. 


Seven Persons Known to Be Dead and a 
Great Many Hurt. 


Fayetteville, Ark., May 23.—The tor- 
nado which passed through a portion of 
northwestern Arkansas Friday night did 
immense damage to property and caused 
the death of at least seven persons. Re- 
ports of the destruction are coming in 
slowly, and it is feared that later de- 
tails will add other names to the death 
list. The storm came from the south- 
east, passing through the great fruit 
belt of the Ozark region, and tore its 
way through the southern end of Benton 
county, spending its force in the White 
river valley. 

Everything In its path was destroyed, 
the greatest damage being done near 
Elm Springs, Lowell and Mudtown, the 
latter place being entirely swept away. 
At Elm Springs, houses were blown 
down, orchards destroyed and _ stock 
killed. One man who had sought safety 
in a cellar was killed by falling timbers. 
The house blew away and the cellar was 
filled with debris. Two miles east of 
Elm Springs, a man named Killings- 
worth and his wife were killed. Their 
house was entirely destroyed, and they 
were crushed to death in the debris. 

A mile away a house occupied by an 
Italian family was wrecked and the in- 
mates were instantly killed. The res- 
idences of W. H. Holcomb and W. B 
Pierson were destroyed. Twenty houses 
are reported blown away in the vicinity 
of Elm Springs, but details have not 
been received. 

The storm was less severe in Crawford 
county, but one life was lost near Fort 
Smith. A Mrs. Nesbitt died from fright 
while the gale was at its height. The 
home of W. S. Kimbrug near Spring- 
dale was blown down and Kimburg was 
instantly killed. Several other farm- 
houses were blown down near Spring- 
dale and six to eight persons were more 
or less injured. Some damage was also 
done at Lowell, Rogers and Salmon 
Springs. 


Collar and Caff Combine. 

New York, May 23.—A combination of 
six well-known concerns making collars, 
cuffs and shirts isin process of formation 
in Troy, and it is probable that public 
announcement of the completion of ar- 
rangements will be made within the next 
few days. The inventory of the com- 
bined stocks of the six concerns in the 
syndicate, it is estimated, will show an 
aggregate capital of about $15,000,000. 
Five firms have decided against the com- 
bination. Therefore the syndicate will 
not be a trust exactly, but it will be a 
powerful combination, 

It is estimated that the combination 
will effect an annual economy of more 
than $1,500,000 in operating expenses. 
Under the combination one factory will 
be devoted to white shirts, another to 
colored shirts, a third to women’s waists, 
collars and cuffs, and still another will 
produce men's collars and cuffs ex- 
clusively. Brands of goods which now 
conflict will be retired from competition 


Is Likely to Die, 

Williamstown, Mass., May 23.—Theo- 
dore Parsons, colored, was cut with a 
razor and probably fatally wounded near 
here Sunday morning. Jeffry Jones 
and Jerry Wilson, also colored, are under 
arrest charged with the assault. 

The affair occurred in White Oaks, 
on the Pownal road. Parsons’ right 
arm is broken and has a cut to the bone 
over three inches long. There are a 
4-inch cut in the right leg, also to the 
bone; two cuts between the shoulders, 
one under the right axilla, and still an- 
other on the right hip. He is in the 
North Adams hospital and is expected 
to die. Several persons are held as 
witnesses. The quarrel was over the 
question of Parsons’ daughter accom- 
panying the party on a celebration,

Paris, May 23.—So far as known, the 
moderates have lost 12 seats in the sec- 
ond ballotings in the parliamentary gen- 
eral election, the socialists gaining four 
and the monarchists six. One hundred 
and sixty-nine results show the elec- 
tion of 66 moderates, 54 radicals, 34 so- 
cialists and 10 monarchists.,

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HIS WORK ENDED. 


of Edward Bellamy, Author of 

“Looking Backward.” 

Springfield, Mass May 23.—Death has 
ended the career cf Edward Bellamy, 
the writer and economist, the close tak- 
ing place in Chicopee Falls Sunday. 
He had been in feeble health ever sinte 
he finished his “Equality” eight months 
ago. Indeed long before it was done he 
had the most significant warnings that 
his energies were being undermined, al- 
though it was not till August that his 
physicians definitely told him that one 
of his lungs was affected. At the earn- 
est solicitations of his physicians and 
family he resolved to try the effect of the 
Colorado climate, and in September last 
removed with his family toDenver. He 
received, however, little or no benefit 
from the change, and when he recognized 
that recovery was impossible he became 
very anxious to get back to the home- 
stead, where he was born and where he 
had lived his entire life. His brothers 
went to Denver to help him realize this 
wish, and on April 26, just a moath ago, 
brought him back, very weak but very 
peaceful, to his old home. 

Mr. Bellamy was born on March 26, 
1850, and was the third son of Rev. R. K. 
Bellamy, for 35 years the pastor of the 
Baptist church at Chicopee Falls. After 
spending some time at Union college, he 
completed his education by a year of 
European travel and study, and by the 
study of law, He was at 21 years of age 
admitted to the bar of Hampden county. 
F 1 the legal! profession he went into 

urnalism, and for several years was 

istant editor of the Springfield Union. 
From there he went to New York city 
to accept a position as editorial writer 
on the New York Evening Post, where 
he was engaged for about one year, when 
he returned to Springfield and in co- 
rship with his brother, C. J. Bel- 
imy, started the Springfield Daily News. 
Meanwhile he published several books. 
1888 that his famous work, 
“Looking Backward,” was published, the 
sale of which up to the present time is 
over 450,000 copies in America, and prob-

New Residence. 

Mr. A. L. Baker expects to move 
into his new residence on Winthrop 
avenue, Wollaston, next week.

The Splasher a Freak Boat but 
will be a Racer. 


In the small boat shop at Lawley’s, 
says the Globe, the Quincy cup 
defender Splasher and a launch are 
to be seen. The Splasher is an odd 
craft and is bound to make a sensa- 
tion. She is what most people call a 
‘*freak’? boat. She is now planked 
out, and the peculiar lines of the hull 
are to be seen to advantage. With a 
length over all of of 38 feet, and a 
width of 10 feet 8 inches, the Splasher 
is to have a Graft of but eight inches. 
That tells the story of her shape. She 
is the absolute pumpkinseed in her 
lines. Nothing flatter could be built 
and still have space between deck and 
floor. Her bow is so flat that the o ver- 
hang looks as if it were to be about 
two inches free most of the way to the 
stem. She hasa square stern at the 
end of a broad taper. 

The materials from which the 
Splasher are constructed have been 
selected with a view of giving extreme 
lightness combined with all possible 
strength. Her planking is double, but 
of extreme thinness. One layer is 
16th of an inch thick, the other 
l6ths. The two layers are fastened 
together with and the 
timber fastenings are also of brass. 
The timbers are of white oak, and 
are rather flat, being about half an 
inch thick. 

The boat is expected to be ready for 
the water June 10. She is built after 
plans by John R. Purdon. The original 
designs, as stated in the Globe, was for 
C. H. Adams 2d,and was drawn accord- 
ing to Mr. Adams’ ideas of what a 
racing machine should be. 

The syndicate for which this boat 
is being built is headed by Com. F. B. 
Rice of the club. It is understood that 
he will sail her himself with the best 
racing crew the club can furnish him. 

The Herald adds: Unless all signs 
fail this boat should prove one of the 
fastest boats of her length ever built. 
It must be gratifying to small boat 
out-and-out racing men to know that 
such a boat is being built to defend the 
Quincy cup. One can learn something 
from her, because she is built out in 
the open, and not like those under 
‘*fence rule’? now building in New 
York and Canada to race next August. 
The Quincy club races will benefit 
yachtsmen everywhere, not so with the 
races to be sailed in Canada under the 
‘trubber’’ rule.

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SENATORS’ THREATS, 


Would Disenss Revenue Bill to Kill 
Annexation, 


Besides Prolonging the Ses- 
sion All Summer. 


Power to Admit a Dependency by Resolution 
Disputed. 


Washington, May 24.—The question 
of the ar#iexation of the Hawaiian isl- 
ands has Deen revived in the senate toa 
certain extent since the Hawaiian reso- 
lutions were reported in the house, and 
the friends of annexation have been 
quoted as expressing a determination to 
press the house resolution in the senate 
during the present session in case it 
should pass the house, for fear that the 
Short session would not afford time to 
secure its thorough consideration. The 
opponents of annexation declare they 
will not agree to the revival of the ques- 
tion in any way in the senate before the 
adjournment of this session, and some 
of the Democratic opponents do not 
hesitate to say that rather than have the 
Hawaiian question reconsidered they 
will debate the war revenue bill indefi- 
nitely. 

Senator White, who has been one of 
the most persistent opponents of an- 
nexation, gave the Associated Press the 
following outline of his position on the 
question: “Before the present congress 
assembled, it was stated that the treaty 
would be pressed immediately on the 
opening of the session. This.was not 
done. On the contrary, the matter was 
not called up until we were well into 
January. The debate was quite active 
for awhile; then the subject was dropped 
because the friends of the treaty were 
short of votes, and has not since been 
revived in the senate. If any attempt is 
made, now that the time for adjourn- 
ment ought to be near, to reagitate an- 
nexation under the resolution theory, 
the result cannot be favorable to an 
early disposition of the important legis- 
lation pending in congress, but will keep 
congress in session all summer. The 
power to admit a territory or depen- 
dency by resolution is doubtful. Texas 
came in by resolution, but was admitted 
as a state under a provision of the con- 
stitution expressly giving congress the 
right to admit new states. This and 
many more equally cogent arguments 
will be elaborated whenever this inter- 
esting matter shall be publicly debated. 
The sensible thing to do is to suspend 
further proceedings on the subject of 
annexation until the war with Spain is 
over and we face the new problems re- 
suiting from our success at arms.”

Why should we 
not issue fiat money and call it such?”

called seigniorage in the treasury as 
security for the outstanding certificates, 
and it could not properly be touched un- 


til those certificates had been taken care |

We know precisely how much 
silver it will require to coin a specified 
sum indollars.

BULLET IN HIS BRAIN. 


Pedier of Fruit Kills a Street Fore- 
man In Boston, 


Objected to a Reproof For Lit- 
tering a Street. 


Friends of the Murderer Blocked the Path of 
Pursuers. 


Boston, May 24.—District Foreman 
James M. Ellis of the street cleaning di- 
vision of the street department was mur- 
dered while in the discharge of his duties 
yesterday afternoon. He was shot in 
the brain, the bullet entering the right 
eye. The murderer was an Italian and 
the scene was Pitts street place, west 
end. 

Mr. Ellis had absolutely no chance to 
defend himself, but was shot down in 
cold blood. Death was almost instan- 
taneous. 

Mr. Ellis went into the court and 
looked over the barrels. Most of the 
Italians in the place peddle fruit, and} 
along on the left there were six or eight 
2-wheeled fruit carts. At the nearest 
cart to the little swill house were two 
Italians with a half-cart load of straw- 
berries and bananas. They were pick- 
ing over the fruit and throwing the 
pits into the sewer opening; and once 
in a while one of them poured water 
over them to wash them down the sewer. 

Mr. Ellis walked up to the Italian who} 
was doing the pouring and told him to 
“stop immediately.” He then began to; 
remonstrate with him and went into the} 
swill house. As the men came out the| 
Italian struck the foreman in the back. 
From the suddenness of the blow Mr. 
Ellis staggered, and then turned toward 
his assaliant. 

The Italtan whipped out a revolver, and 
fired. The bullet missed. Then before} 
Mr. Ellis could move the pistol rang out} 
again, and the foreman fell. 

With the first shot Sanitary Inspector 
O'Donnell, who had been waiting at the 
entrance to Pitts street place, jumped 
into the court. He came around the 
bend in the place just in time to see Ellis 
fall from the second shot. The Italian 
turned and ran toward the inner end of 
the place. O'Donnell sprang after him, 
but before he had gone five feet he was 
literally surrounded by Italians, who 
seemed to spring from every side. Di- 
rectly in front of him was a man witha 
knife. Realizing that it 
pursue, O'Donnell went back to where 
Ellis lay, to find him breathing his last. 

The police were notified, but the deni- 
zens of the court pleaded ignorance of the 
murder and of the murderer. Ellis was 
52 years old and leaves a widow.

LIKE A LION 
READY TO LEAP, 


Schley Reported at the Entrance to 
Santiago, 


Spanish Squadron Still In the 
Harbor. 


Feeling That Escape Therefrom Without a 
Battle Is Impossible. 


Key West, May 25.—Schley was on 
guard in front of Santiago harbor all 
day yesterday, waiting like a lion to 
spring upon his prey. He must have ar- 
rived there some time Monday night, but 
it was evidently not until yesterday that 
he was able definitely to determine the 
presence of the hostile fleet. 

The latter must either come out and 
fight or else be forced to pemain in help- 
less imprisonment. Admiral Cervera 
must die like a rat in a trap or else he 
must make a bold dash for liberty. In 
either event the result will be the same. 
The Spanish fleet will go down before 
the storm of shot and shell which will be 
hurled upon it by the unerring marks- 
men of our fleet. Up tothe present time 
Admiral Cervera has apparently not de- 
cided which fate he will choose. 

It may be asked why he was not in- 
stantly attacked. It is not an easy 
thing to force him to give battle. 

The entrance to the harbor, less than 
one-quarter of a mile wide, with a chan- 
nel crooked and only 500 feet broad, 
makes it impossible, practically, for 
Sampson to go into the harbor after Cer- 
vera. Cervera holds the ingress to the 
harbor as completely as Sampson holds 
the egress from it. 

The boldness of the coast here pre- 
vents either squadron from seeing the 
other; consequently they cannot shoot 
at each other with any measure of ac- 
curacy. To be sure the guns of the 
battleships, or of the monitors, if any 
are there, might be elevated so as to cast 
heavy shells over the cliffs, allowing 
them to fall in, the vicinity of the ships 
or the city. 

It would be all chance work, of course, 
and if the shells became too uncom- 
fortable Cervera might be forced to come 
out and fight. In that case it would 
mean certain destruction for him. A 
sufficient United States fleet has already 
gathered about the entrance of the har- 
bor to sink Cervera’s ships as they ap- 
peared in view. 

Notwithstanding the undeniable for- 
midability of Cervera’'s four cruisers and 
his smaller but very dangerous destroy- 
ers, it is now believed by naval men that 
he is practically powerless because of 
a supposed inability of Cervera to secure 
a& new supply of coal. Although num- 
erous reports of the coaling of the squad- 
ron were circulated, it is not believed 
that the Spanish admiral secured goal 
enough at Martinique and Curacoa to 
anywhere near fill his almost depleted 
bunkers. 

In fact, at Curacoa he was allowed to 
take only two ships into the harbor, and 
the amount of coal taken on board there 
was not more than sufficient to carry 
the squadron to Santiago. Spanish re- 
ports allege that there was plenty of 
coal at Santiago, but naval men say 
that this is not so. With empty bunk- 
ers the Spanish admiral is certainly in 
an almost helpless condition. Under 
these circumstances his running intoa 
harbor like Santiago, which possesses 
almost impregnable natural defenses, is 
not difficult to understand. Cervera’s 
only hope then {fs for aid from Spain in 
the shape of the Cadiz squadron. If it 
should cross the ocean, and should join 
with Gervera, the Spaniards would have 
a very respectable force. They would 
be able to make a big resistance. But 
the trouble is that Sampson’s fleet would 
be able to intercept the Cadiz squadron 
and destroy it before Cervera would 
know anything about it. 

If Cervera’s fleet is in Santiago and 
Schley Is patrolling the entrance to the 
harbor, no battle should be expected for 
awhile yet. Sampson could not risk any 
of his ships into the harbor, for the ter- 
rible torpedo boat destroyers would be 
in their element, and then, if ever, they 
would get in their deadly work. A well 
directed torpedo would mean the de- 
struction of our biggest ships. Admiral 
Sampson will therefore be obliged to take 
up his position off the harbor and wait. 

There is evidence, circumstantial, it is 
true, but nevertheless entitled to some 
weight, to show that Admiral Sampson 
is now off Havana. The dispatches 
which were sent him yesterday from the 
navy department went to Key West and 
not to Cape Haytien. This would indi-! 
cate that they were to be carried by dis- 
patch boats across from Key West to 
Havana. In addition to this itis known 
that last Sunday night Admiral Samp- 
son's squadron was keeping guard over 
the entrance to Havana harbor, there! 
being at that time a possibility that 
Admiral Cervera had slipped out of | 
Santiago harbor and was making for | 
Havana. | 

The Sixth Massachusetts is settling 
down to the ways of camp life in its new 
military home in Virginia. All the 
accounts show that the bay state boys 
shine as a crack regiment in all the ey-j 
olutions of drill. In equipment and per- 
fection of movemen‘s they amply sus- 
tain the reputation that preceded therm } 
into the field. Tt is unfortunate that 
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Camp Alger has so little to recommena 
it asarendezvous forsoldiers. It would 
not be surprising if the site were given 
up for some other better watered. 


Out of all the doubt and hesitation or 
the last fortnight, one clear line of policy 
has at last appeared. No time is to be 
lost in campleting the occupation of the 
Philippines, and troops are to be hurried 
across the Pacific without further delay. 
Moreover, General Merritt has been in- 
structed to proclaim martial law in the 
islands just as soon as he arrives there 
with a sufficient American force. The 
significance of this is great. It means 
that the expedition to Manila is not for 
the purpose of relieving Dewey and en- 
abling him to hold his own, but for the 
purpose of administering the govern- 
ment of the island, and such a step hav- 
ing once been taken it can hardly be 


retraced. Generar Merritt will have all 
the men he asks for to enable him to 
succeed in his mission; 4000 of these will 
be afloat by Saturday and 3000 more by

the close of the next week. Merritt will 
need 20,000 at once, and it is intimated 
that a call for 35,000 may be made before 
the summer is over. The 20,000 will be 
sent probably within a fortnight. 


Arrival of the Oregon. 
Atlanta, Ga., May 25.—A special to The 
Constitution reports the safe arrival of 
the battleship Oregon at Jupiter, Fla. 


Rioting In Manila. 

Hong Kong, May 25.—A Japanese 
cruiser, which arrived here yesterday 
from Manila, reports that when she left 
there rioting had broken out and a num- 
ber of houses had been burned. Food 
was daily becoming scarcer and horse 
flesh was sold at $1.50 a pound. The 
Spanish volunteers were making angry 
demands for pay and food which the 
Spaniards were utterly unable to satisfy. 

The cruiser reports that Admiral 
Montojo is awaiting trial by court- 
martial for alleged incompetency dur- 
ing the engagement with the United 
States squadron under Commodore 
Dewey; while the captain of the Spanish 
revenue cutter Callao, captured by the 
American warships, is to be shot for not 
making resistance. 

Aguinalde, the insurgent leader, hada 
great reception on his arrival at the 
Philippines from Hong Kong. Rear 
Admiral Dewey supplied the insurgents 
with two guns and 300 rifles, and at the 
time the Japanese cruiser left Aguinaldo 
expected to make an immediate attack. 


Wolseley on the Invasion. 

London, May 25.—It is the opinion of 
Commander Wolsley that “the United 
States would make a mistake in at- 
tempting to invade Cuba with volunteers 
who are not fully drilled and disciplined, 
because they might meet heavy reverses 
when those troops encountered the 
trained Spanish troops on land. It would 
be a grave error,” said Lord Wolsley,

“to underestimate the strength of the 
adversaries of the American troops. 1 
would regret to see the Americans even 
temporarily beaten, as all my sym- 
pathies are with them. It is fortunate 
for the United States that this war is 
not with a first-class power, for it is evi- 
dent that in such an encounter they 
would be badly beaten at the beginning, 
though I believe the Americans are able 
to defeat any nation in the long run.” 


Waters South of Cuba, 

Jamaica, May 25.—The waters south ot 
Cuba have suddenly become the scene 
of great naval activity. Commodore 
Schley, who left Key West last Thurs- 
day with the United States battleships 
Massachusetts and Téxas, the armored 
cruiser Brooklyn and the armed yacht 
Scorpion, is believed to be cruising off 
Cienfuegos and Santiago de Cuba.

DISORDERS IN ITALIY, 


“Fruit of Evil Seed Scattered With 
Impunity.” 


That Is the Way Pope Leo 
Refers to Them. 


Says That the Church Teaches Men to Avoid 
Rioting. 


Rome, May 25.—The Observer publishes 
a letter from the pope to Cardinal Andrea 
Ferrari, archbishop of Milan, expressing 
profound emotion because of the grave 
disorders in Italy. The pope says: 
“These disorders are the fruit of evil 
seed, scattered with impunity in Italy, 
which leads to the corruption of minds, 
the perversion of morals and the detri- 
ment of religion. We have seen that, 
instead of exhorting and calming wicked 
people, honest citizens have been guilty 
of disorders in a mistaken idea that they 
are devoting themselves to the interests 
of the church and the holy see, affecting 
to ignore the fact that the church 
teaches men to avoid rioting; but it was 
not the Catholics who provoked the dis- 
orders, the authors of which must be 
sought elsewhere.” 

The pope could have wished, he con- 
tinues, that Cardinal Ferrari had been 
at Milan at the time of the rioting in 
order to pacify the people; and he de- 
clares that he has been greatly moved 
by the insults contained in the mani- 
festo. It was not against the person of 
the cardinal, who has always exempli- 
fied great pastoral charity, that the at- 
tacks were directed, but against the 
principles he represented. It ig im- 
possible to understand whither such a 
campaign can lead when the social au- 
thority is shaken, 

The pope declares, however, that he 
has derived great consolation from the 
evidences of devotion of which the arch- 
bishop has been the object and, conclud- 
ing the letter, expresses his confidence 
that the Catholic clergy at Milan will 
remain under the influence of their affec- 
tion for their pastor,

WE MUST TAKE HAWAII 


Philippine Situation Makes the Ae- 
tion Unavoidable, 


Coaling at the Islands Is a 
Breach of Neutrality. 


Hawaiians Become Allies of Americans In 
Permitting It. 


Washington, May 25.—The Philip- 
pines expedition is off in dead earnest. 
The sending of three ships will affect the 
Hawaiian question vitally. Like the 
Charleston, the transports must stop at 
Hawaii to replenish their bunkers from 
the great heaps of coal that Consul Gen- 
eral Hayward has been piling up for 
months past. If the Hawaiians let us 
take this coal without the pretext that 
we are using it to make our way to the 
nearest home port, as is required by in- 
ternational law in such cases, they will 
stand convicted of a gross breach of neu- 
trality that in the eyes of the law of 
nations allies them with the United} 
States in hostility with Spain. The tak- | 
ing of coal by the American ships at 
Hawaii to make an extensive campaign 
against the Spanish possessions, it is be- 
lieved here, will result in compelling the 
United States either to assume a pro- 
tectorate over the islands, or to annex 
them. 

An earnest effort will be made to secure 
American boats, but it is very plainly | 
set forth by Mr. Meikeljohn that the of- |} 
ficials will not lose further time, but } 
will instead ask that American registry 
be given to foreign vessels, or else im-| 
press American steamers into service. 

Island advices leave nothing to sur- 
mise on the disposition of the governing | 
body. Members of the Hawaiian cabinet 
refuse to deny or affirm the rumor that 
their government has offered the island 
to the American government as a base 
of operations in the war. The draft of 
a bill having this object in view has been 
received and sent to the senate in secret 
session, but members object to the bill, 
saying that all the republic can do or of- 
fer to do is contained in the annexation 
treaty. To pass the bill or even to con- 
sider it would savor of over-anxiety, 
which would be very apt to defeat its 
own purposes. President Dole has go 
power to cede the islands without rati- 
fication by the Hawalian legislature, | 
In the meantime the American troops | 
will be allowed openly by the government 
all the freedom of the port. ‘hey will 
be sold all the food supplies and coal they 
can carry off, and will be given all the 
assistance lying within the power of the 
people, 

“We have not secured any new ships, 
but are still negotiating for the Colon} 
and China,” said Assistant Secretary 
Meikeljohn. The difficulty with these 
ships has been the question of price, the 
owners of them and the department of- 
ficials being unable to agree upon the 
rates to be paid. Mr. Meikeljohn has, 
not yet put into execution his threat to 
imnpress some of the ships on the Pacific 
coast into the service of the United | 
States, and he hopes this will not be 
necessary, but that the companies will 
offer their vessels to the government at 
reasonable rates. It is believed to be 
likely, however, that a recommendation } 
will be made to congress granting an| 
American registry to the Tacoma, Vie- 
toria and Argyll of the Northern Pacific 
steamship line so that they may be 
fitted out for use as ’ 
promptly as possible. 

A large number of ships have been of- | 
fered to the department at reasonable| 
rates, but they were in such condition | 
that the officials refused them on the 
ground that it would not be safe to send 
troops in them. Should the government 
decide to ask that an American registry 
be given to all six vessels of the Northern 
Pacific Steamship company and they be | 
secured for transport purposes, these, | 
with the five ships already secured and!

TAX ON CORPORATIONS. 


Opposition te the Proposition Heard 
From In the Senate 

Washington, May 25.—Mr. Platt of 
Connecticut declared his belief that the 
war revenue bill would raise a sufficient 
amount without the corporation tax. 
It was an excess of caution, he thought, 
that had prompted the chairman of the 
ways and means committee of the house 
to underestimate the amount which the 
bill probably would raise. Mr. Platt 
thought the bond feature proposed by 
the minority of the finance committee 
was eminently fair. It was perfectly 
proper that the burdens of the war 
should be distributed over a period of 
years. The burdens were thus made 
easiertocarry. The tax on corporations 
Was unjust for many reasons, and he was 
satisfied it was illegal and unconstitu- 
tional. It was notably unjust because 
it discriminated between persons in the 
same lines of business. He realized, he 
said, the sentiment of the present day 
against corporations and the desire on 
the part of many to get at them through 
taxation. The pending feature of the 
bill was a special excise tax on corpora- 
tions, purely as such, and it is the first 
time it has ever been tried in this coun- 
try. 

Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky, in the 
course of a legal argument upon the 
corporation tax feature, said it was im- 
possible for the government to levy taxes 
of this kind except on consumption and 
on industry. No man pretended to in- 
sist that corporate property ought not 
to be taxed, if taxation were necessary, 
but the question here presented was 
whether the tax proposed to be levied 
was fair and equitable. He maintained 
that it was the part of wisdom for con- 
gress to enact only such legislation as 
would be beyond controversy in the 
courts. 

Mr. Frye declared that the proposed 
tax on corporations was a good scheme 
to encourage enlistment in the United 
States army. “I fully and firmly be- 
lieve,” said he, “that if this feature of the 
bill be enacted into law 1,000,000 of men 
will be out of work.” Mr. Frye main- 
tained that the burden of the tax would 
fall upon the men and women who work 
in the mills, for it was perfectly evident 
that, in the event the tax is levied, the 
mills must either close entirely, or re-| 
duce wages. In either event strikes and |} 
misery would result in industrial cen- 
ters. Mr. Frye objected, too, to the tax 
on bank deposits because of the burden 
placed upon deposits in savings banks. 
He did not believe, he said, that sena- 
tors from the south had any proper con- 
ception of the savings bank as it was 
known in New England. It was really 
a philanthropic institution. % 


Bay State Legis!ature, 
Boston, May 25.—Governor Wolcott 
sent to the senate yesterday a brief mes- 
ignificant In light of recent bank 

troubles in the state. He asks if it is 
not desidable to limit more strictly the

Far 
from obtaining a two-thirds vote, the 
friends of the bill in the house could not 
even get a majority, the vote on passing 
over the veto being 62 yeas to 98 nays. 

The bill to prevent a continuance of 
the practice of so-called “coinsurance” 
on mereantite risks was refused a third 
reading in the senate by a vote of 9 to 
17.

He 1s in search of 
dispatches from the American blockad- 
ng fleet to the navy department and of | 
communications from spies. He avers 
that on her previous trip fom Cienfuegos 
the Adula brought mail from the Mar- 
blehead; and he cites the British neu- 
trality clause declaring that official dis- 
patches are contraband. 

The colonial authorities, after inquiry, | 
replied that no proof existed of the ex- 
istence of official dispatches from the | 
Marblehead, but only of the personal | 
letters of the officers and men which/ 
were accepted as an act of courtesy for | 
mailing here. 

The Spanish consul, persisting in his 
femand for the privilege to search all 
packages seaied or unsealed, and the 
persons of passengers, the colonial gov- 
ernment replied that such a thing could 
not be allowed without proof of reason- 
able probability. The colonial authori- 
ties are understood to have inquired of 
London for advice. They are reluctant 
to do anything displeasing to the United 
States, and yet are determined to en- 
force neutrality. 


Nothing Is Disclosed. 

Madrid, May 25.—A mysterious silence 
reigns in official circles. The govern- 
ment discloses nothing from the seat of 
War. A local paper observes: “An un- 
explained feeling of despondency is 
noticeable. As no bad news has been 
received, we can only suggest that this 
feeling is caused by fears of a pro- 
longation of the war.” i 

The national subscription to increase 
the strength of the Spanish nayal forces 
has now reached 12,000,000 pesetas, 


Physical Ills of Cubans. 

Des Moines, Ia., May 25.—The United 
States consul at Matanzas, A. G. Brice 
of Bedford, Ia., in an interview yester- 
day said: “I wish to assure the volun- 
teers in the different states that there 
is little danger of the United States 
soldiers falling victims to disease in 
Cuba. I speak from experience in the 
prevince of Matanzas, where there has 
been the greatest suffering among the 
reconcentrados. The physical ills of the 
Cubans and Spaniards in the armies re- 
sult from deplorable sanitary conditions. 
Field operations are perfectly practi- 
cable during the rainy season, if there 
is a proper observance of the ordinary 
rules of health.” 


Finances of Spain, 

Madrid, May 25.—In the chamber of 
deputies Tuesday Mr. Puigcerver, min- 
ister of finance, replying to the criticisms 
of Marquis Villaverde, Conservative, 
with respect to the financial policy of 
the government, repudiated the charge 
of want of foresight, and answered that 
Spain's finances were ina “satisfactory 
condition,” assuring the payment of all 
the expenses of the war. In view of the 
impossibility of negotiating loans 
abroad, there was no means of raising 
funds to continue the war except by an 
extension of the bank of Spain's note 
issue, Which, however, did not imply a 
forced paper currency. He proposed to 
convert the treasury’s floating debt, 
now nearly 500,000,000 pesetas, into smal] 
denomination treasury bonds. He ex- 
plained the proposed conversion of the 
external debt, but avoided any allusion 
to the proposed tax on the national debt. 
Puigcerver affirmed the necessity of a 
“0 percent inggease in all taxation, in- 
cluding that 6n agriculture,

Chicago, May 25.—The united Irish so- 
cleties, at a big meeting presided over | 
by John M. Smyth, a prominent mer- 
chant, adopted resolutions emphatically 
condemning the suggested alliance be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain. The resolutions denounce the 
alliance as uncalled for and nationally 
degrading—at variance with American 
tradition and the sentiment of a ma- 
jority of the American people who are 
not of British birth or ancestry. It is 
declared that such an alliance would 
result in a European combination 
against us and would make us partners 
in crimes of the British empire against 
weak states and defenseless peoples. 
The resolutions “call upon the American 
government, executive and legislative, 
to repudiate a policy so suicidal that it 
could not fail to fill with disgust millions 
of loyal American citizens.” 

The principal speaker, John Finerty, 
said: ‘We will fight this alliance on the 
platform and at the polls. We are will- 
ing and eager to fight for America, but 
we will never fire a shot or lose a single 
drop of: blood for England.”

TOOCCUPY PORTO RICO. 


Ten Thousand Soldiers to Be Landed 
on the Island, 


Belief That Movement May 
Be Made Safely. 


Sampson Watching Havana and Schley at 
Santiago. 


Washington, May 26.—Cuba is to be 
invaded at once. 

No danger threatens the moving of 
troops upon the sea. The Spanish fleet, 
caged in Santiago harbor, is helpless. 
It is threatened from without by Schley’s 
fighting squadron and will soon be 
hemmed in on the land side by soldiers 
wearing the uniform of the United 
States. Troops may already have lIeft 
Tampa for Key West, the advance guard 
of the invading army. 

Simultaneously, perhaps, with the 
movement upon Cuba will come the 
seizure and military occupation of Porto 
Rico. 

This plan is now under serious con- 
sideration. General Miles favors it, and 
pressure in the same direction is being 
brought to bear upon the president by 
leading senators. There are only 13,000 
Spanish troops on the island. A force 
of 15,000 American soldiers could easily 
defeatthem. Over the island the Ameri- 
can flag would then float proudly. 

The problem of transportation has 
been greatly simplified by the trappiug 
of the Spanish fleet in the harbor of 
Santiago. There were rumors yester- 
day to the effect that Admiral Cervera 
might not be in Santiago, and two or 
three of the cable officers did not hesi- 
tate to express some skepticism as to the 
Spanish admiral’s presence there. It is 
known, however, that Schley has re- 
ported that he has the enemy safely 
caged. It is hardly likely that @ has 
sent this information of his personal 
knowledge, for the miniature moun- 
tains which rise between ‘the inner 


| basin of the harbor and the sea prevent | 
| an actual sight of the ships. 


There is a general belief that Cervera 
hopes to soon hear of the arrival of re- 


| inforcements from Cadiz. His maneu- 


vers have indicated that he is awaiting 
reinforcements, and it is believed that 
the need of economizing his coal supply, 
which he has found difficulty in replen- | 
ishing, necessitated his seeking a har- 
bor of refuge, where he could enjoy com- 
parative immunity from attack until re- 
inforcements, accompanied by trans- 
ports, should arrive to join him. It re- 
quired too great a risk for him to at- 
tempt to reach Cienfuegos, and he was 
then left to choose between Santiago de 
Cuba and San Juan, Porto Rico. . 
As soon as a sufficient army is landed 
in Cuba to hold the Spanish in check at 
every point and to warrant aggressive 
operations, there will be an attack by 
land forces upon Santiago de Cuba, 
which could speedily be compelled to 
surrender. The occupation of Santiago 
de Cuba by our troops and the blockad- 
ing of the entrance to the harbor by our 
fleet would leave the Spanish fleet utterly 
without support or escape, and the 
Spanish admiral would either have to 
surrender or have his fleet destroyed. 
The same plan contemplates the bom- 
bardment of Havana and a general at- 
tack upon the Spanish forces at all | 
quarters. 


Rear Admiral Sampson, with a strong 
naval force, is lying off the northern 
coast of Cuba, prepared to bombard 
Havana the moment the military in- 
vasion begins. While the ships attached 


to Commodore Schley’s squadron are 
subject to the orders of Rear Admiral 
Sampson, the latter officer assigned to 
the commander of the flying squadron 
the duty of preventing the departure of 
the Spanish fleet from the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba, while he directed the 
operations against Havana and gave 
protection to the blockading men-of-war 
and the Atlantic and gulf coasts of the 
United States. 

The call for 75,000 additional volun- 
teers which was issued Wednesday 
makes it clear that the president expects 
the war with Spain to continue for some 
time. It has been recently demonstrated 
that the untrained*volunteer soldier will 
require from three to six months’ con- 
stant drill and instruction to bring him 
up to the requisite standard of efficiency, 
and the authorities believe that the 
sooner the new men are put into camp, 
and under training, the sooner they will 
be ready for service. 

It is understood the new volunteers 
will form a reserve force, so that such 
regiments as may become depleted 
through sickness or disaster can be re- 
cruited to their former strength by re- 
serves from their own states. The de- 
sire, apparently, is to escape the disas- 
trous experience of the civil war, when 
depleted regiments of seasoned men 
were used to fill the ranks of raw and un- 
trained volunteers. It is believed the 
department may avoid calling for, the 
state quotas in regiments. The drafts 
on the states will be made in round num- 
bers, and the men thrown directly into 
camps of instruction under the charge of 
the government. 


The Transports Off. 

San Francisco, May 26.—At 4 o’clock 
Wednesday afternoon Brigadier General 
Anderson signaled from the Australia, 
directing the City of Peking and the 
City of Sydney to get under way. The 
signal was seen from the shore, and the 
waiting crowds commenced to cheer 
wildly. The noise made by patriotic 
citizens on sea and shore was something 
terrific. Every steam whistle in the city 
@eppeared to be blowing, cannon were 
fired and the din lasted for fully an hour. 
As the Australia passed Alcatras island, 
in the lead of the other ships, the bat- 
tery of United States artillery stationed 
there fired a salute to General Anderson. 
The colors were dipped in recognition. 


What London Editors Suggest. 

London, May 26.—In face of the con- 
flicting reports as to the whereabouts 
and doings of the American and Spanish 
fleets, the London morning papers con- 
sider it idle to speculate. The Times, 
nowever, suggests that the United States 
government might land an expeditionary 
force in the vicinity of Santiago, which 
could thus be invested by land and sea 
and could not hold out long. Such an 
enterprise The Times thinks, if success- 
ful, might put not only the Spanish ves- 
sels, but the cable station into Ameri- 
can hands, 

The Daily News says: “The bold course 
of a rush into the harbor would be most 
consistent with Rear Admiral Samp- 
gon's character for dash and daring, and 
the most likely to produce a decisive 
result: but it must be done quickly, lest 
other Spanish ships may be drawing 
near enough to relieye Admiral Cervera. 
If the latter knew that such relief were 
coming, he could probably easily slip out 
of Santiago harbor under cover of dark- 
ness. Admiral Hornby showed how 
this could be done when, in 1885, he took 
a whole fleet out of Bantry bay, unseen 
by the cruisers that were watching for

Jail In Key West Invaded by Sailors 
and Marines, 


Inflamed by the Report of a 
Murder. 


Intense Feeling Aroused Against the Colored 
Population. 


Key West, May 26.—What threatened 
to develop into an ugly affair, if not a 
lynching, occurred last night. A report 
was circulated that a marine had been 
shot and killed by a negro froma second 
story window. Nobody seemed to know 
what had become of the victim or perpe- 
trator, but the report reached the sailors 
and marines, the latter of whom were 
enjoying their first day's liberty since 
arriving here, and they formed into two 
battalions and marched on the jail with 
loaded revolvers. 

Sheriff Knight met them at the door 
‘and parleyed, assuring them that the 
negro Was notincustody. Theinvaders 
drew off a short distance and selected 
two bluejackets and one marine td ¥o 
through the jail. The sheriff was power- 
less to resist. Twelve negroes were 
found in the jail, but as the identity of 
the supposed murderer was a mystery 
the party was halted. Some of the more 
turbulent spirits suggested a lynching of 
a negro on principle, but upon the 
sheriff's promising to find and produce 
the assailant, if the story were true, the 
party left and scoured the town in the 
hope of coming upon their man. 

While returning from the jail the party 
met another jackie, who thought he 
could identify the supposed murderer. 
Another march on the jail followed, ang 
the man looked over the colored prison- 
ers, but failed to identify. There were 
cool heads among the marchers, and 
they advised giving the sheriff a chance 
to get Kitchen and two other suspected 
negroes named Kidd and Spencer. The 
party eventually dispersed at a late 
hour without further trouble, although 
determined to avenge the assaults and 
indignities from negroes. 

The feeling among the jackies and the 
marines against the negro population 
is intense, aggravated by the affray of 
Tuesday night, when Charles Kitchen, 
a negro, shot and wounded two seamen. 
Their revenge will be quite as well satis- 
fied if Kitchen can be located. 

At a late hour squads of marines were 
out patrolling the streets, gathering in 
the marines and thesallors. A guard of 
more than 70 armed soldiers was placed 
around the jail. Itis currently reported 
that martial law will be declared before 
another nightfall. 


Jiminez’ Cipher Letter. 

Key West, May 26.—The investigation 
of the case of the suspected Spanish spy, 
Remigro Jiminez, brought out new facts 
yesterday. A search of Jiminez's ef- 
fects revealed a cipher letter, which 
turned out to be the key to 89 charts of 
the Atlantic coast from Maine to Flor- 
ida, particular minuteness being shown 
as to the vicinity of Norfolk, New York, 

30ston and Providence harbors, and the 

inlets around. Tampa. All the Florida 
keys and the Tortugas are also explained 
in detail. The bill for these charts fs 
made out in the name of M. Rapurta. 
Under examination Jiminez at first as- 
serted that he had shipped them to 
Rapurta at some South American point 
on April 18, but later he contradicted 
himself, and eventually declared that he 
had made them in New York. Qther 
papers found on him apparently verify 
his showing that he had bought the 
charts from a New York firm on Aprjl 
19 for $27.25 and sold them for $60. A 
rigorous search failed to locate the 
charts. Jiminez swears that he was an 
engineer in the Spanish navy in Cuban 
waters, but ran away in 1890, since which 
time he has lived in New York. An old 
Sword and a pair of new epawettes 
found in his trunk were a part of his 
equipment. 

Passengers on the Panama say they 
recognize Jiminez as a lieutenant ef fhe 
Spanish navy. Letters from a nephew 
and other relatives seem to fix his name 
as given. The officials are inclined to 
the belief that others on the Panama are 
associated with Jiminez in whatever 
scheme he may be engineering, and for 
this reason the prisoner was taken oft 
the steamer and placed under guard on 
a smack as a prisoner of war. Several 
persons claimed to recognize in the 
suspect Lieutenant Sobral, former navay 
attache of the Spanish legation in Wash- 
ington, but there is nothing to warrant 
such a theory. 


Brockton, Mass., May 26.—The Fletcher 
Webster pgst, G. A. R., at a meeting to 
act upon the propoged changing of the 
department constitution so as to elimin- 
ate the provision which allowed past de- 
partment commanders to sit in the con- 
vention as life delegates, voted 86 to 1 
in favor of the change. The provision 
has given rige for twe years to the con- 
tention in the department popujarly 
termed as a fight against the “house of 
lords.” S

Woonsocket, R. IL, May 26.—Alvin 
Niles of Bennington, Vt., now living at 
Sayles Hill, four miles from this city, 
for some unknown reason laid his left 
arm on a chopping block and severed 
it below the elbow with an ax. He lies 
in a criticai condition from loss of blood.

The exhibition has a deep signifi- 
cance, it shatters the old-fashioned 


| idea that a poor knowledge of the rudi- 


writing, and arith- 
metic constitutes in itself an educa- 
tion. Nowadays the two chief ends 
for which puplis attend schools are 
knowledge and training. 

For example, color having been ac- 
cepted by the leading educators as an 
important means of mental develop- 
ment, it has been introduced into the 
lowest grade of which Miss Thayer is 
the teacher. In the same grade the 
children show remarkable _ proficiency 
in writing, as well as in nature work, 
—-which developes the perspective 
faculties, the imaginative and reflec- 
tive powers of these children of but six 


ments of reading, 


|} and seven years of age. 


At Miss Cameron's table (Grade II), 
the salient features of the exhibit 
were the original stories about pic- 
tures; the stories about pets, such as 
dogs, cats; color work borders; neat 
arithmetic papers, and science papers. 

Grade III, which was in charge of 
Miss Otis, was well shown by the 
language paper; drawing, literature, 
vertical writing, drawing of flowers 
from unature, and especially by the 
paper ‘‘Our School Leaflet.”’ An 
article regarding this line of work 
appeared in a recent number of 
‘*Primary Education’? and Ledger. 

Miss Crane of Grade IV, was unable 
to be present owing to an attack of 
the grip, but she was most ably repre- 
sented by her substitute, Miss Edith 
Howe. The principal feature of this 
table was the interest which the puplis 
of this grade have evinced in historical] 
research of contemporaneous, as well 
as ancient Quincy history. There were 
some very good papers upon the inter- 


| pretation of the seal of the city, and 


also several photographs of historical 
interest. 

At Miss Bates’ table (Grade V) the 
pupils besides excelling in the regular 
school work, have shown great apti- 
tude with their scrap book, and in 
constructing charts of head and tail 
pieces and historic ornaments clipped 
from contemporary periodicals.

At Mr. Finch’s table there was a 
general resume on a finished scale of 
all the previous work. One noticable 
feature is the ‘*‘Wollaston Semi-Weekly 
Journal’’ which is published by the 
pupils of that grade. It is a minature 
newspaper with all the bad features of 
sensational journalism eliminated. 
The design for cloth (prints) handker- 
chief orders and book-covers were well 
executed. The drawings of the 
American flags on the blackboard were 
executed by one of the pupils of Grade 
VIII, Walter G. Thomas, 

It is apparent from this exhibition 
that our boys and girls are receiving 
an education that will best fit them for 
careers upon which the vast majority 
will enter when they are graduated 
| from the public schools. The pupils 
}are not only well grounded in read- 
ing, grammar, writing, arithmetic, 
spelling, business correspondence and 
single entry bookkeeping, but in other 
branches, all of which are of a 
;character to confer the greatest 
practical educational benefit upon the 
masses who cannot hope to enjoy ad- 
vantages of education other than those 
offered by the public schools.

Pronouncing Spanish, 

A Quincy gentleman who has made 
astudy of the Spanish language, and 
who has travelled in Spain has kindly 
come to the relief of Ledger readers. 
He saysa good deal of the difficulty 
many people meet within pronouncing 
the Spanish names of persons and 
places, which occur so frequently in 
the papers nowadays will be obviated 
if they will only remember the follow- 
ing simple rules in respect to the 
Spanish language :

Qu is pronounced like r.

NEW LIFE AT TAMPA. | 


PROSPERITY HAS REACHED IT WITH 
THE INFLUX OF TROOPS. 


Contrast of War and Peace—Concert and 
Dances Given to Entertain the Military 
Visitors—Charms of the Cuban Refugee 
Women—Some Revolutionary Soldiers. 


The Spanish proverb—if one may 
quote anything Spanish in these war- 
like days—that it is an ill wind that 
blows no one apy good, was never bet- 
ter illustrated than by the present flour- 
ishing condition of Tampa. It had re- 
cently closed its season of prosperity; 
its great hostelry bad barred up its 
door; its winter guests had fled before 
the approach of tropical heat; the usual 
cloud of white, ashlike dust had settled 
down over every green thing, and the 
little city had shrunk into its summer 
insignifiance. Then war came, and the 
trumpet blast that sent a shiver of dis- 
couragement throughout the land woke 
Tampa into new life. 

The great inn has opened its doors 
again, soldiers are making their small 
purchases where rich northern visitors 
lavished their thousands a few weeks 
before, business men have foregone their 
summer vacation, and the city has set- 
tled down to driving one of the most 
prospercus trades that any community 
of its size ever made out of war or 
peace. Every one here appreciates this 
great opportunity. Congressmen have 
availed themselves of the temporary im- 
portance of the port to have it trans- 
formed into a permanent military post; 
the railways have utilized the occasion 
by rushing trains into and out of the 
city bearing troops, arms, wilitary 
stores and crowds of curious persons, 
and the shops, having already sold out 
all their stock of articles, have emptied 
into this little place the larger supply 
of Jacksonville and Savannah and are 
now drawing upon the north and west. 
Real estate is also feeling the impetus, 
and if the war continues along present 
lines of peaceful blockades and long en- 
campments Tampa bids fair to be the 
commercial metropolis of Florida with- 
in a few months. 

There is present always the sharp 
contrast between war and peace and 
half an effort to thrust war aside for 
the moment in order that the thousands 
who have assembled here may taste 
some of the pleasures of tranquillity be- 
fore the struggle begins in dreadful 
earnest. Tampa's war season was open- 
ed by a ball, just as Waterloo was pre- 
ceded by the Byronic ‘‘sound of revelry 
by night.’’ A faint effort has been 
made ever since to keep up this sem- 
blance of gayety. Concerts or dances are 
given nightly, and the military bands 
and musical Cuban women entertain 
the martial and civilian throng that 
has flowed into and deluged the city. 
Now and then a concert is given by the 
feminine members of the community of 
Cuban refugees here, and a small ad- 
mission charge is made to collect mon- 
ey for the revolutionary forces. 

The Cuban refugees are rendering 
their country one great service—they 
are dispelling any doubts that existed 
in the minds of our people as to their 
worthiness and that of their cause. Let- 
ters and editorials about ‘‘mulattoes,’’ 
‘‘half breeds’’ and an ‘‘unworthy race’’ 
could never have been written by any 
one who bad seen the charming and 
refined women who have had to flee 
from Cuba to find a haven in our coun- 
try. Many women in the Cuban colony 
here would be remarked for their cul- 
ture and refinement in any fashionable 
circle in the United States orin any 
court of the old world. They are prov- 
ing by their own excellence the worth 
of the people in whose behalf we are 
marshaling our armies and for the free- 
dom of whose country we are preparing 
to offer a sacrifice of life and treasure. 

I recently returned from the inspec- 
tion of the 700 Cubans who have volun- 
teered for service under General Lacret 
Morlot. These troops were reviewed by 
Lieutenant Meiley of General Shafter’s 
staff at their headquarters in Huespedes 
hall in West Tampa. They have been 
victualed for several days by our army 
and will be armed and equipped as soon 
as they are got aboard the transports. A 
large percentage of them are negroes, 
possibly one in every five. They are 
quite small men, and apparently not 
strong enough to undergo a long or ar- 
duous campaign. Most of them seem to 
be unfit for service, and if it were not 
for the consciousness that they have be- 
hind them the supporting arm.of the 
United States one would feel as if they 
were marching to certain destruction. 
If their compatriots in Cuba are no 
stronger or hardier, the quality of their 
Spanish adversaries can readily be in- 
ferred. Such troopscould never drive 
Spain from Cuba, although they might 
wage a guerrilla war for a century, 
handing down their rifles and machetes 
from father to son, and maintain a sort 
of government in the mountain fastness- 
es. Courage could not make amends for 
their lack of the physical qualities nec- 
essary for the soldier. 

They make a sorry contrast to our 
own troops. The latter are seasoned 
fighters, admirably drilled and handled, 
and every man of the 6,000 is physical- 
ly qualified for a long campaign of the 
hardest and fiercest kind of fighting. A 
company of them would be equal now 
to aregiment of these unseasoned and 
untrained Cubans. It is possible, how- 
ever, that under the skill and experi- 
ence of General Lacret Morlot they will 
rapidly become serviceable troops. Both 
Morlot and Nunez have had plenty of 
experience in the field, and the former 
at least isa fine disciplinarian. They 
are also officered by young men who 
bave seen some service in Cuba. Gener- 
al Sanguily will, it is thought, organ- 
ize an entirely different body, which 
will follow the present expedition, or 
accompany it if his soldiers can be got 
together in time. The forces here and 
at Port Tampa are in excellent health 

and spirits. All are fully equipped and 


ready to move at once.—Stanhope Sams

EXPOSITION IN PARIS. 


— 


Matter of Boycotting It Discussed 
Seriously. 


French Feeling For Spain the 
Reason. 


Dictates of Diplomacy Against Display of Na 
tional Resentment. 


Washington, May 26.—While the pre- 
vision in the sundry civil appropriatior 
bill for the proper representation of this 
country at the Paris exposition, whict 
was inserted by the senate, has not yet 
been taken up in a formal way by the 
conference committee which is consider- 
ing the bill, the subject has had more 
or less attention from the members of tht 
committee as individuals. They ap- 
preciate the delicacy of the situation, 
realizing that they are acting largely 
in a diplomatic capacity in dealing with 
this subject, and accordingly they are 
impressed with the necessity of proceed- 
ing with caution. 

Their attention has been called to both 
sides of the question, and the fact has 
developed that there is an element ir 
this country quite opposed to making any 
appropriation because of the allege¢ 
partiality of France toward Spain in 
the present war. The fact has also de- 
veloped that at least one member of the 
committee is of the opinion that no apt 
propriation should be made under the 
circumstances, The indications are 
however, quite strong that this view will 
not prevail unless some act of hostility 
should be committed by the French peo- 
ple, and so long as the French gevern- 
ment continues to declare its goed will 
the prevailing opinion among the com- 
mitteemen seems to be that the wise 
and proper policy is to proceed in the 
matter just as would be done if there 
were no war on. 

Some of the house conferrees are of the 
opinion that the senate provision looking 
to the ultimate expenditure of ebout 
$750,000 on the exposition is too liberal 
and that it would be at any time mor 
than this country would be justified ir 
expending upon a foreign exhibition 
They are advocating a reduction to the 
extent of a third of that amount, placing 
the limit at $500,000, and it appears prob- 
able that this change may be made. 

However, this is not decided upon, nor 
is anything in connection with the pro- 
vision. All that can be said definitely 
now is that the committee as a whole 
is favorably disposed to make provision 
for an exhibition of American products 
in Paris that will do credit to our country 
and be an earnest of our good will to- 
ward France. Some members of the 
committee even feel that the diplomatic 
situation is such as to render it more ex- 
pedient than ordinarily would be the 
case to act liberally in the matter now 
and it is understood that the adminis- 
tration has quietly presented this view. 
There is a feeling that the appropriation 
should be made, and if subsequent de- 
velopments should prove its expenditure 
unwise the president can be trusted te 
act in accordance with the best interests 
of the country. 


Question of Annexation. 

Washington, May 26.—The active op- 
ponents of Hawaiian annexation in the 
senate, it is learned, agreed to the ar- 
rangement for daily sessions of the sen- 
ate beginning at 11 o'clock only after 
an understanding with a number of Re- 
publican senators that the question 
should not be earnestly pressed in any 
form at this session. Democratic sena- 
tors were appealed to to expedite con- 
sideration of the revenue bill, andasa 
counter proposition they asked that an- 
nexation be dropped. 

No party arrangement resulted from 
these propositions, the Republicans be- 
ing disinclined as a party to leave the 
Hawaiian issue go over, but a number 
gave assurance that such Jbegislation 
should not be seriously pressed at this 
session. These assurances, Democratic 
senators hostile to annexation say, are 
sufficiently numerous to warrant them 
in believing an adjournment of congress 
will be taken without action by the sen- 
ate on Hawaii. 

The course of the house on Hawaiian 
annexation is a matter of considerable 
doubt. A sufficient number of members 
for calling a caucus subscribed to a 
paper now in the hands of Representa- 
tive Grosvenor of Ohio, chairman of tie 
caucus, asking that a meeting be con- 
voked at once, but the understanding is 
that nothing will be done until next 
week, when it is possible that the sub- 
ject will get before the house. 


Mr. Teller Objected. 

Washington, May 26—When debate 
on the revenue bill was resumed Wed- 
nesday, Mr. Allen said that he felt hu- 
miliated because both branches of con- 
gress were controlled by the money 
power and that the voice of the people 
was almost stifled, or treated with con- 
tempt if heard atall. We were rapidly 
drifting from a republic to an offensive 
aristocracy. Discussing the war, Mr. 
Allen said that the very purpose for 
which it was begun had evidently been 
abandoned. The poor people of Cuba 
were starving by the hundreds every day, 
yet not an ounce of food or medicine had 
been conveyed to them. He would vote 
every dollar and every man necessary 
to conduct the war. He had served his 
country in one war, and would shoulder 
a musket again if necessary. Mr. Allen 
took strong ground against any proposed 
alliance between this country and Great 
Britain, declaring that he would oppose 
it with all his power until England shoald 
give to Ireland what the United States 
gave its people—home rule : 

Mr. Allison asked unanimous con- 
sent that debate on the bill be completed 
Saturday next before the adjournment 
of the senate. Mr. Tellerobjected. Mr. 
Jones of Arkansas had no doubt that the 
bill could be completed this week, but 
he deemed it wise not to hamper the sen- 
ate by a definite agreament. 

Mr. Daniel did not believe the bill 
could be completed this week. If cer- 
tain provisions were stricken out, he 
had other amendments which would cer- 
tainly lead to some debate. He did not 
think necessity for haste existed. If 
the news that the Spanish fleet was 
bottled up at Santiago should prove true,

Mr. Daniel thought it might be unneces- 
sary to plunge the nation into @ great) 
debt. 

Mr. Teller said he had no disposition 
unduly to delay a vote upon the bill, 
but he was not to be moved “by the in- 
sane clamor for haste.” The govern- 
ment would get all the money it needed 
and get it in plenty of time. 


No Caucus This Week. 

Washington, May 26.— General Gros- 
venor, chairman of the Republican cau- 
cus of the house, states that no caucus 
on the Hawaifan question will be held 
this week. “Many of the members have 
social engagements for Thursday even- 
ing,” he said, “and are opposed to a 
meeting then. Friday night is set apart 
for private pension legislation. Satur- 
day night is impracticable for a caucus. 
Monday is Memorial day. Hence, you 
see there is no time at which we coulé 
conveniently get together before next 
Tuesday. By that time, we may get to- 
gether, and it is possible that no caucus 
will be necessary.” 

Previous to making this statement 
General Grosvenor had been presentec 
with a formal request, signed by the 
necessary number of Republican mem- 
bers, that a caucus be called for this 
afternoon ornight. Chairman Hitt and 
others of the foreign affairs committee 
have had several interviews with Speak- 
er Jteed in behalf of a rule and repre- 
sented the strong majority of the house 
in its favor, but while not making 32 
definite refusal, Mr. Reed has not in- 
dicated his assent. 

The members of the foreign affairs 
committee are not disposed to join in th« 
movement, but they assert their belief 
though not entire confidence, that a rule 
will shortly be forthcoming, and pend- 
ing that they are not inclined to force 
matters. The indications are that the 
question will be delayed long enough to 
get the revenue bill out of the senate 
in accordance with the understanding 
in that body.

alliance. If, however, such an alliance 
should become an accomplished fact 
the government would be constrained to 
adopt measures to secure the country 
against the dangers of invasion. 

In reply to a question respecting the 
prospects of peace, Premier Sagasta 
said yesterday: “Such a question can 
be better answered in America than 
here. America is the aggressor. Spain 
is only maintaining the right of national 
existence, which she will continue to 
maintain to the last.” 


Shafter a Martinet, 

Tampa, Fla., May 26.—An order was 
issued yesterday by order of General 
Shafter requiring every newspaper cor- 
respondent at Tampa to furnish head- 
quarters with a copy of the paper whioh 
the correspondent represents. A strict 
watch will be kept on all matter printed 
under a Tampa date, and any prohibited 
statements will result ina refusal by the 
censor to pass upon matter written for 
the offending newspaper. 


Court Martial For Montijo. 

New York, May 26.—A cablegram from 
Manila bay via Hong Kong says:Gen- 
eral Agunilado and 12 other insurgents 
who came from Hong Kong in the Mc- 
Culloch landed at Cavite Tuesday. 
They tell me the rebels have taken pos- 
session of Subig and have 30,000 men 
ready to fight against the Spaniards as 
soon as they can get arms. A report 
was brought to the flagship that the 
rebels had attacked the Spanish out- 
posts of Manila. The Spaniards were 
found to have turned the guns of their 
shore batteries landward for protec- 
tion against the insurgents, and the 
rebels made nothing more than a recon- 
naisance in force. 

It is also reported that the HNeutenant 
who commanded the Callao here has been 
shot after a trial by a summary court- 
martial, and that Admiral Montijo has 
also been sentenced by court-martial. 
These rumors come through the crews of 
merchant vessels still here, but I do not 
have much confidence in the accuracy 
of the reports. 


Extracts Cold Comfort. 

London, May 26.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph says: 
“The Spanish embassy has issued the 
following statement: ‘The truth is the 
Americans have only achieved one suc- 
cess which led to nothing, Manila. All 
the rest is false. They also relied on 
disturbances which might occur in 
Spain. There were some troubles, ow- 
ing to the dearness of bread, but these 
completely disappeared as soon as the 
government forbade the exportation of 
corn.’ 

“The French government is carefully 
pursuing its policy; but public opinion 
is as warmly enlisted as ever on the side 
of Spain.” 


Heavy Artillery Required. 

New York, May 6.—With Commodore 
Schley and Admiral Sampson guarding 
the entrance to the harbor of Santiago, 
the Cuban junta believes that the en- 
trapping of Admiral Cervera will neces- 
sitate the sending to Cuba of heavy ar- 
tilery. This, Mr. Rubens, legal adviser 
of the junta, said, will have to be con- 
vayed to and planted in the hills behind 
Santiago, from which vantage point 
Admiral Cervera will be forced into a 
sea battle on the outside.

With Havana taken, and the invading 
army encamped on healthy ground on 
the surrounding hills, supplies can be 
sent to the starving Cubans, and opera- 
tions against the Spanish garrisons in 
the interior cities can be delayed until 
the close of the rainy season, if it is 
deemed advisable. In the meantime 
steps can be taken for combined land and 
seu operations against Santiago de Cuba, 
if Admiral Cervera has not yet been dis- 
lodged by Commodore Schley, and Porto 
Rico can also be wrested from Spain. 
Upon Admiral Sampson and his armor- 
clads will devolve the duty of convoying 
25,000 or 30,000 troops to Porto Rico, and 
assisting them in taking San Juan, just 
as he is to assist General Shafter's army 
in taking Havana. 
Weary of the Heat. 

Naval officers are turning their at- 
tention to inquiries whether it is possible 
for Admiral Cervera to get out of San- 
tiago harbor. They hold that this 
manoeuvre is impossible, and that being 
the case, the career of the Spanish ad- 
miral is at an end, so far as it constitutes 
a menace against our ships. The Brit- 
ish comment that Admiral Hornby in 1853 
escaped with his entire fleet from a har- 
bor under similar conditions, and that 
Admiral Cervera should be able to make 
his escape when he gets ready to do so 
{fs not accepted. 

The naval view here is just to the con- 
trary. It is pointed out that Admiral 
Hornby escaped from an open bay, while 
Admiral Ce;vera must come through a 
narrow channel about 300 feet wide, on 
which the American searchlights will 
play continually. It is stated that this 
is not mere opinion, but naval ma- 
noeuvres were carried on at Key West 
and Tortugas a few months ago which 
furnish a positive demonstration that 
Cervera cannot make | 
being discovered. | 

An officer who was on board one of the | 
American ships during the Tortugas | 
movement says a sham night attack 
of torpedo boats was made upon the 
big battleships and cruisers. The latter | 
were given no notice of the projected at- 
tact, and there was no extra guard such | 
as the American ships now maintain. 
Every torpedo boat was discovered long 
before it was within striking distance 
of the cruisers and battleships. The 
pilot of one of the attacking boats was 
so bewildered by searchlights that he 
nearly ran into a cruiser. The lesson 
drawn from this attack was thata night 
sally by an enemy was impossible owing 
to the methods of discovering an ap- 
proach. It had shown also that the at- 
tacking fleet could not get within range, 
although they had come within range 
of the guns on the ships attacked. 

It is said that these manoeuvres at 
Tortugas and Key West practically rep- 
resent the situation before Santiago. If,

scouts, they would be detected before 
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they coula do’ damage and destroyed 
by the smal! guns of such cruisers as 
the Montgomery. The American ships 
would have the advantage of concen- 
trating their entire fire upon one small 
passage, about 300 feet wide. A night 
battle is quite unusual in naval annals, 
but it has occurred. The Constellation 
fought the Revenge at night, the en- 
gagement continuing for six hours in 
the darkness, during which time the 
mainmast of the Constellation was 
carried away and the ship crippled. It 
is believed that if Admiral Cervera at- 
tempts to escape he will choose the night 
for this movement. 

On the other hand naval officials are 
discussing the means the American com- 
mander may adopt to make exit impos- 
sible. In the blockade of Charleston, 
barges full of stones were sunk at the 
channel entrance, cutting off ingress and 
egress. A few old hulks would serve 
the same purpose in this case. There 
is difficulty in getting such craft, and 
the sinking of the derelict in the proper 
point in the channel would be attended 
with great danger. It must be towed 
to position, subjecting those in charge to 
the dagger of mines and _ torpedoes, 
There ar also the guns from Morro cas- 
tle to be guarded against. It is un- 
derstood, however, that the castle has 
no searchlights, so that a night operation 
of this character could be executed with- 
out the Spaniards being made aware of 
it. Taking everything into account, 
naval officers feel that Admiral Cervera 
committed a fatal blunder in being 
trapped at Santiago, and that there is 
no fear the trap will prove inadequate 
to hold him. 


Daring Rescue of Three by a Police- 
man and a Fireman, 


Fire Fighter Held by Ankles 
on a Roof. 


Deathlike Stillness Among the Observers Dur- 
ing the Perilous Work. 


Boston, May 27.—Officer Kelly and 
Fireman Hogan last night proved to the 
entire satisfaction of 4000 people that 
they were in no wise lacking in the at- 
tributes which go to make up the true 
hero when they took twe frighterad 
women and an infant from a third-story 
window during the progress of a fire. 
The rescued people are Mary Rosen- 
thal, 25 years old, her child Rachel, 7 
months, and Rose Locke, 20, whose hands 
were badly cut by breaking glass. 

In company with Kelly, Hogan tried 
to get up the stairs, and, finding this 
impossible, the two men rushed to the 
roof of the adjoining structure, which 
they found to be 20 feet higher than the 
roof of the burning building. Without 
pausing a moment, both jumped down, 
Kelly slightly spraining his ankle; and 
then, Hogan lying down, the policeman 
grasped him by the ankles and slid him 
over the edge, where he was enabled to 
reach the endangered ones, and, after 
hanging in midair some moments, draw 
them up. 

In the meantime the ladders had ar- 
rived, and were soon hoisted to the roof, 
when, amid the cheers of the gathered 
thousands, the men descended with the 
rescued ones. Then it was found that 
Miss Locke had badly cut both her 
hands while breaking glass in the third- 
story in order to get air. During the 
progress of the rescue a death-like still- 
ness prevailed in the throng in the 
Streets, but after it had been effected the 
cheering continued for fully 10 minutes, 
many of the spectators trying to break 
through the police lines in order to carry 
Kelly and Hogan on their shoulders. 


TROUNCED THE COLONELS. 


In the rush of military preparations 
the. war officials have net been agle to 
give much attention to the preparation 
of the regulations for the procurement 
of the additional 75,000 volunteers. It 
is still uncertain just how far the na- 
tional authorities will go towards re- 
cruiting these forces themselves, nor is it 
positively known that independent or- 
ganizations, companies, battalions and 
regiments raised by individuals will be 
accepted in blocks,if by so doing the 
deparment is required to accept the 
officers with the men. Indeed, it is 
now questioned whether under the law 
the department could, if it would, ac- 
cept the services of officers under such 
conditions, as the governors of the states 
appear to be the only persons authorized 
to issue below the regi- 
mental grade. There are other vexa- 
tious questions to be settled before the 
regulations can be promulgated, but 
fortunately, in the judgment of the de- 
partment officials, due notice having 
been given to the people of a desire for 
more troops by the government, there 
is no_accasion for haste in deciding upon 
details, in view of the fact that the full 
Craft of men called for under the first 
call has not been secured. The de- 
partment officials were engaged yester- 
day largely in considering the new law 
providing for the organization of cer- 
tain independent forces, with the re- 
sult that the Gepartnien® was able ta 
announce regulations governing the ex- 
amination of applicants for commissions 
in the engineer regiments and the organ- 
ization of the immune regiments.

Following are the extracts from a 
letter sent out by the pastors of the 
Evangelical churches of Tampa, Fla. 
We regret that we have not space to 
publish it in full. 

We, the undersigned ministers of 
the churches of Tampa, Fla., appeal to 
you to help us in doing religious work 
the soldiers of the United 
States Army. There are now about 
10,000 ‘‘regulars’’? stationed in and 
about Tampa, and the voluteers begin 
coming in this week. The opportunity 
for doing religious work will never be 
surpassed, and should be promptly 
acted upon by the Christians of the 
United States. 

The ministers of Tampa have done 
what they could in holding religious 
services and disturfing literature. 
Four thousand books have justZbeen 
sent by Mr. Mocdy for gratuitious dis- 
tribution and the American Bible 
Society has sent 2500 Testaments. The 
work already done is beginning to bear 
fruit. Sixty or seventy persons have 
expressed publicly their interest on the 
subject of religion. Dr. A. C. Dixon 
of New York, comes this week to carry 
on evangelistic services amongst them. 

We are preparing to carry on 
religious work of every kind possible, 
and need, and must employ religious 
workers. 

We will have a tabernacle completed 
this week for the work We need con- 
tributions in the shape of money, 
religious literature and_ earnest 
Christian workers. 

We sincerely hope that some of the 
Young Men’s Christian Associations 
will send some of their best workers 
with camping tents. 

The saloon men and beer men are 
furnishing every accommodations 
possible to debauch them, The church 
surely should not be less attentive.

Communication Addressed to the 
Queen Regent, 


Was Asked to Send Message 
to America. 


Abortive Undertaking of the Universal Peace 
Union. 


Philadelphia, May 27.—The Universal 
Peace union, through its president, 
Alfred H. Love of this city, has mailed 
to the queen regent of Spain and Prem- 
ier Sagasta an appeat asking that gov- 
ernment to acknowledge the indepen- 
dence of Cuba in the interests of peace. 
The appeal was sent April 21, four days 
before this country declared that a state 
of war existed between Spain and the 
United States. It was held up, however, 
in New York, and after two weeks had 
expired it was again in President Love's 
hands with the seal unbroken and 
stamped with a government notice that 
no mail was permitted to go to Spain. 

Ex-Governor Hoyt of Wyoming then 
took the communication to Washington 
and laid it before the state department 
in the hope that it might be permitted 
to go, and also to assure the govern- 
ment of its contents. It was not al- 
lowed to go through the mails direct to 
Spain, however, but it was suggested 
that it might be sent to one of the Euro- 
pean bureaus of the union. Asa result 
it was sent to Berne, Switzerland, for 
transmission, and is now en route. 

After referring to the union as repre- 
senting many thousands of friends of 
peace in all parts of the world, the ap- 
peal indicates that all the pending dif- 
ficulties could be disposed of by peaceful 
means. Continuing, it says: “Our 
President McKinley, we h@ve reason to 
believe, has been forced into his present 
attitude. You know he is the executive 
of this government. The Peace urion is 
cosmopolitan. We have, we believe, still 
in your senate one of our vice presidents, 
Arthur Marcorto.” 

Referring to the union’s sincerity, the 
appeal states: “We would do what we 
now suggest for you to grant,” and, con- 
tinuing, reads: “Oh, how you would 
elevate your nation. What a contribu- 
tion to the age of intelligence, if you 
would send a message to America: ‘For 
the sake of peace, humanity and your 
friendship we will hear terms for the 
independence of Cuba.’ This would 
open the way for three plans the Uni- 
versal Peace union is now suggesting— 
first, a commission to visit you; second, 
purchase and the Maine matter some- 
how considered; third, international ar- 
bitration and international mediation. 

“Is it too late? If there is a lull, if 
there be a check, if any way be open, we 
can say in all frankness, for your good 
and for the good of all, that the feeling 
here is opposed to war and against the 
annexation of your possessions. There 
is a deep, earnest desire for the freedom 
of Cuba. Now, will not Cuba be worth 
more to you free than as a volony? If 
you hold it, it will always be restless, 
expensive and a trouble to you.” 

The remaining portions of the appeal 
are solicitous of Spain's feelings in the 
existing difficulties, and state that the 
union is actuated entirely by a desire to 
bring about peace. In one portion it 
States: ‘‘We have appreciated your sev- 
eral concessions in this Cuban trouble.” 
President Love explains these to mean 
the withdrawal of Weyler; the submis- 
sion to the United States’ refusal to 
withdraw General Lee; the feeding of 
reconcentrados by this country; the 
autonomy scheme, and, last of all, the 
declaration of anarmistice. Speaking of 
the efforts of the union to bring this lat- 
ter about, President Love said that on 
April 9 the union cabled to the queen 
requesting her to grant an unconditional 
armistice, and also telegraphed to Card- 
inal Gibbons to have the pope use his 
endeavors to bring about that result. 
“Two days later,” Mr. Love said, “the 
armistice was granted.” Healso stated 
that he was still hopeful that pe&ce 
might yet be assured, and was awaiting 
some reply from Spain to the appeal.

Thomas, a duet with Mr. Macdonald, 
‘*Ave Maria’’ by Schultz and three 
gorups of four songs each. In the first 
group were ‘Fair Springtime’’ by 
Saint Saens, ‘‘Thou Gray Birdling’’ 
—Feilitz, ‘‘Springtide’s Sweetheart’’— 
Schloz, ‘‘The Night‘’’—Reimann. The 
second group were musical composi-

Miss Drew sang with sweetness of 
tone and clearness of utterance and 
with an ease and freedom from all 
mannerism that made it delightful to 
be a listener, and reflected great credit 
upon her teacher, Miss Lincoln of 
Boston, from whom she has received 
her musical instruction. 

Mr. Macdonald’s repertoire, besides

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4LL WAR VESSELS HAVE FREE AC- 
CESS TO IT. 


{f Spain Desires to Send More Ships to 
Manilla, There Is Nothing to Hinder 
Her Taking That Route — United States 
Can Do the Same. 


“If Spain desires to send a fleet to 
the Philippines to attack Admiral Dew- 


ey’s forces, she is at perfect liberty to | 


send it through the Suez canal,’’ was 
the statement made to me the other day 
by a high official of the state depart- 
ment. 

“Of course,’’ he continued, ‘‘the seri- 
ous question of coal supply would great- 
ly harass her, but if the American ves- 
sels can find dealers willing to take the 
risk of violating the neutrality laws of 
the nation in which their coal piles are 
located they will probably be willing to 
do the same thing for the Spaniards, 
provided the latter pay the necessary 
cash. 

“TI doubt very much if this govern- 
ment would direct Admiral Dewey's 
force to leave Manilla and proceed to 
the Mediterranean for the purpose of 
harassing Spanish commerce in that sea 
and of attacking Spanish ports which 
lie upon it, but it would be possible for 
American men-of-war to reach the 
Mediterranean through the Suez canal 
if they were ordered to do so. 

‘‘There is a great deal of popular ig- 
norance on this point. As a matter of 
fact, the Suez canal is open to belliger- 
ents. 

‘The principle of the neutralization 
of the Suez canal was applied by the 
convention of Oct. 29, 1888, which was 
signed by the six great powers, by Tur- 
key, Spain and the Netherlands. Strict- 
ly speaking, their action does not bind 
the powers that were not parties to the 
convention; but, as none is of any im- 
portance except the United States and 
all have distinctly acquiesced in what 
was done, the pracitcal result is much 
the same as if the whole body of civi- 
lized nations had formally expressed 
their adhesion to it. 

“The convention declares that the 
canal is to be open in time of war as 
well as in time of peace to all ships, 
whether merchantmen or vessels of war, 
whether belligerent or neutral, but no 
acts of hostility are to be committed ei- 
ther in the canal itself orin the sea toa 
distance of three miles from either end 
of it. 

“The entrances are not to be block- 
aded. The stay of belligerent vessels of 
war or their prizes within the ports at 
either end is not to exceed 24 hours, 
and belligerents are not to embark 
troops or munitions of war within the 
canal or its ports. 

** By using the Suez canal Spain’s ves- 
sels will be compelled to go only 7,200 
miles to reach Manilla. The steaming 
radius of the Almirante Oquendo, Viz- 
caya and Infanta Maria Teresa is 9,700 
miles, going at the rate of ten knots, 
and they therefore could go the entire 
distance without recoaling. If necessa- 
ry, they could take colliersalong. None 
of Commodore Dewey's vessels has 
such a great steaming radius, and if 
they should be sent to the Mediterra- 
nean they would have to take colliers 
along and might be caught without coal 
in that sea.’’ 

None of the members of the war 
board believes for an instant that Spain 
will attempt to retake the Philippines, 
notwithstanding the Suez canal is open 
to her fleets. It was pointed out by an 
expert with whom I talked that the 
withdrawal of a sufficient forca from 
the Atlantic to attempt the recapture of 
the Philippines \vould place not only 
Cuba and Puerto Rico, but the Canaries 
and Spain itself, at the mercy of the 
American warshigs on this coast. 

It was more probable, he said, that 
the United States would send ships 
from the Pacific through the Suez canal 
to the Mediterranean to attack Spain’s 
coast than it would be for the Madrid 
government to order its ships to retake 
the Philippines, but either contingency 
he thought decidedly remote.—New 
York Telegram.

Royal Arcanum Assessments, 

Cleveland, O., May 27.—A new method 
of levying assessments was adopted yes- 
terday by the supreme chapter of the 
Royal Arcanum. It provides for an 
emergency fund of about $500,000 a year 
and does away with the cutting down 
of certificates in amount year by year 
after the holders reach the age of 60 years, 
Fach of the 196,000 members will also pay 
a yearly assessment of 80 cents to meet 
the running expenses. It was voted not 
to legislate in any manner against ap- 
plicants for membership who are likely 
to see service in the war with Spain 

The present officers were re-elected 
with a few exceptions. Henry Goodwin 
of Boston declined re-election as grand 
chaplain, and E. A. Dew of Wisconsin 
was chosen for the office. 


Bay State Le«cis'ature. 

Boston, May 27.—The motion to recon- 
sider the vote by which the senate re- 
fused to order to a third reading the bill 
limiting to 58 hours the time during 
which women and minors can be em- 
ployed in mercantile establishments in 
one week was lost. 

The bill providing for the appointment 
of probation officers in the Superior court 
was ordered to a third reading, with the 
understanding that it is to be amended 
at the next stage. 

The bill to prohibit the desecration of 
the United States or state flag was un- 
der consideration when the senate ad- 
journed. 

The committee on ways and means 
reported unanimously in favor of the 
bill embodying the Torrens system of 
land transfer. 

The house discussed the proposed new 
street railway law for the greater part 
of the session yesterday, and adjourned 
without taking a vote,

Estimate of Deficiencies, 

Washington, May 27.—The secretary 
of war sent to congress an estimate of 
deficiencies in appropriations for the 
quartermaster’'s department for the 
fiscal year ending June 30 and available 
until Jan. 1, 1899, amounting to $11,400,- 
000. The items of the estimate are given 
as follows: Regular supplies, $1,000,000; 
incidental expenses, $200,000; barracks 
and quarters, $200,000; horses for cavalry 
and artillery, $1,000,000; army transpor- 
tation, $9,000,000. This increases the 
total amount appropriated and asked for 
to date on account of war to $312,285,000. 


Mr. Astor's Battery.

Washington, May 27.—No substantial 
progress was made by the senate yes- 
terday towards the disposition of the 
war revenue measure, although it was 
under consideration for three hours.

In his dis- 
cussion of the last feature Mr. White 
drew out the fact that an amendment 
was to be offered to the bill by Mr. Gor- 
man, placing a tax of one-half of 1 per- 
cent upon certain large corporations. 

Mr. Teller defended the policy of levy- 
ing an income tax.

Cunning Cervera Continues to Con- 
fuse the Planners. 


Some Doubt Felt as to His 
Whereabouts. 


Cuban Invasion Proves a Bugaboo to the 
Administration. 


Washington, May 28.—The adminis- 
tration is still waiting for positive re- 
ports from Commodore Schley that Ad- 
miral Cervera is in Santiago harbor. 
The advance on Cuba and Porto Rico 
cannot begin until it comes, for the sea 
must be clear of hostile ships, although 
every day of delay improves the prepara- 
tions, and will be a gain in the long run. 

Spain’s opportunity to make peace by 
the surrender of Cuba is fast slipping 
away, yet she has made no motion to- 
ward availing herself of it, nor has any 
ambassador or other representative of 
a foreign power sounded the administra- 
tion as to what terms of peace would 
be granted her, and therefore it is not 
true, as reported, that to such an in- 
quiry the administration replied that 
peace would not be made until we had 
occupied Porto Rico and the Philippines. 

It was stated by an officer of the navy 
last night that not only was the Spanish 
admiral bottled up in Santiago harbor, 
but that he would remain there some 
time. The department anticipates & 
long siege before the Spanish fleet can 
be dislodged from its stronghold and 
captured or destroyed. One thing is as- 
sured. No course will be undertaken 
which will in any way expose our ships 
or men needlessly. 

Porto Rico is becoming the focus of 
attention inl the southern waters. Con- 
viction is crystallizing that the first ex- 


pedition to start from Tampa will have 
Porto Rico as its objective point. Itis 
asserted that the president is thoroughly 
impressed with the plan which contem- 
plates first the occupation of ths island.

Cuban invasion has become a bugaboo 
to the administration. With the heads 
of the army opposing any active cam- 
paign on Cuban soil until fall, and mem- 
bers of the official family backing up 
their arguments, it will not be surprising 
should this counsel prevail. 

The occupation of Porto Rico will be 
undertaken to appease the public clamor 
for action. Climatic conditions which 
render the invasion of Cuba a night- 
mare will be escaped in subjecting the 
sister isle. With no sinister climatic 
conditions to ove with a force to 
operate against which is poorly equipped 
and unprepared for war, the conquest of 
Porto Rico will be 
dreaded by the American arms. 

Unless the navy department secures 
direct and oficial information respect- 
ing the Spanish and 
through the aid of 
cables, it will resort to the use of dispatch 
beats. It can be again affirmed on the 
highest authority that at the close of 
the day the department had nothing 
more than a belief, founded on unofficial 
advices, that the Spanish squadron was 
lying in Santiago harbor, and no news 
as to Commodore Schley’s whereabouts. 
However, the great majority of the offi- 
cials of the navy department entertain 
no doubt that Cervera is within Santiago 
harbor, and they have impressed this be- 
lief upon the president and the cabinet. 
The reports from the newspaper boats 
as to the movements of Sampson's and 
Schley’s squadrons during the past week 
are very mystifying even to the naval 
officers here, and one of them called at- 
tention to a statement coming from the 
West Indies that 12 war vessels were 
seen for a short time off Cienfuegos 
Wednesday. This, he thought, was 
Schley’s flying squadron, and in that 
case the commodore could scarcely have 
covered the distance between Cienfuegos 
and Santiago, with a slow-moving fleet 
of iron-clads, in less than two days, in 
which case Schley would not have been 
due off Santiago until yesterday. All 
this speculative, but it shows that 
there is still an element of doubt in the 
department's calculations as to the 
whereabouts of the fleets.

©ommon Sense Asserting Itself In Cycle | 


The Seine track of Paris exacts the 
following fees from racing men: Sub- 
scription for training, with right of en- 
trance to spectators’ stand on race days, 
$12; special price for members of the 
Riders’ syndicate, $8; multiple machine 
pacemakers, $4; manager’s ticket, $4;

two, $12; for three, $15.

The riders of the present day sit their 
wheels according to the dictates of rea- 
son, if they choose to doso. If they 
choose to bend far over, they may, but 
those who elect to sit upright find the 


appropriate outfit Formerly it was a 
zommon thing for the dealer to insist 
that scorcher bars were the correct and 
proper thing, no matter what the rider’s 
preferences. 

It is also to be noted that within the 
past year the dealer has ceased from dic- 
tating on the subject of saddles. The 
customer is asked what kind of a saddle 
| be prefers, whether large or small, hard 
or soft, with springs or without, and he 
| is forthwith Yurnished with the article 
he desires. Here is another victory of 
reason anda triumph of hygiene and 
natural law. 

Once more, agents are less command- 
ing in their assertions that tires should 
always be pumped hard. If the cyclist 
considers it well to take the benefit of 
the pneumatic quality of the tire in- 
stead of subjecting himself to constant 
and hard vibration, he may indulge his 
preference without suffering the annoy- 
| ance of jejune criticism. The agent’s 
| position that hard tires will last longer 
than soft ones is sound, but the average 
rider has gained sufficient knowledge to 
make allowances, and if he prefers to 
use his tires soft the maker of them does 
not suffer in reputation because they do 
not last indefinitely. Neither does the 
dealer. —American Cyclist.

Therefore the best advice for 
riders is to get plenty of experience in 
the class of race which suits them and in 
which they intend to compete. Thus 
they are enabled to find out their weak 
points and also their strong ones. 

‘*One of the noticeable things of lat- 
ter day cycle racing,’’ says a wheelman, 
“is that there is no rider who stands 
head and shoulders over his fellows, as 
did Zimmerman or Osmond, and that 
the cycle racing world is longing for 
such riders again. Now it is an impos- 
sible task to separate half a dozen of the 
leading cracks of each country and say 
which one is entitled to hold premier 
position over the others. So much now 
depends upon the pacemaking that the 
crack rider behind pace loses much of 
bis individuality, the admiration being 
shared by pacers as well as paced.”’

A gear 
higher than 66, or 60 to 63 for women, 
is a great mistake, for it turns a pleas- 
ure into a toil, Many a rider witha 
high geared wheel has found to his cost 
on the day after a ride aguinst a strong 
wind aching bones and stiffened mus- 
cles, due almost entirely to pushing his 
wheel at top speed against a gale.— 
New York Post.

A Tempest Over the Location 
of Flag Staff. 


There is a tempest in a tea pot at 
Wollaston. It’s a pretty hot one too. 
The flag-staff which is to be dedicated 
on Monday is‘the cause of the trouble. 

At the meeting which was held at 
Brasee’s hall a short time ago to raise 
the money for the staff the audience 


| was given to understand so it is claimed 
| that it was to be erected in the square 


near the fountain. A committee was 
appointed by the meeting with full 
powers to purchase the staff and to 
‘locate it. After viewing the square 
avd taking all things into considera- 
|tion of the multiplicity of trolley, tele- 
phone and fire alarm wires which 
centre at that joint, and the excavating 
for the sewer, the committee deemed 
that it was inexpedient to locate the 
pole there. Wholly unconscious of 
the storm which would break over 
their heads, the committee chose the 
next most available sight, the cerner 
of Park street and Grand View avenue 
on First fill. The sight is but 325 
feet from the fountain with an eleva- 
tion of 60 feet above it. It is sightly, 
the truck of the staff being 220 feet 
above the sea level. 

The committee claims that if the 
| staff had been erected in the square it 
would have been impossible to have 
raised the flag in a wind as it would 
have got tangled in the wires and been 
}damaged. <A view of the place seems 
| to bear out their view of the case.

about erecting it at any other place 
| They supposed, so they aflirm, that

TROUBLESOME INSECT. 


The Rose Bug Distinctively a Grape Pest, 
but Will Eat Any Green Thing. 


With the blooming of the grape, an 


| euthusiasiu—as if she had just heard of | awkward, long legged, light brown bee- 


tle about one-third of an inch in length 
frequently appears in enormous swarms, 
at first devousing the blossoms, then the 
leaves, reducing them freque ntly to 
mere skeletons, avd later attacking the 
young fruit. By the endof July these 
unwelcome visitors disappear as sudden- 
ly as they come, 

Though now distinctively a grape 
pest, it was first known as an enemy of 
the rose, whence its name, ‘‘rose bug,”’ 
or rose chafer. It attacks also the blos- 
soms of all other fruit trees and of many 
ornamental trees and shrubg, and, in 
fg-t, in periods of great abundance stops 
at nothing—garden vegetables, grasses, 
cereals or apy green thing. At such 
times plants appear a living mass of 
sprawling beetles clustering on every 
leaf, blossom or fruit.

in the eastern and central portions of its 
range, notably in New Jersey, Dela- 
ware, and to a less extent in New Eng- 
land and the central states. 

As remedies the arsenicals are avail- | 
able only when the beetles are not very | 
numerous. Otherwise their ranks are 
constantly recruited by newcomers, and 
under these circumstances all insecti- 
cides, bowever effective ordinarily, are 
unavailable. When this is the case, the 
only hope is in collecting the beetles or 
in covering and protecting plants with 
netting or later in bagging grapes. Ad- 
vantage may be taken of their great 
fondness for the bloom of spir@a, and 
rows of these flowering shrubs may be 
planted about the vineyard to lure them 
and facilitate their collection. 

They may be gathered from these trap 
plants, or the grapes themselves. in large 
hand beating nets, or by jarring into} 
large funnel shaped collectors on the} 
plan of an inverted umbrella. The latter | 
apparatus should have a vessel contain- | 
ing kerosene and water at the bottom to 
wet and kill the beetles. 


Bisulphide of Carbon For Melon Lice. 

One dram of bisulphide of carbon 
evaporated in one cubic foot of space 
will kill every melon Jouse in about an 
hour. A dram may be roughly measured | 
as a teaspoonful, and it should be evap- | 
orated in a shallow receptacle placed | 
upon the surface of the ground, but it| 
should not be poured upon the soil. | 
The vapor of the bisulphide is heavy} 
and sinks. First of all, then, it is im- 
portant that whatever cover is put upon | 
the hill should be forced a little into! 
the soil to prevent the vapor flowing out} 
underneath before it fills the space. A 
clam shell makes an excellent evaporat- | 
ing dish and has the advantage of being | 
very cheap. 

As to the form of the covers, it does 
not much matter; they may be square, 
oblong or dome shaped, though the last 
is preferable. Paper hay caps are very 
satisfactory, or the paperware tubs that 
are sometimes seen. It is possible to} 
make an equally effective cap out of 
heavy paper or duckcloth. Melon vines 
lie close to the surface of the ground, 
and it is difficult, even with ap under- 
spray nozzle, to reach all parts. The 
vapor of the bisulphide penetrates ev- 
erywhere and reaches every plant louse, 
no matter how well protected.—J. B. 
Smith, New Jersey Agricultural Col- 
lege. 
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Mealy Bug on Oleander. 

Mealy bug is not easily overcome | 
when once established. For a badly in- | 
fested plant The Rural New Yorker rec- | 
ommends a hard syringing or hosing 
with clear water to dislodge as many 
of the insects as possible, and then rub 
off all the remainder with a wet sponge.

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NATIONAL SENATE. 


Strong Words In Characterizing the De- 
cision on the Income Tax. 

Washington, May 28.—In concluding an 
argument in favor of an income tax, Mr. 
Teller said yesterday that if the proposi- 
tion were submitted to the senate he 
would vote for it, despite the decision of 
the supreme court against the law of 
1894. Such a tax, he said, was supported 
by five decisions of the court prior to 
that upon the law of 1894. “‘Ihaveevery 
reason to suppose,” said he, “that the 
court may yet return to its former de- 

cisions.” 

Mr. Cockrell avowed his intention to 
support the government in the prosecu- 
tion of the war, yet he must be his own 
judge of what was necessary. He con- 
tended that the bill, as reported, inciud- 
ing provisions for the coinmge of ige 
seigniorage and the issuance of *veasur, 
notes and the elimination of the bonds, 
would provide sufficient revenue for the

Mr. Gorman said that it had been de- 
clared during the debate that the tor- 
poration tax, if enacted into law, might 
be decided by the supreme court to be 
unconstitutional, thus reiterating a de- 
cision as infamous as that on the in- 
come tax law.

THE TRADE SITUATION. 


Ta 


Maximum Volume of Business 
Shown by Reports. 


Excess of Moisture Having a Somewhat Dis- 
couraging Effect. 


New York, May 28.—A total volume of 
business fully proportioned to or in ex- 
cess of that usually noted at this season 
of the year is indicated by reports to 
Bradstreet’s this week. The exceptions 
are generally where weather conditions 
have made for irregularity and perhaps 
dullness. In most sections of the coun- 
try the situation generally remains sat- 
isfactory. The volume of bank clearings 
shows the contraction usual toward the 
close of May, but with few exceptions the 
crop situation, the volume of railway 
earnings and the reports froma number 
of leading industries point toa maximum 
volume of business doing in most parts 
of the country. 

Signs accumulate that the long looked 
for improvement in the wool trade is 
nearer realization, rather more business 
being reported at most eastern markets, 
both in domestic and foreign grades of 
wool. This is in part a result of good 
buying against contracts for govern- 
ment work, partly also an outcome of 
the firmer tone and slightly increased 
activity at western markets, where 
prices are reported firmer. Little im- 
provement is noted in manufactures of 
men’s and women’s wear woolens, but an 
encouraging feature in the textile trade 
is the better tone of cotton goods, par- 
ticularly print cloths, which are slightly 
higher on the week and \& cent above the 
lowest point reached. A rather better 
demand for southern cottons has been 
noted for some time past, and there js 
tendency to make concessions on 
the part of holders of printed and woven 
dress goods. 

An excess of moisture in the middle 
Atlantic there being only 16 out 
of 88 days of clear weather since the first 
of March, has discouraged trade in spring 
and summer fabrics and hurt building 
operations. Ajsteady trade in boots and 
shoes is reported at eastern manufac- 
turing centers, and hides and leather 
hold their fulladvance. Anthracite coal 
production continues restricted, but the 
competition of bituminous grades ren- 
ders demand for the former light. Manu- 
facturers of tobacco are reported sold 
ahead, as the result of the effort on the 
part of dealers to escape expected rev- 
enue charges. A rather more cheerful 
tone is reported at Boston, but demand 
as yet is not up to expectations, and 
general distribution at New York is hurt 
by wet and cdld weather. 

Business failures in the United States 
this week number , an increase of 20 
over last week, but compared with 257 
in this week a year ago, 227 in 1896 and 
183 in the corresponding weeks of 1895 and 
1894. 

The contraction in bank clearings 
usual at this time nf the year is reflected 
in a total for the week of $1,189,000,000, 
10 percent smaller than last week, but 
20 percent larger than in the correspond- 
ing weeks of last year and of 1896, while 
as compared with 1890 the decrease is 
only about 3 3 pe ree ent.

Washington, May 31.—Before the end 
of the week the American troops will be 
on their way to Cuba and Porto Rico. 
Assured that Cervera is helpless at San- 
tiago the United States forces will at- 
tempt the destruction of the enemy's 
fleet and the capture of the sheltering 
fortifications. The war problem is sim- 
plifying; it is being solved by events. 
New plans, which for the past seven days 
have been held in abeyance pending fur- 
ther news from Schley as to the location

He cannot attack the Span- 
ish fleet until the shore batteries have 
been destroyed, and they are either out 
of the range, owing to the tortuous char-

high upon the hills for his guns to be 
effectively trained upon them. 

The troops will therefore be landed on 
some nearby point to Santiago on the 
eoast and will attack the batteries, car- 
them by storm. They will clear 
who will then sail in 
to meet the fleet. The location of the 
latter is accurately known. Two armored 
cruisers and two torpedo boats lie hid- 
den behind Smith island, about half a 
mile within the harbor and around a 
shelving promontory. The other two 
armored cruisers are in the basin di- 
rectly in front of the'city. 

The president wants Admiral Cer- 
vera’s fleet captured, and not blockaded. 
To blockade it would mean much incon- 
venience to our ships, and much danger

begin, but the president's principal 
reason is his desire to end the war as 
speedily as possible. If Admiral Cer- 
vera’s fleet could be compelled to sur~ 
render without the ships being injured, 
either by our guns or by Admiral Cer- 
vera’s own acts, that achievement, of 
itself, would go far toward terminating 
the war, and if it were followed by the 
seizure of San Juan, and so of Porto 
Rico, which could be accomplished by

quickly. 

Although the success of the expedi- 
tions, and the surrender of Spain in the 
West Indies, is anticipated, the president 
has not underestimated the work yet to 
be done, or the apparent indisposition of 
the Spanish government to ask for peace 
until it is actually beaten. This is why 
the president, feeling that he could not 
rely on the Cuban army, has been saying 
that an army of 100,000 men must he 
ready to go to Cuba before its general 
invasion can begin. As it would take 
several weeks, according to the closest 
estimates, for the transportation of so 
large a number of men, with the ar- 
tillery, animals, ammunition and sup- 
plies—and the 100,000 men are not yet 
ready—it is evident that Havana can- 
not be taken immediately, even ‘if the 
first detachment of the army of in- 
vasion should be started at once. 


Before the entire force which it is pro- 
posed to use in Cuba can be landed, the 
transports must make four voyages 
across the straits. Arrangements have 
been made to utilize the services of the 
insurgents to the largest possible ex- 
tent. The government already has sent 
expeditions to a large number of points 
on the island and landed arms for the 
insurgents. Most of the parties suc- 
ceeded perfectly in their object, and it 
is said at the war department that a 
sufficient number of the insurgents have 
been armed to constitute a very effective 
support for the troops as they land. 

Chief reliance will be placed at the 
Outset on the regulars, most of whom are 


} centered in Florida, and in such volun- 


teer regiments as are thoroughly 
equipped and reasonably well seasoned 
for service, Although the officials will 
not state how many troops are available 
for immediate service, it is roughly esti- 
mated that there are about 20,000 reg- 
ulars and 13,000 volunteers at Tampa. 
These include 17 regiments of regular 
infantry and 14 regiments of volunteer 
infantry, 12 battalions of artillery and 
five regiments of regular cavalry. The 
infantry force, regular and volunteer, 
is about 28,000 men, the cavalry about 
1000, the artillery about 1200. How many 
of these have been or will be dispatched 
to any given point or to several points 
is not disclosed. 

Back of thé force are other available 
regiments at Mobile, New Orleans and 
other points eAsily accessible to Tampa. 
Still further back is the large volunteer 
camp at Chickamauga, comprising about 
40,000 infantry volunteers, 1000 cavalry 
volunteers and three regiments of ar- 
tillery volunteers. It Is understood to 
be the plan to have the troops at Chick- 
amauga take the place of those at 
Florida ports as fast as the latter leave 
for active service, thus keeping a large 
force all ready for embarkation from 
Florida. Aside from the troops already 
specified, there are the 18,000 men at 
Camp Alger, near Washington, and 
lesser bodies of troops on Long island 
and in the various “Mates. The 75,000 
volunteers under the recently ts 
ond call consiitute still ansther re- 
serve, which, however, is yet to be or- 
ganized and equipped.

The 
hospital ship will accompany the troops 
embarked for the West Indies, ready to 
return at any time with sick and wound- 
ed to the United States. A report re- 
ceived by_the surgeon general from the 
physician in charge at Key West reports 
that last week there were in the hospital 
there 75 men from the navy and one from 
the army. 


Strike on the St. Louis, 

New York, May 31.—The auxiliary 
cruiser, St. Louis, sailed from the Amer- 
ican line pier at 3:30 yesterday. When 
the ship was about 100 feet from shore, 
a boy rushed up with a sealed message 
to be delivered to Captain Sands. A 
hawser was thrown from the ship and 
the message was attached. 
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THE ST. LOUIS AS A CRUISER, 

The strike of coal passers, firemen and 
trimmers which threatened to delay the 
vessel's sailing was adjusted about half 
an hour before sailing. Deputy Com- 
missioner Harrigan appealed to the 
strikers to return to duty, saying that if 
they refused, they would be counted as 
cowards and deserters. Out of the 360 
strikers, all but 4l returned to duty. The 
places of the men who refused to re- 
turn were filled from the many who 
stood on the pier anxious to serve. The 
strikers contended that their cruise ter- 
minated on Saturday when the ship 
made port, and, consequently they were 
entitled to their wages. They charged 
that they were treated harshly in the 
stoke holes by their superiers’ forcing 
them while in southern. waters to work 
harder. They also alleged that the food 
served was not only insufficient, but un- 
wholsome, and that they were not per- 
mitted to purchase soap from steam ten- 
ders in southern waters. 


Dewey Losing Men. 

London, May 31.—A dispatch from Ma- 
nila, dated May 26, via Hong Kong, says: 
Rear Admiral Dewey is losing men from 

se almost daily. Smallpox and 
dysentery are said to be rife in the Amer- 
ican squadron. 

Aguinaldo, the Insurgent chief, reached 
Cavite from the interior, and soon after: 
his arrival went on board one of the 
warships. He is working hard to gain 
over the rebels to the side of the Ameri- 
cans with a view to active co-operation 
when Admiral Dewey's reinforcement 
arrives. 

Capture of the Restormel. 

Key West, May 31.—Light is thrown on 
Admiral Cervera’s plans by the log of 
the British steamer Restormel, captured 
by Sigsbee’s St. Paul while trying to 
make Santiago with coal for the Spanish. 
She sailed for San Juan, where the 
Spaniards expected to coal. San Juan 
being deemed unsafe, Curacao was se- 
lected, but the collier failed to cofinect 
with the fleet there and was ordered to 
Santiago. Owing to a leak she did not 
reach Santiago in time; the Spaniards 
remained in port short of coal and so 
were caught. 

About 5 o’clock last Wednesday morn- 
ing the St. Paul, while scouting off Sap- 
tiage harbor, sighted the Restormel 12 
miles away, apparently heading for the 
port. She was going in openly and hon- 
estly, and not skulking along the shore. 
The St. Paul took a course to cut her off, 
and when within hailing distance, fireda 
blank shot. The pursued steamer paid 
no attention; but she hove too immedi- 
ately when a solid shot was fired across 
her bows. She was leaking badly and 
her boilers were out of order. In fact, 
according to her captain’s account, she 
had been leaking for 20 days because of 
a sprung plate, and the leakage was in- 
creasing. The capture was made less 
than four miles from Morro castle, but 
the forts were silent. The leak grew 
worse constantly, and all hands manned 
the three pumps night and day, crew, 
marines and officers, until this port was 
reached. 


Bay State Man Dead. 

Chickamauga, May 31.—Another Mas- 
sachusetts boy, Private Clarence L. 
Bartol of C company, Eighth Massa- 
chusetts volunteers, has answered his 
final rollcall, and by midnight his body 
will be speeding northward to his home 
in Marblehead, Mass. He died late Sun- 
day night of what the surgeons who 
have examined the body declared to be 
heart failure induced by depression, fol- 
lowing the death ef his friend, Private 
Burnham of Lynn. 

Bartol attended the funeral services of 
Burnham, and it was remarked that he 
showed more grief than many of the 
dead man’s messmates. After the ser- 
vices he could not seem to get his mind 
off the matter and discussed it with 
everyone with whom he talked. A‘¢1p- 
per he ate little and complained o1 not 
feeling well. After supper he grew 
rapidly worse, and at 10 o’clock he died. 
His brother, who is a member of the 
company, was with him to the end.
